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ADDRESS XVII. 

HAVING purfuant to my Promife to You, my beloved 
Bretrhen and Friends, ^ubliihed the Great Charter 
of the Liberties of our City, and laved that, as the 
Foundation to the intended Superftruflure, I (haU now procede to 
the next Part of my Engagement, which is to explane the Confti- 
iution of this City, aiid to point out the Breaches made therein, 
and by whom. 

In my tnnethy fiueteentb, and other AddreJJfeSf I have Endeavored 
to define a S»tfy PoUtic, Whatever is fayed of the greatefy holds 
egual/ygood of xhtfmaUeft Body Politic, And, many Advantages 
and Benefits acme in ours, which are not to be found in the great 
"Body. Corporate. 

As CIVIL Society, or tht great Body Politic^ with all it's Ma- 
giibates and Officers, from the higheft to the lowefl, was inlH- 
tuted and framed for the general Good of the People, not regard- 
ing any Particulars ; fo, the Inflitution of this Body Corporate^ was 
folely intended for the Citizens, with due Subordination to the 

frea/ Community, of which it is but as a Memifer; and no Indivi- 
ud, whether Magiftrate, Officer or Member of the Corporation, 
has, or can have, any Power, Privilege or Authority, but what 
he derives, mediately or immediately, from the Body of the C//i- 
zens, to whom, and in whom, all that the Crown by it's Preroga- 
// w, or the Lfgijlature by it's Authority, could grant, were granted 
and veiled, for they^/f Emolument of the Citizens and their Sue- 
ceffbrs £oT Ever, 

As every good Hultand-Man fliould, to the greateft Certainty, 
know the Extent and Limits of his Eftate; fo, it is incumbent on 
every Citizen, to know the Extent and Limits of the Franchi/es, iiK 
which he has a Free-hold, an Eftate, of no lefs Value to him, than 
a large Trad of Land, to a Countryman. We can not therefore, 
be too exadt, too minute, in taking a Survey of our Free-hold, 
with it's appendant Privileges. 

Whoever takes a View of our Charter, muft fee, with what 
an extenfive Eftate, this City was endowed, and with what ex- 
traordinary Liberties and Privileges, the Citizens were honored 
and diftinguilhed from the reft of the Subjefts. 

All the Lands, within the afcertained Liberties of the City, 
that were not granted to Churches, Convents or Colleges^ w^tc, 
veiled in the City, from the original Englijh ¥o\iiv^^V\<atv\ ^u^ 
upon the Diffolation of Monafleries, at t\ie Refotm^Xvoxv, xsv^ck^ q?1 
tteir Mates, a$ well, in the Country, as City, paiU^>a^»xV^ x^^^* 
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of AH-Uiilknjcs^ and fomc Parts of tKofe of ^t, ^hmnm and tt* 
Mary^ were granted to tke City by Henry Vllf . and other fuc- 
£edijig Kings. By this Means, an Eft ate in fcvcraJ Counties of 
the Kingdom, and a Right of Prefentation to fundry eccleiiaitical 
Benefices became vefled in the Corporation of the Cityj 

Having large Poflefllons thus fec^ired to the Cky, th© ncjct 
Proviiiort to be made was for the Franchifes or Liberties of the 
; Citizens, without which ^ the greateA ElUte could be -of no real 
Value. 

Br the firft Grahts of flikry ll and John^ the Oii%im vterc 
created a Body Cerfyor^n and FoitiiCf with the ufual exprefled, as 
well, as the implied Ps^en and Pri'viUges^ incident to the Cre- 
atioti of a Body PQiitiCi which We fhall hereafter endeavor to ex- 
plane. By the Charter Of yohn^ included in the Great Charter, 
beginning at Paragraph the 8thi the Franchifii are fpccially 
granted and fet forth. And, it U obfervablct thit every Grant \% 
cxprefsly made to our Citizens of our City of J>\J^uti, and 
to their Heirs and Succ&£hrs for Ever. 

By this Charter, the City is made ^free and MepeTtd/Mi }Aa^ 
ft 0^4 with Jurifdiflion within it felf^ beyond whofe Unuts, no 
Cidxen is anfwerable : The Cititum are exempted from that Ihame- 
ful Barharifm of ikying ahd determining Matters of Right, Caufe* 
criminal/ (ffc. by Combat j from that deteftable VaJfaUge of Hafi- 
ingj or CBym and Li-v£rie ; or obliging them to lodge or entertain 
Servant i or Soldiers of their Lordi or of the King^ without their 
free Confent : And freed from thd Payment of all arbitrary 71?///, 
T^axest and other Cuftoma throughout the King's Domimons; 
That JuiUce may be always at Hand, it is providedj that the 
Bmdred OT City Court fhould beheld once every Week; That due 
Regard may be payed to the Infranchifcd^ that no Foreigner fliould 
b^iy the Staple Commodities of the Kingdom from any othcTp thaa 
a Citi^n i nor have Licence to fell Wine Or keep a Tavern except 
on board a Ship : That no Foreigner fhail intrude or incroach upon 
the Citizens proper Privilege of felling Goods, as Cloth, for Ex- 
ample, by Re telle, and that no furcign Merchant fhall eveii ftay 
longer in the City, than \t neceilaiy for the Difpofal of his Wares 
by Wh'j]i::fale, v/hiz\ii% four ty Dzy^: That ^fo Qtizenh^ deprived 
of his LiUrty Or cthenvife dijiurhed throughout the King's' Domi- 
nions, upon any idle Demands or frivolous Pretences of the Crowit 
or the i5ubie£l, unlefs where pofttive Proof of a t^eht is made: 
Tl:iat the Clamc layed hy the Cnmin and great Lords to the Ward 
of their Tenants, by which, they affumed the Cuftody and YA- 
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from ferving on Juries^ or in other dvU OMces in any other 
County in the Kingdom, in which they may have Eftates ; and 
that ixtemy or non-franchifed Men> who may have Eflates in the 
Gty, may not be impaneled with the Citizens on Juriesy to try any 
Matter within the City; unlefs in Matters concerning the Cronjcn^ 
or the Community of the City : And> that the Gtizens in all civil 
and criminal Matters^ with which they may be chargeable, fhall 
not be committed y or confined by Foreigners y but by th^cir Fe'Iow* 
Citizens onely : An4 that they, and all tho/e, who come into the 
City 9 ihldl be exempt from all arbitrary Impofitionsy and Seifures of 
the Crown, or it's N^inifters: That the Citizens and their Magi- 
ibatef may have^ make and exercife lYitjiffi^ of Bread znd Beer, 
inftitutc a Stapie, or Market^ and erefl and maintain a Standard 
foT^givhts and Meafuresy for the Rejgulation of the Market y with 
all Profits and Advantages thence anfinei fubjefi ondy to the In- 
J^&ion of the Kis^'^s Jadices and Minifters; and their Correffion 
of Exeeffesj DefeBsy &c. That the Citizens be for ever exempt 
from ^Cnftomsy Polity or Duties impofed upon^ or payable by, 
others for the Expences of <wallingy pa'vingy making, of reparing 
Bridges, from Paffes for exporting or fhiping Gbods or Men^ and 
for ballafting or loading or unloading a Ship at ^ays. Wharfs or 
Cranes: That the Citizens may choofe among them (elves a Mayor 
every Year, who is to be (worn into Office before the Commonalty y 
by the preceding Mayors unlefs the chief Governor or one of the 
Barons of the Exchequer happen to be then in the City> before 
ivhom the Oath is then to be adminiftered: That no Oficers or Mi- 
nifters of the Crown may interfere with the Magiftrates or Officers 
of the Cinr, in the Execution of their Offices; unlefs in Cafe of 
Faiktre of the City Officers: That no Citizen be deprived of his 
Liberty or confined, by any Magiftrate or Officer of the Crown, 
for any bailable Offence, while he is able to procure fponfablc 
Bail: That, if any Citizen be attached without the City> he is to 
be tried in the City Court: That no foreign or unfranchifed Mer^ 
chant fhall intrude or incroach upon the Rights and Privileges of the 
Citizens I but, when they come to buy or fell Wares or Merchan- 
difes upon the Terms l)efore prefcribed, they (hall be obliged to 
contribute to all the Jids and 7'axes or Tolls and Cuftoms neceflary 
for the St^port of the Gty, in Proportion to the Quandty of Goods 
ht^bt or fold: And, that the Citizens may export old Cloth, Wool, 
FUdes and all other Conmiodities, which are the Product of Ire- 
land^ Com, at Times prohibited, onely exc.epted, to England, 
Gafeoiey and wherefoever elfe they will, for Ever, according to 
their natural Right; all Statutes or Ordinances to the contrary, 
notwithHanding. It is likewife, granted to the dtizensy x\i2iX their 
Mayor and Bailifs be the fole Juftices pf Peace, and Jujiices of 
Laborers, Artificers and ViBuallerSy within the City and it's Ltdcr- 
ties: That the Mayor be Efcheator, and C/«rfc of tfcc MarV.* , ^^:^ 
rb^/i/i/e/f Powers and Privileges, the Law coM\i «ATa\X\ ^'wi^\^; 
poUdvc ProMition to all Minifiers of the CronMn, x)r.^x.^«^^ ^'^ 
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not intrttde upon either OiEce ; The Maysr to take the Oath of 
Office of EJchmtQv and CUrk cf ih Market ^ before the Bmiifi, 
All efcbfateii^ or firfeited Lands and. Pttffeffipns^ Sec, with all FiiKs 
and j-Jmsrdaments^ Gottds and Chattds of />Ak#, fugitive or con- 
demned, all fl rayed Cattle, whofe Owner may not be afcertaaned^ 
and all IVrecks, within the Liberties of the City, being, of origtitai 
Ri^iftf vefted in the Cre-ws^ arc now granted and confirmed to 
the Cinxens, This i£ the Sum of the Grants in this Great Char- 
ter. 

Br this and the facceding Ch&rien^ it is evident^ that there h 
nothing neceflary for the Wealth and Happinefs of a People, that 
has not been granted to this City. Few Cities in Eurspe can boaft 
of fo great an Eftate and fuch Extent of Franchife*. Every Ci- 
tizen has a Free -hold in die City* and is intituled to Privileges far 
fuperior to any other private S abject in the Kingdom, which ap- 
pear by the foregoing Recitals, In ihort, fo great and fo firm it 
the Eftabliihment of this City, that it isj as it were, a little Com^ 
mon-Wealth within it fdf: For, it wants nothing of being fully 
fuch, but a fupreme legiflative Power, And, it knows no Aatko- 
rity, that can lelTen or invade it's Properties or Privileges in any 
Kefpe^, without the Confent of the Citizens ; For, without that, 
no Patent or Charter can pafs, which may aiFe£l the City ; not 
even to ere£t a G«?V^ within the Liberties ^ and, if any Patent h^% 
been, or may be, by any Means, obtained^ which interferes with 
Vhe Rights or Privileges of the Citizens, it is in it felf null and 
^^oid. 

Such were the Inducements to the free Citizens of Brifloi 
to transplant them felves into this Country. And nothing lef^, 
than fuch an EilabUfhment, could be an adequate Reward for the 
unparalklled Valor and Loyalty of their Succellors* 

As the modeling and eftablifliing the great Frame of Govern- 
ment of this City J was neidier done by the Crown nor the Legi- 
flature, it is ncceitary to fhcw how and by what Authority it was 
ellablifhed. 

1'his makes it neceiTary to fct forth the Powers incident to the 
Cr eat ten of a Body PJitk^ which can not well he done, without a 
Repetition or Recital of what has been already fayed, in former 
Addrejis loYoM^ upon thb Subject, 

A C o rl p o R A ri o N 5 or IncorpGratioj;^ is a Soci e ty or B od y framed 
by PuiUy, or Fidion of Law. Hence, it is called, a Body PGlitic^ 
It Is alfo called, ^^ Btfdy Corpf^rtiti^ qt Iticotp^rate; bccaufe the Per- 
"bn^ Incorporarcd are united or formed into one Body, with Simi- 
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Corporations commence by four Means. I. By Comnnm 
Lmv; Sks the Kmgii 3. Corporatitti/ole, by the Common Law. XL 
By Pre/criptian. lU. By AS of Pariement. IV. By Charter, 

For the feveral Rinds of Corporations^ I refer You to my 
nioeth Addrefs. I ihall here confine my felf to the Corporation 
aggregate, temporal i by which I mean Assembly of many lay Per- 
fau combined Qtjoyned together in one Fellowihip or Community , ere- 
atedas above i and holding hy mutual Cmfent, tofufport the common 
Charge; to li<ve under fuch Laws and Regulations, as they fiali 
frame ««/agree upon ; to give or taJ^e any Jhingy *within the Comfafs 
of their Charter, and agreeable to Law; tofue and be fued; to have 
an Head ami common Sealy^ tbefe Purpofesy and the like. S.uch 
are all Citiis^ Boroughs^ Guilds^ Sec. 

A Corporation aggregate is fayed to be invifible and immortal, 
and has vCz Being , onely in Intendment and Confideration of Law. 
It can nol tittretore commit ^reafon, as a, fingle Perfon : It can 

not be egf'^awfed, nor excommunicated: It can not do Homage or 
Fea/fy, nar/ufear. Nor can it apfear in Perfon, but by Proxy or 
Attorney. 

Thb Name orTitule of a Corporation is of the Subftance and 
Eflence of the Bodj^ Politic: It is therefore requiiite it fhould be 
certainly determined. It is as the Name, given at Baptifm to a 
natural Perfon; with this Difference, that a natural Perfon is a 
peffeB Creature before Baptifm, and is given a Name, not as of 
witter of Neceffityy but of PoUcyy for DiftinfHon. But, a Body 
Politic 18 notondy imperfeS, but can not receive a Being, without 

a Name.. 
Upon the very Creation of a Corporation, many Powers and 

Privileges are tacitly annexed to it» with a fpecial Grant. Thefe 

arecalledinLaw, /ffr/^ff/^/r. 
It is incident to a Corporation, to^ and hefued\ toplead and 

heimpUadedi to purchafe and to alienate Lands, f^r. to appoint and 

ta common Seal; that the Survivors be the Corporation; if it*8 
v«wY increafe, to appfy them to the Ufes intended by the Found- 
or, or to the Benefit oif the Body Politic, to make Laws and Ordt- 
unces, and to prefcribe and efiablijh the Form of Government, 
fiovided they be agreeable to the Laws of the Land; to eleS and 
eppeimt Officers and Servants, and to limit their Power, snd Time of 
ferving; to appoint Sifage Council to the chief Magiftrate or to the 
Corporation, under the Name of Aldermen, Burgeffes, Common^ 
Council, Coimcil of the Houfe, Sec. and to fate and afcertain their 
Privileges, Powers BXid Authority ; to prefcribe rea/omAle Tolls, Cuf- 
tms or Duties upon Cattle, Carriages, &c. coming into, going out 
of, or through the Town, or upon Shiping coming into, or going 
out of it's River or Harbor; though there be no fuch Grants in the 
Charter, And all lawful and rational Cuftoms of a Corporation 
are valid in Law. 

A Corporation muft in all Things be fubje£l and amefnable to 
the Laws of the Common-Wealth, in Refped to which, it is but a 

Member^ 
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Ilimbir^ like Uky frivMti Fir/em. It is liaUe to I>iffi>lution» fcr , 
the Difufe, MiTule, or Abufe of the Cbarteri as alfo^ for wantof 
lawful Succeflbn. 

From thefe general Principles, let Us deduce the particohr 
Conftitution of this City. 

What has been offered in my fourth Aidrefsy upon the original 
Inftitution of civil Society in general, and upon the Syftem oionr 
national Conftitution in particular, holds equally good of the 
Conftittttion of this City. 

It was created a Body Corporaie and Potitic^ with all the Requi- 
fites; an Eftate to fupfort it, Pri'viiega and Uberties to ememragi 
Virtue and Imdujiry^ by MftingmiJMng the CitiKnu, in the hig^ 
Manner, from the Grofs of the other StJyeSs, and with Ptfukr 
and Authority to defend and fruteQ^ and to i^fe all thefe Beaejks, 
for the Good of the frefeut sund/uture Meuiers of this QMmia- 
nity. But, the Frame and Model of the Govemncorand the ca- 
tire InHitution of the civil Society, were left folely to die Ce'Hsans^ 
whofe Wifdom is the great and noble Strofture, We ean never 
fufHciently celebrate. 

It is evident from all our Charters^ as well, as the Gmf One^ I 
have lately layed before You, that at the Creation of this Body 
Politic f our Prcdeceflbrs were left in a mere State •f Vtihtn^ wi& 
Regaid to the Government of this City. 

As the firft infranchifed of Dublin.vtttc Briftol Men, to whom, 
as an Encouragement to tranfplanting them felves into DmbBm, lU 
the Efiate of 3ie City was granted, with all the H§u§rSf Prnvoees^ 
Privileges, free Cuftoms, Franchifes and Immunities, to which they 
were at Home intituled; it was natural for them, to introduce and 
eftablifh the Conftitution of dieir Motber-Gty in this new Cohnyi 
and they did fo accordingly. 

The City then coniified of a Provojtwad Citizens, 
luBenryUrs Reign, the Ci/ixAKf were empowered toeleft, oat 
of them felves, a M/^ every Year. And about the fame ReigDr 
two BaiUfs were inftituted. The Titule of thefe Officers was 
changed by Edwaed VI. of pious Memory, from Bailift, to 
Shenfs. ^. 

About the Reign of the good and great King Edward III. 
whofe Memory mnS be grateful while any Traces of our ConfBtD' 
tion fubfiil, a Common-Council was inftituted, not with abfe- 
Ittte Power to tranfadk the Affiurs of the whole Corporation, but 
as a Cmmittee to prepare Bufinefi, to be laved before the Cs'tixeut 
for their final Determination in the Court of Oakbin Huhdbbd. 
Whbn the Titule and Office of the chief Magiftrate was raifcd, 
and an higher Truft and greater Powers were repofed and vefted in 
him, by the Corporation, the Crown or the Ltpflature, the Citi' 
zeus, for his Eafe and Affiftance, and the better Security of the 
City, inftituted a Privy-Coundl, confifting of twenty-four of the 
moft virtuous and wife Citizens. Thefe were at fii^ called, Ju- 
ruij aad afterwards^ Aldemm. 



Fon yo\it better hnderftanding the Cmiftitiltion of the City, t 
Ikall endeavor, briefly, to exj^e the Inftitatioii, Office and 
Doty of Frwofi or Maywr^ Bmlifs or Sherifi, CmmtnrCotmdh 
lad yurees or AUerwun refpedively. 

But, as thefe and all other City Officers are to be choTen from 
imong the GHmhu, it may not be improper or anneceflaiy to pre- 
aife fomething concerning the Infiitation, Office taA Duty of a 

Ih mine iigith Jddrtfs, I have endeavbred to expkne the 
Wbidsy G'/f »ad Citixin. Upon the fiilleft En^uiry^ I am at pre^ 
fent able to make, I can find no better a Defimtion of the Word, 
CMtm or City, dian that it is a Society rf Mew, ertatedanifi 
eaiUd h Chaiter or Lawsj cmdnmei together fw their mutual Suf- 
furt ami Dtfttuif auddiguifiedy and diftiuguijhedy ly certain lAhttXitS 
MH^Privileget, from the reft of theSuhjeds; whereiy they are eneou-^ 
rat^amd maUedto culti'uate Scienceti Arts and Conimerce. 

Thx icft incorporated of this Community were created Citi-' 
zemf, widk Power of appointing a Succeffion. The Children of 
the Cttixem were intituled to the fame Privilege, as their Births 
JUgU. Every Man, who ferved an Apprenticefliip to a Citizen, 
became intituled to this Privilege. And, at the primitive Inftitu- 
tion, no Man war intituled to be admitted a Citizen, but the Son 
of a Citixim or the Hufiandoi a Gtiscena Daughter ^ or he> who 
faved an Apprendceihip to a Gtizen; except, as an exemplary^ 
Aewaid for tome extraordinary public Services: But, when Men 
feD from their Integrity, and Venality and Corruption took Place of 
ViaxuB ^ Honor, then BacA-Doors for Admiflion into the 
tramchi/ejf were opened, and every one, who found it, netefTary^ 
readily purchafed his Freedom, or higher Rani in the City, by a 
Brihe to the chief Magiftrateor his Wife, called, by the palliating 
Name of Gloves, or to the Common-Council, by the more pom- 
pons Appellation of Grace-rJ^ecial, or zFinei 

With Us, the Inftitution and Office of a Gtizen, is partly ci- 
^ partly military. At our firft Eftabliihment here. We were 
k^ for fome Time in a continual Warfare. Every Citizen was 
tiierefore obliged, not onely to qualify him felf £ot his civil Sta-" 
don, by learning and exercifing his Art or Trade, but alfb to 
Wn the Ufe of Arms and military Difcipline. And as the City 
was furrounded with thofe, that were continually invading, or in- 
creaching upon, the Liberties; the Citizens were obliged toper-f 
ambulate their Mears and Bounds, in complete Arms, once a 
Year, as they now ride them once in three Years. Hence, every 
Citizen, at his Admiffion, is to be iworn under Arms, and obliged 
to fumi(h him felf with and keep neceflary Arms; fo, that he is 
to be ready to maintain and defend the City, and all it*s Rights 
■ and Liberties, not onely in the Citizen's Go^n, that is, by his 
Ceunfel, but alfo in the field, that is, by Force of Arms, wnenfo-* 
ever he is legally called thereto. 



The Duty of a CitixtM will be farther underftood by conEdcr* 
ing the following Oath, which every Citizen is bc^imd to tik« 

upon his AdmiiTton: 

The Oath cf a Citizek */ Dublin. 

*' TT O U fhall fwear, that you fhaU be good and true to our 
** JL Sovereign Lord King Geouge II. and to the Heirs of 
" oar fayed Sovereign Lord the King 5 obeyfant aad obedient 
" you fhall be to the Mayor and Minifters of this City; The 

*' Franchifes and Cuftoms thereof you fhall maintain, and thij 
** City keep harmlefa in that, that in you is: You fhall be con- 
'^ tribute ry to all Manner of Charges within this City, as Sum- 
** mons. Watches, Contributious, Taflcs, TaUages, Lot and 
** Scot, and all other Charges, bearing your Part as a Freeman 
** ought to do i Yon fhall color no foreign Goods^ whereby the 
** KiMG. or this City might lofe their CuJloms or Advsmt^gesi 
*f You fhall know no Foreigner to buy or fell any Mcrchantfifo 
<f with any other Foreigner within this City or Franchifes thereof, 
" but you fhall warn the Mayor thereof: Vou ihalJ take no Ap- 
*' prentice but if he be free -bom, that is to fay, t\o Bondfman's 
*^ Son, and for no lefs Term than for feven Years : Within the 
'f £rfl Year you ihall caufe him to be inrolledt and at his Term's 
*' End you fhall make him free of this City, if he have weU and 
<* truly ferved you; You fhall alfo keep the King's Peace in youf 
*^ own Perfon, and fhall always, whiLft you are able and in your 
" Power, keep a good Mufket, Carbine or Fufee, in good, dean 
" and fufHcient Order : You fhall know no Gatheringa, Conven- 
•* tides, nor Confpiracies made againfl his Maje%'s Peace, bat 
" you fhail warn the Mayor thereof, or let it to your Power: 
*' You Ihall not be free Baker;, Butcher or Fifher, without yon 
*^ pay Cuftom; and whatfoever Ofiice that you be lawfully called 
*' unto within the fayed Franchifes, yon fhall not refufe. All 
*^ thefe Points and Articles you fhall well and ti-uly keep accord- 
** ing to the Laws and Cujloms of this City, to your Power. 6a 
" GOD you help, and by the holy Contents of this Book, 
** GOD fave the King " 

The InfUtution, OfHce and Duty of a Citizen being thus em- 
planed, I fhall now purfue the Order propofed, and illuflrate thoft 
of the principal Officers of Corporations. And, 
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jothcr cWrf Officer of the Crown, in a Town of ViDige; or of i 
Lord, in a Manon Provoft is the common antient Titule of thd 
chief Magiibate of any City or Borough i but, of later Days, tho 
Titule and Office havemoftly merged into that of Mayor, 

The modern Word Mayor, antiently Meyr, in Charters Called, 
Ma/or, is fayed to be derived from the Brit'tjh, Mire, or Myre, si 
Steward or Keeper, or from the old EngUJb, Mater, which iigni- 
£es Dominion or Authority. Mayor with Us implies the fame 
with Proffe^us Urbis, or Praetor IJrbanus among the antient Ro- 
mans. I fhall here confine my felf to our City, where the Titult 
of our chief Magifhrate is raifed to that of Lord Mayor, 

As the King is the Head of the Common-Wealthy to is the LoRO 
Mayor Head of the Cify; and, next to the King, or his Fice- 
gerentsy is Intituled to the firft Rank and Dignity in the City^ He 
was formerly of the King's Privy-Council. He is to frejtde in the 
Council^ of the City, to fee all the Laws, relating td the City, ex- 
ecuted, and to caufe Right and Juftice to be flridly and equitably 
adminiftered 10 all Men, without Partiality, or Refpcd to Perfons. 
Above all, he is to be 'watchful and tenacioui of the Eftate and Re* 
njenues, of the Privileges, Liberties and Franchifes of the whole 
City in general, and of every individual Citizen in particulars 
For, this is (he principal £nd of the Inltitution of the Office. 

The Lord Mayor, by Common Law, is a Jujlice of the 
Peace, during his Office, and by Patent, during Life. The Lord 
Mayor, for the Time being, is the principal Jupice or Judge of the 
City Court, where all civil and criminal Matters are triable by the 
ordinary Courfe of Law, and where alone the Citizens fhouldy^^ 
and h^fued. In the garter -Seffions, he is to have the Recorder 
and two Jufiices of the City, to conftitute a Court. He is em- 
powered to regulate the Hire or M^agis of Laborers and Artificers^ 
and to ajctrtain the AjfiTU, ^ality and Price of Bread, Ale and 
Beer, 

The Lord Mayor is the fiile Judge of a Court of Equity of 
Confcience to the Extent oi fourty Shillings, from which, there 
lyes no Appeal, 

The Lord Mayor is to have a watchful Eye on the Condudl 
of every Inhabitant of the City, particularly on that of the City 
Officers and Ser'vants, for whofe Mifcondudl the City is anfwerable. 
He is empowered to execute or infpedt the Execution of feveral 
Statutes, particularly for cleanfing and faving the Streets, removing 
Nuifances and Encroachments, preventing Dirt or Ruhhijh being 
thrown m the Streets, Lanes or ^afie Places in the City ; to funijh 
Perfini, who keep above an hundred Weight of Gun-Ponder togC4 
ther, vVithin the City. He is to look into Offences againft the Stale, 
as well, for the general Promotion of Peace and good GovernKient, 
as to execute the Office of Efcheator, in fiifing a.nd fecurir/g all Ef- 
cheatSf to the Ufe of the City : He is empowered to judg^e ^n\^ de- 
termine whether Coin offered in Payment, be cuireivt. o\ eoww\.c.xS.v£\X.> 
apd to tender an Oath to obtain a certain Infotm^Xvoiv coTvc^iW^*;^

or Sir^ants may not be quartircd or hiiiited within the Uiferths of 
tlie City J without txprefi Orders from the Lord Mayor ^ who is to 
takt Care, that no Servant or Soldier be, by any Mean i, fuartered 
on any/rff Ciiixgftj without his Confent, 

The Lord Mavor is lOputii^ prophane Curfing and JiuMrfi?^ , 
with a FiMe or Confinement in Stuh : To funijh idle^ ^v migrant Beg- 
garly and caufe fuch, as will not work, or pretend to be lame^ 
blind, oroihtrwife maimed, in order to excite Charity ahd eovex

Besidts the ordinary Authority of Mayeri^ to keep a publici

He is y^Jge of the Market Court} and may order tht 
Shrif} to impanel 3^ Jury before him; which Jury is to be charged 
with the Care of the M^irket, and to prejint all fach^ as ufe of 
keep fidfe or unfealed Scaifs^ Weights or Mcafiins^ and all, thaU 
fell imU^ful Bread or other i^nwholefom Profjifans, The Offend- 
ers, in thefc Inlbnce^j are liable to be fimd^ or to a Seifiire of 
their faifi Si/ihs, Ic. or had IVares^ by the Lard Mayor.

As the King is the Head of the grtiit B&^ P§!itie^ or Cou- 
mon-Wealth; fo, is the Lord Mayor, H^adof this Cor^tU' 
tion. And, as the King is intrufiid with the gemral Gp^tmrntnt 
of the Realm, fo, is the Lofio Mayor, with that of the C&rfC' 
ration of this City, The one, as well, as the other, is to con- 
Jider^ that his rejpeiti've Offce was inftituted for the Good of the 
Peopie, and that every i'fl'WA^r, |Pr*njf^^^f*v#, FrMlege, Fri'tmi' 
nmce or Juthority^ he enjoys, is derived from, and held in Tnd 
foFj the pEorLE. 

The Lord Mayor is therefore to execute, or caufe to be ex- 
ccutedj all the Ojmm^n and Statutt La^wr concerning this City, as 
well, as the Bylaws of the Corporation, fully y jnftly, truly and 
indirtercmly, without Regard to Perfons or Places^ to private Re* 
gards or Prejudices. 

An other great Part of the OiHce and Trail of the Lord Mtysr 
3S that of being Frefideftt of the Cnuris and Counciis of this City, 
And the Difcharge of this requires not lefs Senfi andF/r/a^, than 
Other Branches of his Duty. To execute thefe important Tnifb 
duly, tJie Lo^J M^tyor fhonld be no Stranger to the generai Bfficm 
of our Lii-i'js^ from which alone he may draw the (^a and Dutj 
of the ALigjjIr/jte and the Jiights and Lihtrties of the Subje^ in 
general. He fbould be perfcftly canTir/ant in our Choirttrs and il 
the By-L^n.'js and general Canfiiiution of the City; by which alone, 
he may learn the Extint and Limits j the particular Dutiei of his 



he c^n neither confini their Delibtrationst nor AJfolve^ n6r a^itrm 
them, but as the Majority of the AJfemblj agrees and diredb. He 
is not to fuiFer any Council in the City to clafh or interfere with an 
other; but keep up a true and exad Balance between the Aldermen 
and Commons, and all other Parts and Members of the Community. 
In every /iffemhly, he is to fee, that the Eafe and Libirty of the 
Members be perfedUy fecure; that the Commons fit in an open Place, 
with a Qallery^ to which every Citizen may have Accefs; that at 
the Clo/e of every Affembly^ the Court of Da rein Hundrs» 
ihould be fummoned, by ringing the TboI/t/BcU, that the Suffrages 
of the Citizens be fairly and freely colleded upon t\ try prohibited 
or controverted ^efiion, and that no A^ of AJfembly fhould be ra* 
tified or executedy before it receives the Sandion of the Citixem 
in this Court. 

For thefe Ends, the Lord Mayor (hould be a Man of found and 
quick natural Parts, as welJ, OS o£ Si liberal Education ; of goodUw 
derftanding in tlit national Conftitution , and firfeS Knonulege of the 
Con/Htution, Rights and Libertiet of the City, He fhould be con- 
firmed inthemoft fteady Principles of M»rallty and Laivsi to 
which End, he ihould be of found Sen/e and clear Judgement. 
With thefe good Qualifications, the wife and great Ends of the In- 
jtitution mud be anfwered, and without them. We can have no- 
thing but Anarchy and Di/ira^ion. 

A Magistrate formed upon found, conftitudonal Principles, 
will have the End of his Office always in view, as the chief Ob- 
jc6l of his Care. He wiU abate no Right or Privilege of his Of- 
fice; always remembering the Importance of the Truft repofed in 
him. He will neither caufe or fufier any Man to be oppreffed or 
injured; but, will prove a <watchful, tender and indulgent Father 
to all the Inhabitants of the City, efpeciaUv, to the Citizens, who 
are, as it were, his legitimate or political QYCAditii'. He is to futTer 
none of their Rights or Privileges to be invaded by any Man; and, 
like the good, old, Roman Magiflraies, who ufed to proflrate or 
bow the Fafces or Enfigns of Magiftracy before the AJj'emlly of 
the Citizens, acknowlegmg them the Or/j^ijf^ of his Power, he will 
pay all poffiWe Refpca to the Commons and Citizens, and demon- 
ftrate, upon all Occafions, his Readinefs to execute the Powers 
derived from them, foi the general Gtod of the Community. 
Let Us now look into the fecond Point propofed. 

II. Cy Bailifs, jot Sherifs, 

TH E Word, Bailif, called in our Charters, Baliivus, is 
fayed to be derived from the French, who formerly gave 
that Titule to the Preftdents of their pro<vincial Pancments and 
Other great Officers. Bailif was the ordinary Titvik q^ ^xvQ)^- 
cer, who prefided in ^vtry Hundred, or In cvtrj Co^a^ivX.^ *. '^<^\^\x 
}$ obfsrvzhle, that Hundreds, or Counties, are ?Te<3^ew^A^ ^-2^^^ 
Ma///ya, OX BaiiivQic. Bailif \&^ at Uds Day, xV^TvwNs.^^^ 
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chief Magiflrate or Magifeates of fcveral Cidca and TownE cor- 
porate in Engia?i(i, oa tA Wefimhifier^ ScQ, In feveral antient Sti- 
tutes, the Words > S^cr!/ and B^ilf feem /ynonymous. The 
Officers, with Us antiently calki Buiiifs^ were Warden of the 
Franchifes of the City^ and Affeffun to the Mayor^ as well as 
Sheti/s; though they were not created, ot M^S^frtfs, before the 
.Reign of King E:>vvAitDVL 

Thl Wordj Sheriff or as it was more anoently called, Shirif, 
Shlr^vi', or Shire-reu'vs^ is derived froni the two ^axm Wor^, 
Siyre, a Divifion, now called, Shire^ by which We underftand a 
County; and Gra^e^ Ore^e, or Ri^e^ which imply, Go^craer* 
Hence, Chnrch-re^f^ Fori-re^e^ SiC. 

Upon the iirft Divifion of Lands into Counties, it was Mi- 
tuted^ that the Free-kQUers of every County fhould clc£l and ap- 
point a S her if, in the County Court, every Year, Bvtt, this hr 
valuable Privikge has fince been given npto the Crown, 

Sherifs are now created by Patent, which was {omctimc 
granted during the Kin£^ TUafure \ but, by feveral Statntfia, it is 
^ nailed, that nii Sherif is to continue in Office abo've me Tear. By a 
Writ of JfflPance annexed to his Patent, all Bi/hopSj Lords^ Knights^ 
Freemen, ^c. are commanded to be ajjtflant to the Sheriff in dif- 
charging the incidental Duties of his OfHce. He is a roy^i Offi- 
cer, yet not to be abridged in the Privileges, or retrained in the 
Execution of his Office by the Crown, In Rank, he takes PUce 
of c^^vy Nobleman in the County, during his Shire^aity, 

Tncr5 much of Sherifs in general. I ftiall now confine my BE 
to the Shirt^-vaity of Dublin^ which is, hy Charter^ vefted in the 
CiH^e7ts, or Corporation of the City, who are to choofe two Sht- 
tip every Year, for whofe Condud the City is anfwerable. 

The h-wrj Shrrifs of this City are but t??ff, in tlie Eye of the 
Law ; For, every Proccfs is directed to the Shir if s^ and every 
Summons ^nd other Ad of Office, is to be figned and done, by, 
or in the Name of, both. They are joynt Parries in every corpo- 
rate Act of the City : If one of them dies, the other muft ceafe to 
ai^, unEill an other is chofen, Confequentlyj if one be removed, 
difqualiiied or abfent him felf, none J^ of the Gthsr can be law- 
ful or valid, untill the Place is iilled. 

I SHALL but curforily touch upon tlie general OiEce and Duty 
of Sherifs J as it would require an exprefs Treatife to fet them 
forili at large : I fhall, therefore^ chiefly confider them, as a Fart 
of the Budy Corporate of the City, and give a Sketch of their 
Duty 3 as returnirt]^ Officers^ at the Eledion of Members of Parle- 
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^rs of Peace; and upon any public Breach thereof, fuch as, JCr^ 
btllionj Riot^ or refifting the Execution of any legal Procefs, the 
Sherifs may raife the Fojfe Condtatusy the Forces of the Counqr; 
that is, command all Penons above the Age of fiveteen, N§hility^ 
kccUfiafiics and decreftd Perfons excepted, to aflift them, with Farce 
and Arms, to reftore Peace and execute the Laws; always taking 
Care not to make the Remedy worfe than the Difeafe, by com- 
mitting unneceflary Violence, for which they are punilhable. Aa 
Juftices of the Peace, the Power of Sherifs has been long difufed 
and prohibited by AA of Parlement, and is now left entirely ta 
the Juftices, to eafe the Office. 

As to the minifterial Office of the Sherifs^ that confifts in the 
Execution of Writs and Proctjfes out of the Aiff^*s Cwrts, in the fif- 
turning Juries for Trials in dvil and criminal Canfes, in the pro^ 
claming Statutes^ in the returning Writs for ele£dng Citizens to re- 
prefent the City in Parlement, in colle&ing the Kin£% Rents^ fi'fi^ 
forfeited Lah/ls, levying the King's Debts, Fines, Amerciamenis^ &c. 
fox vMch. they are to render Account in Exchequer j in executing 
Criminals, Qt feeing them executed, ftridly and predfely, as th« 
Law diredb.

As there are Csurfs and Csunnlst in which the Skerifs arc lo prt' 
Jidey whatever is fayed of the Lord Mayar^ in that Refpe^ holdi 
equally true andjuftof them. 

Both the Sherifs are but as vm Frejid^t to t\z Commons. They 
are to watch and preferve the Rights and Privileges of the C^m* 
mom; to fee that each Member be duly fummoned; to punifh hia 
for Non-attendancCj or the proper Officer, upon negle^ng £9 
fiimmon ; and to fee, that i*very Member is fecured Ea/e to bii 
Perfon, Frfetkm in Speech, and Secreey in giving his Suffrage upon 
every Queftion, by a Ballot. 

As the Common-Cound! of the City, flnce the Ns^ I^Iei^ con- 
fifls of t^vo Memhsrs^ the Aldermen and the Cttmmons^ the SB^ri/s 
ihould not be appointed by the former : For, if they muft be de* 
f trident on athcr^ they ihouJdbe depmdcni on the inter onely. 

By Slhrifs of this Mouldy the Confiitution of the City muft 
ever be preferved ; by all thofe of the other, it m nil be probably 
betrayed and ruined. 

Let Us now confider them, as returning Officers at Elections 
of iVlcmbers of Parlement. But, of this alfo. We ihall take bnt 
a curfory View, as it is a Subjed We purpofe to treat more copi- 
cuHy. than the narrow CompaJs of this Paper will admit 

Th£. Shci-ifi^ upon Receipt of a Writ out of Chancery upon 
genen^ii Ele^lion^ or from the Speaker of the Hmfs of Commons, 
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Sberifsjudgd fit, bQtina7not be adjourned to any ether Phoe, te 
furdier, than from Day to Day » ondll all the Elea§rs have an Op- 
portunity of offeiing their Voices; anleis, by Confent of the Cmm^ 
Sdates. The Sbertfs are to refufe no Votes, duly qoahfied; but* 
if a Doubt arifes between the CandiJates, they are to allow a Scrm^ 
tiny, or Trial of the Validity of every contcAed Vote, before 
diey make their Retuni of the H^rit; which is to be made with 
an Indenture, containing the Names of the Party chofcn, under 
the Seals of the Sherifs and of the EleBors, When an Elediom 
may not be taken om View, but a Foil is demanded, the Sbertfs 
are to take the Pollf and to admit a Scrutiny when required. Th« 
Sherifs are obliged to give C^es of the Pali to all EleSarSy that 
demand them. 

From thefe (hort Hints of the Office and Duty of our Sherifs^ 
it is eafy to conceive the great Importance of filling this Place 
with Men of the moil stpprovcd goad Sen/e and Probity i fince, on 
their Underftanding and Fidelity, the general Suppon and Safe* 
guard of the £/iate and FroMcbiJes of the City, and of the Lives f 
Liberties and Properties of the Citizens, moft eminently depend. 

Let Us now examine the third Thing propoied. 

m. Cff the CoMlCON-CouNciL. 

TH E Wotd, Conatatmtas, rnOQt Charters, implies thefamt 
with Populus or Piebs, among the Ronums, in EngU/b, the 
grofs Bulk or Body df the People; with Us, the Body oif the 
Citizens, who are not Magiftrates, are deemed the Commons or 
Commonalty. In a more antient, extended Senfe, the Co mn m su 
are taken for all the People of a Country; but, in a more mo- 
dem, limited Acceptation, the Comsmmt implies a middle Clafs of 
the Subjeds, between the NobiUty jmd the ordinary Sort or Ful- 
gar. 

As, by the Lofw of Hature^ every Community had a Right to 
inititute aSyftem of dvil Society, for the mutual Strength, Secu- 
rity and good Government of the Members; (o, by die Common 
Law, it is one of the htddentaU to the Creation of a Corporation, 
that the Incorporated fhould inititute a Council. 

In Imitation of the gieat national CgubcH, moft Cities have in- 
(tituted a Kind of Parlement, like that alfo, called. Commune Can* 
cilium, the Common-Council. But, as the Truft in the Parle- 
ment appears, at this Diftance of Time from the Inftitution, to 
be but implied, and as if s Power and Authority is circumfcribed, 
by the original popular Institution; fo, it is alfo, with 
the Common-Council of this Cityj but, by being of more modem 
Date, the later has it's Truft made more rcanifeft, and it's Power 
and Authority more abfolutely circumfcribed By the Citizens, than 
the former now appears to be by the People,

IV, 0/ Juries, or Aldermen* 

WE derive the Word, yuree, which the Eirglijh generally 
call. Jurists, of yuratij fwom, from the Narmans; For, 
it is but fince the Reign of WUiiam I- that thefe Officers were in* 
ftituted in England. 

The Name partly implies the Office: They were % fwom 
Coumil, or JJpJjh's 10 the chief Magiftrate of a Corporation, 
The Ifland of je^fiy is governed by a BaJlif and twelve yurats^ 
and many Towns in England were incorporated by the Name of 
Bailif and yuratsi bat, Wc find but one, Romftey Marfi^ now re- 
maining, which has retained that Form and Titule, moft others 
having changed the Name, into tihat of Aldirman^ whofe OiBcp 
feems much the fame. 

The Word, Alderman^ is derived from the Saxon ^ Ealdormmf^ 
that is, Elderman or Senior. It was one of the higheft: Titules of 
Honor among the anticnt Saxons. With them, Nobihty was fup* 
ported by three Means ; hy Birth or Blood, by Pro^^efs or virtuous 
Anions, and by PFijJ&m, Thofe of the fir ft Clafs were called, 
Addirgt', thofe of the fecond, Heretafhiji and thofe of the third, 
J^ldcrmanni'y the Jafl importing as much, as that ^^w was to be 
acquired by A^e and Experience i therefore, thofe who diftinguifhed 
them felves in this Way, were dignified with the Titule of E/der- 
men or Seniors, Sages or Wifemen. 

Alderman was formerly a Titul^ equal to that of Earl in 
later Days. As Citizens implied a Perfon, both in a cMl and nd' 
litary Capacity, fo ^/^<?r/»/7» implied a civil and military Governor ^ 
when apphed to any particular Place. And it is apprehended, by 
fome of our Antiquaries, particularly, Spelman, that the Titule 
and Office of Albermanus totius Angli^j which fubfifted in the 
Reign of King Edgar, was equal, if not the fame, with that of 
Lord Chief yujUce of England now; though it feems more likely 
to have been Regent, yufticiary or Lord Lieutenant, 

But, in thefe Acceptations, it has been long, totally difufed* 
and has of late been ufed onely to exprefs a Kind of Sepator^ or 
in a more literal Senfe, to denote an Elder. And by Aldermep, 
are now more univerfally underftood> a certain Council, or AJfeJfors 
to thtf chief Magjjirate of a Corporation, diverfly created, and 
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But, if a Corporation be created, coniiilinfi; of Mofor^ Bmlift^ 
Commons and Citizens, or of Lord Mayor y Sberifsy Commons and 
Citizensy and that Corporation fhoHld afterwards, by a By-Law^ 
create AUUrmeny that is, inftitute a Council of ciwl EUers to aflb- 
ciate with, and aflift, the chief Magiftrate, the Aldermen^ fo cre- 
ated, do not become an ejfential Part of fuch Corporation, nor 
can they poiTefs or clame any Power, Pre eminence. Privilege or 
Authority therein^ above the Gtizens, but what they derive from 
fuch a By-Law. 

Th£ Words, June or Aldermam, are not once, fo much, as 
mentioned in any of our Charters, before the Reign of King 
Charles I, though by that Charter, as well, as other Authority, it 
appears. We had fuch Officers much earlier. That King thought 
fit to raife the Dignity of this eminently loyal City. He there* 
fore, created our Miyor, a Lord Ma^for, and made lum, with the 
Recorder and fix of xht/eniorA/dermen, Juftiees of the ?eace ziodGoal 
Deli<very, and the whole Board, Governors of the Homje of CorreSion, 
But, his Grants in that Charter, are founded opon this Reci- 
tal; ''And, nubereas Wb have rtcti'ved Information, thai tbt 
aforefayedlAxfOx, Baili^, Qovamoia and QxcoJCtA of the fitted Giy, 
from ^ime to Time, and Time immemorial, hy an asstient, reeeivid 
Cuftom or Ufage 'within the fayed Gty, have choftn or moere ac- 
cuilomed to choofe tnuentyfour of the moft virtuous tfn/wife of th$ 
Commons and Citizens aforeftyed, Aldbrmbn of the fayed City, 
ivho are fvulgarly and commonly called. Aldermen, (sTr." So, that 
it is inconte^able, that, at this Time, the EleOion of Aldermen was 
in the Corporation at large, and that it is opon thb Afliirance, the 
King made thefe Grants to the City; which Grants were after- 
wards, upon the fame Confideration, enlarged by a Charter of 
hisprcfeiitMajefty, 

It is not at prefent eafy to determine the exaft Point of Time, 
at which, furees or Aldermen were firft inftitoted in this City. It 
is probable, that' when it was found expedient to augment the 
Truft or Powe# of the chief Magiftrate, by Statutes or By-Laivs, 
it was judged neceflary for his Affiftance, as well, as for the pub- 
lic Security, to appoint him a Privy-Council, which were accord-^ 
ingly chofen out of the graveft and difcreteft Citizens, fuch as had 
already grown old and imfe in the Service of the City. This was 
probably, as early as the Reign of Henn III. when it is likely, 
they were called, Jurees or Jurors', the former of which Appella- 
tions, they retained in the Reign of Richard III. as appears by a 
By-Lu'w then made, empowering the Ju*ees to meet on HAy-Roud 
Day, to name one of them felves to be ALyor, from Mi'haclmas 
enfuing. 

About the Reign of the good and great Queen Elizabeth 
and fmce, thefe Officers have been called. Aldermen, and their 
Eledion, conformable to the Recital of the Chan^ix ^i \^vw> 
Charles I. has been as conilantly, as regularly m?At ox^^xl^ro^^ 
in the Common- Counci I y from the Date of xViat Cbavtcr \.o ^^t 
Reign of bis hte Majesty, as any othw corpoxv^ Kfit^ VS ^ f^ 




believe the onely Tefiimony, Wc can receive of faeh Fa£lSt the 
Irirollments, the onely authentic Records, of Acts of AiTembly^ 
all figned by the Lurd Mrfor, Aldermm and Sherifs, or by fuch of 
them as could ivriu; or attefted by the Mar^ of fuch as were not 
qualified to clame the Benefit of Ckrgy. 

As the AlderTTien are not named in any Chartir^ as an effhttia! 
Part of the Body Politic^ they can have no Room lo make fuch % 
Clame. They are then, but Of /3/i^r« of the Citizens. And 
can have no Powcr^ Privilege or Authority, but what is derived 
from, or tacitly or exprefsly implied by, their Cre^ihn or E/eSion, 
or fome By-Laiv. 

But, upon the ftrifteft Rcfearches that could be made into the 
Charters, Rolls and Records of the City, it does not any where ap- 
pear, that this antient Council of a^vtl Eiders were made an ejen^ 
tial Part of the Corporation, or ComrnQn-dmnriii though it is 
likely, the whole Number, or at left, fuch as had pafied the 
Mayoralty, obtained Seats in the Affemhlyj as the Siferif% 
Feersy or thofe that have ferved the Office of Sheriff hav^ fmce 
ufually done; nor, that they were by any Means invcftediffith any 
Kind of Power or Authority in the City, beyond the Truft re- 
pofed in them, of atrending and c^unfilhg the chief Magillraiep 
and njjatching, infpeding and atteftitig his Conduft, as bccameySr^f 
zxid faithful Guardians ^ or Fathers to the People; untill the CUmrter 
of the 1 7th of King Chm-ies L abovementioned, made them ^ji^ 
tices a.nd Go^erfiors of the//?«/^of Corre^kni which C^^r/fr, witi 
Regard to the Number of Jufiimj is enlarged by an other of tie 
prefent King; and, untill tlie New Rules made in the Ycai 
1672, gave the Board fome additional Powers and Privileges^ 
which We Ihall hereafter explane.

What could be wanting to make a City great and ftwtrfij^ 
when it was opulent and free? When the Citisuns were diftin- 
guifhed and dignified with the moft remarkable, the moft valuable 
Privileges? Governed by MagiftrattSy and a Cnmdi of zgcd, grave 
and wife Aldermtn^ and free sSkd independent Commons^ all chojem^ 
with Regard to M^nV and good. Qualifications onely, out of, zoily, 
the Citixens? A Council, whofe Power and Authority was pre- 
fcribed and hxxatcA by the Citizens^ and whofe Tranfa^ions weie 
fubjed to the Control of their ConftituentSy before any ByLawt, 
by them framed, could be carried into Execution? Under fuch a 
Government, what could be wanting to render the Gtizensy a 
great, florifhing and happy People ? All that muft have depended 
upon their own Wifdomy Virtue and Ltteirity. While they had 
Senfe TJOiiWifdomy they m^ft have retained Virtue and Inte:< 
GRiTT, and of Crarfe, muft have watched and pieferved their 
Rights and Liberties, which was eafily and pleaiantly effeded 
by exerting and perfevering in Liberty and Loyalty. Wa« 
ever an eafier Courfe ran, to gain fuch ian ineftimable Prize? I'o 
be boneft sndjufty to be happy and free! O? that all our paHed 
and prefent Fellow-Citjzbns had been fuch! Then, the moft 
cngrateful Part of my Tafty had been unnecefiary; pointing out 
the Breaches made in this great Conftitutiony and by tubom. How* 
ever, as, in order to a Remedy, the true, natural and Mftempered 
State of every Body is to be layed open; fo, it muft be with Re« 
gard to our City. But, as I have, in this, already exceded the 
intended Bounds, I fhall referve what I have to (ay on OMsficklj 
ConStiony for the Subjed of my next Addreis f .

By my fi^vintsittth and other Addreffks^ I hope it k made plane 
and evident, that all the Bft^tts and lU^eniusy all the LihertifM and 
Franchi/ci, Pft^iUgei and ImmumtuSf the Infiiiufhn^ as we/i, as 
the Blfdkn and Appotntmeni of aU the M^giflrettiSj Ojkm a»d

1 THiNit I have already made it planely appear to Yoi, that 
Aldermen^ as fuch, were no ejfentlal Part of the Corporation of 
this City J and confequently, that they could have no Power, Pri- 
vilege, or Authority above the Citizens^ but what they derived 
from, and held in Truft for, them, their lawful Conftituents, It 
will appear the more ftrange, that thefc very Men, the Creatures 
and Ser'vants of the Citizens, fhould, in avery fhort Time, be- 
come their Lords and Mafiersy and ufurp all the Power, Autho- 
rity, Rights and Privileges of the Gtizatj, regardlefs /of their 
Trufi, and of every Principle of Juftice, Law, and common Rea- 
fon; by which they have beggared, reverfed, or overturned the 
antient, wife and noble Conftitution of the City. 

So regardlefs have thefe guar£an Sages been of their ^rufi, 
and of the very Ends of their Inftitutton, that they feem to have 
layen conftandy in wait, for the Deftradion of their IVard: For, 
We find, that in eveiy Commotion in the State, they took an 
Oppordmity of wreBing fomething, or other, under the fpecious 
Form of Law, from the AiTembly; untill they had at length, fo 
overloaded them felves, as by difgorgLtig fometimes, to &cover 
the i:heft. 

Before the Reign of Charles L I can not find, the Aldermen 
prefumed, or pretended to exercife any Kind of Authority, be- 
yond that of Counfellorsy without an JB of Ajfembhf, 

The ElefUon, or Nomination of the chief Maeiftrate was 
veiled in them, by Adl of AiTembly, in the Reign of that crooked, 
hloo^Y Tyrant, Richard 1\\, By this Aft, the Time of the Ma- 
giftrate's ferving, to wit, for one luhole Year^ is limited ; a Penalty 
is impofed upon the Perfon elefted, for Negleft or Refufal; and 
upon every 'fvree or Jlderman -ncgleSdng to attend at the Eledion. 

To efchew Contention in this Eledion, it was, by J^ of A/i 
femblyy in the eleventh Year of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
ordered, that every Alderman fhould take the Office of Mayoralty 
by Rotationy according to Seniority. 

This Aa of AJJemhly continued in Force, untill the Year 1652, 
when the Commons petitioned againft it, and defired the AJfemhly 
to lay down a Courfe for the Eledion of their annual. Mayor^ 
more agreeable to the original Conftitution of the Corporation. 
Whereup<Mi, it was then enJaaed, that the Mayor fhould thence- 
forth, be yearly eleBed^ out of fuch of the Aldermen^ as had not 
yet ferved the Office, or in Default of fuch, out of the Board at 
large; the Eledion to be made by the Mayor ^nd Aldermen, call- 
ing to theif Affiflance the Sbirifs and fixteen of the Commons, 

This By-Law was not permitted to continue long i^^ p^^^. j^ 
was made foon after, to give Way to the Fkauation of Faftion- 
For, in 1657, the old Rotation v^^ again reflorcd and continued 
in life, untill the Nc<^.' Rules, mzd^m^^^^ ^Tefted the

bly, and frorr. under their Infli^nce «A^^^tv,C\S: 
in the Lar^ Major and AJdernun alone, ^1 ^^»sa5t> 



I RECITE thefc Ails of JJhmhiy^ to fliew, that the Power and 
Authority of the Jffkmhlyi in the Eleclion of the chief Magi* 
ftrate, was tlien acknovvieged, as much, as it has been iince dc- 
fpifed, in other ladanceSj hy lh.e ALhrmfn, 

In the i8th of Queen Elizabeth, We Bnd a remarkable JB 
of AJfcmhly^ declaring and confirming the Power and Authority 
of the AJfe77ibiy in the Eleftion of Aldertmn and Sherifsy Deputy 
Aldermen and Confiithhi of Wardi \ ^^^hereby, a Penalty is ]ayed oa 
every Perfon ek£led an Alderman^ or Shtrif, a^cQrdmg u the an- 
TiENT Manner ufed in this City, who (hall refufe, or negle£l to 
ferve. This antkt^f Ma finer could be none other, thaa that re- 
cited in King Cbmlej I. s Charterj mentioned in my fe^i^entetnth 
Addrefs, and in the Charter of Edward VL which was by the 
Mayor, Bailip^ Commsus and Citizens ^ or Corporation at large. 

From thefe Recitafs^ it appears, that thcfe Ekftions mnil thea 
have been in the Affgmhly% otherwife, they could have had tio 
Power, or Authority to make ByLmj^Sy or Ordinances to ^ixi^&^ 
re/irain or alter them. 

Let Us no^v coniider, how fo greatj fo violent a Change could 
be wrought, as to wrcft the Difpofal of the Eftate, Revenues and 
Franchifes, and the Ele£Uon and Appointment of the feveral Offi- 
cers and Servants of the Corporation, out of the Hands of the 
Co7nmons and C^fiizens. This could he done lawfully, by two 
Means onely; either by an Jd of AJfmihly^ or an A^l of ^arlt- 
merit. And tliefe mufl be made upon a Prefumption, that fuch a 
Change mull be for the Advantage of the City, or the Kingdom 
at large, without v^hich Conilderations, the Confint of the Qth 
%ens, abfolutely necefTary in each Ady could not be pollibjy ob- 
tained, and confequently, neither A61 could be legally made. 

From the beft Accounts, I can draw, from a flridt Review of 
the Charters and Records of this City, it appears evidently to me, 
that the Jwees, or Aldermen have conftantly layen in wait to pof* 
i'efs them felves of all the Treafure, Power and Privileges of the 
whole Body Corporate of this City : That by artful Means, un- 
der tyrannical Kings and corrupt Adminiftrations, or in fome vi- 
olent Shocks or Commotions in the State, they have gained their 
Ends, at three or four remarkable Periods, and from threeor four 
difFcrent Caufes, in the Reigns of Bichard IIL in the great Vfur- 
putio7i of Oliver Crom^elly in the Reigns of Charles II. and of 
George I. 

The iirft remarkable Incroachmeat, that I can trace, among 
thole, ihcjureis^ or Aldermen^ made upon the Property or Privi- 
leges of their IVi^rdj the Citizens, was that of their wrelling the 
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Means tocolledl and place all the Power of the Mohj^ In the Hamb 
of thcFeiv; for the fame Reafon, that his Brother Nero, the 
Roman'tyranty is fayed to have wi(hed, " that all the reft of Mad- 
" kind had but one Heady that he might cut it off at one Blinv."* 
Thus Richard III. kept up a Fusion in his Parlemant^ even in 
every City, in every County, in his Dominions; and placed as 
much of the Power of the tAjboUj in the Hands of z, ffMy as 
poiHble; as the fureft and moft effedlual Expedient, by which he 
might in Time get them entirely into his own Hands, and fo be- 
reave his Minions iirft, and then the whole People in general, of 
their facred and ineftimable Patrimony^ Liberty: For, popular 
Power and Freedom could not, he knew, be confiilent with the 
Safety and private Intereft of an Ufurfevy who owed all his Power 
and Grandeur to a blind, tempworiung, mercenary Fa^ion; the 
Handle which every weak or wicked iting of theie Realms, ha» 
ufed, to tnjla've his People. But, Providence viewed Us with a 
gracious Eye; protradl^ the falling on of the deierved, the im- 
pending Curfe of Sla<veryy for the Sake of fomc few righteous 
Men; and by cutting Ihort, the Thread of this Momirch'» Lifcg 
put an End to his monftrous Tyranny and abominable U/urpatiom^ 

This King's Death probably prevented the Jurees making anj 
further Progrefs in the Deftrufidon of the City. The Power thejr 
then obtained, did not, in all Likelihood, fit long eafy upon the 
Necks and Shoulders of the Citizens: For, WefiiS, that, though 
it was never fince entirely reftored; yet, the Affemhly has often in- 
terfered and altered the Number and Quality of the EleSers of 
the chief Magi/hate; as it appears by the By-Laws above recited. 

The next violent Step taken by our Gnardians, the Aldermen^ 
was under an other illegal Tyrant, who broke Faith with the trut 
Friends and Ajjertors of Libesty; and being fecretly aduated by 
*vane Glory, zxAfordidy felfijb Views ^ put on the Maik of Liberty^ 
joined with x\ie brave, the good, the great Hampden, Pym, and 
others; untill he got him felf placed at the Head of the Army\ 
where, by the Dint of matchlefs Cunning and Hytocrifyj he fa 
wrought upon the Minds of the Soldiery^ as to make tliem the 
moft violent Entbufiafts. With thefe, he fought, not to complete 
the good Work, begun by the true Patriots, to reftore and re- 
form the diftemp:red State, but, to get him fdf into the Throne, 
whence he had juH plucked an other Tyrant -, and by their Means, 
to overturn the national Conilitution, in all Points, and to rule 
without the Titule, but with all the Pomp and Power of an ab- 
folate M9narch, with a Mock-Parlement, chofen under tiie Influence 
of a ftanding Army; who, by the Force of their Swords, after- 
wards cul/ed the Members for the Purpofes, and by the arbitrary 
Diredion, of their Mafter, 

Such was the Government of England^ under the FroteSvrau 
of Oliver Cromwell, It had the Name of a Caminoa-ll''eaUb, 'U^ 
retained fomething of the Form of a popular Adva\xaQoraLt^tw\ ^<av>X, 
^d^^/c, monarc^ica/ Government, arbitrary PoY^et» ?cwi wtlUour^ 



Force, were ne^cr known raifed to an Bigher Pitcli> In tifift 
Kingdoms, than under this U/nrper. 

But, however, civil Government might have been defaced in 
Efiginnd, under this extraordinary Governor, it was ftill worfe, all 
1 races of it were abfo lately efRiced, m Irfland: We vv^ere put un- 
der an abfolute military Government all over this Kingdona, efpc- 
ci.illy in Dublin. 

Our CoM^f0TJa and Citizens wem then fcattered abroad; our 
JIffemhUci were broken and difcotitmuedj and the Di^tes of ^Wj, 
and other Governors under Cr^m^^dl^ were implicitly received, 
znApnJJi^dy, fir^ikiv, obeyed. - 

In fuch a Conjunct ure, it waa, that a FaHi^ among the Aider- 
p!£H thought fit to fifli in the tttrl/d W^t^rs. They took the Ad- 
vantage of thcfc direful Diftradions and Confufions, and under 
tlie SatjL^iattf probably, under the Guidante^ of the GovemmenT, 
fct up a fr^^v Tribunal^ a m^v Afsd^ of Government, in. the Qij. 
l^iiis was to be compofed of the Mayor and Ta&lc of AiJ^rmih, 
They ailiimed a Power of meeting and fitting on every Ahsdqy^ to 
confult upon the Affairs of the City- They inlarged their affmmcd 
Power, by taking upon them to tranfaft the proper Bufinefs of the 
Ailembly, without confuldng or regarding the now-difperfed Coj^ 
mavi and broken Cih^im, They fet up a yournal in the Year 
1653 J called, the Mofiday-Brnk. This they have fince oppofed to 
the Rolls of A^s of Affsmhly^ the onely leg:il and authentic Re- 
cords of corporate Afl."5, In this Jmmal^ the fir ft Order is, tJrif 
the M^^yoy ^wdTahh of Aldfrmen do ineeton MijWjj'j, &c. whwf^ 
it is caij£;d, the Monday-Boiti. And the next, that Application k 
madf to hii llighnefs, to witj Olevek. Cromwell, for a Co;i£t- 
mation of the rcj^?/ Charters of this City; v/hence You may judge 
of the Rife and of the temporifing Spirit of t\i\% fir did Fusion, 

This Jfjiiriuii has ever fmce been continued; and though it hai 
«vcr been kept, as ffcret, and as much in the Dark^ as the Tranfac- 
tjon.^ of ihe .-ihkrmen are, untill their Eife£ts are felt; though everf 
Kntry therein, be made hy the Ckrk of the .4ld^rmeKf who has 
fometimes been an 'Ukrmmi^ without any Check, Reflraint or Di- 
region of the Commas or Cliizens, or without ad mi ting the Com- 
tfiQfis to inrpcd or view them, even when they were quoted by the 
Alder^ncn againfl them \ yet, are tkey now fct up, as the principal 
Records^ the veiy^ //rr^^wj of the City. In them are promifai- 
oiifly entered, the Ela7ivnt of all the Magi Urates, Officers ad 
Servants of tlie City, for the molt Part, as well before, as iincc 
the Ki'iv- Rules. And he, that fearches no further, might con- 



very, that attended that abandoned Profligate, Char/es II. from 
Ms bifkncyy to his Exile, from his Exile, to his Coronation, and 
from his Coronation, to his Grave. 

The Commons and Gtizens, who faw the F*ri»of Government 
jtftored, narrowly, though vanely, expefted and looked for the 
Ijfence. They oppofed the Ufurpations of the Aldermen^ and peti- 
tinted the AJfemhh for a general Redrefs of Grievances, a full Re- 
floration of the Rights and Privileges of the Cummom and C///- 
»»/, and an adequate Puniftiment for TranfgrelFors. This Peti- 
tion Hands recorded in the Monday-B^oks\ but, We find no regular 
Preceding held thereupon. However, from the Records of the 
A&s of AJfemhlyy We find, that all the Eledlions, which were not 
given up by By-Laiusy as that of Mayovy or, which were not af- 
terwards, under the Sandionof Lawj wrelledfrom the Affembly, 
were (bmetimes permitted to run in the legal Channel, that is, 
ihaxcd wth. the Commons and Citizens; which filenccd their Mur- 
murs: for, although the Aldermen met weekly, and therefore re- 
cared the Propofals, or Petitions of Suiters, or Candidates, and 
determined* or chofe, as much as in them lay, and accordingly 
entered their Determination or Eleftion in tYitiv private Journal or 
Mmdaj'Booky wherein an Entry could bind the Board ^lonty yet, 
it is evident, that all fuch Determinations and Elections were, in 
ibme fubfequent Affembly, fubmitted to the Approbation of the 
Commons, who ufually met, but quarterly; without which, the 
Ads of the Board could not, he/ore the Ne^-Rules, bind any, but 
them felves; and therefore, could not, as corporate A^Sy be en- 
tered on the ^IJfembly Roils, which are the onely authentic Records 
of corporate Ads, that muft bind alike, all Members of the 
Community. 

To make this Matter more plane, it is neceflary to inform You, 
that fince the Year 1658, the Elections of all Magiftrates, Offi- 
cers and Servants of the City, are, for the molt Part, entered in 
the Monday-Book, thus; 

" By the Mayor and Table of Aldermen; or, by the Lord 
•* Mayor and Board of Aldermen, fuch a Man is chofen a 
** Mayor, a Sherify an Alderman, a Coroner, and fo forth.'* 

This might ftand a very ftrong Record for the Aldermen, if it 
did not appear, that though their Elcdions fometimes flipped 
down, or pafled unobferved and uncenfured, by ignorant, fupine, 
or corrupt Commons ; yet, for the moft Part, all the Eleftions made 
by the Aldermen, and entered in their Monday -Books, were after- 
wards ratified and confirmed, by the Affembly, and fland, entered 
on the Face of their Records, thus>

Management of thcfe Ru/ej, their Creatures and Dependents, How- 
ever, the EledUons of Aldermen continue to be entered on the 
RoBsy with other Ads of AJemS/y, from the Year 1665 inclufive, 
l^hich was the BrA after the Reftoration, and in which, fix A/der^ 
«M were chofen^ to the Years 1683, 1691, 1699, i70o» ^7^7* 
170S, 1 7 1 o and 1 7 1 1 . But, the TCraft and Subtilty of thefe /'age 
and fious Guardians of the City, will appear in this, that long af- 
ter the Election of Aldermen was taken from the Commons^ accord- 
ing to Mr. Thomas Gonne^s Affidavit, in the Appendix to the Com- 
VLAINT6 of Dublin, as I prefented them to the prefent Lord 
lieutenant, on the 25th <^ December ^ 1747, they continued to 
Qntcr them on the AJ/embfy Rolls, untill the Year 171 1, to give 
them the Sandion and Color of Law, untill they could get them 
felves fome other Covering j which they foon after unjuftly took 
from an Aft of Parlement of the fecond of the late King, as fhall 
be ihewnliereafter. And in the Year 17 14, they were forced, in 
a very critical and remarkable Cafe, to acknowlege the Authority 
of the Aflembly, even in expelling an Alderman: Then it was, 
that the late Sir Samuel Cooke j Knight and Alderman^ having been 
fbond to conjpire with the corrupt Miniflry of the late Queen Anne^ 
tp overturn the Conftitution of this City, in the EledUon of it's 
Magiifa-ate?, after a formal Tryal, as well before the Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen, as Sberi/s and Commons, was, upon a Petition of 
certain of the Commons, not pnely for ever disfranchifed, but ex^ 
felled the Office of an Alderman of this City. 

That the Eledtion of Aldermen^ as well, as of all the Magir 
ftrates. Officers and Servants of the City befide, was once abfo- 
lutely vefted in the Citizens at large, every Man, who has taken 
^y Pains to be informed of the Truth of our Cafe, muft conr 
^ fefs : That all the Records of the City, fmce the Time, in which 
the Aldermen confefs their Eledvm was in the AJfembly, are fairly 
«nd regularly kept, they muft allow : That this Eledlion could not 
be wrefted ou^ of the AJemb/y, but by the Authority of a Star 
tute, or a By-Laiv, is unqueftionably certain; and that no fucl]^ 
Statute or By'La^w, or any true Evidence of any fuch, exifts, is 
as certain, ^y what Authority then, the Aldermen alTume this 
Eledtion, let any fenfible, difpaffionate Man judge. And whether 
dieir affuming ft, without any known Authority of Law, be not 
Ufurpation, and whether the •xercifmg the Office of an Alderman^ 
regardlefs of the Ends and Principles of the Inftitution, and with- 
out any Regard to Reafin, Jufiice or Lanv, or the TFeal of the 
City, be not abfolute Tym^ny and grofs Perfidy, a Breach of the 
folemn Oaths of a Gtizen, and of an Alderman, I, fubmit to the 
Coniideration of the Juft and Judicious. 

I HAVE, thus, given You a Sketch of Xkit In^vafionof o\ir Fran- 
fhi/es, begun under the Tyrants, Richard III. and Oli<ver Crom- 
well, and rudely traced out our Conftitution, down to the later 
End of the Reign of Qjjeen Jnne, I ,muft ugw ukc you b«.ck 
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again to tlic Reign of King Ckarhs IL wbo, ia Return for t}ie 
mofl fteady, the moil conitaii!, invincible Fidelity and Loyalty 
of the Citi/.ens, gave them, what iom^ great Men give tiieir /*rr 
flitutesj a Fefjjmi and a broken Cmjiitutim for Life; when thejf 
could not lit; luppofed to be able to fubiiil long a Burden to him. 
When theie Kingdoms had been harrafled under an uncertain 
GovernmciUi parcly d'vil^ partly miiiiaf^y, for about twelve 
Years -, the Pt;ople began to grow tired of their m^w J^^/erj, and 
of the N^mi-j without the EJertce^ of a Cnmmm-WBalth. This 
brought about the K eft oration, fo dear of even the Appearance 
of ?nilitary i orce^ tha:t it may not improperly be looked upon, as 
the Eliction o^ Qjaries IX. to the Thrones oi th^ii^ Realms. 
But, as it IS moll difficult to avoid Extremes in thefe like Matters, 
the late oppiciied Party, that brought about the Refloration^ ran 
to the coiuiMry Extreme; condemned all Men that gave Oppoli- 
tion to any of the moil /yrsffw/^ £/ / Meafurcs of the late Kingj and 
invited and prcill-d this eleif^d or rec^iiied King, to purfue the hte 
condemned Steps of his Pathcr, or in fliort, any Cour/e, ciar 
feemcd to him molt eligible. 

For this, hiii Maj elty feemed to have wanted no great En- 
treaty. Ey his whole Londud, We may judge, he had imbibed 
llron^er Principles of arhitrary Power abroad j during his Exsk^ 
than he could have learned at Home, from his Father^ or his Mi- 
nilby. He contrail t;d an incurable Averfion to the natur^ Aliiti 
of E/ig'a?iLi, at id em e red into ftrid AUianxe withj and became 1 
Pc/ijio?2:-r xoy her fictiaral and fi^i^'ofweJ Encmifsy by which, he Cflfl- 
ccried Scht^mc^ for overturning or de (boy ing the civil and rdi^- 
ous Libtnits of thife Kingdoms y as well, as of the united Frtt^wBa 
of Hn.unJ, 

H r: pretended great Love to the Cities of London and DuiHn; 
but, ilruck more at the Liberties of both, than any of his Prede-. 
ceiibrs. He attempted breaking the Charters of Loadony and was 
not free of an Impucation of having promoted and fomented the 
fa.al Coiiii {gration. But, this was great Mildn'ejs in Compaiifon 
to hi:j'j r.a.mcnt of Dublin. 

At L's Reiloradon, he wrote Letters addrefled to' the Mctyovl^ 
Shcri/sy C'),\u?}i^,?is and Citizensy and to every of them, nota Woid 
of the Aidenn n, \\\ \\ the warmeft "jTenders of his Love, and the 
molt gratciui Aekno.vlegements, for their invariable Fidelity and 
Lo/a ty. A>alurthcr iVIark of Benevolence and Gratkcuie to 
thj citi/ciiS, lie granted Alderman Dee, the Mayor in the' four. 
teen h Yeir of iiis Reign, and all the fucceding Mayors^ the Com- 
niui:o;\ Rank ajid Pay of sl Captain. In three Years after, he 
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ttf, Wi{<loin, ^nn/ fatherly Care of the Good and WtXfzxt of all 
Us Smhje^lsi and then> made a folemn Recognition of his Titule 
to the Crown of Ireland y as well of England, Scot /and, and France: 
Afterwards, they made the Day of his Reftoration a Fefii'val: 
They granted the Excifcy or ne^ Impoft to him and to his Heirs 
and Succeilbrs for Ever; they fettled the Subfidy of dunnage and 
Fmndage, or the Cuftomsy on him and his Heirs and SuccefTors for 
ETer. In fhort, they gave him every Thing he afked, even the 
iieavieft T'ax, that ever was known in this Kingdom, the Hearth- 
mney, was vefled in him and his Heirs and Succeffors for Ever. 
Betides, a great Number of exceflive burdenfom Taxes. In Re- 
turn of which extraordinary Complacency and Readinefs to ob- 
ferve his Majefty*s Pleafure, he opened a Pailage to all Foreigners 
to invade our Rights, and robbed U& of the moll valuable Part of 
our andent Privilegeb, in the free Eledtion of our principal Magi- 
(bates and Officers, the Lord Adayor, Sheri/s, Trea/urer, Recorder, 
JenvM-Clffi, and even of our Common-Council. 

TuiM was done by the Niixf-Rules, of which, I now come to 
give You feme Account. And, I do not fear being able to make 
them appear to You, the moft unjuft and iniquitous Proceding, 
that ever had the Sanation of Law in any free Country. 

I BB LiEVfi there is no Principle of our Policy, better eilabliihed 
than this; that the Parlement can not delegate any Part of their le- 
g^lative Power i yety the Parlement in the 17th and 1 8th Years of 
the Reign of Charles II. did delegate their legijlative Power, in a 
moft remarkable and important Inftance, to the King's Pri*vy- 
Comncil of this Kingdom:- For, by a Claufe in an Adi of the a- 
bove Parlement, Chapter 2, itisenadted, " That it jS^all and may 
he lanufulto and for the Lord Lieutenant, or the chief Governor or 
Governors and Council of Ireland, for the Time beings from Time to 
Tim£y and at all Times to come, during the Space of feven Tears, to 
be accounted from the zgth Day of Scptemheiy 1665, to m2tkc and 
eflablifhyMTi^ Rules, OrderB and Dire^ons, fn- the better regulating 
at J Cities, walled Towns and Corporations, both nrw and old, and 
fuch asjhall he created luithin this Kingdom, and the eleding Magi- 
ftrates and Officers there, and to 'm.^&.j'uch Penalties yor the Breach 
thereof as they in their Wifdoms Jhall think fit \ fo, as the Penalties 
for the Breach of the Rules, Orders and Directions, to be made, 
touching fuch Corporations, do not extend farther, than to the Re- 
moval and Disfranchifement of fuch Pcrfcnsy asjhall be found guilty 
ftT a Breach thereof: Andy fuch Rules, Orders «»// Diredlions, fo to 
be made as afofefayed, Jhallbe as good andeffeSual in Lam), to all In- 
tents and Purpofesy as if the fame had been JpeciaHy and particularly 
efttthlrjhed by Authority of this prefent Parlement, andjhall remane, 
continue and abide in Force, for fuch andfo long Time, as in the fayed 
Rules, Orders and Diredions, jhall be limited and appointed, any 
Thing in the fayed ASt^ of other^wife to the contrary thereof, in any 
wife notwithfianding,^^ 
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Upon the Strength of this Claafe, th^ PrHtf-Comtcrl proacdtd^ 
/idiout tlie kit Regard to the C&nfemt of the Suhjed^^ which alone 
am give Sandion or Authority to Law, to dijhhe Chnrit^s^ to rt- 
'm/ a^itkut FfiUichifis^ to alklifii eitabliihed CuJI&ms and Ufagct^ 
4/* to rcpitti /kJs of Barkmtm I and to frame and eftablifii wrw 

Before tlii^ anticonilitutional Law paiTcd, tlse EkBims of aH 
le Mai'fjl^at^-i^ Oj^^tcfj and Scr*i^anis of the City, the Difp^fal<s^ 
ic E/ii.:/ij, Rt'vcTiu J and Fri^mhifis, and the folc Go^^trmnant of 
lie Corporation, were aU veiled in the Zrcrri^ il£^j(^r, Sh^rifs, Cem- 
I'jiis and C.v/jifff/j or in Perfons deriving under them, by Virtue 
f rhe Poivcrt^ Ftivileges and Auth&ntits granted by Charten^ 
greeabk* to the CnnmoTt L:mt\ or under fome Statute, The C^w- 
imi-Cciijicii coviii^itA of til e LQrd Ms'^m^ attended by his Coundl 
f AUi:vtn€^^ the ^htrifi Prtri and the Comm'^ns^ a certain felefl 
^ umber of Cins^n'n or Frcames of every Corporation, chofen afld 
2?:urncd by the Eody at large, to reprefent them in the Afftmhiy. 
n the CEmmons^ was vefted the fole Power of framingj^ ^rofofuig 
nd introducing all the public Buiinefa^ by Way of F^'titims of 
'if iiiin of the Omimn^. The whole conftituted a/ree and ittdefin- 
htt Council^ wlio iate together in one Room, untiU the Aldfrmm 
fioughtfit to break the Harmony, by iettingthem felves up above 
iKir lirethren and Conilituents, erc6ting them felves into a fepa- 
ate and fu per lor Tnbunal, and afluming Powers injurious to the 
Vholcj in troubled and confufed Times, as before hinted. 

I^{^£TE ^D of aforming thefe Lapfes and Abafes, and reparing 
ml reiloring the Lonfti cation of the City, Tf^^here ic was tiwa 
uoken by the .-//r/uT//ir //, during the late RebeHion, this Purlem^ 
nvatleJ and trani[:Wd under hoot the national Conftitutionj by 
tiling a If^ifiitt^^f: Power in the PH^y-CouncU; who, by thefe 
^^■iv-Rti/i'Sf hnye ei^ectually overturned the Conftitation of this 
^ity, as weth as of mod other Cities and Boroughs in the King- 
louT, Thi'i Sliock to :he national Coniticution, is not to be over- 
ooked. It h Yours, to lay it beiore the Farhm^nt: For, if tho 
^fiiii jnfiit can veil a ifgijlati^s Power in any Body^ what avails 

]t would be too tediou5 to recite the almoft numberlefs Arti- 
tCCrU and i'rrinkd, played by the Pn'V\-C{}iimily in the Ellabhfli- 
uvnit uf tj^ufc Rui*s^ under this extraordinary Law, 

Ar the RciloEaLion, the Alder m^^ who had well feathered 
hrin fcK'us wjth the Plumes of the City, during the Ufurputww^ 
cndy iLsm^^d lo thi' Court, as they had ufuallv done to the pre- 



tRed, fhould be able fometimes unobferved, or unoppofed, to 
o,' as the Strength and beftSecarity of the Liberties ot the City, 
might have fayed> of the whole Kingdom, it was judged pro- 
Cfy not onely, - to con6rm all the Powers the Aldermen had ia 
iny Manner affumed, but to give them many others, in order to 
iggrandife them, to the Deftrudion and Ruin of the Corporation 
It large; referving, at the fame Time, to the Miniffry, fuch a 
control over them, as muft, for the moil Part> keep the whole 
bar//, 4sSje4S Dependents on the Government, for Ever. 

The fii^ Rules made under this illicitly granted, and ilUgaOy 
secated, legijlati've Power, was made under the Lord Berke^ey^ 
who was, I prefume, a Son of the infamous Juage of that Name, 
n Charles I.'s violent Reign ; by them, the whole Body of the 
[^ty, the Commons and Gtizens were reduced to the mod abje£l 
^wijtBwH^ downright Slavery ^ under the Aider men^ who were 
dioa Cdves alfo rendered dependent on the Government. By thefe, 
it wa^ among others, ordered, ** That the Commons fhould not 
fK&mt to receive, read, or deliberate upon any Petition, 
Bntin it was fent to them with an Order from the Lord Maydr 
md AUermen^^ Thcfe all ftand received, approved and recorded 
VfH^eAldermenj in their Monday-Book, And, left they fhould not 
unrc fufficient Weight without it, the Aldermen declare their Ap- . 
)t§hatUm of them, and how effedlually all Citizen are bound to ob- 
krve them. But, this, it feems, did not quiet the Minds of the 
People : This Onfet on their Liberties was too open, too fudden 
md too violent, to pais unobferved by the Citizens i And there- 
fore, it is to be prefumed, they gave them proper Oppofition: 
Per, though thefe arbitrary Rules ftand recorded in the Monday 
Booky of the 3d and 13th of January^ 1671, with this Declara- 
dcm from the Boards " that it nvas not proper or fafefor any Citi- 
%tH f oppofe thefe Ordinances, or to apply for any Remijfiony Sufpen- 
fi§n^ or Alteration of them, or of any Part thereof'^' yet. We find 
them repealed by an Order of the fame Council^ of the 2d of 
March following. 

Bu T, Ejfexy the fucccding Lord Lieutenant, took a more efFec- 
taal Way of filencing all Murmurs, or at left, of making them 
too late, and of none Effeft: For, though he left out, the Claufe 
refraining the Commons, in proceding upon Petitions, and altered 
the general Tenor of the whole Rules, fomewhat for the better; 
ytx^ he made Rules fo averfe to Juftice, Law and Reafon, to our 
Charters, Statutes and Ufages, even to the Principles of our Con- 
ftitution, that it is aftonifhing, how they came to be received, or 
obferved, and never finceto be repealed, or even complained of! 
And to prevent all Oppofition, he took Care to have them pub- 
liihed, but juft four Days, before the Expiration of the Power 
vefted in the Government by the abovementioned A61. 

Let Us now take a View of thefe legal Fetters, called, thd 
NEW-RULES, and of the melancholy, of the fatal EfFeOs, by 
them produced. 
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First then, tKe Corporation is, without the Confcnt of it's 

Members, ftripped of it's anttent eftablilhed Right and Privilege 
of ele Sling and appoint ing^ without Control or Reftraiiit, the fit 
Perfons to fcrvc the Offices of h^rd M£tyQr^ Sh^rifi^ Rrcat-i^er and 
^ouun-CUrk: For^ no Perfoti may ferve in any of thofe Offices, 
however eleded and approved by the City, undll he is approved 
by the Government, 

Second!. V i the Election of Lord Mayor^ SJbetr/s and ^rt^ifurtr^ 
is veiled in the Lord Mayor and Aldirmtu mdj^ fubjeft, as above, 
to the Negati'UE of the Mimftry. 

Thirdly; no Perfon cleded L^rd M/ryar, Recorder ^ Shmf, 
Treafurer, Aide* man ^ 7o-Tvn-C!e*k, or Cammf^ft-C'^uncil-Man^ Of 
Mafter, or Warden oi any Corporation j within this City^ (hall be 
capable of hoJdin^ or exercifing any of the fa^yed Offices, undU, 
with the Oailis of Supreman and .iili'giante^ they take the follow- 
ing Oath, calculated to {^zxirc pa£i^ve Oii^dience and Ncn-rffiflma: 

" ¥ A, B. l!o declare and believe^ that it is not lawfiif on sny 
*' J^ Pretence whatloever, to take Arms againll the KING ; and 
** that I do abhor that trai:orou3 Pofition of taking Arms by his 
" Authorit) at^ainii his Perfon, or againft thofe that arc com- 
" miffioned by him. 

^' 5o help ms GOB/' 

The Eledion of all Perfons, who do not take thefe Oaths, is mirfff 
null and void, unltfs the Government thinker fit to di/penU ^i-^i 
taking them ; to do which, they are by thefe Rales empowered. 

Fourthly; the Common-Council is made to confift of the hiti 
Mayor and tn,venty-four Aldermen^ who are to fit apart; as they fet 
them felves up in the great Rebellion, And of the Sheri/s and Com- 
mons, with the Sherifs Peers y who are not judged fit to fit, agree- 
able to the original Inftitution, with the Lord Mayor and Aldermen. 

FivETHLY; the fevcral CofporatioHs are HOt allowed, agreeable 
to the primitive Inftitution, to choofe and appoint the identical 
Men, that are to ferve or reprefent them, in the Common-Council] 
but, they are to make a Return, to the Lord Mayor, of double the 
Number of Men, that ufually ferved them, out of which, he, ia 
the Prefence of 07te of the Sherifs and eight of the Aldermen, made 
in all Kd^Q^ts dependent on the Miniftry, is empowered to r«//the 
Number, that is to ferve. And, left the Commons fhould not conti- 
nue, as pajjive to the Aldermen, as the Aldermen were made to the 
Minijlrsy they are to be changed once in every three Years; foi 



SeVEKTHLVj dl Foreigners, Strangers, and ji/iens, as Well 
9thers, as F rHe ft ant s, y/\iO ?st Merchants, Trade/men, Artificers, 
or Mariners, Who, at prefent, refide in, or at any Time hereafter 
Ihall come into, the City, with Intent to inhabit and dwell therein, 
fhall, upon Demand and Payment, or Tender, of fwcnty Sbil- 
lings, to the Lord Mayor and Common- Council, be admitted frei 
Men of the City, and of all, or any Guild, Society or Corpora- 
don, within the fame; and every Perfon, fo admitted, (hall be 
deemed a Denizen in the Kingdom at large ; any Law, Statute, 
Charter, Ufage,orCuftom, of this Kingdom, orCity, to the contrary, 
notwithftanding. In Cafe of refufing to admit fuch Perfons free, 
by the Lo^d Mayor and Common-Council, or by any Corporation in 
the City, they may be fworn before any Juftice of Peace of the 
County, which intitules them to all the Benefits of ft ce Men, to all 
Intents andPurpofes. 

Eighthly ; all Perfons refufing to comply with thefc Rules in 

any Point, or obHrutling any Foreigners, Sec. admitted, as abovei 

in their TrsLdes or Profeffions, are niiade liable to be for ever dis' 

Jranchifcd by the Lord Lieutenant or Other chief Go<vernors and 

CounciL 

And, ninethly and laftly; thcfe Rules, Orders and DlrcSiont 
are ordered to be eftablilhed and to continue in full Force for ever, 
within the Corporation of this City. 

Thus, I have prefented You with a full and exaft Abftradl of 
the Nenv-Rules, the moft violent Aft of Power, under the afiumcd 
Sanation of Law, that was ever known, or beared of, in any free 
City or Nation. And thus have We been bound by Laws made 
fecretly, by the Creatures of the Cronvn, without the Confcnt or 
KnonxjUge oi X}ci<t People, or their Rfprrfentati*ues; which alone can 
give due Force and Authority to Laws. Under this Color, this 
Shadow, of legal Authority, the Pri'vyCouncil took upon them, 
not to make NcwRules, confiftent with the Charters, or the Lacws 
in being, which might have been tollerable, but, in diredl Viola- 
tion of the moft facred Principle of the C mmon Laiv, which re- 
quires the Confent of the People, and in open Breach of our Char* 
ters and the Statutes, by which they are confirmed. 

Let Us now confider the Confequences and EfFefls, produced 
by thefe Ne^wRules. 

Arbitrary Power was the darling Objeft in the King'^s View, 
and, of Courfe, in that of his Minijiry. Nothing lefs then, could 
be fuppofed to gratify their Ambition, than making Depe?idence and 
Sla'very, as univerfal as poflible. As the Cities are the Strength of 
every Nation, it was necefTary for this dcftrudtive Scheme, to ruin 
them £rfl, and the Dellrudion of the other Subjedls muft of Courfe 
follow. 

DUBLIN, the Capital, was firft attacked, for the fame Rea- 
fon ; and the neighbouring Cities and Towns Corporate, foon af- 
ter fhared her Fate.

By the fecond^ the FJe£tion tO the three chief Offices 3B the 
City, is veiled in the AUermen alone » by which » all the Qiiz^j 
are made dependetit on the BQard for Promotion. 

By the third, a fhorc Oath h impfed on aU the Magi fir at a and 
Officers of the City, to fccurc the p^^ffivs OhrSenct and Nun-rtfifi^ 
ance, that was necelTary for the Eftablifhment of the Government 
intended by this King and bis Succeflbr, And a Power of dif* 
penjitig with all Oatki is vefted in the chiff Go^Cf*mr aad Cmmcil 
for the fame Purpofcs. 

By t\iQ fourth, the Cimmm-Counciih^ mofl: abfurdly and inco- 
herently, divided into iita Bidieti the evil Confequendes of which 
is too obvious to require further Explanation. 

By thcji^eth, the C&mtnms^ inftead of being the immidmts ^* 
prefentativts of the feveral drporatisnSj are made the drpcmknt 
Creatures of the Lord Mayor^ and by the Naw-Ru/cSr made againJi 
the New-Rules, by t\i^ Aldermen j as hereafter fet forth, they 
are made dependent oa chc whole Board: So, that nothing hasbcea 
more notorious, thrtn binding Men by Trfis, PrQmifis^ and eveii 
Oaths, to be pliant, fajjlve and fir^ijih tO the Bsard^ before any 
Man of the Return wa5 to be admitted- 

By lYitJixth, the /I'dnrmm are made the fs/e Judges of the 
Juftice and Validity of the Return of the Commons of every Cor- 
poration. If Men, obTioxious to the Bmrd^ happen to be r^ 
turned, the^ get a Petition prefered againft them, and if they caa 
not lay afide the Return, in which Cafe, they choofe for thm 
/elves, out of the Corporation at large, they keep the Perfons re- 
turned, out of the Commonsy as long as they will. And, if any 
Mafter or Wardens are not liked well enough to be returned by 
their Corporations, or to get fuch Perfons returned, as they choofe, 
fuch Officers may, and often do, lay the Return afide, for which, 
they feldom fail of receiving the Reward of their Iniquity froiil 
the Board, by getting themfel^esy or their Friends, chofen. 

l^Y t\\Q fe^ce'uh, all Perfons, of what Name, Nation, or Reli- 
gion foever, are intituled, upon Payment or Tender of tnuenty 
Shillings, to be admitted to all the Benefits and Privileges of thofe, 
who derive their Freedom from the Blood and ^reafiire of their An* 
ajfcrj, or their on.vn painful and expenfinje Services. And though, 
by an Aft of the late King, this is altered, and the Privilege con- 
fined to Pratf.Jluftt Str/7*igfTS om/y ; yet, the Jldirmm, when I was 



Trial, yet, thefcare made toftand of Force, fir Bver; and that, 
though the Good, or Consent of the People, or their JUfrefin" 
tatii}£Sy neither was obtainedy nor confuiteJ, 

The principal Powers and Privileges of the Community, being 
thus vefted in the Aldermen^ and their Election of the chief Magi- 
Ibate and other coniiderable Officers, being fubjed to a Negative 
from the Government, has made all the City dependent on the ^A 
dermcfiy and the Aldermen dependent y for their Approbation in their 
Toms, on the Miniftry^ And thas, the Slavery and Dependence of 
Ae whole City has in Effedt been completed : The Qtixtns re- 
pofed great Confidence in the Commons^ the Commons became the 
Xlreatures of the Aldermen, the Alder men ^ Dependents on the Mini' 
firy, the Mimftry^ Enemies to the Nation and it^s Conftitution^ 

What then, was to be expcfted? Mifery and Ruin! In that, 

pdeed. We were not difappointed. 

The Miniftryy during the Reign of King Charles II. often took 
opoo them, not onely torejeB the Ele^on, but to dire^ who 
^£00^ be ele^id into any ot the .Offices in the City, or admitted 
Freemtestf and to dif^nfe with Ele^ions and Oaths, nay, to dired 
and order A6b of AOJhmhly to be made and repealed or erafed^ 
it Pleafure. His ^worthy Brother and Succeffor, the late King 
^amef, did the fame; and gave Orders, by his ivortby Lieutenant ^ 
the Lord Clarendony to admit Pafifts into the Freedom of the City, 
ivithout taking any other Oath, thipa that of Fidelity and Freemen; 
the Government having, by the Nemj-Rulesy a Power to 'dijpenfi 
with the taking the other 04ttbs, In the four laft Years of Queen 
Amti^ Reign, none were admitted by the Government into any 
Office in the City, but fuch, as had given fufficient Proof of their 
pajjrue Obedience and Non-refiftance to the Minifiry. And, when 
they could not get fuch Tools chofen, the Majority of the then Al- 
iermfn happening to be old IfhigSy they made their trufty Depend- 
fnty Alderman Sir Samuel Cooke, Knight, then Lord Mayor, hold 
his Office a fecond Year, without any Eleftion, or Pretence of ^ 
legal Appointment; as fet forth in my third Addrefs. 

Thus the Government, whether compofed of Confiitutionifts, 
or the Reverfe, have, for the moftPart. been able to manage tho 
Mdermeny or the Magift rates of the City, under thefe Nevj- Rules. 
The Aldermen, to recompenfe their being injlaved, by their Superi- 
ors, determined, in their Turn, to injlave their Inferiors, They 
inceiTantly tried all Means to fet the Commons and Citizens af 
nought. * They could not content them felves with the ample- 
f owers vefted in them by the Nevj-Rules; but, they muft wref^ 
the EledUpn of all the other Officers and Servants of the City, 
out pf the Hands of the AfTembly; which, being compofed of 
their Creaturesy or of Perfons admitted by their PermiJ/tony ana 
pften upon a Teft, or Security for their SubmiJ/ton and Servility ^ 
made the Confueft very eafy, and fometime^ imperceptible to the 
r^ of the Citizens. No Wonder then. We find the Ele6Uon of 
Aldermn» Rfcordirf, C^rMcrs, A^m^uer-Gencraf, &^. cpx^x^^ Nsijj^ 
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the Monday 'BooLu a-^ made abiblutely and fold/ by the Bsardo^ 
Aldermen. Though whenever We have had ^httifs and Camfn&ns 
of any Virtue and Refolution, or dnidtdatfs^ who have had a po- 
pular Intereft, t]ic liledion of all thefe Officers have been con- 
tefted with the Boar if, and by the Con left, Sometimes, reftored to 
the AJje?nbly, as before obfened, except the Elc^on of Aidtrmin% 
which, fince the Reign of the late King, has been entirely wrefted 
out of their H rinds. 

It may be thought Arange, that the Liberties of this City or 
Nation, ihoukllofe ;iny Thing by the Acceflion of the cheat and 
ILLUSTRIOUS Family of Hano^ier^ to the Thrones of thefe 
Kingdoms. Elk, it ismoft certain, chat even that public Blefling 
afforded a Pretext lo Tyrants to rob Us; and to leflen your Sur- 
prife, I 111 all now come to an Explanation. 

Whin Men arc long harrafied with painful Watchings and 
Labors, they generally become y^ry weak and defencelefs, upon 
the De(7th or vanqujDiing of their Bmniy^ and leave them feline 
quite naked and open to the Smc^JJor^ that comes in by the lotc- 
refl, for which they contended. Of this, our Hiftories a^itt 
many Inllance:., one onely of whichj I fhall apply to my prefent 
Purpofe. 

During the late Quet;n"'s Reign, there was a confiderahle Ma- 
jority of Itauiich JVbiys at the Board of Jfidfrmen, who oppofed 
the iiniiler Meiiures of kr Mimilry. The Case of the City of 
Dublin, laycJ before the Queen, in the Year T713, with a Pe- 
tition of the JlMrmef.'^ wa& figncLi hy no lefs, than fm.rt!tjf to vn^ 
RoGERsoN, C^fTN, Walton, Page, Burton, J. Pearson, 
Eccles, Gome, Barlow, Stoyte, Pleasant, Bolton, 
Barkey, Wilkinson, M. Pearson, Quayle, Forbes, Cur- 
tis, C H E M H A M , Dickson; who were very conftant and fteady 
in their Oppoiition to the moft crafty Meafures of the Minifhyj 
which Meafures were attempted to be promoted onely by Alder- 
man Sir S(i}}iinl Ccoke, Knight, and Lard Mayor, ly Laiv, from 
MIf;:.:ilmns 17 1 2, to Michaelmas 1713, and from that, by la^lefs 
Force, untiil about October 13th, 17 14, with Fo^'nes, Ma/oity 
F,i7]ch and Ccnjianihe. 

At ihis Time, it is not to be forgot, tliat good old Alderman 
Burton uenc ievcral Times to London^ at his own Expence, and 
a: the Hazard of Ims Life, to foHicit the Freedom and Rights of 
\\Vo City and i^.is Country. 

And lieic, the Part our temporifmg Judges adled, is not to be 
pahbd Qxci in ^ ilcnce. It is well worth every Citizen'sWhile to read. 
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as vcell, as thofe of the then Judges y appear in their native Defor- 
mity. It was, among other Matters, nfihued by that Committee^ 
and agreed in the Houfey that it appeared, that the three late chief 
Judges of the King^s Bench, Common-Pleas, and Exchequer^ with 
the pui/ne Judges^ to the Number of eight in all, therein menti- 
oned, did give /^^ Informations of Matters of Faft and of Law, 
to the late Queen, relating to this City, without fummoning or 
hearing the Aldermen, The Judgement of the Committee upon the 
Chief Juflice was this; 

" 13 E S O L V E D, that it is the Opinion of this Committee^ 
" Jtv t^at Sir Richard Cox, Knight, late Lord Chief Juftice of 
** Ireland, being a Member of the late Privy-Council, and pre- 
** fent when the Rolls and Evidences of the City were produced 
*^ at the Council Board, and having the Perufal of thole RoUs^ 
•' wherein the Fal^ty of the Inilances mentioned in the firft Re- 
** port of the late Judges did appear; that the fayed Sir Richard 
*' Coxy adled partially and corruptly in makiAe the fayed Report^ 
'< and thereby intended to impofe upon her Ute Majefiyy and it 
** guilty of high Crimes and Mifdemeanors/* 

The like Refolution is made concerning the oth^r Chiefs. And 
one of x}[i&puifne Judges of the iCr*«|S Bench, is cenfured for the 
like Partiality and Corruftiony and for folliciting a Caufe, which 
lay before him as a Judge. 

But, fortunately for Us, his late Majefty's feafonable and 
happy Acceifion to the Throne, and his Wifdom in removing the 
late Queen's , Lords Jupces, diflblving her Privy-Councily and dif- 
placing thefe her Judgesy fecured Us from the entire Deftruftion 
oi our Conftitution. 

Upon t\iQ Death of the Queen, the Whigs became glorioufly 
vidlorious, and the Tories were moft inglorioufly confounded; 
particularly Cookcy the chief Agent, who never dared to (hew his 
polluted Face here, during the Seflion of Parlement, as long, as 
he lived. 

Then, all the Whigs came into Play, particularly the tiventy 
Aldermen, who, elate with their Vidtory, with receiving the 
Thanks of the House of Commons; with being recommended 
by the Lords Justices to the late King, for a Mark of his Fa- 
vor, in Confideration of their fteady Fidelity and Loyalty ; and 
being carefTed and revered by all the other Whigs in the City and 
Kingdom, they were not able to hold xki^ Balance -, but, grew top- 
heavy, and, foon after, ran in with much of the fame Mcafures 
in one Miiiifby, wirfi thofe, they had oppofed in the other. 

As for the Government of the City, the Comnicns and Clti^etis 
judged thefe t-wenty Aldcrmni, fuch Patriots, and fo revered them, 
that rhey deemed it no better than Uftdutifulnifi ^o tenitr ? arent^^ 
to oppofe them) fo, every Thing propofeA by x\v^fe Aldcrmr 
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was TQadily, implicii:l)r recdved by the admiring, gratefbl Cm- 
mons and Citizem^ with more, than due Submiirion and Content. 

The Aldermen then, again affumed the EIciEHonof jiidirme/t, af- 
ter the Commons hiid joined with them in the ExptiiJiQn and Dh* 
Jranchifement of Ct;Qkt\ And they met with no OppofitioD, And> 
not long after, edged them felves in under the Cover of an A^ 
of Parlement, which neither included, nor regarded them. 

This Adl pafTed in the fecond of the late King, It provides^ 
" That upon the Death, Refignation, ^r RemovaJ rf atiy Aider- 
man, or Burgefs, o/" msj Corp^ratimt 'ujhtrt the Eledion is ix thi 
Aldermen, or Burge/Tes, the chief Magiitrate, fiwd Aldermen ir 
BurgefTes Jh all duly proKcdt t^jUlthi Vnmn^y b^ Ek^iutiy 'Within %i 
Days after the Vac.^ftcy Jkall hsppftt^ &C.'' TKlS A^ il fufthct 
confirmed and amended by an Other of the iirft of lus prdecf 
Majelly. 

With thefe A£ls, our Aidermfn have ever fincereltgiotifl? com- 
plied. And now, J prefume, they judge their affumcd rower, 
eftabliflied, by forcing them felves ondcr the Shelter of an A^ of 
Parlement, that neither includes, nor glances at» them, Aad, 
fmce the firft A£l, they have never thought it fit to confuH the 
Commons in any Ele^on of an Ahlcrman^ nor to give SandHon to 
their Ele6lion of Aldirmejt^ by fo much as entering it oo the /Ja/lf, 
or proclaming it to the QsmniTus^ which they heretofore confefled 
to be necefTary, as in the Cafe of Rainsfnrd^ in 169 1^ chofenaa 
wilder man J and entered in the M^ndi^Eschf as rt'tUSid, in Efi«St 
for '* not ha^in^ rfjferfd his firmer EleiKonr ^'^ pmhUjhed ii is ik 
Commons.'" Does not this look like the Commencemenr of a 
Thfft? Or, a Preparatory to what has fince happened? j, 

1 HOPE, from what I have offered, know appears to You, my 
Brethren and Friends, that they«r^^/, os Aldermen^ have al- 
ways layen in wait for the Defhndtion of the City, that is, for 
wrefting the Treafure, Power and Franchifes of the CorporatKMt, 
out of the Hands of thqir Creators^ the Commons and (^tizens. 
That, fince the Reign of Richard III. ^c Aldermen have been in? 
croaching on their ConfiituentSy taking the Advantage of every 
Shock or Convulfion given the State, and that tnventy-five Mca 
have, at difFerent Times, ufurfed^ and finally, have aftually pof- 
fefled them felves of all the Property of many tboufands of Fret- 
msti t 

At the fame Time, that this Obfervation muft move yom? 
Concern for the prefent unhappy Circumilances of your felves^ 
yo.ii- Brethren and Poiterity ; yetj I expe£t to hear fome of Von 
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To this, lanfwer; xHiepreJent JUermen or frefnuUd Jldermm 
(hould fufFer, not onely for their own TranfgreifionSy but for 
thofe alfo, of their Predeceflbrs, to which they aflent or accede* 
or, at which they connive; for the fame Reafon, that the Divini 
Law puniihes the Children of Difohediencty for the Sins of their 
Anceilors, for three or four Generations; or, that our Lama pu- 
nifhes a Man, as a l^elon or a l^raitor^ who enters the Lifb of any 
Band of Thie'ves or Rebels^ though he had no Opportunity of hav- 
ing an immediate Hand in any Felony or Treafim. 

Our Aldermen are left none Excuie for their Tranfgreflions : 
They know, or may and ought to know, their Duty, and the 
Things that concern them, and whether they be right or wrong. 
Ignorance can then be no Extenuation of the Guilt of Men, who 
may, and ought to, know the Law. The Aldermen muft be fen- 
fible, that all the Records of the City have been fairly and regu- 
larly kept, fince the Time, in which, Wealledgeand prove, the 
Election of Aldermen, to have been in the Common Coumciii and 
yet, there appear no Traces, no Shadow of any Latu or By-La^w, 
whereby any further Power or Authority is veiled in them, than 
what I have already fet forth. Can they then, without the Impu- 
tation of Guilt, clame and exercife Powers without any Warrant 
from JuiHce, Law or common Senfe? 

BuT« in order to demonibate this more clearly, and to (hew, 
that the Aldermen are adually acceflary to all the prefent Diflrcires 
of the City, let Us take a (hort Viewof the Condud of the pre- 
fent worfhipful Board: For, it would require Volumes to (et it 
forth minutely. 

Let me begin then, with the Aldermen^ % obferving and exer- 
cifmg the abrogated and annulled Rules of Berkeley, and their al- 
tering or difpenfmg with thofe of EJfex, though in full Force, juft 
as they are found to ferve or thwart the Purpoies of the Board. 

That the framing, receiving, reading, deliberating upon, and 
in a great Meafure determining, the Fate of all Petitions, was 
originally vefted in the Commons, no Man, that knows any Thing 
of our Conftitution, can deny : That this Power was allowed to be 
in the Commons, in Berkeley's Time, which was after the Aldermen 
had perfidioufly feparated from the Commons, and made that 
wretched Diviiion and Solecifm in the Council and Government 
of the City, of fitting apart from the Commons, is pretty evident 
from Berkeley % Care in wrefting it out of their Hands : For, if the 
Power was not then in the Commons, there could be no Occafion to 
make a Law, to wreft it from them: Yet, no Law of God or 
Man, is more religioufly obferved by the Aldermen, than this re- 
pealed Article! No Petition is now allowed to take Rile in the 
Commons, nor to be feen there, untill it i&fcntdown with an Order 
upon it, from the Board-, much fuch, as I conceive, is fent upon 
the Fr^f>& King's Arrets, when he makes them, and fends them to 
his Mock'Parlement, who dare not refufc to rf^ijler ^xvi cti^otcc 
ihem. Thus, Wc fee Petitions madt and framed ?Lt xls^^ Bi^ar d, \e^ 
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the Name of cirtain of the Commons^ fcnt, with their gradm Or- i^ 
der indorfed, to the Commons^ when not one in the Houfe had any ^ 
Hand in making them, or perhaps ever faw or hearedof thembe- 
fore they are introduced by an Alderman, And yet, I challenge \ *- 
the Board to fhew any, or better Authority for this UfurpatitHy . p 
than Berkeley^ bafe, infamous and repealed Rules, r 

I CONFESS, I think it was a Crime, notjefs heinous, than high ^f 
Treafon, for the Aldermen, in Charles II.'s Reign, to receive, exe- 
cute, acquiefce under, or fubmit to, the Henv- Rules: Becaufe, 
they were made and impofed ivithout the legal Confent of the Peo- 
ple, or their /r^^ Reprefentatiues ; and becaufe, they have over- 
turned the civil Coniliturion, to which no People could confint. 
This is the worft that could have happened from refuiing to ob- 
ferve them, the utmoil Penalty is but Ditfrancbifement, The Go- 
vernment might then disfranchifey but they could not ^n/rancbifi, 
or create Aldermen^ or Citizens, ivithout their Confent, And, by* 
Di/Tolution We could not be made worfe, than thefe Rules have 
left Us. 

But, fince the New -Rules have been received and by all Hands 
tamely fubmitted to, fo far, that Time has now flamped upon 
them, the Sandtion and Authority of Law, it behoves every Man 
to obferve them equally and ftridUy in all Points, however u^aft, 
injurious and oppreffive they may be found, untill they are by due 
Courfe of Law, in full Parlement, altered, amended, or repealed. 

Now, by thefe New- Rules, the ftriking the Commons out of the 
Lift of double the Number to ferve each Corporation, made to the 
Lord Mayor, is vefted abfolutely in him ; and the Rules ondy re- 
quire, that he fhould declare the Numbers, that are to ferve, in 
the Prefence of one of the Sheriff and eight Aldermen. 

But, the Aldermen, not willing to fubmit to any Thing, that 
might leffen their general Influence, and judging the Commms 
might be more effedlually injla<vtd zxid corrupted by the joint Influ- 
ence and Authority of twenty four Mafters, than of one^ layed 
them felves out for various Means of breaking this Power, in or- 
der to obtain fome Share in it, with the Lord Mayor. Some Lord 
Mayors could not get eight Aldermen together for the Purpofe ; un- 
lefs each was allowed to have a Hand in the Plot, Others have 
been denied, or cramped in the Bounty ufually allowed this Offi- 
cer. But, the moft effedual Method of reftraining and dividing 
this Power, is, by a Rule or T^eH made by the Board againfl this 
Article of the Neiv-Rules, and entered in their Monday-Book of 
the 19th of December, 1732, of the 21ft of April, 1732, and of 
the 26th oi September, 1738; whereby they declare, " That m 
Petition, /hall be pajjed for any Augmentation, to any Lord Mayor, 
nvhojhall take upon him to ohfewe and fulfil the Article for ftriking 
the Conmions, in the Nbw-Rules; nor fhall he be chofen ^rea- 
fureri'' and every Perfon, chofen an Alderman, is obliged to ob- 
ferve this l^efti and to bind himfelf to it, f^cari, by the facred 
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Oath of Nohlesy opon bis Honor, to fulfil and obferve it, and To 
fubfcribes his Name. 

This Declaration or T</?, every Man at the Boards when I laft 
faw the MjBttd y-Booh, had actually figned; and, I am perfuaded, 
all that have been made fince, have done the fame. Upon En- 
quiry, I find, both o\xr Candidate- Aldermin^ who woold have Us 
believe them; not onely innoeenf: of, but quite nnknrvuim^ in, 
the Frauds and CorruptiQm of their Board, .have fubfcribed this 
Imviefs Rule. 

If then, BerkeLfs repealed Rules be of no Force or Eflle^ in 
Law, is it not criminal to enforce and execute them, as Lanuf 
And, if EJpsx'^ Rules have the Force or Efficacy of Law, is it 
not the highef^ Iniquity to conjpire againft them, and render them, 
in any Inftance, of none E$dft, untill they are repealed fy Laiv^ 
And are not all' our AlderminhMt \o he Msfranclrifedf for ^is pal- 
pable Breach of the Nt^w-Rules? 

By thus wreiling their Pofver out of the Hands of the Comm$»f, 
or by finiiler Tamperings with the Perfons returned, before they 
sure admitted into the Commons; the Aldermen have rendered them, 
for the mofi Port, ufelefs, to their ConJHtuenn, I have already 
fayed fo much on this Subjed, in* a Pamphlet, called, Divelina 
Lib BRA, before quoted, which I publilhed in the Year 1 744, that 
to avoid the Trouble of Repetiuons, I (hall, for a further Dilqui- 
fition on this Subjedt, refer You to that Trad. 

The Method, by which the AdermenhiLYe moft cffeAually un- 
done the City, is by an Abfur£ty run into, that of appointing 
Committees and Suh-Qjmmrttieti whereas- the whole A^semb* y is» 
in it*s ftif, but a Committee of the Bodj Politic at large. 

Regardlbss of thrs Principle, the Aldrmen have always found 
it the moft convenient Method of geting their Ends aniwered, to 
g^ all Qiaeftioiis, which they would have fecurely carried, refered 
ta a Cemmitteei ufually coniifting of the Lorfi Mayor ^ Sberifsf 
^reajkrer, a certain Number of AlJermen^ with fometimes double 
the Number of Commons^ exclufive of the Ma/lers of the Works, 
who arc generally the late Sherifs, If they find they have been 
miftaken in the Choice of Commons, as they fometimes have been, 
inSpightof all their Care and Caution, they get a yul-Committee 
appointed by the Comrnittei-, in which the .!l:tcrmen and Commons 
have often been equal, in Number, though very unequal in Influ- 
ence and Authority.' 

If this Committee be to audit the City Aaompts^ to lic^M the 
Water-CQurjty or the like, they arc gorgcoufly treated at a fump- 
tuoos Banquet, by the Recei.er-GzncrJ. \f to examine ihe Af- 
fairs of the Ballafi'Ojffice, they arc po.-npo-fly entertained on the 
Water, by the Alderman, who prefsJc^ in iha-. Ofncc. Jt" Ko grant 
or reitenx; an advantageous Lick, tut TfroKt ;,:oviclc, the Ntrcefia- 
ries for a favorable Rtpyrt, of v.Mch CUrtt j.Li> be.-n fo.nd :o be 
the chief Ingredient: For, to ketp^r.tr:. rf-MiXJ*- \A itv^\.V:it-\» 
induced and inducing on the C:::3ce; i. jy a t jiics o^ VA\<wv^3afi^ 
the fureA Way bat btcz. fo'jutd, \'j 1:* en «*«:sa i».\^\xl^ B&mU. %

Ev the RE\nJN5TRANC£j p. 23, 29, 30, 3[, 32, 33 and 34, 
t appears, that feveral Perfons were, at different Times, ap- 
pointed by AsU of AJftmUff a Committee^ Ttuficc^f or Suh-G&ver- 
'lan^ for the AccompajhrneM^ Dire&im and M^^nngemfjit of that 
Foundation^ Biit, ihat the C^mmiiteest Trujleei^ or Suh^on/eincrtf

And now, though the AUtrmen do, or fliould, know, they ca^ 
pretend to no further Power from the AJftrnhh^ the true and /^w- 
ful Governors i yet, have they fr^r/#i/ the whole Power and Autho- 
rity, and the very Titule, of the Charter Governors^ admitting 
onely their Creatures and Minions, the Sberifs and Sberifs Pttrsj to 
ihare the Government with them, befides fome certain ereat Men» 
whofe Names they ufb, tofkreen andfb^ngthen them m their ill- 
gotten Pofieffions. 

What has been the Confequence of thefe Abufes? The 

Eilate is partly fet to thefe ujurping G§vemors, or their Minions^ or 
Trujieej. Of thefe unlaiuful Tenants ^ Alderman Nathaniel Kfinc^ 
is, or lately has been, one, who refufes to pay any Rent. Even, 
a certsun Portion of the Tolls of the City, fettled upon the Hofpi- 
taly are now, or have lately been, fet or fold^ by an Agreement 
with the ufurping Governor s, to Alderman Sir Samuel CocJig, Bait. 
at his own Terms. Thus, every one of thefe ffunous Governors, 
that can, has a Pluck at this Poor Houfe. No Wonder then, Wc 
find, that inltead of the 300, as well aged, asjwvnrr* it was calcu- 
lated to receive and maintain, it now holds, befides it*s Officen» 
not above 1 60 .J<?y/, onely, who never learn Greei^ or Latins agree- 
able to the Inftitution. No Wonder, onr reduced Bretbrem^ and 
the miferable Orphans of our Fellow-Citizens, are left helplefs and 
comfortlefs, unheeded and unregard^, hj tbofe Governors, who, 
upon ail Occaiions, prefer Vagabonds, jiRens and othen, and their 
fpurious Ilibe, to the legitimate Sons of the City! 

I CAN not, it is true, charge any other Committee, or Suh-Com- 
mittee, with having rgn ^uite as great a Length, as this^ But, I 
am forry to fay, it feems onely fo, for want of an equal Opportu- 
nity. Under this Cover, the Aldermen have undoubtedly can- 
toned out, and fet the City Eftate to their Friends, or to one an 
other, and have negleded demanding the Rent, and keeping the 
Counterparts of Lea/es, untill almoft all the Lands have been alie- 
nated; fo, as to (land now onely to grace oar Rent-Roily under the 
inriching Denomination of Lands unknovm. And, when the Lands 
liave been difcovered, it has not been found poffible urget th^ m 
fued for. 

Whxn I was in the Commons, I went upon this, among other 
'Refearches. I found the City had lately had a Law-Suit with one 
Colontl Berry, who, as I was informcxl, fwore, in Anfwer to a 
Bi/l in Chancery " That he had no Leafe, nor derived any Titule 
to the Lands in Queftion, from, or under the City ; but that they 
were his own proper Eftate.** I found a Man, who had fujo Mi- 
nutes from the fayed Colonel, for fome of the Land in Di/pute; the 
one, for all the Time, the fayed Colonel had under the City, all to > 
one Year; the other, for a -certain Term of Yeat^, ^to^'v^^ Vt-* 
the fayed Colonel, hsA fo many Years to run of fcis Lcafc from t\5c 
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CjVv. I had ^Cmmiitee called for the Fiirpofc, in JtJrithWizy' 

oraltj, and had the then Recardir^ Opinion upon th^le Minutes, 
before the Committee. H& ^ured Os, that thefe Papers u»der 
Cplon€lBirn\ Hand and Seal^'muft fet afide hb Arifwer and make 
out our Ticuk to Dur'Eiftaxe. Yet, as a Common 'Council-Mao, 
I ho^ght itbut juft tbrdinqailh^he Advaamgesr to which every 
Diicovercr of uukno^^fi^ or aiitnaud City Lands, is intituled^ I dc- 
fired Something to be granted to 'the Owtier of the Papers, whkli 
^as obtainedj on his confentitig to depofite them in the Tholfcl- 
Office;. But, I bave neter Tl^cc Keared, that any Step has been 
taken towaids the Recovery of this Suit, notwithilanding theii be- 
ing poUeHed of fuch full, dear and cond ufive Evidence. 

T J E Ci>mmittez that now has the gr^atcft Powerj and the Mi- 
ll agem en t of the large ft Revenue, is that of the BaiiaJt'Off<:u 
Thts Office was ere<^ed here,.by an Aft of Parlement of the ikfl 
of QLeen inne.

'than the Town, on every Side of Us. On the xath of 7«cr, 
174 1, two of XhtCommitfee/or/uflJpMg ibeCitjfwiihlT^itir, went 
widi. the City fingineir and Smr^eytr^ to view and exanune a Wa- 
"ter-Courfe,' at SirafcM, 'On the 30th,- they repotted, ^bai H'aNr

How, or where, this Treaty was h^gun, made or conduced, 
does not publicly appear. But, it is probable, the Purchjife was 
agreed upon, before thii Order was made, for under this A£l, 
Mr Dathy^ Agreement, to take the Sum of 3500/. for them, is 
entered without any Preamble. 

Thus, whoever conducted this Affair, was wbU prepared to 
clofe a Bargain. It w as done by fome of the Gemirmett tf iht 
Cityf as it is fet forth in the Report; by which, lfupp6fe, m aft be 
meaned, I he Aldermen, Butt whoever they were, tg their Honofj 
be it Ipokcn, thcry did not excede their Commifllon one Farthing, 
IVor di[i EhL-y indeed obtain the Reduction of a T earthing of tie 
Sum, limittd and demanded; fo eafily, fo generouflvj were Af- 
fairs concludtrd, on both Sides. To this, the Cammhtee was top 
p<jljtc Lo diifcnt. But, before Matters were brought to a perfect 
Coiiclufiori, wliich, in Matters of fuch Importance, is gcnera% 
j-elurvcd ior the Afn^ Comm^ns^ the pQ^tneni v/Ctg changed- I then 
canic ill, and was appointed on the it'^ Committee, oT fhe zzd of 

1m this Ci^mmitt e^ it was, that I firil had the Honor of meeting 
and convt'ifirig with AMerman ^tvie. I hearcd he was a Man of 
ELnEt:^ and oF rcfmcd Notions in RcUgkn^ as well, as P^jUtics. 
Aldennan Aidrich^ ^fi^^Lord Mayur. Hc had been a Friend, and 
a Dcncfattor, in t^ie Way of niy Profefllon s fo, I vanely ima- 
gined, 1 might have f])okc my Mind, freely and refolutcly, before 
the ones as well, a5 the other. But, I foon found my Miftake. 
I had not the good Fortune to agree in Sentiments wifh either. 
They Ivad nt>t been accu domed to Oppofitlon. They, therefore. 
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miifortunatel/ had learned, that however inconfiderable I might 
be, in my private Capacity, as an Apothecary^ ready to miniHer ta 
the Health, even of Aldermni that in my public Charader, as a 
Commoner^ the Reprefentative of a Body oi free Citixensy I wa« 
upon a Par with any Man in the Committee^ or Common-Cound/i 
confequently, that I had, as good a Right to be fatisfied, of the 
Reafonablenefs, Juftice, ReCUtude, of Expediency, of any Thing 
to be tranfafted in the City, as any of the Gentlemen j or Aldermen^ 
of the City, Or even, as the Lord Mayors tod therefore, that I was 
is well entituled to hear and be beared, as they, or any of them. 
This I infifted on, fo fh-enuoufly, that Mr. KanecoxM not then 
rcftrain his "C^^r; bat, ran out into indecent Warmth againft me; 
^d Alderman Aldrich, the Lord Mayors was fo difappointed in his 
Nomination of me, and fo angry, at finding his Apotbecanf daring 
to rife above, what he judged, the ordinary Pitch of his Pro- 
fcffion, and giving Oppoiition to his Superiors and Benefadors, 
diat he alfo grew outrageouily angry, and foon after, moil inde- 
cently, difmiifed me his Service. 

Upov this and fome further Oppofition to the Meafures of the 
Gentlemen of the Boards all my Friends were fet upon me, to make 
me defifl. But, I was then bound, by every moral and religious, 
as well, as political Obligation, to difcharge an important public 
Truft. I therefore determined to perfevere in my Duty, without 
giving thofe, that thundered Threats from Men in Power in mind 
£ars, any further Satisfaction, than, that I dared to be Y^^i i>^ 
dared not to be diihonefi. 

Our Committee was divided into a Sub-Committei, of which, 
five was a ^orum. They met from Time to Time, as they 
thought fit. Several Objections were made againft the Purcha/e of 
the Mills, and other Expedients were offerea to anfwcr the Pur* 
pofes. But, all in vane. 

On the 12th Day of March ^ 1741, the Committee vrzs called, 
to comjplete the Purchafe, as I afterwards learned. I attended; 
when, to my no fmall Surprife, I was given to underftand, the , 
Bargain for the Mills was clofed, and then to be perfedled un* 
der the City Seal. The Town was alarmed, and looked upon it, 
as 2l fordid J oh. And, indeed, it did not to me, bear a much bet- 
ter Complexion. It was the general Cry, that thefe Mils were 
offered in the public Coffee -Boufesy for 1800, and fome fayed, for 
1600/. Several aflerted this publicly, particularly Alderman 
Percinjal Hunt, 

We met in the gilded Chamber, where the Gty Seals were got' 
ready, with Wax to feal the Deeds of Purchafe. Mr. Johk 
Hunt, Son of Alderman Hunt abovementioned, attended, though 
not then in the Commons; and, when hefawhow Matters were 
going, went home to alarm his Father and his Brothers, who foon 
after came, and gave their Oppofition to pcrfeftin^tkU ^^^^ca, 
this clandciline Purchafe. 



Ih this whole AFaiF, Aldefmaa Ka^^^p^x^ 4q mCf. an^cfi 
every Rody clfCj to be the chief J^p^f arjd M^nagtr, He gavc:

I A R{]£E ajid gave this Motion all the Oppofition, that I con Jd. 
I endeavored to Jhew^ that it was a very difadvantageous and aii 
injurious Bargain » and th^t it mighjt hav« been obtained upm 
much beuer Terir^ if the City really wanted it, wiiicb was a 
Doubt^ I v/as ready to offer Proofs; but, I wa^ borne do vm ^itha 
Torrent of V'^ioLenceandNoife, both by Alderman K^ne^ anil tho' 
La^d M^ynr; and beitig, . fuppottcd by none, though th^re wer^^ 
fome cunnings politic Perfons by,, who approved my Oppofitioiiji 
I was forced to give Way, in this Inftancc, I then r^ad over 4

But, he could no mfv^e coftp 
vince thth Gn^thrm^i of the City, againfl their Will^ than I couJJlr 
So, the Deeds were produced to be fcalcd. Rcfolved to ftkUe, 
for every jail Pointj , I then moved, tahave the Dicds read.

ijt tt, evrry yoang Fellow, evtr/o unknowing in the Affairs, ^uid 
thui d^lny iiJid shjiruB the w^f^/ y Bufinefs. Hc fayed, ** Jk^lt 
the City Agent sa^ Town -Clerk, nvere t& be trufied ^*ith mar^ thsm 
that\ ihui the Recorder hadmad^ the Draught \ that Mr. Noy had 
tht^ Dads hgTjfffed ft otn that Draughty and that t& hf fure^ heT^j^w 
ihiy ^.re right , mtdtkeefore, injijhdy that my Lord Mayor, fkmld 
drfpatch the per f Ring of the Deeds ^'' I anfwered, " I was there, a 
^ruftee for a particular Corporation, and for the whole City, an4 
that J liad as good a Right to have my Doubts and Dilfatisfetli- 
ons» folved and dilcdl'ed, as any Man ; that I difapproved the 



This caufed a more violent Tumult, than ever, in my power- 
ful Antagonifls. When the Storm was a little abated, the Recor- 
der threw in fome timely and weighty Arguments in Favor of my 
Motion, which filencedthe Clamor of the Gentlemen of the C|ty; 
and taking Advantage of this, fome others joined in crying out for 
the reading them. Accordingly, they were read. — ^ How ihall I 
repeat it? — The Deeds of a Purchale, — made under the Influ- 
ence^ if not the abfolute Diredlion of Alderman Kaney the read- 
ing of which, that miUy fmooth-tongued^ fious, good Man, of con^- 
fcious Innocen^y fo flrenuoufly oppoled, were all over, full of — — 

Blanks, for Sums and Dates f No Doubt, they might, and 

probably would, be filled up, at Leifure, any where^ and fo, I 
believe. Deeds of all Kinds, have heretofore generally been filled, 
without taking up the frethus Time of the Gentlemen of the City, 
the Aldermeny or other great Men, yAx!tifucb Triffies. But, I con- 
fefs, I was weak enough to fufpefl it a Fraud, widi great Sub* 
jniifion to Alderman Kane*s confcious Innocency, and to the Powers, 
Dignity, and CharaSer of his Afifociates. I declared thdfe my 
Sentiments above Board, and I was followed, even by fome of the 
Rofe'Club, particularly, by Alderman Sir James Somer^vely Alder- 
man Hunt, and others, fo that our Antagonifts were fo far put 
into Confiifion and Diforder, that they, in EfFed, gave up the 
whole QuefBon, for the prefent. But, the Lord Mayor told Us, 
*^ That it (hould be done in Slight to Us; that he would call a 
Fofl'AJfemhly the next J^^^y that fhould perfeft the Bargain." And 
he was almoft as good, as his Word. It was done, as he di- 
redted, in a Day or two following, without admitting any Proofs 
of the Allegations I had made. 

To prepare for this Poft-Affemblyy the Recorder told them, they 
fhould prepare a Report. For this Purpofe, the Queftion was put. 
Whether or no it was the Opinion of the Committee, that the City 
fhould purchafc the Mills? It was carried in the Affirmative , and 
w-dered to be reported. 

On the 1 5th of March, a Poft-AJfemhly was fummoned. Such 
of the Committee as attended, were called to make, or Jtgn the 
Report. I attended, and, though I found every Thing was car- 
ried with Fury againft me, I determined, neverthelefs, to ufe all 
my Might in oppofing every Thing, I apprehended, deftruAive qr 
injurious to the City; and if \ was to lofe Ground, it fhould be 
Inch, by Inch. 

By the former A6t of AfTcmbly, the Committee clamed a Power 
of borrowing 3300 /. to be payed to Mr. Darby, ^y which Ex- 
change, t^o of the Gentlemen of the City, the Receiver-General 
and the Treafurer, would ftiare between them, the Poundage of the 
Purchafe-Money, which would amount to a confiderable Sum. 
Thus far then, We got the Committee brought to a Senfe of their 
Duty, and the Intcrefl of the Ciry, that they reported, " their 
havingagreed for the Mills y Sec, fl/Ifland-Brid^e*, that tbc '^•wl'O^- 
dfcr had examined Mr, Darby'j [\tuUy and ^x^^?ot^^ ?l ^tci^^'t 

T t Tiim^x.\ 
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Draught; that they ixjeri tf Optnhn^ that upmexituting the Deidi»f 
SaUy an Obligation under the Citjr Seal, he pirfe&ed to Mr, Darby, 
for the aforejayed Sum^ at ^ per Ccut. infiead of borrowing y& much,** 

This ^^por/ was made, the fame Day, to a very inconfidcrable 
Number of the Commans: For, as well as I can recoiled, they did 
not much excede fiurty^ the fmalleft Number that can adl^ It 
was then much fufpefted, that they were not regularly fummoned, 
and it was afterwards credibly reported, that many were forbjd to 
come to this Afl'embly, or otherwife difcouraged from attending, 
I oppofed the Report in the Committee^ and it's being received, in 
the Commons; and oiFered to prove, that it was a very difadvan- 
tageous Purchafe, atid chat it had been o^ered to Sale, more than 
once, for about half the Sum ftipulated. But* the Commttee wai 
influenced by the Gentlemen of the City, and the Commons were 
then, at beft, raw, and unexperienced, did not know they had a 
Right to reje^y or eppofe any Thing, that came under the Saw^in 
of a Fiat from the Gentlemen of the Gty^^ fo, they confirmed this 
Report, and the Sa]e was immediately after, finally clofed. And^ 
though all the Materials and Jppttrtenanas belonging to the Millti 
Ware and Water Courfc^ were aft u ally purchafed, yet the Fropri' 
etor brought in a fcparate Account for a Boat^ Net^ Beam and 
Scales f a Bolting-Cloth^ Sec* without which the Mills were im- 
perfeft, for which, as well, as for reparing Breaches made in the 
Wares, before the City got PofTeflioni nay, before the Proprietor 
made out his Titule, the Committee thought fit to pay. 

Now, againfl all this, I publicly enveighed, in the Cemtnittm 
and ylffemblies: I wrote againft it, in the Year 1743^ as You may 
fee in Di^elina Libera, p. 64, 6^9 but, I was not fo much as 
contradifted, untill, at fome Years Diftance, when it may well be 
fuppofed, the principal Proofs had lapfed my Memory : For, no 
fooner had I glanced at the Story of the Mills, in the Corporation 
Halls, without naming any Name, or painting any Charaderi 
than it offended Alderman Kane'^s confcious Innocency, 

In attempting to account for the liioft extraordinary Procedings 
of this Alder?nany in getting his Son-in-laiju to write to Mr. Darby 
about the Mills; in getting the Report^ concerning the fupplying 
the City with Water, from the Liffey^ near Lyons^ fupprefled, or 
layed afide ; in getting his Nephe^^ Mr. Dunn^ and Mr- Dunn, of 
all the Committee onely, to view Ifland- Bridge Mills, and to frojeSi 
the ne^ Works; in getting fome of X^e Gentlemen of the City to en- 
quire into the Purchafe, and to afcertain and determine the Value 
of the f\:-hih\ in getting a Ccmmlttee empowered to contra ft for the 
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I might often have made this Prefumption, or Suppoiition alfo^ in 
public Converfation, as well, as in the Halls. But, I believe no 
Body will fufpedt, I could htfooiy or mad enough to aflert it, as a 
fofiti've Fa&y when I could know but little of UktfuhlU ^ranfaai" 
ons of the Board, and much lefs of their private Affairs. Alder- 
man Kane and his Friends fay, *' that Mr, Iknrbj was an ab/oiute 
Stranger to him, and ne'ver indebted to him, or the Bank in which 
ke is concerned, one Farthing.'' Nor fhall We find, whether or 
no, Griffith was in his Debt. Then it is to be fuppofed, that Al- 
derman Kane took all thefe Pains, for nothing, to bring the City 
into this injurious, clandeftine Bargain? — Did he fo? f am fatis- 
£ed. I envy him, not his confcious Innocence^ or utter Unacquaint^ 
once with Mr. Darby, 

He fays, ^* the Corporation ban)e been confiderabie Gainers iy^ the 

Purchafe.'' 1 fhall not now enter into the Difpute; but, let me 

afk. Would they be lefs Gainers, had they bought them cheaper? 
which, I am perfuaded, they might have done. He would have 
me, I fuppofe, fummon Evidence to prove thefe feveral AllegjEiti- 
ons, Prefumptions, or Suppofitions! I was ready to do fo in a 
proper Place, had be and his faSion permitted me. It was not 
then contradidled : It may therefore, bereafonably prefomedtobe 
true, were there none other Evidence to be offered. But, for his 
further SatisfadHon, let him afk Alderman Fercimal Hunt, who af- 
ferted this for Fa£t, as much, as I did. And* if Mr. Bofe^ Apo- 
thecary, in Skinner-Ryw, and Mr. Onge, ^he Brewer, in ^een-^ 
Street, are inclined, they may give further Information. So might 
Mr. White, late of Meath-Street, if he were living, and many, 
others, who, in this Traftof Time, and Multiplicity of Bufinefsj 
haveeifcapedmy Memory or Re-colle£tion. All I contend for, is 
this, that the Bargain was clandeftinely, fuddenly, and almo^ 
forcibly made, by the defigning, crafty Ring-leaders of a giddy^ 
top-heavy FaSion, of which, Alderman Kane was generally ac- 
counted the Head, And, that he ufed the above-recited, in my 
Judgement, unjuft Meafures, to efied and conclude it, publicly 
and vifibly, for deep Reafons, which I fliall not prefume to fa* 
thom. 

As foon as the Converfation on this Subjcd was revived by fome 
of my public Speeches, Schemes were layed to intrap me, fo as 
to expofe me to fome Law-Suits. For this Purpofe, I apprehend, 
Mr. Kane wrote the Letters, which, with my Anfwers, he thought 
fit to publifh, and which, I beg Leave to tranfcribe.

*' Conscious of my own Innocence, I remained qaiet atid 
" eafy; fatisiicd that a vcfy little Time and RecollefHon, would 
** convince the Public, that yon neither did, nor could, intend 
*' this Charge for me : But hearing that the Story is ftill toldj my 
*' Name 11111 tacked to it, and that it hath made fome difadvan- 
^ ta^eous Impreflions on many of my Acquaintance and Fellow- 
*' Citizens, that I fhould continue fiient under fuch an Imputation, 
*' if I was wholly innocent, I am obliged, in Vindication of jny 
•' own CharaAer^ to call upon you %o declare. Whether I amttc 
*^ Alderman you intended, or whether I an^ not? This is a fair, 
*' plain Quell ion, which I alk without a View of doing you any 
*' Injury, anu you can notrefufe to anfwer, without doing me In- 
** juftice. 

*' If you ^^y you did not mean me, I Jhall publilh your Decla- 
*' ration to my Fellow-Citizens, in my own Vindication, and {hall 
*' neither give you or my felf any firther Trouble i but if you 
*' fay you did, 1 call upon you to make good your Charge, whidt 
^' I abfolutely deny, and am wilhng to ilake whatever Share of 
*' Creait, or Charadcrj I am entitled to, upon the IlTue of /tich 
** an Inquiry. 

" A SEVERE Fit of the Gout hath prevented this Application, 
** for feme Time part ; and, as it is a Matter which you can quickly

*^ I" C A N not exprefs my Surprife at the unexpefl^d, and in- 
^' j deed, undeferved Favor of a Letter from you. And, lam 
<' noi l^f? furpnied to hnd a Gentleman, whofe^ood Senfel neve^^ 
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'^ to you. That I oppofed it in the Committee, where a certain 
** Alderman forgot his natural or affeded Mildnefs, and ufed all 
*' Means to get the City Seals put to a Deed of Purchale, of 
*' which he long and violently oppofed the reading, and in which, 
'^ upon reading, many Blanks appeared, and tlus, without any 
** Sort of Authority from the Aflembly, or Countenance from 
*' Reafon, Juftice, or Law, you may well remember; and, that 
" I publiihed fome Account of this Procedihg that Year, or the 
*^ next, and fpoke of it in public, often iince, you might have 
" beared. 

** But, why the Friends of Alderman Kane^ (hould have taken 
*' upon them to point him out the guilty Alderman, fo as to af- 
** feft his Fellow-Citizens and Acquaintance, is a Matter, for 
•* which I can not think my felf accountable. To them, then, I 
*^ muft beg you will apply, and afk them. Why they prefume to 
*• tack your Name to the Story ? For, they alone, I think, arc to 
** blame, who did fo. I have prevented one of your Nephews 
'^ doing it publicly. And, I think, thofe, who have thus di- 
'' ftorbedyour confcious Innocence, and that calm Quiet and Eafe, 
*' which virtuous Minds mull ever enjoy, are, undoubtedly, 
** obliged to give you that Satisfaction, which you, I believe in- 
** advertently, have demanded of me. 

** I MUST confefs, I am very forry for the remarkable Senfibi- 
** Bty, upon fome Occafions, Ihewn by the Board of Aldermen. 
'^ You may remember, that upon mentioning the Tyranny of the 
*' Aldermen, fo early, as the Reign of Richard III. in tlie Guild 
** of Merchants^ feveral Aldermen, though all of confcious In- 
" nocence, and imbred Quiet and Eafe, took Fire, and lofTed that 
** Compofure and Decency of Behavior, becoming their Rank 
'* and Dignity.— »Sure the Board of Aldermen, are not like the 
*^ ConmerSf laihed at in a' ballad, I have met fomewhere; 

If you mention Vice or Bribe ^ 
^Tisfi pat to all the Tribe^ 
Each cries it 'was levelled at me, 

** This, fore, cannot be the Cafe. Therefore, Sir,* you willcx- 
*' Cttfc me, if I defire you will fix upon thofe, that tacked your 
'' Name to die Story. 

*' Ahd now. Sir, if you wU fevor me with a little Patience, 
^< yovL ftaXL fee, if I live, a fair Hiftory of the Foundation aiui 
'' Conftitntion of this Qty, in general, with the feveral Breaches 
'* made therein; and parocularly, of all the Tranfa^ons relating 
•* to that Porch afe, with the Names of the Pcrfons conccrhcd, 
** and their Titoles, at fidl Length. In this, I am ncccflitated to 
" be particular, by the Behavior of fome of your Relations, 
" which forthe Sakcof others, who arc very high in m^ EflabcB^ 
** giYes me no fJnaJl Coocctil 
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Judges ufed all (he artfiil Means that PerverTenefjs and Malig- 
nity could pn:>mpt, to intangle an innocent Man in Wordsj of 
whicli, thty were to aiTunie the Conilruftion j and fo, aikcd him 
a Number of impertment Queftions, upon a groundlcfs and ille* 
gat Indit^tnient. In the fecond, that awcful, new -rule Tribu- 
nal, of whicb, you are, by divine PermilHon, a Judge, ufed 
all it's Might to put the Perfons com planed a gain ft, under the 
Neceihty of pioving a Negative ; at the ^ame Time, that the 
CompUnants were not required, nor, indeed admitted, to go 
into any Proof of their Allegations. You did notj I prcfume, 
bve, when the former Court floriftiedi but, how great a Share 
you bore in the Procedings of the later, yoa may recollect, ai 
well, as I- 

" Now, Sir, raife your Brethren of the Board, to an high 
Commifliorv Court, for my Trial, as well, as for other Purpofe, 
if you vvilli provided, I may be allowed the Liberty ^ to which 
all Men, that are accufed of real or imaginary Crimes, are ja- 
titukd. Set forth your Indiftmentj give it your utmofl: Proof, 
and then, 1 fhall make my Defence. Do not look upon me, as aii« 
of the many weak, innocent, though wretched Slaves, that arc 
daily trapaned, by impudent and corrupt modern JufUcesj who 
lead the mifcrable, unwary Dupes, to their Ruin, by fun dry fubt3 
and deftgning Queftions. Every Alderman, or pretended Al- 
derman, in the Set* and who, or how many they may bci is 
impoflible for me to determincj have, now, an equal RighfW 
quellion me, with you. But, why youfliouldj notwithftaiMlyig 
your confcious Innocence^ Tingle your felf out, as thi^ guilty 
Alderman, b hardly confonant with that Prudence, that hai 
borne you, thus far, well through Life- 

'' [remembek a great Noife, once, made, by my fpeakingof 
a Jacobite Biu'onit^ jn a public AlTembly, without naming, or 
glancing at, any Individual, Many were confcioua, their 
Friend was ftruck at. Was I to be accountable for Men's 
pointing out them felves, or their Friends ? Would you not have 
lauglied at any Baronet of your Acquaintance, that fliould have 
afkcd, if he were the Perfon m caned ? 

" I MLMT cell you once, for all. Sir, that your Threats and 
Emreatiey move me alike upon this Occafion, as they did, 
when Wc were in the Common- Council together ^ and that, 
untill i am ready to make my pofitive Charge, fully and pub- 
licly, you ihall not learn from me the particular Alderman, I 
glanced at, as the chief Agent in that fhameful Purchafe* 
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** ftance. I am^ therefore, determined, fince they art refolved 
•• to hold and perfevere in their Ufurpations, to aeted their 
** Abufes to the Public, in which Profecution, I do not fear being 
*' able to make the twenty-four, Appear, as hateful in Duhliny as 
** the thirty Tyrants were, in Athens. 

" Whether, or how far, your imaginary Charge againft me, 
'* be right, or wrong, true, or falfe, in the Whole, or m Part, I 
** fliall not, at this Time, think my felf bound to inform you ; 
** nor whether I found my Fellow- Citizens mii!aken in the Aldcr- 
** man I defigned, or not. Your Friends and you take this to 
** your felves!— You mufl, then, anfwcr and acquit your felves. 
** If you and all your Friends lindnimouily cried out, That a cer- 
•* tain Apothecary, a certain Citizen, or a certain Mailer of a 
^' Corporation, did any one wicked or unjuft Thine? I think you 
*' would jufUy laugh at any Particular, who IhouW be fo galled, 
•' as to a& you. Did you mean him ? 

" Now, Sir, cry out to the Public as /bon as youpIea(e. In- 
'* form them of your Application to one, on whom you have no 
** Right to call; and let them judge, whether I have done you In- 
'• juftice, or you attempt to do me a Wrong. My Clame to Candor 
** and Integrity, is not layed in Words, onely j I (hall let my Ac- 
** tions fpedc for me. And, if there can be fuch a Public, as will cen- 
** fure me, for refufing to anfwer fuch particular Quaeraes, as may 
•* be put to me, by every individual Lord Lieutenant, Lord De- 
** puty, or Juftice, Bifliop, Judge, Alderman, Sherif, or other 
** Magiltrate, or'Minifter, whofe Corruptions, in general, I have 
" endeavored to expofe, I dare deny their Authority, as I ihoi^ 
" do that of any other unjuft Judges, or Ufurpers, and juftly dc- 
** fpife their groundlefs Cenfure. 

** But, Sir, it is plane, that fmce our firft ill-fated Acquaint- 
** ance, you have been determined to oppofc, and, even, to mif- 
•' underftand me. It is, now, "too late for me to expe£t to move 
** you to think better of me. — In yeur Poftfcript, you fay, X 
«' offer to inftruft you in my Regimen?-: — :That would have been 
** a daring Attempt indeed. But, I never could have thought 
** any Regimen of mine, phyfical, or political, could (uit your 
•* Conftitution, or Difpofition, exaftly; therefore, I never was in 
** any Refpeft, fo vane, as to prefume to inftru£l, whatever I 

« might to advife you. You fee our Mifunderftanding is likely 

** to increafe; and fince We want that Simularity of Morals, or 
** Principles, that is neceffary to Concord, Correfpondence can 
** anfwer no more ufeful or fatisfaftory Purpofes, than our former 
'' Meetings and Conferences produced. Befldes, my Head and 
" Mauds, are, at prefent, otherwife engaged. So, Sir,'

I have been conflrained to enter thus ml- 
fiutely upon it, in Vindicatipn of a Period's Chara^lerj aJSiduoBfly 
traduced and vilified by Alderman IGme^ 3MdifisCreafKrffit though 
the utmoft CrimCj that can be imputed to his public Condu^i, m 
his Care and Fidelity, in the Service of the PuhliCj. in which, as 
a Man, and unaiEfted and oppofcd^ he mightj and probably ha* 
.committed many Errors and Miftakes,

cnlair, together with the Breache$ msbde in the Cpnftitution M the 
City and Ration, and by yihq^ pebrpdtrated; it is Time, 1 fiiould 
HOW draw to i. Cohclufion, a&d otfer tO' ybu^ Confidb^on, the 
Megns of Redrefs and Reparation. 

' BlTT, firff let me trouble You, with a btief R^cafotu^tjon of 
inrhati have already ofFi^red on thefe Subjects. 

TovpHjSD with a tend^ S^nfe of the ndelancholy State of your 
City 3 add the BJ'ece&ty, as well, as Duty, by which you were 
houai tOchoofe well-quaM^ Members to reprefent You, and in 
Vpu, the whole ICingdom, m Patlemeht, as foon as a Vacancy 
Iiappehed, t rung the Alarm-Bell^ and in a ihort Addrefs^ pf the

Quf^jr invaded, jfpoi? perfdioufly violated, ^os^ ?cilv<^'V^^''^; 
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vincedj You wanted onely the proper Meaiis "and Opportunity of 
proving your I'elvcs, truly loyal Subjefts, and truly faithful and 
free Citizens, 

Bf.fore J was able to gpt an other to the Frefs, You were 
pleafed to call me to a Taflcj in which, nothings but your Sollici- 
tauons and Commands, added to the ftrongefl Love for my Coun- 
try, and the higheil Opinion of your moft generous and virtuous 
I mentions, could poffibly projnpt me to im barque. 

On the 27th of the fame Month, I publifhed VRPf ftcmd Aidrtfi 
to YoLj. In this^ I endeavored briefly to fet forth the Duty of a 
Man, as a Member of civil Society, and the Charafter of the 
good and pel fe£l Free -Man, I made an Apology ioi my declaring 
my felf a Candidate for fo great and fo important a Truil. I 
payed fo great DeJFerence, to the Judgement and free Ele£Uon of 
the Cinzens of Duhiin^ that I declared, thai my offering mf filf a 
Candidate, *w£is oneiy t&Jhm^ mme JjitcHttQn and Difire to fkr^*i the 
Jinking Oaufe of Liberty and my Country, hrMVf^tr ntjrak and infpf' 
fcient Tou may find ms I and, tmighthave added", in ptre Rrjpe^ tt 
the ptthiic Kntrtafies; as Fdid, t Fat /rem thejhmeM^tifU£ij ixc^a&k 
£^s i am of th^ Trjl\ if the Citizens of DubJin^oi^A^ cufmrnand mtt 
onanyjuH Emergency^ hi lead <iK Army fir them j I^osild eirimnif 
think it fny Duty to vSty I him, I Wg Leave thus to repeat this Sen- 
tence, becaufe a certain great Man, who prudently choofes to Jye 
jnafkedin his V^illainy, out of the abundant Malignity of acom/pt 
Heart, is pkafed to wrcfl and pervert my ^2ean]ng ; which wM5 
nomore^ than, bj Comparifon, to fhewmy earnellDefiretoferve 
You J and my fubmifTive Regard to your Ele£lionj or Appoint* 
mcni, by inllnncing that Station, for which ^ ol all Others, l^a% 
by Nature or Art^ Icil qualified. 

I H A \ E declared my Regard to a/rf^ EkJicn, and my Con- 
temp L and Detcflation of all , ^he High ted Degrees of, Jti;jy/cr Jn^ 
Jluence'-i and fhcwed, that a VaU\% not a private PrQfertj, but a 
jiublic ^rufij repofed in every Individuals for the gommon Good 
of the whole Society. 

In order to enable You to ele£t upon true Frinciples , I engaged 
to lay open to your View, fome jufl Sketches'? of the Conftitutioo 
of tJxe Nation and City, traced out from the ^nglmil Fmndaiiein of 
our Pdicy^ hy the beft Authorities of Hillory and Laws; and enr 
gngcd to lay my felf open to Con tradition, or Reproof, by fub^ 
icnbingmy Name to every Addrefs on this Subjeft; declaring my 
i^\i opctr to Convitllon, and as ready to retrafl Ency^ as tp ad- 
vance 'Truth. I gave fume rude Sketches of the Abufes ^^ the 
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I WAS obftruAed in this Courfe, which I had promifed to pur- 
fue, by fundiy illicit Artifices, ufed by the AUermen in general, 
particularly their Candidate^ for cajoling the Citizens* and extort- 
ing their Votes. They went together in Parties, through the 
Streets and Lanes of the Town, ufing all Sorts of Influence and 
Authority to compell the Citizens to promife and engage to vote 
for the Candidate Aldermany without confulting their Judgement. 
Por thefe bafe Purpofes, the Influence of BcnefaSorsy Cujiomers^ 
Creditors, Landlords, Jldermen, and even of Lords of Parlementy 
though probably as much without the Knowlege of any of the 
later, as contrarv to exprefs Law, was let loofe on the Voters ^ and 
inoft artfully pbed by the Aldermen, and their Emjfariis, Not 
content with Ais, the old latent Party-Spirit of Sir Con's Admi- 
niffaration, was to be conjured on the Stage. The Remnant of the 
eld Lea'ven, was to be ftirred up and fired, to make an other /wri- 
9us Effort, for the late exploded Caufe. Laics, were not alone, 
judged fuflicient, but old Mother Churchy was, as ufual, to be pro* 
ftituted to {entfecular Ends. Thofe few furviving Prie/is, who 
had manifefted their Religion, by their blind Biggotry^ ana furious 
Party-Zeal, at the Head of Mobs, with Clubs in their Hands, Lau- 
rdi in their Hats, Satan and the Pretender in their Hearts, and took 
. the Church in xhcis Mouths, to filenceall Oppofition^ again arofe, 
ready to cry out, the Craft is in Danger, great is Diana of the 
Ephefians. All diofe of this Call, arofe, confederated and con- 
fpired againfl: Liberty and her Friends. They inlifted their 
Clerks and other Dependents, with all they could any Way influ- 
ence in the Caufe, preached up Sir Samuel Cooke, as a true Son of 
the Church, the Counter-part of his dear Father, and abufed his 
Opponents, as furious Fanatics, blind Paptfts, foplifh Jacobites, 
perjured fVtliiamites, violent Oli*verians, filly Tories, rank f^higs, 
Fco/sy mad Men, or any Thing, as Party and Occaficn offered. 

By thefe infamous Meafiires, which were making no fmall Pro- 
jmfs in corrupting and inflaving the Minds of the People, I was 
drove out of mine intended" Courfe, to expofe the extoUed Admi- 
niibration of the Miniftry and Mapflrates of theyo«r lafk Years of 
Queen Anne, in this City, particularly that of the chief ^ool of 
the FaBion, the late Sir Saniuel Cooke, Knight and Alderman of 
this City. I layed open the chief Meafures of this Mimflry, and 
their Creatures, in a thif d Addrefi' to You, of the ^th of Septem- 
ber^ 1748. And, though I did this, upon the Principles of di- 
vine and human Laws, vifiting the Sins of th& Fathers upon the 
ChiUren of Difohedience, for fome Generations, and dripping the 
Cbildi ers of Rebels, or Traitors, of the Means of injuring the Con- 
ititution; yet, has it raifed the Indignation and Furj^ ot the Fac- 
tion againfl me, fo violently, that it is a Doubt, whether the bufy 
De^il will ever be layed.

Forms and Modes of Government, and fliewn how and for ^hat 
Reafons ours has the Pre-erairience of all others known in the tJni- 
vejrfe. 1 have expJancd the Power, Authority, Dignity, Office 
and Duty of thcfupreme "^i^^firatc^ the Heap of o\it gr££ii C^m^ 
jn^niij, and ihewn the End and the Intent of the Inftitution and of 
tiie Prerogatives, as they arc fet forth and eftablilhed by our Laws, 
by which it appears, that he is t)^^Jirft of the three Elates in the 
Ltgl^^ture^ and that his Power is in no Infiance c^hfdute or unli- 
mited^ his Ofhce being oi\^y fiduciary and t^ecutit^e^ fubjeft to the 
dlreShje^ if not the rafra^f. Power of the Laws. 
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I HAVE applauded the ftrong Sentiments of Liberty^ ^anifeil in 
the Conduftof the Citizens, and exhorted them to a fteady Pcrfc- 
verancc, upon the Principles of piqr Conftitudon. 

Finding fome weak Minds daggering at the View I gave of 
the Frefogatt*ves of the Prince, pn the 29th of O&ohtr^ inftead of 
proceding upon the Explanation of t\it fennd and third Eftate^ as 
I propojeid, I gave the Hiftory of the fevend Cbartirs or Statutist 
declaratory of the Liberties of the Subje6ty and, in xfixtb AA- 
drefs^ publiihed a correal Edition of an exad Tranflation of King 
y^si^'s Magna Chart A. 

FftoMthis, I have drawn the Freedom of the Subjeft, and the 
Neceflity of keeping up an exa£t Balance of Power, between the 
King and People; and ihewed, that it is inconfifljent with the Sub- 
je6ls JlUgtance^ to fu£n:r the King or his Minifters to violate or in- 
croach upon the /acred Rights and Prinnleges of the Peopic^ as for 
the People to oppofe and invade the hgml Prerogatinju of the 
Prince. And, that both are alike repugnant to the Laws, and op- 
ppfite to, and deftru£tive of, the Ends of the Inftitation of Ki^ 
and LigiJUamre^ tftt Health and good Government of the Common- 
wealth. 

Havijig thus endeavored to explane the/r/?, or monarchical 
Eftate in our Government, I confidered thtfecondt or arijloaatical 
iftatei and, in a feventh Addrefs^ publifhed on the 17th of A'b- 
*veahery I gave fome hiflorical Relations of the anticnt Britijh^ 
Saxon^ or Englijh Coundls, by which it appears, that the Barons^ 
or Peersy alone, were not at any Time deemed luff dent to com- 
pofe a general national Council j in which, Lanus were made, cr 
Subfidiuy Aids^ or Taxes granted : That all Kings, even he, that 
is falfely diftinguiflied, by the Titule of, Congueror, Hliliam L 
was obliged to fubmit to the Power and Authority of the Com- 
MM'Cmmcil, or Parlement, which confifted of Nohles, or Peers, 
^d Bijhftps and Commons y or Reprefentatives of the People: And 
what was the original Power and Privileges of the Members of 
Pai'lement. 

In this, I have given an Account of the Saxon Nobility y and the 
Zaxon freemen^ of which the Councils were compofed ; of the 
Diifipilty of afcertaining the Number, and of the popular Confu- 
iion thatmufl have attended fuch Multitudes; which occafloned 
the Inftimtion of a certain legal Salification for the Nobility ^ and 
the Eledion and Appointment of a certain Number of Delegates , 
QT Reprefentatives, from the Body of the People. 

The cqnftituent Parts of our modem national Councils, fmce the 
Norman Invaiion, called, Parlements^ are fet forth ; as is, likcA^ife, 
their iitdng together originally, and their Separation into three 
different States, as, at prefent, making, but otie Body Politic^ Re- 
prefentative of all ClaJTes of Men in the Realm. 

I HAVE given the Hiftory of antient and modem Peerage', by 
which it appears, that every Lord was originally Cu^^fed xo V^^, 
not on^i/ what is now €ontended for, an /;er«<lit«r^ CwwJelW v^

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the Croii,ji, bat a Guardian and fru/iee in the gnat Cmiftdl^ for hif 
Barmy. I have fet forth the different Kinds j or Claifcs of Ftertj 
with the Privileges of Peerage; and have fhewn, that, originaBy, 
P^frj were created hy Adi of FmUmmty and fddom or never 
otherwife^ before the Reign of Henry VJJ. by whom 1\vg fok Peer^ 
crmtiitg Power was ^x^arhkmrily alTumedj and upon what Occi- 
fion; and have pointed out the Inconveniences and Dangers, that 
have and may attend this ejctraondinary Aifumptioii of Power. 

I HAVE kyed dosvn ch^ prefent conftitucnt Parts of th€ Hou^i 
of Peers; the Office, Honor, Dignity and Privileges of Pien-, 
in wJiat they differ from tliofe of Commsners \ the Power, Authoi- 
rity and Privilege of the Houfi \ the Honor to be payed to Lordtf 
and why ; the Method of making a crae Eilitnate of Ticules d 
Honor, and of becoming truly honorable. 

In mine eighth Addrefi^ publiflied the 30th of N&^ewiher^ I coa- 
fidered the thirds or demi^a^iiticai Ejfatg in our civil Conltitutioni 
and have fet forth, the Antiquity and Power of the Cemmtins^ ia 
the Legiflaturej their Ele£lion and Convention by the Kjng'i 
Wru, by which, an Epitome of oar Government, appears^ in the 
neceflary Coiijundion of the Commons, with the King and the 
Lordi, to make an 4£I of Parkment: That, by this Writ, it ap- 
pears, that by the primitive Inftitution, the House of Com&io?(s 
is to confiit of Men of three different Eftates, or Claffes, in the 
ComrnQH-iVeaiihi Knight i for Coumties^ Citlxem for Cities , and Bur' 
gcJf£S, or Burgher St for Boroughs. 

I HAVE eiideavored to give a Definition of the Words, Ajw/^a> 
C^Vj2.?;;aud Burgfffs of Parle nwnt; and to fhew the necd^ry 
Char:i£i:t;r and Qualification of each; to fhew who ^ire not inti- 
tuled to be rcpre fen ted in Parle men t; and whom ay , and who may 
not, be choloji to ftrvein Parlement. 

I HAVK dun on ft rated the Carnmons to be hvLi^crtvants to thtir 
Cofifiituaits, from whom they are intituled to receive Wages ; the 
Weight and Importance of the Trud; theNecefiity of el ect IKC 
upon puie Pfif! ipkij free and faithful Reprefentati^'es for the Pccj- 
plcj the uianilcii evil Confequencesj which muft inevitably follow 
mer^i-'Tiiiry^ fsrrupt and £-uii-inJluemed ^^&ion^], the UgiJIatt-ve ana 
judicative Power of die Housi^ of Commons^ that to be the 
Grand I^<;ut. st, or Jury of the Nation; to be the Grand 
Council of die Nation; the parlcmentary Prifvdegts of the Ct^m' 
Tnsm; the different jManncrs of palTmg Bills; the Wifdom and 
Happinefs of fuch a BfJanci to the Power of the Cro^wn and tht 
Pci s; i\m^ Power vefted in the People, of inJiruHtng their Repre- 
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Havikg (hewn the Beaaty, Wiidom and Excellencx of this 
moft hzppy and inimitable Frame of Go\'emment, I exhorted my 
Brethren to the Prefervation of it, by maintaining thtFrndsm and 
Indiptndency of the EUSions of the Commons. 

I HAVE layed down the fatal Confequences of the Igmsrertce^ 
Sufsne/sj or Corruption of the EleSort, and the beft Incentives I 
could condfely offer, to prompt them to Virtue and Liberty. 

Having done this, I come, in my ninetb Addrtfs^ publilhed tiie 
2ifl of December^ to explane the Power and Authority of the 
ihree Eftates^ feparately defcribed, when joined in one B*dy Poiiti:. 

I HAVE given a general Definition of a BoJy Politic, I have 
ihewn the unparalldled Excellency of the great Body Politic 
of the Realm. I have layed down the main Intent and End of 
It^s Inftitation; the Manner of fummomng or convoking the Par- 
lement; the Manner of their Procedings; the Neccffity of cxer- 
cifine and exerting the parlementary Power frequently, conftantly ; 
Cihe Difierence between the Ends of the Infiitution of itie greet and 
fmaUBodios PoUtiei the Obligation on the thrte Eftatn to keep up 
moft ffaidly and religioofly to the Ends of their Inftitution, the 
FxEEDOM and good Government of the People; for whom, 
alone, the King^ Lords and Commonsp were conftituted and ordained, 
and fixim whom, and for whom, the thru Ejiates derive all their 
FoRuers, Prerogatives, JLaborities and Privileges, and keld them, 
ondy in Trufi, 

I HAVE briefly fet forth the Buiinefs and Duty of Parlemenu, 
and the Extent and Limits of their leg^lative and judicative 
Power^ agreeable to thefe Prindi^; aiM have (hewn, that our 
CoMMON-WiALTH knows no Superior under GOD, but the 
King, who is obliged to mle and govern the Subjeds agreeable to 
the Laws, ordained by the common Consent and free Suffer- 
ance of the People, or their Repre/entatives, for the mutual and 
equal Good of die whole Comsmstmity, and all it's Paru; and. that 
no Member of the Conununity, is, or can be, bound or governed 
by any other Laws, than fuch, as have or fhall be eftabliihed upon 
thefe Prindples, by the three Efiatesy the King, Lords and Com- 
mons, roprefenting the whole State of the Common-Wealth, in 
the MOST high Court of PARLEMENT; the Importance of 
iohferving and enforcing t}iefe Principles; and the Danger of over- 
mniii^ our Conftitution, by the Negled or Non-oUervance of 
them; that the Security of the public Liberties, depends upon the 
Saefey Fsrtme and Freedom of our Parlements; that this is to be 
maintained by the Freedom and Virtue oi xht Electors; the 
Advantages acruing from a Parlement chofen upon juft Principles, 
and the Evils to be dreaded from fuch, as may be appointed by 
any Degree of fimifter Influence, Venality, or Corruption; thcHap- 
pdnefs of a Sute, wherein the Subjed is to be governed by Laws 
of his own making, or approving; and the AiTurance, that they 
cannot be enflaved, untin they have chofen 'weak, oi <uiuktdLc- 
jijlatorj. 
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I HAVE glanced at the various Means efcdj ac different Times, 
to overturn our moil happy and inimitable Syftem of Govenr- 
ment; and (hewed, F^rc^ ever found nnfuccefsfiil. Fraud always 
pradifcd with more Succcfs ; and, that, from which We are to 
dread the worlt Confequcnces, the packing or corrupting Parlt- 
Tfjentsi the Evils to be dwadcd from a *weffk or ivickeJ Leglfiatur^i 
our ConftitLition imparsd, not evcrth'^vn; to be repared by the 
Subjc(5ls afTerting their own Frttdsm und Jndefcndtncy-^ by which ^ 
they muft ever ulpport the great Bulwark of the public Idhtr* 
/ri?jj FREE Elections, made upon juft Grounds and pure Priu*' 
ciplcs. 

1 HAV£ promifed to expofe fome i^fts of Parlement, made con- 
trary 10 the Hrind pie 5 of our Policy j and recommended to Yotr, 
to confide r the Jncroichments formerly made, and hereafter to 
be dreaded and guarded sgainf^, notwithilanding the Freedom ^ F^ 
tsi and Loyally of the p relent Parlimtnt. 

1 MAvu given Caution£ in trufting Mcji with Power^ who a£l 
under the Intlucnce of thofe, who have already, in any Refpefi, 
confpired again II the Conftitution of the Country; anfl pointed out 
the neceffijry Confequence of choofing fuch, to ferve in Park- 
ment ; and thofe eflential Qualiii cations, which alone Ihould re- 
commend Men to our Choice for that great and important OfSte; 
the JVieans of dLilingui filing ^Brthyfxoni un^ujorthy Candidates, tx^ 
an Exportation to fearch out for the beft, without craiiimng ytm 
Vicw.s to the prefcnt, 

Havfng kyed down the fe rude, inconnedted Sketches o/"olii 
glorious Conftitution, I have proceded, in a tenth Addrtji^ pub- 
lilhed the 13th of January^ to Ihew it's great and manifoViEx* 
celicncitri, and how far it is preferable to all the known Forms of 
GovemmcTit in the Univerfe \ as containing the Convcniencics and 
j\dvantage> of all other, Syftems of Policy, whether ntonarclmd^ 
ari/}oct-£itiC£il, or demQcratlcal^ Without any of their Inconvcnicncid 
orDifadvantages. 

I JTAVE thtjn, endeavored to demonftrate, that this great aid 
glorious Conibtuiion, isj by every Principle of moral and humitfl 
Law, the Lonltitution of IeelanDj as much, as it is that of 
~Engla^d^ or Great- Britain% that Itl£L.AKO, by the original CoflJ- 
pai::t, iirlt entered into, between Heiiry IL and revived between 
Jihn and the People^ was made a free^ independent and tGmpittt 
Kingdom, iepar:Lte and diftin^t from that of Engi&nd^ but faJIbj 
inProcefs of Time under legal Stibjeftion to the fame King, ua- 
der which. We Ilill do, and hope to, continue^ but, frci and ir 
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were-obferved by BemylL and by Joim; and that had Richard \. 
Itad liliie, ix beredkary Right been admitted to take Place, on his 
Deaidi, LrgUmd might have continued under the fole and (eparate 
JDominienof the Deicendcnts of John\ that Jchn became King of 
En^oMdisdi heland^ two feparate and dillini't Kingdoms, and that 
Ixidi continued fuch, without any Pretence of making the one aSr- 
fimdiwi on, (khjeSj or fubordinate to, the LegifLiture of the other, 
in upwards of y»iir hundred Years; the Means ufed by J^kmwA 
Bemy fli. for eftablifliing a free Parlement and other Courts 
of JujTiCE, in h-tlamd^ the Time and Manner, in which the

THEa Country^ but, that We owe it no Smhfidi§H, or Ohedtenee^ 
and can not, therefore, pay it any, without a Breach of the moft 
fokmn Engagements and Obligations to the Conftitution and Legi- 
llatare of oar own Country, to the due Obferrance of which, We 
are firft, and indifpeniably, bound. 

I HATE endeavored to account for the Decay of parlementary 
Governments, once univerfal in Swrepe; and to fliew, that it was 
by the corrupting the Parlements of Englandt that their Legifla- 
tnre firft incroached upon the Britijb ulertiesj and then invaded 
durfc of irtUmdi that all the Parlements, which thus invaded, or 

SNt up, our Riehts, were of the cmrruft^ Ofjlavijb Stamps and 
at it u not to be imagined, that WKf femfihlejfrei and ^rtuaus Far*

through the Globe; that fuch, as now appeared moft deftitute of 
if, once poffisiled it, as fully, as Britain can boaft, but, upon 
aba£ng, lofled it; and aik. Can England exped a better Fate> 
Her jraent Freedom and Grandeur had it's Commencement; fhe 
was once poor, and labored under a moft contemptible and 
wretched TA^Ar^tf; that LiBsaTY alone raifed her to her prefent 
Ktch of Glory; and, that when fhe lofes it, fhe muft M to her 
pjinitive Poverty and Slaver ji that if the corrupt and iniquitous 
Pnidices of a late abandoned, profligate Minifter of Britain^ had 
continued,' fhe muft be reduced to a moft deplorable State; that 
ihc is not abfolutely out of Danger of the iMineful Efteds of the 
Skedeftrudive Coiufes; and that common Po/rVjr, as well, as a 
due Senfi of Juftice^ Virtuey Eiligion and Lawsy ihould move the 
EngUJh^ not onely to fufier Us to exercife and enjoy our natural and 
/^o/ fretdtm and Rigbtsy which are, in all Refpeds, confiftent and 
perfedly compatible with the utmoft Libertiesy the EngUJ!} can 
boaft, but likewife, to oblige them, by all Ways and Nf eans, to 
fupport and proted Us, in the moft extenfive Enjoyment of our 
Kighti and Liberties, as the fure and certain Means of preferving 
that Spirit, by which, alone. We can be ufeful to Brit/tiny and 
of preventing our falling off from her Intereft, and relapfing into 
that Defilation and Barbarifmy to which, the Kingdom has been 
more than once reduced, by Ofprejpon and tyranny.

I SHKw from the bcft Authority, thatthU Nation has not been 
better treated by fome of the antient Ettglifi Governorsj than the 
Peruvians t or Mexican jy by the Spum&r^s: For, though by a po- 
iitive and exprefa Contracts the Subjefts of IrrUnd^ whether 
Nativea, or of foreign Extraflion, were intituled to the fame U- 
bertiesy Privileges and immunities^ and to be ruled by the fame 
Laws, and under the fame Form of Government, with the Sub- 
jefts of England^ though the fame Me^fmre aJid BendoT Frer^gti' 
ti<ve and JUegiancey were eltablifhed fw Ever, between the King 
and People of both Nations; though thefe Csmfa^x and mtitu^ 
Obligations, were, on all Side», moijt iirmly and folemnly rati£edj 
and, though this new Bilablifhment encouraged great N^mb^s of 
Englijb and others, to come and fettle in this ^ngdom, where they 
liad all moral A^urance, that there would be no further Diilinc- 
tion made, between Engiijh and iri/^y in the Kealm^ than had 
been, between Nerm^m and EngHfl'^ upon the Settlement of that 
N^tion^ under the N&rman Inv3£on» which muft have Long Haze 
united .all Hands and Hearts in the Kingdom, in one commoa 
pond of Love and Allegiance* under the fame Head ; yet^ njider 
tjie fpecious Profpedt of Liberty, by the Mifconduift and Gorrnp- 
tipn of the Governors, the iV*/^j in general, werp de€^ed Wss 
^Imjery ;ind WretchedMefh tiot to be parallelled in Hiftory, roUd 
npt ondy of t^i^n promifid Freedom^ but of their actual Pr»pirm 
and PoJfeffvjt7Si na^y, of their iJi^esj without being able to obttia 
any Degree of PrpU^^itr/ty or Benefit y from the ellabliibed Law^, 
of which, I recite fome m oft remarkable Inltances, from Jif cordis 
quoted by the great ^ir John Daviis. 

By thefe, it appears, that the original Compact was fixm 
periidiouily broken; that the native IriJ^ were treated like Slaves 
and barbarous Enemies to the Crown j and that foon after, the 
Englijh-Irijh Ihared the like Fate : And all this, notwithflanding re- 
peated Applications t^ the Government, to obtain being admitted 
to the common Benefits of the Laws. This neceflarily prevented 
that happy Coalition of Englijb and Irijh, that was defireable to 
all wife and juft Men; drove many of the former back again to 
England, and others to join with the later ^ and in Deteftation of 
the Englijh Name and Nation, to run into all the favage Barho' 
rifms of the Irijh, which were never reformed, untill their Liber- 
tit^s were fully reftored. 
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eu» Principle^ and tend to the fame ieStru&iYt Pmnt, die S^ 
freffim and ExtinSiw of Liberty, the vital Flami of our 
glorious Confutation, and to the Introdo&ion of Anatchj^ Slavtrj^ 
Igmranc€j and Btarhartfm, 

I HAVE ihewn, how mconfiftent with every Principle of Juf' 
dee. Law, Moralinr, and good Policy, it is, for the Eagli/t^ xm 
ran into thefe Meafures, when the Crcmm of Engltmd^ never knew 
better Subjedb, than the In/by in general, have, upon aU Occa- 
£ons, and in all Refbeds, been found; that no Regard is payed, 
by the Engiifl?, to the well-known Maxim, that n§ PefU werg 
ever hn'um to coutiniie longbra^e^ lnjalj or nnrtunu^ Mkathty bad 
been defrvued of Liberty i that they bind Us, by Laws made im/A- 
out our Confenty or Knonjolegey nay, ttiake Laws to curtail the Power 
of our Parlements \ Of the chief of thefe Laws, I have given a 
fhort View ; and fhewed, that it was obtained by the Influence of 
that abanckmed Parricide^ WalfoUy whofe infamous Adminiftra- 
tion» has involved both Nations in much Diftrefs. 

These Matters, are glanced at, to fhew the Neceffitv of keep- 
ing up, a conflant, regular Succeffion oi fenfibU aud *watcbfml 
Mewibersy in our Parlements^ able and readf, «/ ail TimeSy to give 
jnft Oppofidon to fuch defbudive Meafures; that, as We have 
nothing to afk of Britain^ more, than Mircy and jufiicey fhe can 
not be fuppofed, fo degenerate, upon laying thefe Grievances be- 
fore her Councils, as tofuffer them to continue longer in Force. 

I THBREFORS, cxhortcd my Brethren, to remonfbate againft 
thefe Incroachments upon our Conftitudon, in Duty to ova So- 
vereign, and in Regsurd to our miflaken Brethren and Fellow- 
Subjeds, fince eveiy IVoumdy they give our Conftitudon, is an in- 
dired ^tab to their^s, and fince England muft eternally fhare, 
fooner or later, in the Adverfity, as well, as Profperity, of /rr- 

I HAVE fhewn, that England's expending her Bkod and Trea^ 
furey in reclaming, or defending, Ireland^ is no Argument for iw 
JUeving her; for, the Englijb can not make Us Slaves y without be- 
coming Tyrants themfelves; and that no People have fo well payed 
England, for her Services to them, as hrelandy has, or u likely 
todo. 

I HAVE anfwered the ObjefUons ufually made againft fdrring up 
this Controverfy, and (hewn our indifpenfable Duty to have Re- 
coiufe to all legal Means of obtaining a Redrefs of our Griev- 
ances, and a Reftoradon and Re-^fUblifhment of our Liberdes; 
and have expreifed my Contempt and Difdain of all the Artifices, 
that may, by any Men, be ufed, to prejudice me, and my Deteft- 
adon, even of the Thoughts of rcprefcnting any Paflf^ who 
dare not be free. And, I hope, all that have read thcic Papers, 
with Candor, are fadsfied, they are calculated onely to promote 
the Freedom of Ek&ions^ which alone can preferve our Conftita- 

tion«

I DETECTED the Artifices \i{cd to prevent a free Ele^on, and 
the Intentions of thofe, who aie them. I fet Marks, by which 
You may know the Fr lends j from the Emmus ©f your Country and 
your City; and offered Means to vindicate and preferve lay Cha- 
rader, amidft the many malevolent Attacks made upon me; I 
have difcovered theCaufe of their implacable Emnity to me; and 
fhewn, that 1 am not difqualified for the Office of a Member of 
Parlement, by having no Titule of Honor, nor an Efiate. I dif* 
clame all Influence and Application, even the requefting a Vote, 
or any Favor, to be done me, at the Elc^on, but common Juf- 
tice. I deiire no morcj than the Means of ferving the Public, ac 
extreme Hazard j Toil and Trouble to my felf; and promifc the 
ftrifteft Fidelity in Str^ke^ upon finding the Electors, free and 
JUST Masters* 

In my fwei^eth Addrefs^ which I publiihedj on the eighteem^ 
of February, I have endeavored to lay down the Power and Aa- 
thority of Parhmcnts^ and of the principal fubordinate Cmrti of 
Jufiice, I have briefly fet forth the hfiilutkni Office^ and Dmiy^ 
with a Copy of the Oath of the feveral Judges of the Four-Courti* 
that is, the Kitig\-Bench^ Csmmen-PUasj Exchequer ^ and Ch^nt^trfi 
then ftated the Cafe of making Appeals^ from our Courts of Equiif^ 
to the Lords of England ^ and fhewn the corrupt, iniquitous and 
perfidious Procedings of the Judges of the Court of Exchequer ^ m 
the Cafe of Sherlock and Anntjiey^ 

I HAVE Ihcwn the Injufticej and the fatal Confequencesi 0/ 
England's aflnniing a judicative Power^ over a People, who iiavc 
a SOVEREIGN JUDICATIVE and legislative Power, within 
them felves; in the Inftaocc <af the Provinces of Normiuidy, 
Poi^ouy Sec. and the particular evil Consequences attending Us, 
from the lately afllumed Supremacy oi the Britijh Peers ; as wdl, as 
the grofs Abfurdity and Inconfiftency of their aflnming a Power, 
which they have no lawful Authority , or Means to execuce. 

I HAVE layed open the ihaiaeful Jtleafures, by which dhis ex- 
travagant Power was eftabliihedi f^jShockitha^ given ^ur whok 
Frame of Government; the noble Remonftranee made -Iby <N» 
Peersy againil this horrid Xf^crQAchment.; and the Infenfihilky of 
the then tempori^ng Commons^ who would not interfere in theiCoBr 
tell. 

I HAVE fliewn, that this is not the £rft Project, layed by oui 
Judgti^ to over-tjrn our Conftitudon, and that it probably will not 
be the lath if Meani be not found to make them ijide^^ndent. 1 
have given an Abilra£t of the honorable Judgement, pafTed by the 
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Hes; and ihewed the great Happinefs acruing to the SobjeA, from 
the Benefit of Triais by thefe popular JuJgiS, the Juries; and 
how far it is incumbent on all good SubjeAs, to preferve and ex« 
ercife this InfHtution, upon all Occafions; and it is particularly 
recommended to our Grand Juries, to have a watchful Eye on 
the ConduA of the Judges^ in order to prefent and punifh fuch, 
as tranfgrefs, or excede, the Law> or negle^k, or refufc, to put it 
duly in Execution. 

I SMALL pafs over ix^y fourteenth Addrefs^ publifhed the 7th of 
Marcby as it is mofUy a Matter of Controverfy, againft one of the 
Candidates^ who has never replied; but, on the contrary, has fo 
far altered that Part of his Condu£t, againft which, my Excepti- 
ons were taken^ that, with his former Services confidered, he is 
certainly to be looked upon, as one of the mod eligible Candi* 
dates. 

\YkrsLy frvetentb Addrefs, publifhed the i6th of March ^ I take a 
more extended View of the great Body Politic of the Realm ; and 
/hew the Requiiites for it's Prefervation, and the Caufes that muft 
bring about it*s Decay and DiiTolution. 1 have attempted to draw 
a juftPourtraitof the prefent Head of our great Body Politic, and 
of h^s great and memorable Prbiecsssor; and to aflisn a true 
Caufe, why under fuch wife and good Princes, fuch, and 10 many, 
fatal Incroachments have been made upon our Conititution. I 
^onlider, the Charader and Qualification of the King's Vice-gerents, 
in this Kingdom; and the Means, whereby We may judge, whe- 
ther or no they have been, or may hereafter be, in all Refpedb, 
qualified for the high and important Office of Head of this Body 
Politicy the Benefits that acrue to the State, from a wife and juft 
Governor, and the Evils, from a tjueak or corrupt Vice-rcy; how 
far the Purity and Virtue of the Lords Jpiritual and teniforal, depend 
upon the Senfe and Virtue of the chief Governory and thofe upon 
the Britijh Miniftry, and how the one is difcoverable by the other; 
the Diftemperature to be induced on the Body Politic^ by a ^wicked 
Lord Lieutenant, and how difcoverable. I have weighed the Ob- 
jedtions againft this Drawing, and anfweredthem; given Inftances 
of corrupt LieutenantSy and the fatal Confequences of their iniqui- 
tous Adminiftrations. I have recited, examined, and expoled, 
that moft unjuft and anti-conftitutional Ad, called, Poyning$\ 
LatVy and (hewn, that it wants all the Requifites of a juft and 
conftitutional Law. I have confidered, what Parlements We have 
had, under fuch Lieutenants as this, and, it appears, they were 
ignorant, or corrupt, perhaps both. Thefe Confiderations, fhew, 
thatfhefe Breaches y made by, or under, fuch Governors, can be 
repared, or the Remnant of our conftitutional Rights and Prix /. 
leges, which We are ftill permitted to poflefs, may be hoped to be 
preferved, by committing the Conftitudpn, to the Care of Men, 
of the moft extenfire good Senfe, and the moft approved Yinue 
and public Spirit.

I HAVE layed down» tlie diilingaifhlng Marks, by which, Wc 
may always be able lo determine, how far our Catftmoni may be m 
nn healthful, or, dfficm^ered Siaiei and ihewed^ the Evils to be 
dreaded from the Subverfionof th^ Fretiiam of the E legions of the 
Commons', and the Marks, by which. We may judge, whether onr 
Judges and Shen/s ad agreeable to the Ends of their refpeftive In- 
ftitutions. I have pointed out, the general Diftempers of the 
Body Politic y and the M^ihad oi Cure, which is, by fkee atid in- 
dependent Elections. 

I MUST pafs over my JixU^mh Ad^^fs^ publifhed the 23d of 
"March y being, moftly, an Anfwer to a Paper» fayed to be put^ 
lifhed, and given gratii^ by Sir Stimud Co^ke^ Bart, Alderman, 
and one of the prefent Candidates, as neither that worihipful Gen- 
tleman, nor any of ins many worthy ^cribet, has thought £t to 
make any public Reply, I concluded thb Paper, with a general 
and final Declaration of my Sentiments and Principles, with Re- 
gard to the Election. 

I ENVY none of the Candidates, their natural or acquired Su- 
periority. I fol licit the Citizens^ to, and for, their own Frcedoiiij 
not for any Favors j or Benefits, to me. \ exhort You to cleft 
upon true Principles, and declare my Deteftation of a Seat, ob* 
tained in Parlementj by any other Meafures I declare my C^- 
cumllances, and fubmit my Quahfication for your Service* to jvpoi 
Judgement. I urge You to avoid a!l Tendencies to running info 
Parties, or FaSlt^m* 

I HAVE taken the Liberty, to make this Recapitulation of fliy 
feveral AddreiTes, to You, my Brethren iand Friends^ Aat 
You may take a fummary View of the Subjeft, as well to lefrefti 
your Memories, as to the Matter, in general, as to give You 
Means to judge of my Charader and Conduct, in the whole Af- 
fair. I beg You will clofely confider, the Tenor of all thefc 
Papers; fmce, if common Fame fpeaks Truth, You are fhordy 
to fee me brought to a Trial, for my AfTertions in thefe Papers, 
as well, as for my Dedication of our Charter, to his Majesty. 
Of this, alfy, I mull beg You will take with me, a curfory Rc- 
vitw. 

In mt ADr»K.Kss totheLoRi>s Justices, prefixed to my DuM' 
ifitioti^ I fct forth, the Neceifity, that urged me to addrefs his 
Majesty; the Right ot the ^ubjeB^^ in addrefiing the Throne, 
sndwhat is to be expected » in fuch an InflanCEf from the Repiie- 
fentatives of our Sovereign^ that, with this Aflurance, and 
thefc Principles, 1 now, mofi: humbly lay my Clame to this 
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Points, agreeable to the Officii and Duty of the Sovireicv, 
and to the Rights and Privileges of the Subjedt, bycanfbg the 
Law, with Equity and Justicb, Mercy and Liberty, to be 
equally difpenfed to all Parts of the Conftitution, to every indivi- 
daal Member of the Community^ without Di^ndUon, without 
Interruption, which mull make a particular Demand, from me, ac 
this Time, unnecefTary. But, as no public Addrefs, or Remon- 
firance, from this Kingdom, can, conMently , be prefented to the 
King, through any other Hands, than thofe of his Lords Jus- 
tices, it is hoped they will forward the Dedication and Charter to 
the King. 

I HAVE added but one Requeft of a private Nature, which is, 
beging their Excellencies to accept, each, of a Copy, which 
I prefented; with all dutiful Refped and Humility, at his Ma- 
jesty's Cafile^ in this City,' on the i ith Day of Junty 1749. 

In my Dedication to the Kino, I accofl my Sovereign, with 
all imaginable Dwfjr, Allegiance and Low. I declare my Motives, 
to be j^- from common, or lucrative. Views; that the Purity of 
mine Intentions, and the preffing Emergency, can make the beft 
ApoU^ for an illitterate and obfcure Citizen*s thus addreifing his 
Sovereign. I fet forth, the folemn Obligation, under which 
every Subjed lies, to difclofc all Treafonsy Con/piracies, and A^achi- 
nations againll the Per/on, Crown, or Dij^nity of the KiNo; and 
that from a Senfe of this Privilege, and the Duty of a Subjeft, I 
adventure, with all Refpedt and Humility, to approach his Ma- 
jefty. I fhew, thatmypi^ncipal View in this Attempt, b, to con* 
tribute to the Glory of hi^ Reign, by fecuring the Happinefs of 
his Subjects, which is the End of the Inftitution of this, and of 
every wife and free. Government. 

I SHEW, the Difference betA\eenthe Office of"thc-King-of thefc 
Realms, and that of defpotic Monarchs; and acknowlege the Wif- 
dom, Juftice, ^ttherly Care, and general good Intentions of his 
Mj^elty, to fblfillthe Duties of his Station, agreeable to the Prin- 
ciples of our Policy, and the original and mutual Compact, 
between the Prince and People. I profefs, that thefe Confi- 
derations make it the Intereft and Duty of every Subjeft, of every 
good Man, to perpetuate the Bleilings of fuch a Reign, to lated 
Pofterity; which, I conceive, to be beft effected, by informing 
his Majefty, of aU Things, that nearly concern the Sa/ity, Honor, 
p0mer and hterefi of his Per/on, Crown and Family. 

1 SET forth, the Misfortunes and Difficulties, under which. 
Kings labor, for want of fuch faithful Informations, and the Ufes 
and Advantages, that muft acrue from informing his Majesi y, 
how the fubordinate Adminiftration is carried on. 

I DECLARE, that I procede upon thefe pure Principles and juft 
Motives, and, hombly hope, it will be accounted no unpardon- 
able Prefumption, as it is done, with all imagttiableR^C^e^.^\i>^ 
and Affc&ion, that I thai approach the TlnxQUC, Xq\3n ^t^^;^-^* 
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tcr of this Metropolis, at the royal FxfvnDttLS Feet, and mytft- 
tendon in tranfcribing, tranflating and pabliihing this Charter. 

I SMEW, that by divine PiRMissio^^y and the Sufferages of i 
PRBE People, the King is supreme Head of the great Body \ 
Politic, of which, I have the Honor and Happinefsof being a 
Member i the Wifdom and Excellency of the Stru^re; the near 
Relation between the Kino and the Subject, fo evident, that 
the one can not fubfift, without the other; that, as the Head is 
fuppofed fumiihed with Means to fupport and defehd the ififtriir 
Mt'fnhersy fo every Member fhould timely inform the Head, of 
every Annoyance given or threatened to the inferior Farts. 

I declare mine Intentions and my Deiire to fulfil this impor- 
tant Part of the Duty of the Subjed, from pure Regard to tie 
Conftitution and to his Majefty ; but, confefs my Infufiiciency and 
Incapacity for the arduous Undertaking; and that my Sphere lias 
confined me to the Affairs of this City, chiefly. But, in order to 
give his Majesty an adequate Notion of die Grounds of our 
Complaints, I beg Leave to offer to his View, a general^ but con- 
dfc, Sketch of the State of the Nation. 

I SET forth, the peculiar hard Fate of this poor Kingdom, in 
neither having feen, nor beenfeen, by her King, for many Yean; 
but, being left to the Rule of Englijh Vice- Roys ^ mofUy Stras^erh 
and often Enemies, to the People and Conflitution of Ireland, which 
makes it probable, that a true State of the Cafe of this longie- 
Jedted and defpifed Kingdom, has not yet reached the Kiec*s 
-Ears; and prefume, that a true Narrative of this Kind, may not^ 
be unacceptable. 

I GIVE a flight Defcription of the natural State of thislfland; 
of it's antient Condition; of the Lofs of their Liberty and Learn- 
ing; of their Affinity to Britain-, of \t\ being a Kingdom of 
greater Antiquity and Dignity, than England i of it*s antient Di- 
vifioninto 2.Pentarchyi of it*s being reduced to a Monarchy , under 
the King of Englaftd, in the Year 1 172, by a free and volun- 
tary Compact, entered into between that King, for him felf 
and his Succrjfors, and the Potentates and People, for them and their 
SucceJJors, by which it was conflituted a complete, new Kingdom, 
as abfolutely, as necefTarily, free and independent of the Le* 
gijlature, as feparate and diJtinSl from the Land of England, but, 
upon the fame Model and Principles of Policy, under the fame 
common Head^. and the like Syftem of Laws, and general Form of 
Government, evident by the eflablifhing and holing free Par- 
lements here, as in England, which encouraged the Englijb to 
come and fettle in this^^riv, free Kingdom. 

I HAVE fhewn, the Manner, by which, the two Kingdomr 
were feparated and put under different Princes^ and again reflored 
under one and the fame Prince, and united in the fame Interefty 
but, fubjeft to as different Legijlatures, as ever; and the happy 
Confequences of fuch an Harmony and good UnderfUoding be- 
^^tmeen the two Kingdoms. 
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I HAVE ihewn, that King Henry III. gave InUmd^ a Grbat 
Charter of Liberties, nine Vears before he granted that to 
the Englijb^ which is printed in their Statutes, aiid ieems to be 
but a Copy of this; and that all the Laws of EngloMd, relating to 
llie Conllitutiony from the Foundation of that Government, to 
he Reign of Henry VIII. are by equal Authority eftablifhed^ as 
he Laws of Maiui; and have infbuiced feveral fubfequent Sta- 
utes to Poymngs*5 j£}^ which acknowlege and eftablifh the Princi- 
ples, for which I contend; that.&v/!m/isa A/)i(^i^, annexed and 
ubjedl to the Crpwfh but w/ i9 the Legifiature, of Englandi that 
is Majesty is King of Irekndy as much; and by the fame Au- 
bority, as he is Kin^ of Great'Britain, or EleBor of Hanonferi 
nd that our Allegiance n due to him, as King of Ireland^ onely. 

Then I curforily glance at the Breaches made in this mat and 
vife Conflitution, and the Confequences felt and to be nereafter 
keaded thereby; and point out the onely effedhial Means, 
wheieby a wicked Mini^ may over-turn our happy Eftabliih- 
Dient, hy packings orromr^iiv^I^lements; the fatal Confequences 
if the Farlements of thefe Kingdoms, h&xagy f9rmerlyy fuch: I 
et forth, the particular Inibmces of the ofpreffive^ imquitous Inr 
r9acbmentsy made by the Parlement of Britmny upon Us, and the 
^Jkfe, fuJUammousy pernicious, perfidious, tacit ConceJJions, ibr- 
nerly made by our Parlement; and (hew, that both, thus, con- 
fpired to rob his Majesty of the moft valuable Jewel in his Jrijb 
Crown, the higheft, moft ineftimable, and moft facred, of all his 
ROYAL Prerogatives, in this Kingdom ; his sovereigh 
Power, Authority and fupreme JurifdiQion, in his most high 
Court of PARLEMEN^, and the evil Confequences of the 
horrid Incroachment, not onely to the Prince zxA Parlement, but 
to the People of Ireland, in general, which, I have judged, no 
loyal SuijeS, no honeft Man, could behold, without Anxiety, he-' 
Agnation and Horror, And, having thus far, explaned the nati- 
onal Grievances, upon the Principles and Motives, with which I 
fet out, I declare my felf ready to procede to further Particulars, 
whenever I ihall be honored with his Majesty*s Countenance; 
and fo have gone on to the melancholy Affiurs of the City; the 
Refledions upon which, I mufi: beg Leave to pofl-pone to fome 
other Opportunity. - 

Now, You Sons op Liberty I just and righteous 
Judges! look narrowly, into thefe my Procedings, and try my 
Condu^ by the Rules of Law and Juitice, not by the malevo- 
lent Mifreprefentations of defigning Men. Confider, whether it 
was not proper and necedary to trace out to You, and to lay be- 
fore our Sovereign, a true State of our civil Conftitution; and 
by pointing but Inftances' of Oppreflion and bad Government, 
with their evil Confequences, to amend our Condu^, and pre- 
vent fuch Lapfes for the future, by former Examples. 

I AM told, from divers Quarters, " ^bat I had better home ttt 
thi Affairs ff thi Hathn 0/^i ibdt tmbing ufm Unm^ fc*» ^vrt^^ 
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mstnf ffFWtrful Encmks Jigainfl MfJ" If it be become criminal 

ro ipcak free J/ and truly on the Conflitution and Government £>f 
cur Country, with all Deference, Rdpeft and Duty to the *v- 
pREME Mac 1ST RATE, let inc bc condemned and fufFer 13eathi 
for, whenever the aflerting Truth ^nd the Princfpies of L^ 
BEaTY, begets Enemies, or the facrificmg them, creates Ft^endti 
Life muil prove a Burden too htavy for me to bear, and I fhil 
thank the Hand that di/burdenii me. Does any Man imagincj 
that I have been at all the Pains I have taken in this Matter, ra 
fcek for any private Favor or Advantage to my felf F If he doe^ 
he greatly injures me y not knowing mine Intention: I-ifc, wklial 
the gawdy Pomp and Splendor of the World ^ can have m 
Charm for me, can not even be tolerable to me, without Li- 
berty. Nor am I fo felfiih, as to contend for thb Bleffing for mj 
felf aloncj in any Inflance; forj, 1 do, and (hall always, enjoy t 
fully, while I live, in Spight to all it's Enemies; but, my Snag- 
gles are to make it univerfal, that all the Subjects may cqm^ 
and fully poflefs and enjoy the in^ffluahie LiuiRTrES, their wk 
and virtuous AnKfisn nobly j greatly, provided and fecurcd ftr 
them and their Pofterity, to the utmoft Extent. Am I, for tlu^ 
to be deemed a C^imbial? an Enemy to my Kiwc and Country? 
Or, are they not truly fuch, who ntade the Incroachmcnts, of 
which I complane, and, now, in any Meaiure, oppoie all jd 
Means of expofing them, and of obtaining a Redrefs of Gricv- 
Kncea I 

I KNGWj the prevailing Artifice now is, to intimidate tHc Fo- 
pulace, with denouncing terrible Threats and Vengeance agtotii 
me. One D^y, You are told, J am to be ^ttiachcJ^ an othcix rr 
diBed^ the third, ijupesrhed. The next. You hear, I am to ^ 
landed Wixh hons \TvQ{iai-^ tranftnitied ^o Englaftd^ trifd hy iiMU£t 
fix yurjy b^iisged and quartend at ^jhrn-n.

pofTible^ that they, who utter thefe cruel, lawlefs and inhuman 
Threats, could have any Regard to tbeir Country, or to tlim 
felvep, I would, in Regard to that and them, however they may 
hate and oppofe mc, advifc them, not to fintcjir their Power be- 
yond tlie Lifffttf of the La<iv ; becaufe, by fudi ExceiTesj thcjr 
make Precedents, and expofe their Country and them f elves to the 
fame lawlefs Force from other Hands.

3 of the City, with fome Thoughts on the beil Expedients for a Rc-

To begin, then, with the Dedication : After having briefly 
touched upon the national AfFairs, I hint to his M^jestv, the 
; great Importance and high Eftimation, of which, this City was 
deemed, by all the Kings of thefe Realms, from Jc/n lo £d- 
*ward IV. both inclufive; and the many and extcr.five Pof'Jj:o9is^ 
FranchifeSf Liberties^ Priviieges and Lnmunities, granted toti.i: Ci- 
TiZBNs, and their Heirs and Successors, /or J?«ifr, in Confi- 
deration of the invariable Loyalty, unparallelled Fidelity and in- 
vincible Valor of the Citizens, who were found the piincljal Se- 
caiit^ of the Englijh Intereft in this Kingdom, and the bcft Bul- 
wark of the Peace and Liberties of the whole Nation; lit>w thefc 
Grants were amended, augmented and confirmed, I:y mofl of tl:c 
facceding Kings, to his PRhSENT M-ijesty, ir.clulivc. I have 
explaned the Name and conllituent Parts of the Cc poration of tlic 
City; the Offices of the Magifirates\ the C:r,:}njn'CounJl\ the 
Court of Darein Hundred, I have fet forth, the Wifdom and Hap- 
pinefs of this Conftitution, in a legal State, and the Wretchednefs 
of it's prefent Circumflances. I have fhewn that tlie Kams and 
form of the Corporation, are kept up, but the EjTcntich, fup- 
prefTed or deftroyed> that We have a Xcr^Miyor, Sher'fs, Alder-

XrBT me then repete the Queftions, I beged Permiffion to afk 
MY UQ%T GRACIOUS SOVEREIGN, in my Dedication; What nvai 
to he done under tbefe fad Cireumflances ? Who couldy unaffeSedy fee 
fkcb. diimal, /»ri& fatal Wounds, offered the whole Conftitution» 
fudt daring Infults to the Crown, fuch grietfous Injuries to the Sub- 
|cfit? Were tbefe to ^tamely, tacitly, flaviihly borne? — No; he 
maft be utterly unworthy of fuch a Constitution, of fuch a 
Sing, as ours, who would not purfue the higheft Offenders to 
the pltimate Refort. 

I INFORM HIS Majbstit, that, as a Party principally con- 
cecBed in this Affair, I complaned of thofe Procedings, upon thefc 
JUnciples, to his Excellency the Lord Harrington, Lord 
LiauTBNANT of Ireland^ that he feemed affeded with the Recir 
tal of our complicated Difh'effes, promifed to look narrowly into 
our Complaint?, which I prefented to him, on the 25th of De^ 
eeniher, 17479 and to ufe his Might to redrefs our Grievances. 
But, with due Regret and Concern ! I am confbained to inform 
HIS Majrsty, alfo, that We were fo far from obtaining any 
Kind of Redrefs or Satisfa^on, that I, ever after, found it im- 
poffible to obtain Accefs to his £xcelL£ncy*s Prefence. 

Attempting to lay this before the King, I am given to under- 
fland, is to be conflruei Higb-Treafony and is, as I apprehend, the 
Overt' J£iy by which, a very learned Cafuijiy whom I (hall not 
choofe to expofe by Name, while he has the Grace to hide him 
felf as he now does, intends to prove, that I am a Papifty and 

deiign to bring in the Pretender! Aflc thefe wonderful Men, do 

they think there lives in our State, any Man, above the Laws? 
— Thank God! the King mufl live amefnable to the Laws. 
And, ihall his Suhfiitutes, his Miniftersy or ServantSy of any Deno- 
mination, dare to clame an Exemption? — ^No; unlefs they can 
find Means of preventing the Complaints of the Suhje^Sy from 
coming before him, or the Parlbmbnt: They, that can do this, 
if any fuch there be, may undoubtedly tranfgrefs with Impunity. 
When We find fuch, it will then be Time enough to yield our 
Necks to the Tokoy and our Backs to the Rod. If ever, or when^ 
eyer, fuch Men fpring up among Us, which, I truJl in God's 
Mercy, I feall hot live to fee. We may then of a Truth fay, as I

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have in my Da/icathfi, that, if Complaints againft the/uhnSiutfe

vcmment, and the moft wife and free Syftem of Policy, the Sub- 
jefts are liable to be fpoiled of all the Benefits of the ConftitutiOB, 
and reduced to a State, little better than downright Slavery; ad^ 
jet, the Invaders, 'without his MajestvV Interpofition, may fafi 
unpunifhed, uncenfured f : The fatal Confequence of which, 
muft probably be, that the unthinking Populace, not able to Mfiih 
gmjh betnveen the Anions of the Sov eke ion and his Subftitutes^ w 
to judge of Matters better than from Events, miill he taught to ^ 
credit and defpife the moft excellent of Gonjernments, under fwbim, 
they cannot obtain and enjoy the Liberties, inherent to all, and evuy, 
of the Members of the Community, 

I REMARK, that thofe, who are intrufted with any Branch of 
the executive Power of the Crown, and negleft or abufe thdr 
Offices, are to be looked on, as the worft and moft dangeioos 
Enemies to the King and People; that it is the Duty of eveiy 
Subject, to deted and point out fuch deftruftivc Malefadon: 
Since he, who feels or difcovers Wounds given the Head, or Mem- 
bers of the Body Politic, which muft, at all Times, prove danger 
ous, and, by Repetitions and Neglect, in the End, prove fatal, to 
the whole Frame, without attempting all juft Means of prdent 
Redrefs and future Security, is an unworthy, an unnatural Mem- 
ber, and, in my Apprehenfion, not much better, than a tamt 
Slaofe, or a corrupt iraytor.

^lafiedted Male-content; yet, fuch Oppofition, Sedition, Difaffec- 
tion ^»u/ Difcontent, muft be deemed public Virtues, true and go- 
mune Loyalty, vjhile Reafon^ Jufttce and Liberty ^ are allovued to 
bold the Balance, let such Criminals have cenfured themy as they 
moould. 

After this, I fubmit the Judgement of my poor, but well- 
intended Attempt, to the Strength of his Majesty's own unbi- 
aflbd Senfe and Humanity, which can leave me nothing to fear 
ftdoi the moft fubtil, falfe Infinuaticus. 

I EXPOSE the (hameful Artifices of bad Minifters zndi their yc^wr- 
dainu hackney Writers^ fuch as the Man in the thin Majk of the 
Cork Surgeon, in their falfe and wicked Mifreprefentations of fuch 
of the Subjeds, as dare oppOfe the arbitrary Power of IGngs, or 
their more defpotic Minifters. I demonftrate, that, though it be an 
eftablifhed Principle of our Policy, that the King can do no 
Wrong I and though this can not be extended to his Minifters; yet, 
that many wicked Minifters have often affumed the Authority and 
Sandion of the Cro^vn, and under that Cover, through the Weight 
of their Power and Influence, have opprelTed and inflaved the 
People, and well nigh fapped the Foundation of our Conftituti- 
ons: For, by the King's being kept a Stranger to the Tranfadi- 
OM of the Miniftry, who induftrioufly kept all free and loyal 
Sabjeds from his Prefence, and prevented all honeft and juft Re- 
monibances of fuch, coming to his Hands, while he has been 
buoyed up with falfe Notions of Strength and Security from the 
Number and Force of civil, ecclefiafiical and military Mercenaries^ 
raifed and kept in the Pay of the Public, for the Defence, Sup- 
port and other deftrudlive Purpofes of an infamous Miniftry^ the 
People felt their Loffes, and the Wounds made in the Body Politic^ 
Jtod the Undifceming have inconfiderately imputed the Mifcondudl 
^ the Miniftry, to the King, vanely and wickedly, pointed their 
Rcfentment, not onely againft the Head, but the entire Frame of 
Government, and let their Rage break forth in the Horrors of an 
InfurreBiouy or a Rebellion, 

Was it unjuft to offer thefe ufeful Hints to his Majesty's 

Confideration? Was it difloyalox dtfaffeSlionate to condemn thefe 

iniquitous Meafures, and to declare an Averfion to them, and a 
Readincfs to oppofe them?— With the CorA Surgccn, Sxfe«nvi\\.

Height, at to £11 all the Offices of the State^ the Churchy a^fk 
Armf^ at Pleafare, or to make as many «m«; F/ar^/, w other fm 
fionersy or to create as many Peers^ as were found neceifiuy to 
raife and confirm the public Dependence upon die Mimftry^ wUdi 
has often and lately been the Cafe, What Aflorance have Wc^ 
that this illicit Power^ may not^ in the End, prove formidable » 
the Crown, as it has often done to the Liberties of the Sob- 
jeft? — ^Does this favor of Dijloyalty or DifaffeOion to his Ma- 
jesty? Or, are they not his worft Enemiesy who connive atftd 
Abufes, as are here expofed, which fbike at the very Fonnditioi 
of our Govemnunt? — ^But, the Cork Surgeon would not onetybire 
them over-looked, but encouraged; becaufe, that under fuch fli ^ 
Adminifbration, alone, he can hope for any Share of the Spdh f

Wonder then, the Cork Surgeon ^o\A<i be alarmed : He judged )^ 
heft Craft was flruck at. 

I HAVE fhcwn, the Danger of intrulHng a hafe, ' mercenary K- ' 
niftry, from this Confideration j that he, who would enflave r 
disfranchife the meaneft Subjedt or Citizen, would, were he pojfefi ' 
of Power to gratify the fame fafvage Ambition, dethrone his Sovl- 
reign, in Faft, as well, as in EfFeft. This, for the fame oW- 
ous Caufe, muft be ofFenfive, indeed, injurious, to the prettnded 
Patriot Surgeon!

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I HAVE Tet the patriot King in the true Light, and (hewed 
the Strength and Stability, that mufl acrue to his Throne, from a

hie derives meiliately or mmedkitely from> and holds in Truft for, 
the Body^ at large; efpedally, m the Corporation of die City, to 
whom, and in whom, all that the Cronvn^ by it's Prerogati^vej or 
die Legjlaturey by it*s Anibwitr, could grant, were granted and 
Tcfted for the file Emolument of the Citizens, and their Heirs 
and Successors, for Ever; iahd have (hewn, how far it is the 
Intereft and Duty of every Gtiicen, to know the Extent and Li- 
mits of the Fr«ffri&/^j, in which, he hasaFRSB-HOLD, 

I RAVE fet forth, how, and by what Means, this City became 
a Body Corporate and PoUtici and made a /hort Abftradl of our 
principal Charters, by which, it appears, that this City was en- 
dowed with one of die moft confiderabU Eflates, and the mofl ex* 
ienfiye Franchifis^ of any City in Eterope, which can neither be di- 
mmifhed, altered, or, in any Inftance, invaded, widiout the 
Confent of the Citizens. 

I HAVE added, a further Definition of a Body Politicy and fot 
forth, the exprejftd, as well, as the incidental Powers and Privi- 
leges, annexed to the Creation; and, that, agreeable to thefe, 
the Conftitution of the City vf 2a framed hy the incorporated Citizens. 

I HAVE fhewn, the fever al material Changes, made in this Go- 
vernment, by additional Charters and Statutes i and have layed 
down and explaned, the Inftitution, Office and Duty of Citizens, 
of Pron)oft or Mayor, Bailifs or ^herifs, CommonXjouncil, Jurees of 
Aldermen, feverally, with the refpedbve Oaths of each. 

I H4VE fhewn, the great Wifdom and tranfcendent Ex^Uen- 
cies of this truly popular Frame of Government, and proved this 
to be, the lanuful and rightful Con sti tut ion of this City. 

In mine eighteenth Addrefs, publiflied the 15th of September, 
Inftant; I have pointed out the principal Breaches made in this 

great Conftitution, and by whom: I have told You, that your 
flate is, for the mofl Part, *wafted, or alienated and unkno<wn, 
and that the Remnant of that^ of the cafual Revenues, and of the 
abufed and uncertain Pri'vileges, of the City, are now no more in 
the Hands or Difpofal of the legal Proprietors, the Citizens; 
that the Appointment of the Lord Mayor, Sherifs, Commons and 
Citizens, who alone conflitute the Corporation of the City, 
were no longer in the Citizens y to whom alone it was granted ; 
but, that all the ERate and Revenues, Povuers, Privileges, Fran- 
chifes; Liberties and Immunities, are amafTed, aflamed and difpofed 
of, at the arbitrary Will and Pleafure o£ tnventy-four Men, called.

I HAVE fet forth, when, and by what Means, thcfe AL4frmm 
have ufurped all the Vonjjtn an4 Pri^vihges of the Citizens^ how 
the chief of their Ufurpaliom y^ttc confirmed by the Governmcat, 
in the New-Rules, madeby thofe Creatures oi the Mfnifity, the 
Pri'vy-Councii, under the fpeciouj? Qsior and Form^ but notthejail 
Sanation, of Law, I have added, a fhort Hiflory and an Expk^ 
nation of the Nf'w-Ruksi and fliewed, the Effects they produced 
in the City, whenever they were fully exercifcd by a corrupt Ad- 
minijiration^ which alfo fhews, what Ufes they inay be aiwayi 
put to, on the like Occafions. And fliewed, liow the Mdermm 
enforce the repealed and exploded Nen\j- Rules of Berkeley^ where 
they tend to inilave the Commons ^ and abrogate or fufpend the 
Ne^-Rules of EJfex, though in full Force, where they tend to 
abridge or reft rain the Power of the Board: That the general 
Frame of the ConlHtudon of this City, is, contrary to pofitive 
Grants in our Charters^ contrary lo every juft Principle of Ctfrnmon 
and Statute La^^ particularly that, by which our Chariers are 
confirmed, changed and reduced to a prepofterous Anarchy > w 
remote from the origmal Inlliturion, as Slavery from Uhtrty: 
That all this Evil was brought upon the Corporation of the City, 
by the Aldermen^ who gradually and unaccountably ufurped all the 
Powers and Privileges of theCpBrwo^j andGV/a;^j| fo, as to have 
the facred Properties and Rights of many Thoufandfj, now \t^cA 
in t^-enty-f^je Men, fome of whom, by the By, never were imn-

I have (hewn, the Abufe of Commit- 
tees, particularly, with Regard to the Hofpital^ and how on^ fac- 
tious Leader of the Aldermen, may carry any one Point in the Jf 
fembly, though ever fo deftruftive of the City. 

Jam forced, from the Shortnefs of Time before the Eleftion, 
to over-look for the prefent, the eafy Manner, by which Aldermn 
and their Minions get City Leafes into their Hands, and conceal 
and alienate the Eftate: How they get Money into the Funds of 
the City, when it is not wanted, on Pretence of reducing the In- 
tereft of the City Debt, and after getting fome other Pcrfons 
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Warranty like an ordinary Citizen: How mamr of the Jufiices of 
the Board, refufe to ad, and thofe, that ad for Hire, frequently 
rcfufe to execute their Offices, againft Rioters, Robbers, and even 
Murderers ; for which, no Satisfadion can be obtained in the City 
Courts, as appears, by a Memorial, prefented to the AJfembly^ 
againft the ^very nvorjhifful Alderman Henry Burrows, the prcfent 
rencwned Father o£ the City, by the Diredors of the Watch of the 
Parifhof St. Michan, in the Year 1743, depofited by me, in the 
Tbolfel-Office, on which, the Aldermen prevented any Procedings. 
J fay, thefc, and many fuch-like unpardonable Offences, both of 
Omiffion and Commiflion, chargeable on the Board of Aldermen, 
of this unhappy City, I muft pafs over, untill I have an Oppor- 
tunity of bringing them to public Juftice and condign Punifhment, 
and fhall haflen on to the recommending fome adequate Remedies 
for the principal Di/ea/es; but firft, let me beg of You, to confider, 
how like our Situation and Circurofiances are, to thofe of Judab 
and Jerufalem, againft which, the terrible Judgements of the 
ALMIGHTY, were denounced by the Prophet, and foon after, 
folr their obftinate Perfeverance in Iniquity, dreadfully executed 
upon the Unrighteous. 

Hear, O Heavens! and gt^ve Ear, O Earth', fir the Lord 
hath fpoken, I ha^ve nourijhed and brought up Children, and they hafve 
rebelled againft me. The Ox kno^weth his Otuner, and the Afs, hit 
Mafters Crib', but JfrsLtl doth not know, my Peojdc doth not con' 
fider. Ah! finful Nation! Ah! People laden with Iniquity! Ah! 
Seed of evil Doers ! Children that are Corrupters ! They have for' 
faken the Lokd; they have provoked the Holy OsE of Ifraef, to 
Anger; they are gone atvay hachwtxrd. Why JhouldTw beftricken 
any more? Te wtll revolt more and more. The whole Head isjick, 
and the whole Heurt faint. From the Sole of the Foot, even unto 
the Head, there is no Soundnefs in it, ^tff Wounds /7;r^ Bruifes, and 
putrifying Sores: They have-not been clofed, neitherhoMiA up, nor 
mollified with Ointment. Tour Country is defolate*, your Citiei 
are burned with Fire ; your Land, Strangers devoured it tn your Pre^ 
fence, and it is defolate, as overthrown by Strangers. And the 
Daughter of Zion, // left, as a Cottage in a Vineyard, as a Lodge in 
a Garden of Cucumbers^ as a befieged City. Unlefithe- Lord ^ 
Hofts had left unto Us a very fjinaU Remnant, We jhould have been 
as Sodom, and We Jhould home been like unto Gomorrah. • Hear the 
Word of the Lord, Ye Rulers of Sodom; give Ear unto the Law of 
our God, Te People of Gomorrah. To what Purpofi, is the Mid- 
titude of your Sacrifices unto me? fa^eth the Lord : When Te come to 
appear before me, who hath required this at your Hands, to tread my 
Courts? Bring no more vane Oblations; ybur Incenfe is an Abomi- 
nation unto me I the new Moons and Sabbaths, the calling of AfTem- 
blies, / can not away with, it is Iniquity, even the folemn Af- 
fembly. Therefore, whenTouftretch forth your Hands, I will hide 
mine Eyes from Tou; yea, when Te mah man;) Probers » l«u»\\n<ji

Thy Rukii 
are rebel lio as j and Csmpaniom of Thipves; E'very sne lo^rth GiftBj 
andfollo^clh nfter Rewaxdi : They judge not the Fatherlefs, neither 
doth the Caufe of the Widow come unto them. Therefore ^ fe^eth the 
Lord, the Lord ^f HoUs, the mighty One ^j^ Ifrael* Ah! I 
'will eafe me of mine Ad^erfaries^ and a'vefige me of mine Enemies, 
And I fwill turn mine Hand upon thee^ and purely purge afway ihf 
Drofs; and I 'will reftt^re thy Judges, as at thefrfif and thy Conn- 
fellers, as at the beginning. After^^nrdst thou HiBlt he ealledt the 
City of Righteoufnefs^ the faithful City* Xlonfeail he redeemed 
ivith Judgcmcnty £ind her Concerts fwifh Righteoufnefs. And iht 
DeJiruSiicn of the Tranfgrcfifors, and of the Sinners, ihall be to* 
gether, and they that forjake the Lord, Jhall he co^ifumid. 

From this, I leave You to draw moral Inferences, and to 
make proper Apphcations, and ihall procede to the purposed 
Point. 

There are two Means, whereby, I apprehend. You may have 
the City reclamed and reformed. The one is, by preventing it's 
being made worfe than it is, which is to be done, by tli^^V and 
free E legion of your Commons i the other, by yp^r choo&ag Men 
thoroughly qualifed to reprefentY QM in Parlemjent* 

The former is more immediately in your Power. And there* 
fore. You ought inftantly to fet abop$it, whether Yov Jiave aPro- 
fped of fucceding in the later or ^Qt. 

It is a melancholy and juft Cpnfid^ration, thftt had die Cotitr 
mens been always fenfible and virjtjaous, the ^/^^r^^i^r, notwkh? 
ftanding the Influence and A^Jthority they pb.t^n^ from tlxc jMrV 
mjiry, could never have gained the Afcendant over the Citisum, 
or the Commons, they have done. And it is as certain, that if 
the Corporations of this City, become wife and virtu o us, that it, 
fenfible of their true Intcreft and Duty, and juft and public- 
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I HAvi already kycd before You, the many Incroachmentta 
made upon your Conftitudon, by the Jldermen. And, I believe^ 
You muft be fenflble, that the Commons, £nce the Ni^-Rti/es were 
enforced^ have feldom, if ever, been any Stay or Balance againft 
the Weight of the Board, And the Reaibn is very obvious: Jn 
inoft < of the Corporations^ the Aldermen^ by fome Means or 
other, acquired an Influence, fometimes fufHdent to direA the 
EhQion and Return of Officers y as we]],. as Commons y with fome ; 
and at other Times, they wei:c able to biafs, perhaps, but half 
the Return of Numbers, with others ; either of which^ could 
not fail of ferving the finifter Purpofes of the Injlavers, If they 
i^ were Mailers of the whole Return, they were able to make fc- 
& curer Cullings*, but other wife, they contented them fclves with 
K taking in thofe, who were moft devoted to the Purpofes of the 
■! JJdermen, and have often been known to prefcribe a 7>//, and 
5 to procure Sponfors and Bail^ for the Security of the fcrvilc 
* Complacency of the vane, perfidious Slai'es, they have ad- 
■: nutted, or in/nared, for jSl?are of a Me/s of Potage, to /e// their 
£ Jnberitance. 

We formerly had an Aldermati of tvtTy incorporated Trade 
I in Town; but, fmce the whole Corps have been able fo far 
to worjn them felves into Favor with the Guild of Merchants f 
^ to get the Return of the Numbers for that Corporation, made 
by the Council of the Houfe, and got them fehes and their Crea- 
tures appointed of that Council^ jhey have flighted all the other 
Corporations, in this Inftance, and by bending their whole 
united Force againft this Corporation, which has thirty one 
Commons, they have generally been able to fecure that I>)[umber 
of Men, of greater Ability and Weight, than any of the other 
Corporations returned, and fo, have, fbr the moil Part, had 
a coniiderable Afcendant over the whole Commons, by this Means. 
I AM aifiiled in a Calculation of the State of the Influence 
of the Aldermen, cfn the Commons, by a worthy Fellow-Ci- 
tizen of the Guild, who communicatiod his Help to me, in 
this Refpedl, being more converfant in Numbers, than I am. 
Thb Power of the Corporation of this City, as it has, for 
fome Time paiTed, been .exercifed, is vefted in, or rather af- 
fumed by, the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, and the Sherifs and 
Commons: For, they feem to have totally cut off the Citize?is 
Right, in ihQAffembly, in the Court of Darein Hundred, or D'Ojer^ 
Hundred, 

The modern Affembly then, confifl:s of the Lord Mayor and 
Board of Aldermen^ twenty- four in Number, who iit apart, and 
comfortably, and eafily, and cheerfully, tranfadl the Buflnefs of 
the City, that is, of the Board, over a flowing Bowl, or, a 
Bottle of Wine; for. Abundance of that, ib found requifite in 
every Aflembly.

This, then, can be fuppofed no better j where the 
Aldermefiy poffibly, anvakey make a Return to the Aldermen y pro- 
bably, drunk! intoxiczted with Corruption ^nd illicit Potver, if not 
with City Wine f What are You to exped from Jhch Returns? from 
fuch Determinations ? What does every Day's Experience evince, 
but that the whole^Corporation of the Guildof Merchants, of 
the City of Dubliny is duped ^did inflavedy at the abfolute Will and 
Fleafure of a Set of Gentlemen, whofe Mai adminiftration has al- 
ready 
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ready well nigh undone the City? Shall it be ftytd, thtt Yon 

continue in this abandoned State? — God fijr^idi 

RotrsE then, mv CENERot'y Friends, all your Senfe of Vjt- 
TUB and LiBERTV, break the B<indi oi yo\xr Infla^ersj and cafl 
away their Ccrds from You. Providence has put the Means into 
your own Hands. You are numerous; Vou areopuJcnt; You are 
great. Choofe then, upon true Principles, a Cmncil of the mofi 
jenfihU^ rvirtuous^ fiee and indtptndeHt of your Brethren, without 
Kegard to Furtum^t Tttukt Or Station ; intruit them with the ne^ 
ceiTar)' Powers to ferve, but not to amioy, You. Let thcfe retain 
your Candidaus for Offices, if You will ; but, let their Return be 
fubjefl to the Control of the whole Communit)'.

— Sec 
how many hundred Pounds this Man of confular Dimity owes, 
and yet, jujily, refufes to pay the Corporation, a iingle Farthing? 

What cares he? — His confcious Innocence y and his, no Icfs 

gmltlefsy Brethren of the Concla'vey powerfully proteft him. 

It is ten to one, I fhall have Vifmarty cunnings intraping Let- 
ter, to afk, Whom I here mean? which I may exped to fee in 
Print, to fhew, that Aldermen can write, now at Days. To obvi- 
ate which, KNOW all Men by thefe Prefents, that I hereby 
mean the nxjorjhipfid Gentleman^ who calls him felf> Aldbrmak 
Nathaniel Kane, Author or Editor of ne Genuine Letters be- 
tween Alderman Kane and Charles Lucas. But, of this, more 

hereafccr. — To return then; 

For the above Reafons, with many more too obvious to require 
reciting, I hope You will never permit an Alderman to be a Tenant 
to the Corporation, ■ 

I AM not infenfible, that the Tolls and Cuftoms, or what arc 
left of them, by your good Friends^ the Honorable Mr. Juftice 
Torkey and the Right Honorable Thomas Carter^ Efq\ require being 
put under fome u^ful Regulation. They are, at prefent, next to 
being in the Hands oi Aldermeny colleded by their Relations and 
Creatures. I fhould be well pleafed, the Revenue of all the Gates 
were let; but, not to anyone Man, though he were an Alderman^ 
or a Giant. If You purpofe to let them, let them by the Gate; 
not more than one to one Man. 

I RiMcEMBBR a Scheme once pffered, for increaiing the Tolls 
and Cuftoms, by a very fenfible Citizen, and rcjeded by the Con- 
claque y as unreafonable. 

He propofed eftimating the annual Income of the Gates, upon 
a Medium, for any feven Years. He was willing to let the largeft 
Computation be thd Standard. He did not defire to have the put- 
ting in, or removing, a ColleSory or Servant, nor the receiving or 
hardling a Penny of the Money; but, that it fhould all be payed, 
in the ufual Manner, into the Hands of the City-Tret^furer, He 
^rould, then, lay his Schemes for raiiingthe Revenue at great Ex- 
pence of Time and Trcafure, folely to him felf ; and onely de- 
fired, that he might have one Moiety of the Increafe, for a Term 
of feven Years, for his Trouble. 

The onely Objedion publicly made to this, was, that he might 
get too much by it. And fo, rather than a Citixen fhould gain one 
or two hundred Pounds a Year, more or lefs, the Conclaife would 
have the City lofe fo much! — But, now, the true Reafon ap-

Do not imagine, I am folliciting a Favor for a Friend: I prin- 
cipally mean to promote the Intereft of the City, at the fame 
Time, that I would do Juftice to the ix:orft^ though the moft 
cai.fi lefst Enemj/y I have. 

Give me Leave, my Fhiends, to inform You, that there arc 
Matters of much greater Moment, that will come properly onder 
your Confideration, in this AJfembly, 

By the Death of Alderman Pearfon, which, by the Reports of 
his Brethren y and their folliciting for, or difpafing of, his Employ- 
ments, feems certain, there are three moft important Places be- 
come vacant, which You have the Right and Power to fill; I 
mean the Place of an JUermany that of Receiver-General of the 
City Revenues, and the Seat in Parlement. 

Besides, there is an other Alderman's Place, actually, vacant, 
or, clfe You have but one i>herif And, as both Sherifs arc but 
one, in the Eye of the Law, You can hold no JJfembly, if fme be 
an Alderman. 

This is eaiily determined, by afking your Sbenfs, if either of 
them be an jilderman ? U You are anfwered in the Negative, 
You have two indifputable Vacancies, at the Board; if in the 
AJirmative, the Alder man-Sherif is to quit the Houfe ; for, \yj 
the Ne^'Rtdes, no Alderman can fit with the Commons ; fo your 
AJhnbly is void. 

But, as I prefume You will be anfwered in the Negative, it is 
your Duty to procede to the Eledion of an dlderman, or two, di- 
redlly. This, in fpight to all that oppofed You, will bring the 
Merits of the Caufe, to an immediate Trial : For, it muft, then, 
be determined, in whom, the Right of electing Aldermen, refidcs.

No wife or good Man can enter into any Faftion, This ia ftf 
no Man more necelTary to be obferved, than for a Reirardtr. M 
he be bound down by any Attachment to P^rty, or Fa dm i* 
can not be ayw/?j difpqffit^n&te and difinUrtfi^ Judge, no^a|^B^ 
TQus and hdifferent Counfellor. 

If the RscBrder fhould be a Parti fan^ Qt faSious^ in hhjudiad 
Ctipsdty, You may expe£l he will, like fome higher yuJgts, with 
which our Sins have been fometimes punifhed, conftrue the uneir- 
ingand invariable Rules of Justice and Law, according to tk 
priv:ite Dictates of hii Party, or FaBicn, by no better ftuks 
than thofe of Expedisttcy^ that is, IncHnatioft^ or pri*vati Intgn^i 
And, as a Counfelhr, inftead of preferving that Equanimity and 
IndiiFerenccj which is abfolutely neceflary in advifmg all the ad- 
miniltring Members of the Community ^ You will find him againfl 
iiis declared Judgement, perhaps, promifed Neutrality, join widi 
ihe moft potent or prevailing Faffion, though to the overtuming 
that exa^ Balance of Power, without which, no City can fubfift 
in Freedom 

The Li'ues, LlhtHits and ProprrtieSf of the Public, in general, 
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rveiy Kind cS Jmifter Jmfitma^ and moft perfeffly free from all 
¥amly Taints t or Stains of Difaffe^on to our Government; or has 
(b ettedtaally performed ^uarentinet fince he left the infe&ed 
^tfortersy as to leave no Room to doubt of his Purity and Inte- 
grity. 

Who is moft likely to ferve the City, with ftrift Care and Fi- 
delity, and to interell him felf in her Honor and Welfare? Is it 
HOC moft likely, that a Son of the City, (hould be moft zealous in 
^efe Points?— No Paffion more ftrongly prevails in a generous 
Breaft, than the Love of his native Country. There is no fmall 
Difference, with Resard to the City, between z free-bom Citizen, 
or one, naturaiifed ty Service in the City, and an ecca^onal Free- 
Man. Remember Solomon's Judgement of the Child m Difpute, 
between the real and pretended Mother, may be applied, to di- 
Icem a true Free-Man^ or Son of the City, from Si/purious. And 
fee that You prize this Remnant of your Privileges, properly, by 
difpofing of it, ,as the true Principles, that ihouU aduate a Gti- 
Wn*sCondu£t^ moftjuftlydiredt. 

Is there, then, amone the free-born Sons of the City, a 
Man, of a fair ^unblemimed Charader, in private Life, of con- 
fiderable Knowlege and great Ailiduity, in the Profeflion of Law, 
lund poflefled of all the requiiite^ perfonal Qualifications for a Re- 
€^r4er, defcended from a Race of trading Citizens of the greateft 
Worth and Eminence, as well in public, as in private Life, and 
allied to an other Citizen's Family, of high Rank and Dignity, 
of whom, feveral, as well, as he, are fecure of Seats in Parle- 
snent, and, of whom it is critically remarked, that they never 
were known, in a fingle luftance, to vote againft the Intereft of 
their Country? If there be. You are bound by every Obligation, 
inoral and political, to choofe hisL I leave You to find him, and 
jadge for your felves, as behooves honeft, true F^ee^Men, and 
£dthful, ztdlous Commons. 

But, be fure You inftnifl, whomfoever You choofe, properly. 
M&ke him, and let him, know, that he is, but an Officer iUtrinf; 
P/ea/ure; and tell him, that he muft not, therefore, prefume to 
negled the Bufmefs of the City, for that of the Bar, as fome have 
done, to their Shame, and the great Danger and Detriment of the 
City; and above all, let me recommend it eameftly to You, that 
You do not encourage or admit any Man a Candidate for the va* 
cant Seats in Parlement, or for the Offices of Recorder, or Receiver- 
General, untill he freely fubfcribes a Declaration to the following

If any of the CmiAidata elected Cornvmn^rs^ upon thefe Tenn!, 
Jhould tranfgref^, it would be a fufiicient Caufe to prevent hb Re- 
election into a ftjtjre Parlement, and to brand him with due in- 
famy and Difgrjct! And, if a Recorder ^ or H^cei^usr-GefTer^Ij ci- 
ther may hv ti^irned ont whenever You pieafe. 
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■^ other^ of confiderable Antiquity, as well, as of great Import^ 
I ance, in the City. To him^ all the Rents, Debts, Cufloms, 
Tolk and Duties of the City, are generally made payable. He is 
therefore intruded with the Rent-Roll of the City, and makes up 
' all the Accounts of Receipts and Difburfements with the Common^ 
■ Council^ annually, or oftener, if required. By the NgnAf- Rules ^ a 
: ^reajurer to the City was inftituted, and the Eledtion of that Of- 

- ficer> was thereby vcfted in the Lord Mayor and Aldermen onely, 
' BuC> as the Affemhly alone, could appoint Payment for the Trea-^ 
' Jurer, it was found expedient to let the Office oi RecH'ver-Gtneral 
^ continue, and onely oolige him to (hare the Poundage with the 

- Treafurer, whofe Office has, for the moft Part, been a Sine-Cure, 
^ The Office of Recei'ver-General has, for fome Time paffi^l, 
^ been, like other Officers, bartered and jobbed about, as the Al- 
^ dtrmen have thought fit. I am well informed, that, like the 
= Place of Alderman of late, it has been fold peremptorily, or fit 
^ibr an annual Penfion for Life. And I am as well affiired, that 
^ itis BOW granted to one of ^t prevailing TaSionTX^t Boards by 

the JuntOy but kept vacant for your Determination, by the Lord 
^ IMfyor, 

^ Onb of the Points contefleid with the Aldermen, while I was in 
=. the Commons, was giving Us Copies of the City Accounts, which 
3 the Aldermen would never permit; nor would the Recei'ver-General, 
' who acknowleged but the Power and Influence of the Board 
1 alone, pay any Sort of Regard to our Demands. 

If the Ele&on of this Officer were reflored to the Commons , he 
' muft have acknowleged other Majlers; and. We fhould have 
learned how and for what, the City has, for fome Years paifed, 
been brought to^^xpend, upon a Medium, above 1 700 /. a Year, 
more than her Income, fo as, within the Compafs of thirty-five 
Years, to run upwards of 40,000 /. in Debt. But, this is a Se- 
cret, with which, none but the Aldermen, and their favorite, fi* 
cret Committee, are to be intruded. 

Remember, when We were obliged to beg for Money, to carry 
on the Suit againft the Bo.ard, that they layed out the City Reve- 
nue, to the Amount of upwards of 250 /. to fupport their Vfitrf" 
ation, againft Us, and bad the Sum readily advanced by their 
Creature. 

As thefe are Matters, which muft, if negleded, end in the at- 
ter kuin and Mifery of the City, it well behooves You to look 
narrowly into the Caufes of our Grievances, and to ufe your 
Might to redrefs them. 

Give me Leave then to recommend it to You, to do no Bufi- 
nefs, after paffing the Petitions of free-Men, untill You regain 
your Right of Ele^on to all the vacant Places. Demand of your 
Sherifs, a Lift of the Petitions given in to the Tholfil-Office, on 
the Quarter-Day. Examine the Merits of every Candidate tho- 
roughly and fairly. And then do not wait foft tlii& I>tXfctti\vQaaQK»- 
of the Boarif, or for rcfering it to a CommitUe^ xx HiVIi^> ^^ft*^

I MUST confds to You, that my Diffidence in every Thing, 
that comes fix>m a Memher of the Boards made me, at firft, fufpe^ 
this, fomething like the Story of Tiberius Gracbusy the Roman 
Tribune^ who, after being long oppofcd, by the corrupt Senate, in 
?an«, was, at laft, with all the Commons, undone, by a Stratagem 
of t^e>Roman Aldermen. 

Tmbse crafty Men, finding all other Meafores fail, by their 
finifier Influence, raifed a Magiftrate, who fo far outfhone Gracbus^ 
in his OScTs and Promifes of Services to the Commonalty, that they 
fbm>t their Obligations to the good old Tribune; whereupon, hd 
fell into Difregard, and was, at laft, by a Fadion of the Roman 
Aldermen, murdered at an Eledion, 

But, with Pleafure I tell you, that I have fhidUy enquired into 
die Truth of this whole Affair, and that I have had the moft fo- 
kmn AfTurance from his Lord(hip*s Mouth, that he is determined 
to ufe his utmoft Power and Intereft, while he is chief Magiftrate^ 
Qt a Member of Parlement, to reform the Abfurdities and deftru&ive 
Abofes in the Govemn^t of the City, in all Points. 

And yet, for aught We fee, this Gentleman is likely to ftand 
fingle and oppofed in all this! at a Time too, when two Gentlemen 
from the Boardy are uiing every Artifice t;o cajol the Citizens to 
vote them into the Houfe of Commons ! not to reform the City, 
We may prefume, fince, they, in every Inflance, oppofe every 
Tendency to Reformation!

As foon as the prevailing Fa^ion faw 
the Spirit raifed againft it, muft prevent it*s Succe^ with You, 
they ran amone You in the Tholfel, and affeded to exdame bitterly 
agaonft the Scheme and it's Pro^edors. They artfully cried, it 
was a Shame for any Member of^the Councils of the City, efpe- 
dally, an Alderman, to apply for any fervile Place in the City, 
untiU he iirft refigned his Office of Counfellor \ and, t)iat there- 
fore, diey were determined to oppofe the Petition of Alderman 
John Walker, though Son-in-Law to ^Alderman Nathaniel Kane, 
Sieir novj Friend and Ally, fo efFe£hially, that it fhould never pafs 
the B^ard; which accordingly was the Cafe. And You were told, 
the Scheme was rejeded for ever. 

Op this^ the Sages boafled in public. And, their favorite and 
daily Orator, whom, to diftinguifh from Mr. John Cariy and Mr. 
Edmond Huhand, I muft name, though it may grate his Modeily 
to be clafled among fuch fhining Cli^ders, the moft worfhipful 
Alderman Charles Burton, in his public Orations, in Defence of 
the Board, and in modeft Recommendation of his dead Father, 
suid his living Self, has often aflerted, in the Corporation Halls, 
^ one of his pregnant Proofs of the Reformation of his 
brethren of the Board, that they had reje^ed that Petition, with 
due Indignity. Yet, fee how You have fallen in their Judge- 
Qient! For, when ^i^ found. You could not onely fpurn at whole- 
fom Advice, but abi^e, and cruelly, undefervedly> ftigmati/e him, 
that from a pure, unfeigned Heart, and a zealous Hand, worn, 
though not wearied, in your Sendee, they exulted; they]\idged. 
You changed; they broke Faith ynXkYoM and their Orator-, or, he 
knowingly deceived Yon and the Public : For, the AldfrrMn \^- 
Yivcd hu Fetition Jail AJ/embly. The Boards viYiiOa. \>tfot^, ex.- 
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clamed againft it, defpifed and rejedled it, now readfly received, 

paffcd it, and lent it to the Sherifs and Commons, 1 leave You to 

tell it*s Fate in your Houfe, left You ihould vote my Recital^ fdjt^ 
maliciotu, zxid Jfcandalous, 

When Men, fet out upon the Principles, that fhoold annate 
jufl Judges, are qualified to judge, and refolutely determined to do 
llridi Juflice, their Judgement muft be of great Weight with all 
the World. But, ibf any Men, however dignified with fpedoos 
Forms, with Power and Rank, take upon them to judge, when 
manifefUy difqualified, by Ignorance, Partiality, or CorruptioHf 
their Judgement, though it fhould chance to bejuft, will have bat 
little Weight with the World, and when they attempt to befpatter 
(he Innocent with unjuil Cenfure, or Calumny, it muft nec^arily 
fall upon their own unhallofwed Heads. 

If a Man be brought to Trial, for any Fad, before a Court, 
that lays afide all Regard to Forms and Rules of Law, and Prin- 
ciples of Juflice, and, inflead of hearing all Parties and Witne&s, 
for and againft the Queftion, Face to Face, hear but one Side of 
the Queftion, and that by Hal'ves, and onely on negati've Proof, 
he and the World would have Room to thmk bim hardly ufcd, 
that he fhould be fentenced by ixxcYi partial, fuch iniquitous Judges; 
and his Cafe would be ftill harder, were he deprived of the ^ 
nefit of an Appeal. 

How far your Judgement of me, lies parallel to this Cafe, I 
leave to the Didtates of your own Hearts. And, I now appeal to 
all the Powers of Heaven and Earth, againfl your ill-founded 
Procedings, Let the DifpafTionate judge, whether mofl Faifehood, 
or Injullice, Malice, or undeferved Ill-Will, Scandal^ or falfcly 
and undefervedly robbing a Man of his good Fame, lies in the 
Hearts of the defigning Movers of this Proceding, or in mine. 

I DEFY the moA adyerfe Enemy to Truth and LibertT; 
among all the Minions and Ad'vocates of the Board of Aldirme»i 
whether thofe of this City, or of the Nation, to prove, with all 
their mofl fubtil Sophiftry, that I advanced any Thing, £nce 1 6A 
drew the Pen, in the deferted and almoft unknown Caufe of h- 
kertyy in aiiy Degree, tending to the Injury of our glorious Syftcin 
of Government, or that of any of it's worthy Magiftrates, Mini- 
iters, or Members. No; to this they do not, they can not, pre* ^ 
tend. My fole Crime is attempting to dete6l the Uwwortby, aujl 
bring them to condign Piiniihment, and, thereby to reftore tbc 
City and the State. And, for this, I mufl, and do, exped to 
-meet many, too many, and too powerful,'^«/tf^(?»^/, though not 
among You. But, I have a good Objedl iii view; and thoo^l 
jnufl often expe^ to be jofUed and ibrced ont of my Way, I fhall 
never xjuit the Chace, untill I gain thewifhedfor Ends, or lofe 
my Life : For, I would not, I dare no^, ou4>-live the Conftitotiott 
of my Country. Let thofe that think this a Crime, cenfure me; 
Jlhall, in my Turn, laugh them to Scorn. 

Ilittu 
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I tXTTLB expe£led> when I became the Servant of the Pun- 
Lie, when I prematurely^ indeed, exalted upon t\ic feemng Virtue, 
Courage and Condu6t of the Commons of the City oi Dublin^ 
that I fhould have met, in Return, with their fevereft Reproach, 
and bittereft Cenfure. 

I SHALL beg Leave to trouble You, with a full Recital of thp 
two Paragraphs, in my fecond Letter, of which, You, partially^ 
take a fragment oncly, as moft likely to fcrve the Purpofes of cer- 
tain defigning Men. 

" When I found, upon fpcaking to fome of my Acquaintance, 
** that You, Gentlembn of the Commons, were, as ufual, but 
** partially fummoned; when I found, in a principal Street in this 
" City, in which, feveral Brothers live, who are of the Common t^ 
" that but fome of thefe Brothers had the Difgrace to be fum- 
^* moned, for, I muft fuppofe, none were called, but fuch, as 
" were deemed Vajfah enough to do what the Conclave of Cardi- 
^ nals commanded, I muft honeftly confefs to You, that mine 
•* Heart ached for my Brethren and Fellow-Citizens;

Now, You are all fenfible, that nothing has been more fre- 
quently and juftly complaned of, than the fudden and irregular 
Manner in which PoJi-JJ/emblies and Committees are ufually called, 
or fummoned; that many have given it as an Excufe for Non- 
attendance, that they H^e not fummoned at all; fome, that they 
were not fummoned in due Time, and others, that their Sum- 
monfes were filled irregularly and illegibly; for Inftance, inftead 
of the Day and Hour in Words at Length, in bad, blotted, unin- 
telligible Figures, or without any; and many fuch Omiflions and 
Irregularities, as have often proved hurtful to the City. For the 
Truth of this, I appeal to every Gentleman, who has been in 
the Commons, particularly in the Years 1741, 1742, and 1743, 
when this very Officer was frequently reprimanded, for not duly 
iummoning the Members. And, I will venture to fay, thatmoii, 
if not all, of the Commons, who now join in acqniting their wor- 
tby Officer, and cenfuring me, muft confefs, that he has not once, 
in twenty Times, fummoned them him felf in Perfon ; but has 
been obhged to truft that moil: important Part of his Office, to %

it ha been by fuch JJfemhIiesj and fuch C&mmitteest the Ciiy ha 
been reduced to Beggary and Drfru^im. Butj becaufe thck 
Mt^afurc^ arc now cenlured and expofed, and that the Board k:ial 
left fo intiuy and equal Opportunities to dwfraud and to /y^jrarjSj 
with ilie ufual Secrecy and Im polity, it is incumbent oq 
C r eat tires f to vote the Deteiihn^ f^U^> wmlidousr ^nd JhanJidma 

It is notorious^ that when I wrote my fecund Lfiter^ there 
a general Complaint, of the Cammam not being fummoned^ i 
over the Town. And, had I expeded it would ever be coafw 
verted, I might have colleded many pofitive Proofs.

Is it fufficient Caufe fofToUi 
the Grand Council of the City, to di*^eft your felvcs oftii 
Principles of Rtafin^ Jufiice ^xiA La^\ in the Profecurion of oMi 
whofe greateft Crime is a warm /^^/for the Ser^'ice of the Purl 
tic, and who, in that Purfuit, might, without 2i\y /alfe, mtJieft 
»ust fcandaiauxi or evii Intention, have committed many Mifi^ 
and Errors? Was my Crime fueh, as levelled me with the

neral Chara<fters, It is myWeaknefs, having been i/j^rfj^w^/i^/j' 
bred a ChrrJUajj^ to think, judge and fpeak of all Men^ as I havV 
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jDOft heartily thank Yoa, that Ypa have opened mine Eyes, and 
promife, I fhall not ofFend You, in this Manner, for the future. 
I alfo thank You, in the Name of my Fellow-Citixensy for hav-

The fenfible Shock, You have already given my Credit, to the 
extreme Joy of your pious God-fathers^ at the Boardy moves me 
to dread, that, at your next Meeting, You will cenfure my third 
littery in the fame unheared-of Manner. I heartily wifh, the fe- 
cond, third, and fourth Paragraphs, erafed; but, iince this plaguy 
Thorny in the Sides of all fyrantSy the Press, remanes yet free, I 
muft even let them ftand.

AS I have labored, with indefatigable Induftry, to promote 
your Honor and Intere^y in all Points, for the public 
Emolument, in general, I liope You will think it ex- 
cufable, where Self'PreJer*vation is at Stake, to endeavor to in- 
form your Judgement more fuU^, in a Matter, wherein the Pub- 
lic, in general, is not a little conceited, f mean x!titfolemn Deter- 
mination of the $HBRiF$ and Commons of this City, of the 2iil 
of laft Month, difperfed throughout all Europgy by your Order, 
whereby the Veracity and Reputation of a FelJow-Citixen, is moll 
grievoujly and injurioufly, if not illegally and utyvfily^ afperfed and 
cenfured. 

Your moft extraordinary, and, I may fay, unprecedented -Pr^- 
cedingsj in this Cafe, have obliged die to ap^al to the iPublic, 
againftj^0»r Decree ^ in my laft Letter, addreiied to the Commons 
and Citizens of this City. 

By that, I hope it is evident to aff thoTc, that read it, that You 
have dQne an Ad of Injufticey for which, the utmoft You can now 
do, is hardfyan Attonementy an Ir^wry. which may, for aught any 
of You know, and which, 1 have Reafon to believe, the Movers 
for the Cenfuriy intended to ht irreparable. 

But, as J had not, then. Time to colled any le^al Froofs of 
the Truths I had aflerted, an^ of your evident Partiality, I take 
this Opportunity of giving Voxr, and the reft of the Citize ms, a 
fuller View of the'T^imony, upon which, Yo^, arbitroTiU, 
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figned and published my Cmdemnathni by which, I oiler ftich of 
You, as retain any Senfe of Trvtm, Freedom and Honor, an 
Opportunity of breaking the kateful Bsmfs impofcd upon You, d^ 
pulling the Jhajneful HoQi'^xsinks from before your Eyes, and, of 
branding thofe, with due Di/gtizce and Infamy, who traftilyj Jem^ihij 
and '^dLtchMy, led You jnto this unparalleled Iniquity, that by doing 
me common Jufiice, You may duly piinifh the jiuthors of your Shame, 
and vindicate the Honor of the worthy Commons. 

Before the/e Procedings of the ^jf'fr//} and Com^ofij^ as they are 
called, were brought forth by You, I am weH informed, they were 
long hatched by your pestii God-fathcrr, the Spsff/sn, for your 
Servility, pajji^^e O^idtenci and Non-rffifianc€i at the Board of Al- 
dertntn. But, thefe G^f/fwf>rhad Sagacity enough to judge, that 
they had long lofled all Credit with the CiH%&7i^ and that, there- 
fore, any Cenfure, they fhould pafs, efpecially, on an Opfmmi 
of their Tyranny^ mufl: neceffarily retort upon them felves. So^ 
they employed fomc of their bcft documented and appxtrnj^J Fttpslh 
in the C&jjimnf^s, and having framed an Affda^it^ and figj^if^ 
their PUafure to their Creatures^ it was but introducing it in forae 
artful Guife, unknown to, and unfiifpefled by, the^ff and h^ntf 
Commons, and the Bait could not fail of giving a quick and eafy 
Pail age to the hidden, defiruBtH)^ Hook. ^ , 

That this was a Surprifezo many of You, I was convinced be- 
fore fome of You declared it fuch. And I now appeal to all 
thofe of YotJj that are not infiruSfed in the Secretin or h/f'ndfdwhh 
Prtjitdicfs, m Favor, of the Alder men j whether You apprehended 
any more, upon reading the Moticn^ and the A^}da*vit of Mr. 
Murgaji^ than that fome Complaints were made againll that Of 
fcer^ which warned but yowr Concurrence, to turn him onj of his 
Employment? If that be the Cafe, how much are You abufed, as 
well as if^ — —Then, if You find, ymr Officer is made a Top/, to 
ahufi both Ycju and me^ is it not incumbent on You, to vindicaie 
your oixfi fiomi, by Ihcwing your Kefentment to htm and ail otkr 
OffeN^en ? 

I 5W ALL notj in the prefcnt Tnftance, call the /(f^^a/ Veracity of 
Mr. Morgans Affidavit, in Queftion. But, I beg Leave to €-x- 
plan[3 Lt a little, by vvhich, You may fee, that, though it be ma<Ie 
the Handle 1 it does not even help to Urike at my Affettion, ora- 
ther Sjippc/ith^u 

He 1 wears 3 '* he has been for fixteen Years, Officer &f Commtinu 
of this City." By which, every one underilands, that he fervea 
thaf: Office in Perfon, and that there can be no Negled, or 
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dll teftify, that with Regard to You, he is obliged to aB^ thoagk 

he does hot choofe tofiwtary by Depum» He fays, " he ferved 

all Summonfes, as he was direded by the feveral Lord Mayors o( 
the City; and, that he never did negle£t^ or omit, ferving fuch 
Summons, orSummonfes, *ivi/Iingfyf or deJigneJ/y ^^ that is, of his 
own free Willy or Dejign^ whatever his Deputees injght have done; 
otherwife, he would have fworn moft^pofiti<vely to this and the fol- 
lowing Affertions, and in the ufual Phrafe, direSly^ or indireHly^ 

He fays, " he never did omit, nor receive Inftrudlions to 

ornit^ fummoning any Particular, from my Lord Mayor ^ or any 
other Perfon, at any Time, to the beft of his Knowlege, Remem- 
brance, or Belief." And You are to fufpofe the fame of his Depu- 
tees, who are not lefs Faith"worthy than him/elf. But, what has 
been fufpediedj, and not without Foundation, is, that the Parties 
interefted^ gave him a Lift of the PerfottSy onefy, nuhom they luould 
ha<ve fummonedy TiOtpoJiti<veInftruBions to emit fufnmoning 2Jiy, And 
this, notwithftanding any Thing, that appears by tms Afidamty 
might often have been the Cafe. 

But, now, let Us fuppofe this Affidavit as pofiti've as it appears 
to be truBy I hope, I have already ihewn You, that your Judge- 
ment y was, at beft, but prematurey your Cenfurcy in general, par* 
tiaJy in thofe that dejigned ity corrupt and iniquitous. Is it not, 
then, incumbent on You, who, " for the Satisfaftion of the 
Publicy and the Sake of iruth^^ have made and publifhed this^ 
^at beft, erroneous Decreey to re^erfe it, and to puhlijh the Reverjal^ 

from the fame Reafons and Motives? 1 am forry You have 

left your felves no better a Refource, than to lie under the Impu- 
tation of Errory or Ignorancey which is common to all Men, or, 
to Injufticey Ingratitude and Crueltyy of which. You can not be 

guilty y but <willfullyy and through deliberate Choice. See who 

have led You into this Maze ! give them up to ^Shame, and infli£t 
condign Puniftiment. 

I NOW beg Leave, for your better Information, to offer fome 
/^^/j/ Proofs of the Truth of the cenfuredy or fW(f«rW Allegation, 
or rather, Suppefitiony in my fecond Letter y which was moved and 
^voted to hcfalfey malicious zjxdifcandalous* 

I HAVE already informed You, that nothing has been more fre- 
quently and juftly complaned of, than the NegleSs, Omiffions and 
Irregularitiesy committed, in calling or fummoning Poft-JJJemhlies 
and Committessy to tranfadt the moft weighty and important Affairs 
of this City, and that, notwithftanding, the 5ff/f/K«iVy and Tra/^ 
of Mr. Morgan^ % AJida'vity he has been acceffary, if not inftru- 
mentaly to this Grievance, I come now to demonftrate. 

One of the Privileges allowed a Criminal on his Trials is, to 
ihew the Falfehoodox Fallacy of the Tejiimony produced againft 
him, or to make known the true Character of the E^oidence, Of 
the former.

You will 
fee, thatj?<7«r OJicer of Commom^ has> for a palpable Breach of \ki\ 
Oahh^ been expelled die Office of Warden of the Corporation of 
JovNERS of this City. Yet, upon his /r^g-iT/;W Teftimony, which 
can, in Fad, h^ no E^vidcme againll me, ami to be ^&ied guilty of 
Falfehood, Malice and Sc&ndalf 

That this, your worfhy^ Officer^ has often been complaned of^ 
for Negledls and other foul Praftices in his Office, not one amocg 
You can deny, f believe there is not an Alderman at the Boardt 
that is infenfible of it, J appeal to fuch of them, as have ferveJ 
Sherifsy or Lord Mayan ^ fmce this worthy Gentleman has been in 
this Office, whether they have not beared feveral Complaints of 
this Oj/icer made, and many Reprimands given, him, for NegUSts 
and Omijponsy m ferving Summonfes to AJfemhUes and Onnmitten, 
I appeal to Mr. Weld^ the prefent Sheriff and to every Shrift 
and to every other Qcnthmanj who has been in the Commomi, ia 
the Years 1741, 1742, and 17431 or fine e, and particularlyi I 
appeal to the prefent Lord Mayor ^ who has received Complaints of 
Nonfummonifig, or^ which is equal, giving Blank or blotted Sum- 
monfes. Who can fay, thh Is "not parti aifummoning? If it be, my 
Affertion is not falfe^ nor my Suppojition^ groundlefs^ m^ch lefs, is 
it malicious, QX fccindahus. 

There is an other Part of Mr. Morgans Condudl, which can 
not fail to leflen your Notions of his Veracity, and reftrain your 
great Confidence in him. 

You know, or ought to know, that the City Seal is kept un- 
der y^^r Locks, in try fled to the Cuftody of fix Keepers, each of 
which has a Key, The Corporation can never Jign any Deed^ 
The City is made a Party, by the affixing the Seal to any Inftru- 
ment. For which Reafon, it is not to be fee to any Deed, without 
^pofti^eAcT of Assembly; though, I believe, it will be found 
to have been {ct to many Deeds, Bonds and Leafes, for which, no 
Ads of Affembly can appear. The Keepers of the Keys of this 
Seal, a^e, the Lord Mayor, the Sherifs, the Treafurer^ or Re- 
ci iverGeticml of the City Revenues^ the Msyoro£ the S tap ley the 
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yet. You will find, by the Ap?snoix, N^ IL that, in this Re-^ 
ycGt, your OJker has bem wotfe tbannegltMntf or remifs. Yon 
fee, that, for want of - fummoninfi; fairly and regularly, the Mas* 
TER of a Corporation 'was infoked and abufed by the chief Magi- 
firafi^ which nas often^been the Cafe; that he was arbitrarily and 
forcibly flrtfpod of his Tnift, and, that the Ktf was kept by the 
Lord Mayor. What could Mr. Morgan^ then, have wanted with 
the other Mafiir^z Ktyf That, You ought to learn. The other 
fivi Keys were now in the Cuftody, or under the Influence^ of the 
Lord Mitfor and Jidemun, and ^tjixtb, onely, was wanting for 
fome cUmdepne Purpofe, perhaps, to fet to a Bond^ ox reverfionary 
Leafe. But Mr. Milier proved faithful to his Truft. He refiifed 
to give up bis Kn, and therefore the Projef^may be fuppofed to 
liave then failed; he gave this as a juft Caution to all his Sue- 
ceflbrs; and, upon hearing of your wtfaral/e/ed Perfecutionp 
though not without Fear of the Furf of You and the frrvaiiing 
FaStion at the Bottrd^^ has now made this Declaration. 

The next Thing, I offer to your Confideration, is, the Negleft 
«f fummontng Mr. Jofefb Fadgf of jinfte-Streety Merchant, for 
about one Year and an half, in the laft Commons^ during which 
Time, he was not fummoned to one Committee^ or Pofi- Affembly. 

These are a few Inftances offered me, by fome generous f!r/- 
UvtyQitixens^ who could not bear to fee Truth put out of Coun* 
tenance. And, had I but Time and Leifure, I could greatly en- 
large the Colleton, though I have the whole Weight and Influ- 
ence of the FaSion^ to contend with. 

Whether thefe may not juftly be called, pasrtially fummontng^ 
nay, unfair and ur^uft Dealings I fubmit to the Judgement of the 
impartial World. 

If the Evidence of Men of Credit and Chara£ter, out of the 
Houfe, has any Weight, it is to be hoped, that of fome of your 
own Members w^ not have lefs. 

I REFER You then to Mr. Hutcbinfiny late MaAer^ and now one 
of the Reprefentati<veSf of the Corporation of Carpenters.

WH E K a City It bcficgeil, the Cinzeiis mull mount 
Guard, watch and iight for it's Defence. The moi? 
potent the Enemy, the more fubtilly they make tB^ 
Approaches, and the nearer they come to aHail the WalU aod 
fiulwarksj the more Vigilance and Fortitude muft be exerted by 
the Cittzens, to foil their Machinadons^ and Co repel I their Foite* 
But, when the Enemy hai once made a Breach ; when they h^ive 
effaced the Barriers and Oat- works, hycd wafte the Walls, beatea 
down the Bulwarks, entered the Town, and pofleffed them felve 
of it's Treafure and it^s Capitol, what Refourcc is left for the iin' 
happy Citizens ? — Whither are they to fly for Succor, or Refugt ? 
Here, VrRTUi alone, not F^^f, can furmount the Difiicultjes, 
and remove all the OMacles, to a ReHoration of Freedom ajid 
kighcs. 

The national Conftstation may juftly be compared to a wcU- 
fortified City, within which, all the Subjcfts are placed in the u£- 
moil Eafe, with Affurance of the moil full and perfeft Security, 
to their Health and Lives, to their Liberties and Properties ; for 
the Defence and Prefervation of which, human Art was nercr 
known, in any Age or Narion, to provide more ftrong, lafting and 
efFcitual Bulwarks, than our LAWt, 

Thei^e are the impregnable Walls that fiirround tJsi in the 
Maintenance and Prefervation of which, every Individual has hU 
allotted Share and Station, which he is not to negleft or dej^rt. 

We rtiould always look upon the frwt to whom the cxecurivc 
Part of the Law has been committed, with a jealous and a watch- 
fulEye: They have^ in all States, and in all Ages, ever been 
e n c ro ac h ij I g u p n t h e Righ ts and Pri^i leges of the many^ A gai nii 
rhefb, We IliouIJ always be more upon our Guard, tlmn againU 
avowed, foreign Endemics. 

Secuhity always begets Sloth, A good Garrifon can never 
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Wrile the Law is duly executed and exerted for the wife and 
noble ?urpofes of the Inflitution, the Weal Vin6. good Go<vernmcnt of 
the People, no Men, fo fecure, fo happy, fo free, as thofe un- 
der the Britijb and Irijh Governments. But, whenever Laws are 
made and impofed, in any Meafure, or Sort, contrary to the Ends 
of the Inflitution, or the eftablifhed Laws, are extended to evil 
Purpofes, or their Benefits, are, in any Degree, with-held from 
any, the meaneft of the Subjedts, the Garfifon is reduced, the 
Guardy that is, the Body Politicy is wounded, it becomes diftem- 
pered, the whole Syftem is in Danger. The People, in fuch a 
Conjundlure, are reduced to the worft Kind of Slavery y that which 
has xkitfeeming SanfUon of La^Wy and which they can not there- 
fore laixfully oppofe. 

Though, whenever any Degree of thefe Violences are offered, 
the Executors of the Law are principally to blarney yet, fuch Vi- 
olences could never be attempted, but upon Prefumption, that the 
People were ignorant of their RigbtSy and remi/s in difcharging 
their Duty, 

To make my Fellow-Subjects and Fbllow-Citizens fen- . 
iible of their Rights and Privileges under the Law, and to excite 
them to fulfil and perform their Duty, in their refpeftive Stations, 
is the fole End and Puipofe of my poor Labors; andy as fuch, 
however ihort of mine Intentions they may fall, I hope they will 
prove acceptable to the Public. 

I AM fen&ble, that he, who prefumes to advife an other, fhould 
be endowed with fuperior Underftanding and Judgement. And this 
Confideration has, I dare fay, often prevented many Men of good 
Senfe, but of greater Modeily, undertaking the important and 
dangerous Talk of Monitor, either public, or private. But when 
the Danger is iminent, and there: is nothing left for the Safety . 
and Security of the Rights and Liberties of .the Public, but fome 
Man's interpofing himfelf in it's Favor, .every M|in (hould hy ■ 
afideall private Con£derations, .all Senfe of Modeliy, orBaftiful- 
ncfs, and, naked and defencelefs, throw him felf into the Gap, if* 
it were to Have off* but a iingle Blow ^m the Community, or f8- 
warin them of any approaching Evil. 

Therefore, without vanely arrogating to my felf any Superi- 
ority to any Fellow-Citizen, but that of being more patient of 
Toil, I muft beg Leave, as often as I fee Occanon, to lay before 
You, all fuch Things, ^ I judge in any Way conducive to your 
Honor, or Intereft, or to the public Liberty. 

I HAVB already informed You of many Breaches made in the 
national, as well, as civil Conftitution, and I have curforily 
pointed out the Means of Redrpfs and Reparation. But, I mud 
take this Opportunity of enlarging upon fome of the moft inte- 
reiling and affedling Circumftances in the prefcnt critical Pofture of 
your Affairs. 

Until lately, I thought You had Commons-, >a>a.\., \JcifcQifc\<^

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The Commons of any Society, ihould be tlieir Hon eft, Uifiutc- 
refted Reprefentati^^tr the faithful and judicious Coimfiiiors^ the 
true Minifies and juft Servants of the Mod^ Pulitic. The CrmMei^r 
ihould yf/'i^^j Jhould yfwonv, none other Intereit, but that of the 
People, wIlo delegated the Whole, oi jmy Part of their Power, to 
them. And even Self-Prefir<vation\ii the C&mimns^ that is, avert- 
ing and fjpportijig their own immediate Rights and Pjivilc|cs, 
Ihould onely, or principal J/j be done, with Rcfpedt to their C^n- 
Jiituents, from whom, they hold and derive their Power and TruU. 

How far thefe^ and other Frinciplesj which ihould ever actuate 
the Minds of fenfible and worthy Menj have been obfcrved by 
the prefent Cummms^ 1 fhaJl leave the impartial World to judge, 
when I oiFcr fome few rWaW Charges againft them. 

They have neglcfled aJmoil all the Rules and Orders kyed 
down by the Commons of the Years 17+T, 1742, and 1743: 
They have admitted an Aid&rman^ not onely to fit amt^ng them, 
but at their Head: They have given an Alderman^ who fild or rc- 
figned his Place, in Favor of Alderman Churkj BurtQn^ one of 
your prefent Candidates^ a Pe^fion upon che Eftablifbmcnt of ^e 
City; when the Aldermen refufe to admit the Co/tsmons to any Share

fpacious Hall, the moft injured mdoppr^edCftip^^cQMxiot, the 
other Pay, gain Acceft, even for Juftice, To-day, lays afide all 
Diftin6Uort, invites e^uery Citi^cent not to his Halli but to his Par- 
lory or Clofety and is ready to refirainy or megleS the Law, to do 
him a F^vor; When attended, occafionally, by LoMdlordi, Credit- 
orsy or great CnftomfrSy they/ecnt/y haunt the Hoafes of Citizens, 
and extort Promifes of their ^<?/</; or, when the kn9<wn Jgents 
of great Lords y and other fuch unlanjoful Emiffariesy arc ufed pri- 
vately, to influence E/e^ors; when a Candidate finds, that this 
humble, infmuating Method,^ not likely to prevail, and leaves 
an infolent, daring Meflage, to this EfFeft, with the d^fendenty ah-

Is not every 
Ziii%enfiwm'n to promote the Weal o^ this City? And, can any, 
f^ho has taken this Oath, ^^^te for any of the prcfent Aldermtnf 
[ appeal tD every free and difpaffionate Heart. And I recommend 
t to he well weighed, and maturely confidered, whether, or how 
^ar, P I cmifis J foniilyiii t^tifujiy Qhi^medy can be binding- And, 
.vhethcr it be confiJknt with the Duty^ or Chara^lsr of ^ Gdz/n, 
>r of any Suhje^i, to ^yafr for any of the prefent Aldermen, until 
he whole Board confcnts to reflore the long with 'held Freehom 
hkI RrcsiiT.s of the Ci/izefiSf to the utmoil Extent. 

TtJE Aldermen feem fo fenfible of this, that 1 do not find they 
ntend to make any open, legal Attempt to gain their E legion. 

By their boaftlng, publicly and privately j of their ForiuM^ 
iml of their huetrft m the Hol'ee of Commons, whofc facrcd 
Nianjc, they proi^ttttte to Purpofes, I dare not mention, thongli 
fjty do. You may judge to what their Machinations tend. One 
Vlannti", in which they purpofe to try the Weight of their For- 
^intr::, their Friends divul^^e. That is, by i^pemng Hou/es^ as they 
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together with the Sherifs being in their InUnfty of which thcjr not 
; a httle boail, with fome ftrong Mifreprefentations, or faJ/e Returns^ 
made to the House of Commons^ may poffibty cafl the Ele^on 
in Favor of the Aldermen, without, any Arraignment of the 
Judgement of the Ho use. 

Against thefe Evils, everv honeft and loyal Heart fhduld^ and 
may^ fet an invincible Guard. 

All the Citizens, that have already diftinguiflied their Zeal ifor 
the Caufe of Liberty, in which Number, they honor me, with 
the foremoft Rank, are reprefented to Men in Power, as zfa£iious, 
feditiousy tnrnultuousy nay, rehellieut Multitude^ raifed by me, to 
oppofe and fly in the Face of the Laws and. Government. Citi- 
zens of the firil Rank, for Senfe and Probity, are coinii4ered in 
this Light, Whence, You may judge, that a very flight Handle is 
only wanting to give Sanation to foq^e extraordinary Violence 
againA Us. 

To You, who know the inmoft Recess of my Soul, I appeal^ 
whether by Thought, Word, or Deed, I have given You, or any 
Man, Room to fufpeft me of any Tendency to DifaffeSiony to 
Tumulty to Sedition, to FaSion, much lefs, to Rebellion. On the 
contrary, have I not always ufed my utmoft Means, in my low 
Sphere, to raife in every FeUow-Citizen and every Fellow-Sub- 
jed, a true Notion of, and a proper Regard to, our ineftimable 
Government ? to ftir up a true Senfe of Liberty and Loyalty- 

in general? You can all bear Witnefs of the Truth, that 

thefe have always been the Subjeft of my Difcourfes, as they 
were the uppermoft Objeft of my Wiihcs : That I never found 
fault with the InfHtution of any Office in the State, or in %e 
Churchy from the higheft to the loweft; though I fawmany 
Abufes in many Offices, that required, that demanded, to be cor* 
redted and reclamed : That I never fought the Abolition even of 
the Aldermen \ my fole Defire and Intention has been no more, 
than to make them legal and ufeful Magiftrates, agreeable to the 
wife, popular Inftitution : And, that fo far have I been from 
ufing, or offering any Degree of Injuftice, Violence, or Incivility 
^o any of them, that I have readily fubmitted to aH their legtsd, 
though unjuft Ordinances^ for Peace fake, and payed them all in- 
difcriminately, all common Civilities in their private Capacities. 

I BEG Leave to take this Opportunity of recommending, with 
the utmoft Earneftnefs, to all my Fellow-Citizens and Fel- 
low-Subjects, that they do not, by any inordinate Zeal, give an 
Handle to our Enemies to charge us with thefe hateful Crimes : 
True Liberty and true Loyalty are inieperable: they are 
one and the fame Eilence. Our Liberty is bounded and fecured by 
Laiv; and whenever the Mears of Liberty are invaded or broken 
down by Fraud, or Force, the Lam; aloift can reftore and re- 
cftablifli the Barriir. Contend then, for your Liberty, citxil and 
religious, bravely, boldly, refolutely ; but, let your Weapon and 
your Shield be the La w alone. 
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Fon mine own Parti I mak.c this public and folenln D^dm^ 
tion, tKat if I difcover an)r M^n committing Ri^ts^ ^^mulhy cr 
other Brtuchei of the Pftic^i Or DtfiurbancBSy let him ufe the Saof 
tion of what N^imi, or Party he will, I fhall look upon him, bg 
cnely, a^s an Efumy to me, but, as an Enemy' to the Caufi^ fen. 
deavor to cfpoufe* an Emm^ to Libhrty, an Enemy to his Kisc, 
to his Co u N T k Y, and to Mankind Jn general : The Caafe I wodii 
fupport is onely to be obtained and fupported by Peace and La¥, 
Hear then all Men, peaceably, quietly ; try all Men by the Kafe 
of y^Jikg and LarLo y then judge for yourfclves freely, difpaiSffii^ 
ately, jullly ; and hdd fafi that, which your honeft, unbia^ 
HciLrts approve. 

A« other, of the many and innumerable Arttfices ufed tomikc 
me hateful in your Sight, is, the branding me with opprobiioa 
Party AppellAtions, The Emiffariet of the Board, occafionalhf 
tell the PrtJiiUnnm^ and other Protcfiant Dljfenters, that I m \ 
, Torjy or a Jai&hite^ and an Htgh-Church Man^ if not a Pa0^ a 
mine Heart ; to thefe, they reprefent me, as a red-hot Wh^i^ i 
very LonjcChtircb Man, if not a Prefiitman^ and that I cai 
TGfffi or broil PnpiJIs. 

Thuf, Men who know np Principle in Morality, Reli^on, <ff 
Policy, have no Medium, or Moderation, and judge of aSo6ffl 
by the variable Standard of their own inconftant and infinctrc 
Hearts. 

By the Fruity every Tree is known. Judge of my MotalitT, 
Roligioii, and Politics, by my Life and Aftions, not by mine, c^ 
other Men's Words. As to my Morals, though I have Paffions^ 
or A[Te<^tions, lu Urong as moll Men, my Life and Converfatioi 
I hope, .irv fitch, s.s neither can give Offence or Scandal to im 
innocent Neigh boar. As for my Religion, I am, to the beftif 
my K now lege, a C h r i s x i a n , Not bee a ufe my P aren ts we re kth^ 
or becaufc 1 was educated in that Faith ; but, from the Connie* 
tion of mine own Senfes : For, I pin my Faith On no Mar.i 
SIce^ e, i am therefore neither of P^vt/^ or of Cephas, 1 wch:- 
Oiip the Gou of Truth, not To much in otlentatious, human In- 
ventions, orfiiperiicial Forms, as in the Spirit, I fubmit to eKc 
Form^ of the Chitrch^ b.ecaufe they are ellablilhed by human Lwd, 
witich is ever to be ob Termed and obeyed in. all things, that are not 
CiJntndiilory to the n i v i n e L ^ w - 1 know no Tenet, jieceflary to 
SaK [ition, in which I differ from the Prejliitrians. And am ot 
Opinion, thatccclefiaillcal Government is the onely efiential Dif- 
ference btrtween ihffu and the eilablilhed Church ; which make; 
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L couragement, by juft Marks of Refpe^ and Diftin£lion j" I fhould, 
. like Montezuma^ the pagan American Prince, rather be of any Re?- 
ligion, than that of Slaves, or Tyrants. And^ I am perfuaded, 
\ that if the Jaic and clerical Creatures of the Taiiion go on with 
! their blind Fury and Bigotry y they will drive eveiy frte Man from 
\ the Pale of that Churchy whof^ true and generic Charaderiftic> as 
: Jayed down by it's Divine Fojunder, is perfedl Liberty, uni- 
; rperfal Benevolence and Charity^ exteniive as his Love. 

As for the Papifts, or Romaniftsy I pity, not condemn, their 
religious Errors. Had they only differed from us in religious Mat- 
ters, or Modes of Worfhip, as was the Cafe within thefe few 
Centuries, before fome of the Bifhops of Rome clamed a temporal 
Power in thefe Realms, and taught their Votaries to blend reli- 
g;jous Tenets and political Principles together, which are found 
dangerous to the pi^ent Eftabliihment, I fhould know no difler- 
» ence between the civil Rights of a Papift and a Proteftant, But, 
ivhen I fee the extreme Change a few Centuries have univerfally 
ivrought in the Minds of thefe People; when I confider them, 
in the Reigns of Johny Henry UI. Richard II. and other 
^yranniced Kings of England^ malting the mofl glorious Stand 
for their civil and reugious Liberties, and obtaining, in 
Magna Chart a, greater and more efFe^ual Security for their 
Liberty and Property y than any People upon Earth can boafl ; and 
obferve them in fome fhort Time after, fubmitting every Thing, 
that Man fhould hold dear, to the defpotic Sijua^ of z. foreign Bi- 
Jbopy I look upon them^ with extreme Pity and Aflonifhment. 
However, I would by Reafon and good Example reform, not by 
any Means, perfecute, or annoy them. They fhall ever, for me, 
worfhip their God, as their Confciences dire^; and fhall feel no 
compulfive, or coerfive Means, by my Confent, more than other 
Subjeds; except, as far, as it may prove neceflary, to oblige 
them, for common Peace and Safety, to pay due Allegiance to 
the eUablifhed Civil Conftitution, which is founded on a Chris- 
tian Precept, fubmitting themfelve^ to the Ordinances of Man, in 
temporal Government, I fincerely wifh they might be Drought to 
this Way of thinking, and I am perfuaded, no good Protefiant 
would wifh, or fuffer them to lye under any painful ReflridUons, 
in Matters, merely religious. 

My Notions of Policy are of a Piece with thofc, in refpeft to 
Religion. I would have every Part of Civil Society, from the 
Head to the lowefi, or mtaneft "Member of tl^e Common- Wealth, 
all the Officers and Servants of the State, whether civil, ecclefi- 
aflical, or military, obferve and execute the Law, in their re- 
fpedUve Spheres, ahd^/ulfil the Duty of their feveral Fundlions, 
without clafhing, or Interfering the one with the other. And I 
would have all the Subjeds, whether Papifty or Protefiant, Jew, 
oxGentihy have the fd^ Prote£Uon and Benefit of the Law, and 
the fttUeft Scope of Liiittyi that is, F6VfQt tA doS^ooil^ C3»1>ka^^«

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fon and his Property > in whatfocvcr Manner he {T^ouid choofCj u 
far, aa it was confident with the End of his Creation, his Buty » 
God and to Socierif, and agreeable to jufl Laws, made for th 
general Good of Society. 

If thcfe Principles were wrong, I mu ft be in Error. TKefc arr 
my Sentiments and the Rule* of my Conduct, If I am wrong, 
I am forry for it, and as I am open to Convidionr ihaU ever bf, 
as ready to retrad an Error, as to advance a Truth i and ihall 
ever be thankful to thofe, wJio endeavor to fee iii« light, by Ii* 
flrudion. 

Thus, have I thought fit to lay open mine Heart to Yon. I 
have devoted it to your Service. If it can anfwer any good Par- 
pofe to YoUj it is all I afk, all I wiflij all I hope, 

Ir is neccifary to apprife You of an other Scheme for defeating 
your Intentions, to make a y?/^ Elf^lion^ which th^ good cmndid M* 
d€rtf;£t? have relolved to ufc their Endeavors to fmftrace. 

SL!>ac£ the late Sir Sumttei Gjoke was not able to complete dts 
Deftrudion of this City, by the unparalleled, la^^iefs^ Dillrdla 
and Confiilion, \\'\s corrupt Adminifiraihn had induced, Jiis Son, it 
feems, is dcternijned to try his Hajid, He has not contented hitt 
feif» with being fet at the H^iui of the Shattered Remnant of tbt 
bafe and infamous F^^h^it both of the ^^^W Clergy send corrtfl 
Laify, who diftingiiiihcd themfelves by Rio/s and Laure/, in a Utt 
memorable Election ; but^ he determines to try the jiUi^mct and 
Interefij of which he publicly boafcs, to make up the c&nfciom Dv 
fdendts in his Qualification, in order to obtain * /^aj<? Wrifs^ in- 
ftead of one, for iJie enfuing Ele^^on i fo that the EUBors may b« 
put into fuch Confufton, that he may have fome Cbmt^e for a ^€M 
in Par lenient, 

Into this wicked Pioje^, he drew CharUi Burton ^ Efq; a5 fat 
had him made an Aldnman^ not out of Love to one of a Family ^ 
that were ever thorourhly averfc to his^ but to gain their Interdl 
I muH do the later tl^L^ jufiice to fay, thai he and his patriot 
Friends, confide red the Airair, and ijpon looking into it, found k 
iinjnll and wicked, and that there was a Vote of the House of 
CoM?.70NS diredJy againft the deftrudtive Scheme, upon which, 
\i^ and iliey rejected it with juft Indignation and Contempt, And 
1 do believe, that fame Gentlemaa now fees him felf, with Con- 
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ccm, made an Alderman^ a ftalklng Horfcy by which^ Sir Samuel 
hoped to creep at his own Game. 

What are You to hope from Men, who can ufc fuch Mea* 
fares to come into Parlement ? Can You think of chooiing Guar^ 
iiians from among Robbers ? Ajfertors of LHterty frtm among In* 
Jla'vers ? Can a Tyrant, or an U/urfer wifh, or feek for Power, for 
any better Purpofes, than to extend and confirm his Tyranny and 
Vfwrpeaion f You can not fufpedt it. It is not to be fuppofed. 

Take but a View of their Advocates. Among the foremott 
remember, the reverend and pious Mr, Nejbtt, of St. Katherine^s, 
and Monf. Rouquier, of St. Mary's, I need not expofe the Me- 
thods taken by the former to ferve his Patron i Scandal and 
Priest-Craft are his known Engines. The later fends his Ai^ 
derman to thank Eleftors, who never intended to vote for him ; ■ 
and when he finds they give an abfolute Denial, he nicely calca- 
lates the Loffes^ the Voters are to fuilain, that do not vote for his 
Friend. 

Before I conclude this, I fear, tedious Epiftle, I think itnc- 
cefTary to inform You^ that your great Charter, which I tran- 
fcribed and tranflated for your Ufe andlnfoiihation, and dedicated 
to his MAJESTT^ as our Patron and Founder^ and addreflcd to 
their Excellencies the Lords Justices of this Kingdom, I 
pefented to them, in Perfon, at the Cafilcy on tie eleventh Day 
of June laft, has not been, as was expe'fted,' forwarded to the' 
King. 

As.it contained a Summary of the capital Gribvanchs of 
this Nation,, in general, of this City, in particular, I judged it 
muft have been an acceptable Service to his MAJESTT, as well, 
as to his worthy RET^REsfeNTATivE? hi this.Kingdom. ^ I aHb 
judged, it was a Mvilege inherent t6 every St^ibjeftof theft* KiiYg- 
doms to approach the Throne, and to, complane of pablic GrJev- ' 
ances. And I apprehended j that whatever was prefented^ itt' this 
Manner to the King's Reprefcntativirs- fieri, w^tfld meet with no 
worfe a Receptioa from them, than it T^'OuMfrom his Majesty'^; 
rdyAL Hands, Which are always opet'fo' receive the CorfiplaintS 
and to redrefs the Gric^aAces of hii faithfal Subjedls.

Look then about YoUj and fee who among You, are fuch.-^ 
Every Man, who in any Meafure oppofes the Piogrefs of i^y 
and Jufiice^ is an Enemy and a Traitor to his King and Countn^ i 
Every Mail, who obtains an Office by frauds or Force, and exer- 
cifes DomimG?iy or Authority, without a jull Warrant from Lipw^ 
is an IJ fur per: Every Man, who, in any Meafure, ^with-hold^ the 
Benefits of the common eftabliflicd La<wsy or impofesy or exercifes 
La'-jus, made without the general Confent of the People, duly ob- 
tained in a free Parlementy is a Tyrant: And every Man, who 
tamely, or contentedly fubmits to fuch an Enemy ^ to fuch an L^r- 
tery or to fuch a Tyrant^ is a Slavey a. Parricide, a Wretch, for 
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does every Man, \wlio «^f/ for the Election of any of oaxfrefeni 
Aldermen, to reprefent this City in Paikment^ 

No Man fhoald ever do an A6ty for which he can not affign a 
Reafon. What Reafon can any Man give for voting for one 6f 
our Candidate Aldermen ? Are the Aldermen^ chofen upon, and 
who a£t up to, the Principles of the Conltitution? Do they even 
fulfil their Oath^ in promoting the Weal of this City? Have they 
not confefledly robbed it of it's Eftate^ of it*s Revenues^ of it*s 
Liberties, of it's Franchifesf Can they then be fuppofed fit Guar^ 
'. diam, or faithful Agents^ or Reprefentati'veSt for the very People^ 
which THEY have thus undone? Does not every Citizen, who 
knows this to be the Cafe, and *vetes for an Alderman, as much as 
in him lyes^ obftrud bringing our Grievances before the Parlement^ 
where aJone, W« may now, hope for Redrefs ?— ~He diat gives^ 
though but a Jingle Voice, does not know, that it may not be a 
cafting Voice.

them in Parlement ! Look over your Oath, examine this Matter 
well, examine your felves, and eledt Aldermen to reprefent You, 
any where, if You can, confident with the Dilates of your un- 
biaffed Confciences, and with your Oaths. 

Thus, I have endeavored to point out, not whom You Ihouli 
choofe, but whom You fhould not, indeed, whom You can not 
choofe. 

For my felf, I have no Favor to alk, nor any Evil to fear. 1 
have received Honors at your Hands beyond my moft fanguine 
Hopes, or Expedlations ; the generous Applaufe and grateful Ac- 
knovolegements of a brave, a free and a loyal People, infi- 
nitely more eftimable in my Sight, than venal Spurs, or Coronets. 
Did You and all my Fellovj-Subje^s agree tQ grant me the utmoft 
Scope of my Wifties, I fhould confine them to thefe two Points, 
my Friends, be FREE and LOYAL; fince, by being fo. You 
fecure all that is truely defirable to your King, to your felves, and 
to Pofterityt 
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. To promote thefe Benefits^ in any Degree, in any Station, is 
any fole Ambition. A yery finall Share of the Goods of Iife« 
ferve me. And if You» my Fbllow-Cxtizens, do not judge 
me qualified for. the great and imporjiant Truft, in which 1 now 
cSBstAo ferve You, of which^ You alone are the proper Judges, I 
ihall moft contentedly and afliduoufly exideavor to ferve You, dar- 
ing my precarious lAfe, in the humble Station, in which it has 
,pleafed all-wife^ all-juft Providence to place me. 

Fariwell ! and ac^pt thefe Lines, as Hoftages^ for my future 
good BtlwvUr^ as FledMi of the moft fincere Lo^e^ and as true, 
.though fmalli Marks of the great Refpta and unfeigned GraHtude, 
with which You h^ve for ever bound me>

manifeft and manifold MifconduA in the Adminiftration, the City 
muft have been very rich, and to what better, or more juft Pur- 
pofes could her Wealth be applied^ than to the Comfort and Sup. 
port of her neceffitoos Sons ? 

But, what is not lefs difhreffing, though more aflonifhing, is, to 
fee atit free-born Children of Citizens, who are firft intituled to 
every Favor the City can grant, expofed to every kind of Wretch- 
ednefs, to the temporal and eternal Ruin of Body and Soul ?

And, by this Mcan?^, their Children may be bred to fome 
hanert: and a^cM Profellion, fo as to be of U{c to the Public, as 
we if Rs m them fetvcs, without any Dependence upon the aiifmud 
Ho/pi tr.L or free Bchooiy w^hich iis, at prefcnt, found ii^capable of 
holding the numeyous DcpcnJeizts^i the prefent G(H^^rj;prj, who are 
conrtantly prefcrcd to the Citizens, and to their Children, liqwever 
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ittg cue; and We ihoald hare imbarqued in the Execntionof this 
Projedl fooncr, had We ndt waited for a convenient Opportunity 
of making it public, with Intent to receive the Senfc of the Public 
upon, and their Alfiftance in, the Scheme. 

Fo R a Foundation to go upon. We are obliged to the Oehero£ty 
of a Gentleman, who has given many lafting Proofs bf his pri- 
vate and public Benevolence. This Gentleman offers, as foon as 
a Society is regularly formed for the Purplbfe, to give the fiill Re^ 
ceipts of a Benefit Play, and four Concerts in the Great Room iil 
Aungier- Street, 

If We may judge, from the general charitable and benevolent 
Difpofition, which has, of late, fo univerfally prevailed in this 
City and Kingdom, We can hardly fail of raifing five hundred 
Pounds, by this Play, aiid thefe Concerts. Every Perfon, to whorii 
We have hitherto communicated out" Schexhe, has promifed to 
contribute to raife a prefent Fund, and afterwards, to fuppbrt the 
Loffcs and Expences that hiuft fleceffai'ily attend the laying out 
and calling in the Money, by an annual Subfcription. 

So that, there is Room to hope, if this meets with the deferved 
Encouragement, it may prove the Foundation of the moft ufeful 
and extenfive Charity in the whole Kingdom. 

For my Part, I can not confine my Views to the fupporting th» 
laborious, induftrious Citizens, onely ; but, my Hopes are fofan- 
guine, that I perfwadc my felf, the Funds maft rife to fuch a 
Pitch, that We (hall, in Time, be able to eredl Schools in the City, 
for the Education of the Children znd Orphans o£ reduced or decayed 
Citizens; to give them Apprentice Fees or Wedding Portions^ and 
to allow fome fmall annual Penfions to aged and infirm Citi^ens^ and 
their poor Widonxs. But, at firft. We muft confine our felves, 
folely, to the lending fmall Sums to the Induftrious onely, until 
our Funds become confiderably enlarged, and firmly eftablifhed. 

The great Neceffity for making this Provifion, for the Comfort 
and Support of the moft ufeful and valuable Members of Society, 
and what a moft extenfive and excellent Charity, this, under pro- 
per Encouragement and due Regulation, muft prove, are Matters 
fo evident, as to make it more tedious, than neceflary,. to expatiate 
further upon the Subjeft. I ihall therefore procede to the Scheme 
for raifing and difpofing of the Sum. It is propofed, 

I. That a Society be formed, to be called, TmiSocietv for 

SUPPORTING THE INDUSTRIOUS CiTlZENS OF DuBLIN. 

II. That this Society (hall confift of all thofe, who (hall contri- 
bute five Pounds to the Funds, or fubfcribe to the annual Contri- 
bution of two Guineas. 

III. That the Society, in the firft Meetjng, ftiall choofe. /«wo 
Stewards and four Guardians, to. continue one Year in Ofiic^,: 
aod fliall, one Month before- the Expiration of their Qfiices, pro- 
cede to the Eiedion of others to fuccede them, giving the whole 
Society Notice of fuch intended Election, two Days "before tKe 
Day appointed, in a printed or written Sunvmoivs, vitAst^^^'^v^'^

Vh That, in order to prevent the MifappHcation ot this Ch- 
riiy, no Perfon's Clame will be received for the Loan of any SaiHr 
but fuch, as produces a Certificate under the Hands of the Mas- 
ter and VVaHdens of the CcrpQrathnj to which he belongs, thai 
he is a Fnem^in of fuch Corporation, and follows fuch or fucB a 
Blanch of Trade ; and a further Certiiicate, under the Hacds of 
the Minijhr Or Curate, and of both, or one of the Church-Wm- 
ikjis^ of the PRrirti, in which he lives, or» in Cafe of his being i 
Dijhtitert under the Hands of one of the Miniftsrs^ and one (ff 
more of the Elders of the CongregatioOj of which he is a Mem- 
ber, attcfting him to be, to their Knowlcge, an h^meftj fohtr^ n- 
gular^ dlltgsnt and induflrious Tradefman, or Arttfan, of fuch or 
fuch a Trade, or Profefllon, and an Houfe- keeper, or Lodger in 
fuch an Houfe, in fuch a Street^ and in fuch a Fanih. 

Vn. Tha*] anyPerfon, producing fuch a Certificate, and giv- 
ing fufiicient Bail, to be approved ofby mt of the Stt^^ardi and 
/T^Lff of the Guardimist at left, for paying what he borrows, by the 
weekly, or monthly Payments, /i'f 5{7a>/y Ihall prefcribe, fhall be 
intituled to borrow from the Society, any Sum, at the Difcretion 
of the Stenjuards and Guardians y not exceeding ten Pounds. 

VIII. That the Treafurer fhall neither pay, nor lend any Sum 
of Money, without an Order from the Stewards and Guardians, or 
three of tliem, one of the Suivards to be always one. 

These are the Heads of fuch Regulations as have occured to 
me. I thus commit them to your Hands, in hopes. You will 
tranfmit them, by your Paper, to the Public. I alfo hope, it will 
not be deemed foreign to the Intention of. The Censor, nor below 
the Dignity of your Office, to take thefe rude Hints under Confi- 
deration. And if You will be fo kind, as to give your Thoughts 
upon the Subjedl, with any Amendments of your own, or your 
Cprrefpondents, upon the Scheme, they will be moft gratefully re- 
ceived and acknowleged, by the Society, in general^ but, mor«

TH E R £ is nothing ihews the Freedom and Happinefs of 
any Countiy, fo i&ongly, as the Manner in which public 
Juitice is adminiftered. And, there can not be ftronger Indicati- 
ons of a corrupt and declining State, than the BaU^ Denial^ or 
Delay of Juftice. 

Whoever refle6b on the excellent Syftem of Laws, which our 
wife Forefathers have provided for this Country, where no Crimi- 
nal, however high and mighty, is exempted from the Penalty of 
the Law> and where the loweft and meaneft, has his Liberty and 
Property as ^nnly circumfcribed, and as ibongly fecured, as the 
greateft, muft be aftonifhed to fee fo many Rai^ of Men running 
openly counter to Law and Juftice. 

You can hardly fall into a Company, in which You will not 
hear fome Complaints of this Nature. One is kept out of a 
Debt^ an other out of a Legacv, a third out of an Eftate, by fome 
great Man, who has fuperior uitereft and Influence, while others 
are vilified, (landered, infulted, ai&ulted, robbed, and yet, are 
obliged to bear thefe barbarous Treatments, as lefs and more tol- 
lerable Evils, than going to Law, which by the poorer Clafs of 
Men, is now jufUy called, tbrowiug good Money afterbody that is, 
certain after uncertain Treafure. 

Look into our public Streets, there You daily fee Nufances 
crowd upon Nufances; many are fcarce pailable for broken Pave-* 
ments, hidden by Filth; while, in fome of the principal Streets, 
the unwary Pa£enger is often reduced to his Choice of two Evils, 
being run over by Carriages, or rifquing the breaking his limbs^ 
or "Necky into a Cellar. 

Yet do but complane to any Neighbour, of any of thefe 
Grievances, Yon will find none ignorant of the Method of Re- 
drefs; You would think nothing eafier, than puniflung f uch Tranf- 
grefTors, and obtaining juft Satisfii£tion. But, You will find it 
©nely fo in Theory: For, ^ when You come to the Pradice, You 
will foon difcover fo many Obftacles and infurmountable Diffi- 
culties, that You will judge it better, to acquiefce under the firft 
J-ofs; and, in Faft, if You re|^aid ^vax.^ Ixwvettd^ v&i^'^diSfl^ 
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alone, which moft well-bred Men do» Yon will find it fo upon 
Trial. 

If Yon come to zSk, who detains your Rights opprefles, or 
abufes Yoa ? Ten to one, it is fome pnvi/eged Man» fome Man of 
great Fortune, which never fails of giving height, Intereft and In- 
Jf Hence, in and out of Courts; — a Relation, aprefent, or quondam 

Footman, Follower, or Dependent of my Lord Juftice 

or Alderman Touch him, who dare! — Who made a Cellar, 

or other dangerous Nuiance in, or Incroachment upon, the public 
Streets, or high Ways ? — You will find it fome of the fame Stamp, 
that You may break your Neck, or your Fortune, before You can 
touch them. 

I HAVB known a Country *Squire horfe-whip a Citizen in his 
own Shop, becaufe, he would not truft his Taylor. And he could 
obtain no Satisfadtion: The Sherifs were his Bottle Companions^ 
the Suh'Sberif was his Fofterer, or Pander, and if We go to higher 
Offices J it will be found, he had an Intereft there, that no Shop^ 
keeper cpuld fhake. 

This Spirit, by long Impunity, is fo far encouraged and aa-< 
thorifed, that every Boohy, backed with fuch Intereft, fwaggers 
and fwears, ** Damn me. Fellow, but I'll heat you." 

This Humor is, of late, raifcd to fuch a Pitch, that You may 
hear fome of thefe brain lefts Out-Lanus fwear, they would beat 
any Printer, that dare print any Thing they did not like. Never 
were poor People in greater Jeopardy, than the Printers of News- 
papers, in this City, ^"ring the late Rebellion, and the laft Wars. 
Men, of all Parties, of TLllFaSiions, of all Countries, were to beat 
them in their Turn, if they did not like the News. And even, 
fi nee the Peace has been proclamed, a Gentleman has come to the 
Shop of a v^ry eminent Printer and Bookfeller, whofe Afliduity 
and Integrity in his public Profeffion, and his good Deportment in 
private Life, juftly intitule him to the Regard of his Country- 
Men and Fellow-Citizens, and in a moil impudent, iniblent and 
hiwlefs Manner, abufed and afiaulted this Citizen, for no greater 
a Crime, than inferting in his Journal, a well-attefted, filly, in- 
oiTenfive Paragraph of Country News f 

But, thefe are little Trifles, in which. Gentlemen, it feems, are 
to be indulged. Why then, fhould not thofe of higher and more 
honorable Stations, commit Enormities of an higher Nature, with 
equal Impunity ? For, though Bears do not live on Bears, nor 
Wohes, yet, in the great Ocean, tht fmall Fifty are Food for the 
great', and if Men become LEVIATHANS at Land, they mud 
prey on Men alfo. 

Let Us but take a fhort Survey of all the neighbouring Towns 
and Cities. We fee nothing but Devallation and Ruin. — Why 
not r It was done by the Gre at ! 

If We confider the happy Circumflances of this City, what 
Pains have been fpared by the Great, to bring Us to Slavery 
and Deftrudtion? That We have efcaped the Cunes of Sodom and 
Gi^Morrah, V/t have Reafon to fear, \s oVw^xa ^vejry /^t ^o * 
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poor brdcen Remnant of, righteous Men, for whofe Sake, im- 
pending Vengeance has been hitherto ftayedl 

Look into the Councils and public Adminiilration of this City, 
there You will find, Party, Fa^ion and Self-Intereft^ has wrought 
Confufion and Diilraftion, and brought the whole Corporation to 
Beggary ; while We are, on every Side, befct with thofe Vultures^ 
that \ye in wait, to make a Prey of the carion Carcafs of a poor, 
diftempered City I 

To point put all thefe, would require Volumes ; We (hall there- 
fore pod -pone it, for the prefent, to come to the more immediate 
Objedof this Paper, ^tSale^ Denial^ SLad De/ay of public Juftice. 

In one Part of the Town, ^ dignified Gentleman coUedls and 
raifes a Dung ffill, of an immense Size, ta the extreme Annoy- 
ance jof the whple Neighbourhood, who were, unfortunately, not 
accuftomed to, and confequently, not as good Proof againd, the 
Doxious Fumes ^d Vapors of Pirt and Corruptio^Ups his Honor. 
An other, hums feveral Kilns of BricJ^, amidft the Gardens and 
Dwellings of the Inhabitants of thii City. — What could a ^urktjh 
Enemy do worfe to a befieged CityF-^Hzve We L^ws againft thefe 
Ij^ufanccs?— Do We not pay Judges and other M^giftrates to exe- 
cute our Laws? — Have We not four Terms^ and three or foUr 
Commiffionsy befides four Quarter- Sejfons, every Year? — Have We 
not ten or twelve different Grand Juries in the Year ?— Yea, with 
Aldermeny Baronets^ even great CamHdateSf to their Foremen t-^ 
—Have We not Bherifsf — Ay; and a Sub-Sherif tool— And fliall 
We not bring 0^»4fer J to Juftice?— Yes; your little Rogues! — 
But, thefe are /fonora^le axid right honorable Tran/grejbrs : Hufli! 
not a Word of them ? 

But, of all the Difficulties thrown in the Way of JufHce, there 
are none more remarkable, than thofe given the Direffors of the 
Watchy in punifhing the word and moil dangeroi|s Rioters. 

Every Body knows the Ufe^ and Piirpofes of the fVatch. And 
it is not to be imagiped, that any Set of Men c^n ))e got to do 
that Duty, if they be not afTiired of the Protedion of the Law, ia 
all Points. Yet, though no Men are, or may be made, more Ser- 
viceable to the Public ; though qo Men run greater Rifque of 
Life, or Member; yet, none can, with greater Difiipulty, obtain 
Protection, or Satisfadion. We have thefe unhappy Wretches 
frequently miirdered in our Streets, and their Blood fet at nought ! 
We have them infulted, aiTaulted, wpunded and maimed, and can 
get them no Juf^ce, pr Repafatioof 

I HAVE known feve^'al Watch-Men go before the onely aSiing 
Retailer of Juflice in the City, to give Information of Riot, Blood- 
Jhed zxidi Battery, SLnd Street-Robbery; but, this Monopcli/er of War- 
rants, influenced by thePrefence of a noted Vfurer, who was con- 
cerned, peremptorily refufed to do his Office, and bad the Watch- 
Men compound with the Rioters and Robbers, 

AGENTLEMABiof high Rank and Station, who generally takes 
his Recreation in fome of the Night-Houfes^ x)ti^xViO«. VS»k-^ ^^ 
t)ie Face, like licenced Stewsy in St. Marys?^\^^ xiciQj^^x. '^^.^ 
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fally out of one of thde Br&thehj to prote^ two Friitf^w-Iii\ 

who were purfued thither by the Watch. He a/Taultcd theC^jfj- 
^/f and feveral of the WAttb-A^en^ and wounded aeie dangcro^j 
in the Head, with hb Sword. 

The Di r ector* to whom the Return of the Wutch was ma^c^ 
drew the Ejcaminations of the wounded Man onely, judging oitc 
Example enough^ to deter thefe frequent evil Pra^ices. Sufpeft^ 
ing the above-mentioned Hahhtrdaihsr of Jufticc, he chofe to go 
to thofe of higher Rank. Butj wnfortanatctyj me yves a Relation 
to the Offender^ and would not fee the Dinit^r^ and an other de- 
clined taking Examinations agalnH: a Man of Rank and Dignity, 
without giving him previous Notice, unlefs he had the Diie&oni 
of the Government to do fo. He then, defpered of getting any 
one to take the Examinadons, when he refolved, for once, to ay 
the City Juflice; who, to his Siirprife, fwore the Examinantj and 
granted the )^^ant, his judicious Clerk had tilled, without re^d^ 
ing either. 

THEGfiUTLEMAifconfulted a j^/^/ Attorney, who put him in 
the Method of foiling the Law. He picked up the Watch-M^^ 
gave him a Guinea, and made him fign his Mark to a Paper. Oa 
this, the well-pra£tifed Attorney drew a Releafe, with this notable 
Addition, Jkat the Mark's Man fwai /brcfJ^ Sj I'hreats and frr 
-mifes of the Direftor, /t? gitvefi(€h Examinatiim againil his Will and 
Inclinations. Yet, though this Forgtfy was proved by the Watih- 
Man, upon the Attorney^ before the whole Body of the Drre3^s, 
and afterwardb, fo folcmnly proved to the Grand yury^ that Ehey 
immediately found and returned the Bill; yet, this GentUman was 
called into Court, and without examining any Witnefs, but thofe 
to the Forgery y who were very prompt, he was in a mofl exemplary 
Manner fined, to the full Sum of Six- pence, SterL 

I SMALL trouble You, atprcfcnt, but with one Inflance more of 
this Kind. Some Gentlemen took it in their Head to cxercife the 
Army upon the Watch \ that is, to employ the Forces, the Public 
pays, for fupporting the Civil Power, to it's Deftrudtion. There 
were feveral armed Grenadeers and Drums, with divers Volun- 
teers, drawn forth againft feve^l Watch-Houfes, in the Parifhes 
of St. Warhurgh, St. Joy^/r, and St. M^zry. F^^^/f, ^</ Men, with 
blunt Spears, or Poles, were not long Proof againft firpngy young 
Felloes, armed with F/W<?r>f J, Bayonets, CutlaJfes?ind/mallS<words. 
However, the Fight was bloody and obilinate, and though feveral 
of the old Men were worfted, and came off with many Bruifcs 
and Wound?, the Principalsi of the AfTaiiants were taken, the M 
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fired the Coft of the Suit fliould be payed by the TranfgrcfTors, 
and fome fmall Satisfadlion given the injured Watch- Men, fomeo 
whom were incurably maimed. 

To this, no reafonable Man could objeft. The Gentleman 
feemed fatisfied, and all was to be happily determined The Suit 
is now near two Years depending. It has coft the Parifhes near an 
hundred and fivety Pounds, and they can fee no Profpcft of Satis- 
faction j Judgement and Execution being put off from one Term to 
an other. 

While the golden Article in Magna Chart a, Wb will not 

SELL, DENY, Or DELAY JuSTICE, OR nRiGHT, TO ANY, WaS 

kept up in capital Letters, in Courts of Law, and ingraved on the 
Hearts of Judges, Juries, and other Minifters of Juftice, fuch 
Complaints as thefe, were not to be beared. But now, nothing, 
but the immediate Interpofition of the Legiflature, can obviate the 
impending Ruin of the State. 

I HOPE this will be a fufficient Apology for the DireSors of the 
Watch laying down their Offices, as Riots and Tumults have fincc 
been multiphed, and there arc no Means fufficient or efFedual to 
protect the Watch, or to redrefs their Grievances.

THE glaring Abufes complaned of inourlaft, have naturally 
led me to a ferious Contemplation on that affedling Subjedt.

Manner and Form, as the Great dircfted; nototherwife? when 
the iiigheft Offenders have been acquitted, and the moft innocent 
coti^iBmned, at the Pleafure of Power! and, whciv ^\i^\^^^ xsr-^jl 
i0^AtLLEMEiiTs, the greatcft and bcft B^3 1.VJ K^YL ^1 ossx^ux^^^-^ 
Tiss, have become the pajpve Pupils o£ M«wm Km^wS^-* f o» 

O o o 
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htg Hor/es to Siate Paacken, Tooit for the under-minitigt inJlcad «f 
Props for the Support of, the Conftitution \ 

Who has the Ufe of Refledljon, and a Spark of Love for \m \ 
Country, or has taken a cool Thought for it's Welfare, that ca:i 
not recite many Inftances of thde baneful Abuies? Who, tb^.: 
has Manlioodj can eniimerate them, without a bleeding Heart i: 
Who, with any Senfe of Liberty and Lotalty, can dedisc 
complaning a^nd fueing to the proper Powers for Redrefs ? 

The E'vih, whicU y^^r^ caHbrily, and, in Partj expo fed in oar 
laft Paper, were thofcj that arofe from the Saie^ jyemai and Bdin 
of Right and Jujlice. 

Whoso EVEJUj from any Caufe, or Confideration, \s ever fa 
nightly inflrumental to the S&kf or BarUringy to the Demal^ or 
Objirudim-i to the Belay^ or Foft-pumn^, of Law, or JvstkEj 
commits an open Breach of Magna Chj^rta; and the Crimt 
rifes in Degrees, from the Sub-Sheriff or Crkr of the Court, to 
him that fittcth onthchighep Bench. Eut^ in Juries, whedier 
Grand, cr Prtiy, it is the high eft Crime imaginable : For, if tk 
LaNy, which is not onely; the Subject's BbjJT Bihth-RighTj but 
his moll fccure Helmet and Shi eld, be alienated, or witK- 
drawn, We are left poor^ indeed, as well, as ^wmk and ^effmtkfii 
and Wc mutt readily become a Pjrey to the voracious Jaws of the 
fiift Shark that offers. 

But, however gricvoias and diftrefsful, the Sale^ Denial, or 
Delay of Right and Jnfilcey may be found, it is more tollerabic 
than the con t vary Abufe of the Law, oppre£i>tg^ robbing and m 
Jlaijing the Subjeft, under the Color and pretended Sandlion thereof 

Who has not beared a blundering Country Jujiice, in Imitation 
oi his Betters, fwear, Fll fend him to Jail y F II commit him. Sec. 1 
have known one of the annual BaJJas of a great City, threaten to 
fend his innocent Neighbours to Jail, when he could aifign no bet- 
ter Caufe, than, that they were not complaifant enough to his 
Coach- Man, or would not pay Homage to his Houfe-keeper. No- 
thing has been more common, with fome of this Clafs, than de- 
nouncing Chaiiis and Ne^-Gate to all that difloblige them, or do 
not pay them fervile Reverence. It is a trite Story of one of our 
Lord Mayors, that he put a Man in Confinement for faying. May be 
fo, in Irifj, and releafed him, for faying it afterwards, in Englijb, 

One Mr. Cur tin, an inofFenfive, honeft, poor Man, was com- 
mitted to ATi^^u-G^-/^, by one C? A*, one o£ the knighted, erminedN'A- 
Liins of the perfidious Miniliry of the late abufed Queen Anne, 
kept there, clofely confined, ahoi'eaYear, and then, without any 



ra^r of die reputed Criminal. He was loaded and gallied witii 
Irons; he moved to be brought to Trial, or bailed; but was abfo- 
lutely refufed, and no Body pitied him. He was kq>t in clofc 
Confinement, fome Months, and then cUnuUftinely difcharged. 

What did thefe Meafures want of a Pofijh Inquijtiion^ but 
Tools for Torture ? I will not hefitate in pronouncing the latere 
one of the higheft Violations that could be offered the Liberty 
and Rights of the Subject. If this Man was innocent^ it wad 
wicked, it was abominable Villainy to deprive him of his Liberty^ 
to charge him with Crimes, and give him no Opportunity of prov- 
ing his Innocency, by bringing him to a fair, open Tnal: If he 
was guiity^ it was doing Violence to the Public, in general, to let 
him efcape condign Punifhment. 

What has poffefred, or infatuated many of our Magiflrates and 
Juitices with ^tfalfe and tyranniad Notions, that the sacred and 
INVIOLABLE LIBERTY of the Subjcd: depends upon their Pleafure, 
I know not. And, yet to my Aftonifhmerit, I find nothing more 
frequent in the Mouths oifomejuftias^ than Threats of Imprifon- 
ment. 

If You do but complane, or rive Information, with felf evident 
Truth and Right, to ayi^mV Magiftrate of any Crime, or Mif- 
demeanor, of an inferior^ though it ihall be the palpable Sale^ 
Denialy or Delay of Right and JufHce, You are threatened with 
Goals and Dungeons, by the inferior, before his Jitperior can take 
Cognifance of the Complaint, or Information. 

I HAVE known a Man of Buiinefs hauled through the Streets of 
a great City, by a f(ife, confilting of a Suh-Sherif, Conftables, and 
other Court Ofiicerfl, and dragged before an awful Tribunal, with 
as much Rage and Vehemence, as if he had compafied the Death 
of the King, or that wliich fome Men think more traifohable, the 
Expuljion of a MINISTER; there dreadfully examined and in- 
terogated, in order to make him criminate him felf, leaft other 
Evidence fhould be wanting; and after f<xne la^wlefs Threats of a 
Goal, permitted to go privately home; but not until all the Town 
were terrified by the tremendous public Example before made. 

Is this Liberty F Is it Lanju ? Is it Juftice ? Is it not perfecuting 
upon the infernal Principles of the Inquijttion ? Would You not 
judge that fuch Magiftrates lived, as if there werfe no King over 
us ? — No wonder, when fo many live, as if there was no God. 

I HAV£ fomewhere beared of an old Woman, who found Fault 
with her re'verend Son's Manner of faying Mafs. When the Priefty 
to vindicate his Charadter, offered to hold her a Wager, he per- 
formed that Office better than fhe could. 

Does not this bear fome Analogy to a tertaih great Gentleman^ 
who having been bred to, lived and promoted by, the Law, makes 
public Harangues to (hew, that he undeifbinds his Prcfiffion in all 
Parts, particularly Magna Charta, better, than a certain illiterate 
Citizen, who has en&avored to acquire, as mocK Kbo^Is^ <^ 

O o o 2 ^^ 
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the Law, as would cnabk him to do tha Duty, and to preferv 
the Rights, of a Subjefl? 

I HAVE the utmoft Refpcft to all the Offices the Founders of our 
Conlbtudon have inftituted, for the public Adtninjftration, andGo' 
vernment ; and. as I carry this Refpcd to a Degree of civil IdQk- 
try, by paying Reverence to the very Garb and Etifigns of Magif- 
tracy, fo I mull ever grievoufly lament, when any Men cr£ep into 
thefe Offices^ the great ones, cfpedally, and fiom reaJ, or wilfd 
Ignorance, or from any other pervcrfe Caufc, run counter to ihc 
glorious Inftitution, 

While Jujiices keep withia the Bounds of their Offices, no 
Man will pay them more Venerarion than I; but, when they 
tranfgrefs, and invade my Liher.ty, or Propektit, and that 
they muft do, when they annoy the meanell of my Fellow Sub- 
jedts ; I am galled and wounded; I moll feel, and, as far, as I am 
aathorifed by Law, I will oppofe and obftruft them ; and if I m%y 
not obtain the Benefit of the LaWi J will give Vent to my Grief by 
Utterance, and call Heaven and Earth to witncfs, that I am no^ 
through Choice, or Confent, a S/^m^e. 

I HAVE before recited a Part of the 29th Chapter of H^ry IITs 
Magna Ch/irta; I /hall here beg Leave to recite it, at fkll 
Length, and defire the P EOPL E> the Origin and Spring of 
Sovereign Power, to confider, who bcft underftands and ob- 
ferves this Chapter, the gkeat Confirmation of OUR HE- 
REDlTAh'K OUR INDEFEABABLE LIBERTIES, 

No FRE EM AN sti ALL BE taken, or imprisoned, or 
DISSEISED OF HIS FREEHOLD, OR LIBERTIES, or 
FREE CU ST O MS, or be out-lawed, or exiled, or 

ANY OTHERWISE DESTROYED, NOR WILL WE PASS UPON 
HIM, NOR CONDEMN HIM, BUT BY LAWFUL JUDGEMENT OF 
HIS PEERS, OR BY THE LAW OF THE LaND. WE WILL 
SELL TO NO Man, we will not DENY, OR D£F£R TO ANY 

Man, EITHER RIGHT or JUSTICE. 

Moreover, We think it proper to inform all CJ^ief and Put/ne 
Jiidgcsy all Jiiftices, S her if 5, Bailifs, and all other Magifi rates y 
Peace OJiccrs, or Minijlers of Juftice, that by the 95th Article of 
Ed^vard IV's Great Charter, none of them may pre/ume to take 
any Citizen of Dublin, or imprifon him, whilll he can procure 
fujjiclent Bail', unlefs, for Felony, or fome other enormous Crime, 
for which he may not be bailable. This will probably be looked 
upon, as newDoftrine. But, it is Law, and therefore, deferves, 
nay demands, Attention.

Hencb, it h plane, " That no Man, can be deprived of his 
Liberty, but by the Authority of the knonvn Laivs ; that no Man 
can be difpoffefrcd of his Freehold, his Privilegesy or Fortune, or 
depri'ved of the Benefit of the LaiUy or banijhed his Country, or 
otherwife deftroyed or oppreffed, or condemned, in the King\ Bench, 
as C^^ expounds this Article > and confequently, not in any infe- 
rior Court, but by lawful Judgement of his Peers*, that is, by the 
FREE Verdict of a well qualified Jury 5 -according to the kn<ywn, 
ejiahlijhedhanjjs,'' 

While this is obferved and enforced, what can an honeft Man 
b and a loyal Subjed have to fear ? Let galled Jade txjince j let digni- 
t Jied Villains tremble ; he muft (land firm and fecure, who refls up- 
2 on the Foundation of the national Conftitution. When that is 
7 blown up, who would wifh to (land fecure upon the horrid Ruins ' 
\ I KNOW to what fuch Magiftrates, as make arbitrary and ty- 
i rannical Strides over the Laws, muft truft. And I muft take the 
J Liberty to explane it. 

z When any high Juftict fays, to an innocent and loyal Man, 
** Do you kno^w that I could commit you to Prifon?'*^ He can mean no 
y more, than an AffaJJin^ or other armed Ruffian, who ihould fay, 
'i " Do you kno^w that I could roh you, or put you to Death f"*"* Whoever 
13 are thus queftioned, mud anfwer both, in the Affirmative. The 
^ one may deprive You of Liberty, which is your political Life ; the 
J; other may adually deftroy your natural Life ; and yet both may 
fi poflibly efcape the Law, and You may never obtain any Repara- 
;j tion, or Satisfadtion. In both Cafes it may be impoffible to make 
; Attonement to the Injured ; and it may be as diiiicult to punifh the 
^ Offender ^within, as the Offender ^without, the Law. In the one 
f Cafe, the Law in this Kingdom, has not as yet explicitly provided 
^ an adequate Punifhment for that unpardonable Crime of a Ma- 
, giftrate, falfe Imprifonment ; in the other, a Bribe to the Clerk of 
3, the Croijun, to make a Fla'W in the Indictment, Inter eft with a She- 
rif, or Sub'Sherif, to pack a Jury, or a Treat to a Grand, or Petty 
■i y«ry, which are no new Devices; to fay nothing of the Favor of 
^ higher Powers, brings off the other Malefa&or, not onely with Im- 
^ punity, but with Honor ! 

"[ The Criminals of the former Call, lay great Strefs on our 
K having got no Habeas Corpus Ad in this Kingdom. But, it is not 
r difficult to fhew, that he, who prefumes on the Color of his Office, 
to imprifon an innocent Man, without legal Information, does no 
better than he, who breaks a Statute, becaufe there is no certain 
Penalty prefcribed^ or who fins, becaufe he dreads no temporal 
Punifhment, 

There is no Principle in our Law, more firmly and univerfally 
eflablifhed, than that no Man has a Right to annoy an other. It is 
not alight Offence, it is an irreparable Damage to deprive a /r^f 
Suhje£i one Moment of his Liberty. 

When the Power of imprifoning Men was firfl vefled ii\ ^artU 
iiular M^giftiates, it was not fufpcdled, tVvax mv^ <:o\jW«s^^'^^^^ 
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incxpreflively wicked, as to abufe that Powen But, 

fatally evinced the contrary, I 

When tyrannical Kings, or corrupt Minifters appointet! thofe 
that were moft likely to prove the moil pliant and fupple Syco- 
phants and adive Tools for the eftabliihment of arbitrary Po*tr, 
Judges^ We Taw Men in thefe Offices, who looked upon the Fw- | 
phy as made for the Mmarch^ and to be, upon all Occa£oQ^ fi- 
crificed to the Tyrant's Luft. 

Such Jtjdge.s have We generally had under all the antico«ifti- 
tutional Kings of thefe ReaJma, and under wicked Minifter^j m 
all Reigns ; but efpecially under the three firii of the Stuarts. 

Happily for Us, CharU^ U. hadaot Courage to complete die 
Schemes of his Anceftors \ for^ on the contrary, though couufdld 
by as great and wicked Judges, he dreaded his Father *s Fare, and 
therefore^ yielded to the Demands of the People, the chief of 
which, was the Habeas Ciorpus A£l. 

There ^rc three Things fpecially provided for by the fsnda* 
mental Principles of the Laws of Engiund; Lire, Liberty wA 
Estate, or Property, 

Next to ufs^ Liberty muli be Man^s chief temporal Concern. 
As Liberty in^y be called, poiitka/ Lifei fOj Cf^nfintment^ or Impri- 
fonment may be looked on, as palitjted Daoth. The Law of ^ff^- 
land, is a Law founded on Wifdom and Mercy; it mufl therefore 
at all Times, and upon all Occafions, principally favor and rcgtii 
Liberty. 

For til is Purpofe the Common L^nv has jufily provided the Writ 
of Haheai Corpus, as a Means, whereby fuch, as ihould be un 
jiiftly confined, may obtain their Lihfrly. 

But, this wife Provifion and Security to Liberty^ wa^ foiled 3nd 
fruftrated by mm/pt Judges^ hafe Shfrifs^ cruel, extorting Goalm, 
and othej infamous Miniitersof Juftice, 

The Judges, in many Cafes', pretended and afTumed a difcrt- 
tionary Power of granting or denying his Writ^ at Pleafure. And 
Sherifs and Goalnrs feldom failed of putting the poor Prifoner to 
the Delay, Troubles and Expence of an Alias and Flurigs^ chat ij^ 
a fecond nnd a third, before they would obey the firft Writ^ tbere 
being no IVnalty till the chird; and after alU the Judges would of- 
ten allege J that they could not take Bail ; becaufe the Party was i 
Prifoner of State, or any other Reafon more fuitable to their /^r/- 
•vate hite-'-rji^ or Imii nation. It is not therefore to create a Titule 
tothisWrii, which being an orh^.tnal Writ of Right, is not, 
hy Rights ox L^iiv, to be denied to any; thatthis Aft was made, to 
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^ight ? Will a good Magiftrate deny the Subjeft any one Benefit of 
ithe Law, becauie there is not exprefs Law to punifli the Magiftrate ? 

No Me n are more to be revered, than the Judges, They arc 
the Reprefentatives of the King upon the Benches. They are the 
Phyficians of the Community. Before them the Diforders of the 
Members of the Body Politic are to be layed open ; and from their ' 
Hands, due and adequate Remedies are to be expefted. Their 
Power is tremendous but to Tranfgreffors onely. 

Bu T, if the Kinv can do no Wrongs which is a Maxim in our Po- 

* licy, it will be hard, that his Subftitutes fhould be allowed to tranf- 

* grefs with Impunity. Judges are but Men. Every Day's Expe- 
*■ iience fhews, that they have Difeafes and PaiTions, AfFeftions and 
B; Prejudices like other Men. And it would be quite inconfiftent with 
^•^ the Principles of our Government to fufFer them to err, or to 
^ tranfgrefs thl? Law, to the Prqudi^e or Subverfipn of the Inftitu- 

tion. 
:?j ' I HOPE, I am not cruel ; and yet, rather than fee the free and 
312 LOYAL Subjects liable to be dragged to Stocks and Dungeons, to 
heavy Manacles, and galling Fetters, to Inquijition, to Sla'very, to 
Mi^ Death, onely to gratify the lawlefs Luft of unjuft Rulers, or cor- 
es,: i-upt Magiftrates, rather than tamely fee our Judges become Ty 
■r rants, and, by arbitrary Procedings, overturn our happy Frame of 
cirQovernment ; I would fee them, like the wicked Perfian Judges^ 
t fleaed alive, and their Skins ftuffed, to make exemplary Cujbions, 
inftead of eajy Wool-Sacks, for the Benches of their Succeffors. 
M^* Thank GOD! We have fome Judges, that adorn our Courts 
Ki of Juftice, who muft prove Ornaments to the higheft Tribunals. 
Men, who know and reverence the Law. Men, who fear G OD 
■ f and honor the King. Who patiently, and meekly hear, prudent- 
^i|y weigh, and wifely, indifferently, equitably, determine the Suits 
bf all Men ; without any Refpeft to Place, or Perfon. Whofe 
" J. Sentences are fo irrefragably, fo evidently juft, that the Cafi Suit- 
n ers are not only content, but revere the righteous Hand, that 
E3 ligned the Decree againft them. What Encomium can be too high, 
^ J what Honor too great for fuch Men ? It would be Injuftice to coi^- 
•m. ceal, though to moft it may feem unneceiTary to mention, whom 
^oi We mean. Yet, We muft do Violence to the Modeffy of thefe 
Hi- f truly Great and Patriot Judges, as well, as our own, and let 
btf the moft Obfcure know. We are yet hleffed with a Joscelyn and 

la Singleton. 
^ It may be hoped. We have more of the fame Caft j but, as 
^ Aey are unknown to me, I muft let thofe, who have Penetration 
1^ enough to difcern their Virtues, do public Juftice to their Merit. 

' I wiih I were qualified for the plealing Talk, 
s-r All I can fay for my felf is, that 1 have infinitely more Satif- 
y, fadlion, in bringing Virtue than Vice, to Light. As I have no- 
thing to afk, or to fear from Men in Power ; I fhall always c^«.«. 
lil the Right of a Freb Subject, in making a iy\?axiQa.OTv. oi O^^- 
di racers.

TH E Declcnfion of the two greateft Commonwealths* tin , 
are mentioned in Hiilory, the Athenian and R^man^ is g»^ | 
rally afcribed to the Faflion of the Nobles ^ to the Carru^tji}nQ!^ 
Cornmonshw and to the Holencc of numerous Standing Jirmia. 

Whjl'Tt the People were hidujiriuus and TemporaiCj they woe 
r R E B . Wl 11 1 e they were free^ t hey w ere t he Arbiters of the E irta. 
The Ftites of Empires and of Kingdoms were in their Hand^; loi 
they weighed them in the Balance of Juflicc and Integrity, for* 
titude accompanied ihem to the Field ^ Clemency foftened the Ri- 
gor af War; though Vii5tory always attended their Armies. Th^ 
Wealth of the Public was the chief Care of every Individual ; W 
the Glory of the Commonwealths reflected Lufixe on their Sons. 

But, when extenfive Conquerts raifed extenfive Defires, Luxo- 
ry ftole in; and, under the fpecious Maik of Pleafure, enjlai-i^ 
them, fiifl; to them fehes; and then, their Hearts being corrupc, 
they rtfadily fell a Piey to the worlt Set of Wretches, that God is 
hii Wrath even Tent to perfccute a pcrverfe Nation. 

REFLtcTioN on the pafTed, naturally leads the Mind to a Ke- 
view and Coniparifon of the prefent Times ; and no Period is mfltc 
'emarkable, or can more jufi:ly demand our Attention, than that in 
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'lioii, as weU, as it*s Union in one cdmmon Intereft with Great^Sri^ 
tain, that open Intercourfe with other Nations^ common to the 
Continent, is cut off; the Neceffity of expenfive Alliances, requi- 
fite to feparate States> and being expofed to the DiilrefTes of 
neighbouring Armies frequently waiting it*s Fields by Marches^ 
and it's Towns by Plunder, are happily prevented. 

As it muft draw it's Subfiftence from Trade, provident Nature 
feems to have deiigned it's Ports for the Store-houfes of the weft« 
em World. You ftiould have Fleets to export your Commodities, 
and to import Wealth from all the Comers of the Globe. 

Your Conftitution is the nobleil Improvement of human Reafon. 
Speculation might, indeed, go higher; but Speculation reduced 
to Pradice muft ftop here. In this are united all the Advantages of 
all known Governments; it ought therefore to feel none, or very 
few of their Evils. While our Prince is a Patriot, he muft be 
the GREATEST Monarch; becaufe he muft command the Affec- 
tions of a FREE People, which alone ca^ make him fuch, and 
his Subje£b muft be the happiest People in the World ; becaufi^ 
nothing is neceftary to that End, but a Patriot Prince. 

Yet, We often find the greateft Evils arife from^the Mifapplica- 
tion of the greateft Goods, Would it not be aftonifhing, under 
fuch a Government, to fee all thefe Sleffings turned into Curfes ? 
To fee the Public poor ! the People enflaved ! Jufticc openly fold, 
delayed, or deniec^ ! and Li/e, Liherty, and Property y of Confe- 
quence, infecure ! To fee one Clafs needy, wretched and opprefT* 
ed ? An other pining in fplendid Begeary f and a third rioting in 

Opulence and Luxury ! To behold your Nobles adopting the 

Vices, inftead of emulating the Virtues of all Mankind? while 
your fole Confolation is, that their Ignorance makes even Vice 
more deteftable I To fee public Offices publicly bought and fold ! 
and no Purchafer made accountable to the People for the Abufe of 
Office, or the Negleft of Duty i 

Whi NEVER a Nation finds it felf in fuch fad Clrcumftances, in 
order to a fpeedy Remedy, they muft look narrowly into the 
Caufe of their DiftreiTcs. 

Whrnce can fuch Calamities arife? ■ 1 ihall not atprefen^ 
point out the Caufe ; but 1 will endeavor to lay open the Source, 
whence, greater Miiery, if poflible, may follow. 

Pa RLE mints are the Vitals of our Conflitution ; but, the Inde^ 
pendency of Parlements alone isthegreat5«/war^ of our Liberty. 
While the Members continue free, unenflaved by Corruption, un- 
influenced by Power, We can never behold this a fallen, a depeil- 
dent State But, if this great Barrier fhould once be invaded ; if 
your out'centries i)\o\M be lulled afleep, or defeated ; if inftead of 
a branje and independent ParUment, You fhould ever have the Form 
onely ; nay, if the very Form fhould be fet afide, and nothing left 
but the empty Name ; if your Laws, far from being direded to 
the Profperity of your own Country, fhould be calculated to fecond 
the amlwtious Views of the Mlnifter of a neighbouring Nation, or

' the fordid Views of a ^ti^fy Mack-Ptitrtoti whom that Mhi/er}d 
made the TtM^^/ of Regal Authority; if, under the bell mod^M 
Commonwe^ikh, no Traces of good Government Jhould appear:, 
if ever Yoq ihoatd live to fee your Country reduced to fuch Ci: 
cumdances, wh.-it will then be the Duty of the Subje^ ? Is €tct 
Individ uaJ to chime with the Times ? Is he to run into errrj 
Scheme and Mode of Corruption and Slavery, that promifes to 
promote his private Gain, regardlefs of the finking, the cxpirjig 
Commonwealth ? Is he to reverence the Tyrants, who thus over- 
turned the State, and confirm their Bondage, not one] y, on the pre- 
Cent Race, but intail it on Generations yet unborn ? If this coal4 
be the Caie, it were in vane to e-\poftuIate, in vane to remontee. 

But it can not be : Until there be a general Depravity of Ma* 
rals, a total Alienation from Virtue, a People can not be compleic- 
ly enilaved. While a fmgle Man is left, who dares oppofe Ty- 
ranny, by aflcrting the Laws and Liberties of his Country* sm 
cxpofing the Abuies thereof^ and Incroachments thcretipouj !ei 
them come fandified from what Hand they will, the Light of li- 
berty can not be totally extinguished. And whije there are my 
ready to embrace and fupport it, it muft be extended and fecurd. 

The diiljngiiifhing Happinefs of our Frame of GovernmKC 
arifes from this Confideration ; that, when by any Means the Cki- 
fticution is reduced, or broken, nothing is wanting to a Rcftora- 
tion, but the Virtue of the People, 

Th e flavifh Dependence of Parlements muft ever be produfe 
of heavy national Calamities. But, as this Dependence is prirrci- 
pally derived from the Degeneracy and Corruption of the People^ 
lb muft the Refto ration of Freedom and Independence in Parle- 
ment be alvva)*^ wrought by the Regeneracy and Purity of the 
People. 

Parlements are, by our Conflitution, created by and for the 
People, A Pariemcnt created by other Means, upon other Prin- 
cipItSj or for other Purpofes, deferves not even the Name. ThoEi 
of the former Mould alone can be looked upon as the Reprcfen- 
tatives of the People, as the Security of our Rights and Libcrdes: 
Thofe of the later muft prove the Bane and DeftrufVion of both 

VVhilht the People are fenfible of the Happinefs of their 
Conllitution, itii to be prefumed, they will be fr^e, they will be 
i^'atchful and tenacious of their Kights> ready to oppofe Law and 
Jufticc CO Opprcfiion and Wrong, and bold in uttering their 
Complamts. Then, all EiForCa to enflave them muft prove incf- 
feaual. 



^^ tionwill be necefTaiy to examine what Incroachments have been 
"ju^ made, and how many are threatened. 

J. It is a lamentable and undeniable Truth, that this ConfUtu- 
-* tion is not fupported in it's full native Purity and Excellence. Ma- 
'*; ny obvious Grievances are loudly, univerfally complaned of j and 
^; that they have long flood unredrefTed, can onely be attributed to the 
7"; general Corruption and confequent Ignorance of the People. 

An Enquiry into the Cauie of this general Depravity, will be 
^; likely to lead Us abroad. It is not improbable, that your Neigh- 
^' bours, knowing the natural Strength and Riches of this Ifland, 
'^ and perceiving their own Declenlion, under the Influence of pri- 
^* vate Regard, Luxury, and Avarice; determined to check your 
•f growing Greatnefs, /efi the incenfed Beafi Jhould one Day fall ukder 
'*^ lis Burthen^ or thro^ its galling Rider. The Means have made 
1^? the Caufe more probable, and the EfFedt has been adequate to 
"■• both. Corruption was employed to do the Work; when it's 
J^ Power had been well proved at home. The Infedion came in- 
^. duftrioufly wrapped in Ermine, Purple, and Lanvn ; and unhappily 
- found a Climate not unprepared to receive and nourifti the baneful 

* Weed. Sham-Patriots were employed to explane away your 
»' Rights : Prelates, who bowed onely to the molten Calf, expounded 
■; legal Subjedion into implicit Faith, and paj/i've Obedience : and 

* mercenary^ corrupt Judges, refined y^icr^^/ Right into Expediency y or 
Con<vcraency y or fubftituted their own per^verfe Will, or the Die 

' tates of their bafe minifterial Mafters, to Law, Justice and 
Mercy : Luxury threw out the Lure, Corruption raifed her Stand- 
ard, and the Populace enlifted under her Banner: Dijiemfered 
Branches were daily tranfplanted from the old, ^vitiated Stock, and 
nothing was wanting to complete the Projeft, but to advance, into 
the firft Employments, a Set of Men, poffefTed of Cunning, to de- 
ceive an infatuated People, and flavifti Meannefs to do the Jobbs of 
neighbouring DireBors : While the Plunder of the Pvhlic was the 
Reward of their Induftry, it was eafy, in corrupt Times, to find 
Men of this Stamp -, and, by fuch Men, this unhappy Nation has 
been fcourged for feme Ages pafled. 

However, the feveral Princes, nor the whole Britijh Nation, 
can be juftly accufed of this nefarious Project. It was the Work 
of their corrupt Minijrers, who involved Britain in the fame Ca- 
lamity : For, while their Hirelings rooted out every Tendency to 
Liberty in this Kingdom, fhe was permitted to enjoy the Shado<w of 
it, onely that fhe might appear to be comparatively free. From 
this Source your natural Calamities arofe. Hence, that Confufion 
and Diforder in your Policy ; and Injuftice in your public Proceed- 
ings : Hence, Po^^erty and OppreJJion ; hence, frequent Murmurings 
and Complainings in your Streets, . 

How nearly it concerns every loyal Subjed, every honeft Man, 
to throw in his Mite, to reclame this univerfal Degeneracy, by ^s 
Zeal to animate, and by his Steadinefa to coiiteii\C\%^^^tf3vw ^>oi^.

Hano^enan y the former^ however venerahlc^s 
but a Name, and the later can be no Tyc ; but, becaufe, I ccmt 
der him as a coftsTiTuxioi^AL Kjng. Unhappily for You* h 
is too far removed, to fee your Mifery^ or hear your Cojnplainti : 
The Mift, which environs a Court, too often hinders Princes frotn 
diftinguilhing nearer Ohjefts, and few States -men have Honeih/t? 
difpel, or fuiFer it to be difpelled. 

But J however grievous your Calamities may be, it is no fmiJ 
Confolatioiij that the Corsftitution has given the Means of Rcditis 
into your own Hands. A brave and independent Parlemcnt, cm 
not oneJy, remedy paiTed Evils ^ but fupport You again ft all Uxm 
Aflaults. In a limited Manarchy, where the Prince perperaillj 
refi de 5 J h is p a t R i o x S p i a 1 t c an , fmgly , ch eck Cor ru pdon ; !«■ 
caufc, ajuft Diftribution of Offices and Dignities, and a gcnero^, 
noble Courtj will convey the Virtues of the Monarch to the lo^d^ 
of his Subjects. But, in a Government like yours, where tif 
Image oi i)\^ Prince is onely reflected, and that by a thoufantl /j^'f^ 
Mirri^rs i fhould a Tide of Corruption overflow the Kingdom, id 
feize the^^rj^w^ Councils of the Nation ^ the onely probable VLttd' 
is to he ex pe tied from the Peopll : For, GncCsmtcili^ herdttdr-, 
and likely to adopt the Principles of that, which gave it Birtiii 
the eiber is fubji^dl to daily Changes : It is the Crci^thn of i^-t 
People; and a free and resolute People will ever make i 
refiilute and upright Council ^ 

If your prefent Parlcmcnt he free, how greatly does it concfra 
You, to fee urea Continuance of that Freedom! If it be cornf, 
howcvideiitly is it your Dutyj how greatly mu ft it tend to your 
prefeiU and future Iniercll and Glory, to ieize every Occafion of 
advancing to that Dignity, Men^ wkofe approved Abilities qualify 
them for the Talk, and whofe Heady Virtues muft ftrike Awe into 
Guilt. 

From a wife and good Parlementj what BleffingB are too greai 
for ExpeQation ? — Let Reafon contemplate a Frame of Govern* 
nientj where every iVIovement is duly iittedto promote the Harmo- 
ny of the whole Machine; where the PajistCE fits at the Htii 
onely to move ih.c peat Sprin^j ; and, through the Founcain5 
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Siikffentially inherent to vour Conftitation, however they might havd 
iicbeen fometimes with-neld^ or fupprefTed by a corrupt Adminiflra« 
iition. Freedom is your Birth-Right. He that with-holds it 
^fiom You, in any Point, in any Degree, robs Tou, robs the Com^ 
hmnmity, robs the King. And he, that tamely giv«s it up, on the 
ttsDemand of any Man, is a S/a've and a Traitor, 
Ki There can be none among You ignorant, that many grievoas 
IcShocks and Wounds are given the Conftitution, through the Sides 
^iof the feeble and defencelefs, by the opulent and powerful. Mod 
nt[of You have felt the oppreffive Hands of Meii, who clame a Pri- 
^vilege to plunder and to tyranife with Impunity. From thefe You 
^ can neither obtain Satisfaction, nor Security, but in Parlement; 
and, while You have a Parlement on coniHtutional Principles, 
... you can never fail of Redrefs of national or private Grievances. 
^£ Un d£r fuch a Parlement, the People may hope to fee thofc 
jij'liappy Days, when the Spirit of Virtue, like the^'/^/zrof Ithu- 
jg iiiEL, Ihall reduce the G I A NTS of the Earth to their proper 
•^. forms : when thofe, whom You have been long taught to adore 
^ us Gods, ihall J^'nk into ravenous Beafts^ and ^€v[ famed Wifdom 
i- »ppear, but infamous Cunning, H. L.

NO T H I N G can be of greater Confequence to a trading 
Country, than well regulated Markets. But, they are more 
efpecially neceflary to a Country, which can onely fubiift by the 
Sale and Export of it's Manufaftures. 

It fhould be the inceflant Care of all Well-wifhers to fuch a 
Country, to prevent every Degree oi for ejial ling, ox monopolijing 
the Staple Commodity, or any Part, or Branch of it, or any J^Ia- 
terial, or Uteniil neceflary to the ManufaAure : For, the fewer 
Hands any Commodity pafles through, the cheaper it muft como 
to Market; and no Country can have Aflurance of felling her 
Wares, in any foreign Market, longer, than fhe fends better and 
cheaper Goods to Market, than her Neighbours. 

While the ^oo/wzManufadure was regularly and freely carried 
on in Great-Britain and Ireland, they fnmifhed all the World with 
Woolen Cloaths of all Kinds. The Conteft between the two Na- 
tions, was onely who fhould bring their Goods beft and cheapeft 
to Market. The generous Emulation made each exert her felf, 
and the Confequence was, that, as both v/«c ^\^TvX\^\iJ^^ ^mY^\^^ 
ffyNatare with PFool, and as the Mauu^?i&\Mct ^«&^<»Bii^5J^'^\^^'^^ 



carried on with Spirit ; none other Nation atteropted more, tka 
fupply them fclvcs, and even m that were not able to fucccde. 

Then Laws were made to rcflrain, or prevent the Exfonsm^ 
of IFaoi, to hinder the fecting up of foreign Matiufaftures in ti 
Way, as well, as to keep the i^'i?o/, at a moderate Price, at Ho; 
leH the Rates of the home-manufaftured Goods jnay be enlaisi'! 
cd, and the l>ale, thereby, embarafied. 

But, when the %ngUJh Mtnijlry h^cwcae corrupt and miiMjui 
the Pariement^ ^enai and hafe^ the infernal Do6lrine of fuhjfdk 
ene free Kingdom IQ an ether ^ was broached, and readily prevaili 
at Court. Then the People of IreiarJ^ being harrafled atui hrt. 
Icen with a ruinous War, were unable to grant tJie Subfidles, h 
Mimftry unjuflly demanded s and tberefore, they were iniquitoel^ 
\y fild to the Ckathkn of England^ who, for a ftlpulatcd SuDitf 
Money, got that moll tyrannical, that moft iniquitous Acid' tie 
iDth and nth ^f mr grmt DtH^erer King William III, of|Ji 
rhu^ and immortal Memary^ with feveral Others of the like Soudej 
in the fame Reign, framed and paffed In England i whereby, m 
Exportation of all Manner of W^oalen Goods, or Manufachirt^ 
from this Kingdom, is pofitively prohibited, under thefev€^tliF^ 
Jialties, Nay, previous, perhaps, preparatory, to this, the £x' 
portation of Fuller s Earthy from Engiund to Ireland^ wa^ jnO- 
hibited. 

Thus £??^Ajw//, by Imj^ltft^ to Us, arhitrafy^ Fsrcf^ wki 
ihameful Mi^n^foly of the li'mltn Mantifafture, The necef&jr, 
the fitjil Coniljquence of which, wa& foon manifefled to the ha 
and Difgrace of England. * 

A; many confiderabJe Trads of Land in this Kingdom cantt 
applit-H to none other ufeful PurporCj than Sheep-lf^a/^s ; no Law, 
even of Inland-, can compel Us to lay them wafte and ufeHi 
Plow much \^h then are We ttj be bound, by the Laws of anodie: 
State, to whom Wc owe no Sort of Subje^lion, or Obedience; navi 
to whom, the yielding any Subjeftion, is againlt the eftabhW 
Laws of our Country, as it muft be againft the Confej^t of the Pss' 
plii which is the generic Charatlcnftic of Sla^try ; and conititattt 
a Crime not lefs than Traifin / 

What was then to be done with all the Wool of Ir-dandf^^ 
Why our T:Efk Ma/lers gracioufly permitted us to fend it to a/^^v 
fmall 'iQ<v:7ti in Engliindy where they mi^ht fix: what Price, they 
would, upon it. And thus, by denying Us the common Benefits cf 
Nature^ thofe^ to which, as an liland, Wc are equally indtu 
With Britahu particulaily, that of a free Sale of our Com mo 
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Guard de Cojtast not lefs than twelve in Namber, were appointed 
to cruife about our Coafls ; not to protedl our Shiping, but to pirate 
upon them. But, as the Law of Nature mufl in the End conquer 
and fdnnount all contradiAory human Laws and Reftraints ; when 
Woolen Goo6:&coM\d, get no Vent, unwrought Wool found a ready^ 
though ftohi Paffage, to foreign Markets. The unemployed Ma- 
nufadlures foon followed. France and Spain wanted no- 
thing more, to enable them to vie with Britain and Ireland in this 
Manufafture. They got our Wool to mix with theirs, and our 
Hands to woA them j and have now eftablifhed fuch Manufadtures, 
as are able to out-do the Englifi^ and under-fell them in all the 
foreign Markets. 

Thus, by attempting to monopoUfe^ they have undone that 
Trade, by raifing to them felves, luch powerful Rivals, a« nothing 
lefs, than reftoring a free^ Woolen Trade to Ireland^ in the Bene- 
fits of which, England mufl ever be a Sharer^ can poflibly fubdue. 

As We are thus cramped in our Trade, being allowed onely the 
Benefit of the Linen ManufaSurcy in which We have rxvTXiy fa'vorite 
foreign^ as well, as Britijb Competitors, We can not be too careful 
and active, in oppofing all Means, that may tend to the fending 
it under any Difadvantages to foreign Markets. 

Nothing has bad fairer for a lafting Foundation for this Evil, 
than the great Difcouragements landed Gentlemen giye their Te- 
nants, in fetting them but fhort Leafes, at exorbitant Rents. The 
World muft have more Virtue, before an adequate Remedy can 
be provided for this deftruftive, growing Malady. 

The next Evil to be dreaded, is eafier of Cure ; that is, the 
foreftalling and regretting Flax, Yarn and Linen. How can a Piece 
of Cloath be fold in a foreign Market to Advantage, which has 
been jobbed and bartered through ten or a Dozen different Hands^ 
before it comes to be exported ? The Linen Board may eafily ap- 
point Officers to reftrain, if not pirevent, this baneful Pradlice. 

But, the utmofl Care, in thefe Inftances, muft be fruftrated, if 
all Degrees of, and Tendencies to,^ Monopolies^ be not obviated* 
This can never be efFeftually done in this City, while the Linen. 
Market is confined to one narrow Place : It is not at all difficult to 
conceive, that a Set of Men may combine and engage all the Goodft 
coming into one narrow Market; and that they may fet a Price 
upon them, under which they (hall not be fold. It is eafy to fore- 
ice, what Confequences this muft produce. But, the means of Re- 
drefs are as obvious ; extend and diverfify the Market. Where 
there are more public Marts, than one, there is leis Room to dread 
this Evil. The cheapeft Market will have moft Buyers, and all 
will vie for the quickeft and greateft Trade. 

The Inconveniences of being confined to one reftrained Market 
for Tarn in this City, has become juft Caufe of Complaint to all 
the Manufacturers of Linen, in and about the City : -For, befides 
the general Evils to be dreaded from it; it is attended with many 
evident Difadvantages and Loffes to the Wearven. 



The greateft Number of Li«m IFea^^s-in this City, are in 
about that Part of the Town^ called, the Liifertj ; moil Pin r 
which arc not lefs, than a Msle from the Un^n-MaU, It is cafji 
conceive, to what Lofs of Time, the poor Maniifadurer 15 o^j 
cd, by the Remotenefs of the Market. Then, let it be coj " 
ed, that the Hoars of the Market are confined. If a poor Marul 
fk^arer has not Money to purchafe at die ilated Hbtirs, or be at' 
of Yarn, at one of the Clock To-day* he mall (land idle, until ut 
Market is open the next Pay, which is not before eight of iki 
Clock, Let any Man compute^ what a Lofs the Public iji ^ 
ral, the poor Weavers in particular, fuffer by this ObftniQmiJ 
Trade, Then, when there is, and tan be« but ODcVamllfo 
ket, may not the Owners of Yarn cf^mbine and fet what Piia 
they will on their Goods \ Could this be fo eaUly done, if ikf 
were more Markets eftablifhed > 

Moreover, Yarn conies into all Quarters of this City, ail 
were it onely for the Convenience of the Country Dealer, dto* 
doQld be a Market io every confiderable Quarter of the Towil 

It Is not without Relu fiance and Fain^ that I am indued ii 
fufpefl any Men of Mifcondud in a public TroA : But, wbft 
Complaints are iliiade againft the great ell Men in the State, tl»f 
ihould be beared and difcuifed for the Sake of each Fafty^ u 
well, as for the Satisfaction of the Public. 

As I have all imaginable Refpedl for the ^ruftees of the Lm 
ManufaUure^ I would not let any Thing be whifpered to te 
Difhonor* or Difad vantage. Many Men have iiinted muchB^- 
fatisfaftion at the vail Sums of Money veiled in the Tntftesi \ t: 
which they do not hear of any Account pafied in Parlement. 
Others are very jealous of the ftroiig Attradtion between Hmritt- 
ta tJtreetj and the Llnm and Tarn Market. A third fay, thir 
Ground ^w^s /fs Jit for the U/e of the Board, as if they h^d htta 
Privy Co jnfellora ; /? W^ that it 'Would he as ^cli for the Public^ tf 
get iZM ufeful, convenient Piece of Ground for a MarJ^el^ at a Pep 
per* Corn a Tear, ea to gi<ve two thoufand five hundred Pounds /sr 
Sine, fo ufclefs and inconvenient, tha^ it is not yet ^ ^iveU kno^WM^ it 
mihatJJfe it had heft heafplied. 

In Juftice and true Regard to the right honor Mc^ right remenni^ 
and honorable Men, who compofe the Lititn Board, I thus apprise 
them of thefe general Jealoufies and Sufpicionsj which I hope 
they will demonftrate to the Public, to be vane and groundlefa. 
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Pirincey or fo efie^ally fecures the Ufi, Liiehfj^, and Propnf^ of 
thcSobjed, as ours. 

Hii MOST 8ACRBD Majesty poflTdTcs none Authority, Power, 
Prifilege, or Pre-eminence, but what he derives from, and holds 
in Truft for, the People ; for whofe good Govbrnmbnt alone, 
and for none other Purpofe, the Regal Office was firil inftituted^ 
and has iince been fupported, by the People. 

The Kino can do no Wrong ; that is, he can not injure the 
Common-Wealth, nor annoy the Life, or Health, take away, or 
ahndee the Liberty, or invade the Property, of the meaneft Mem- 
ber oit the Conmuinity, in any Inflancey in any Degree. 

If thefe Portions hold juft of the Crown, they can lofe nothing 
of their Weight, with Relation to the fubordinate Officers and 
Minifters of the State : The fame Law, that binds the Crown^ 
moft, at left, as ftrongly, bind all that are concerned in the Ad« 
mini^don. 

Every Member of our Community, is in the moft perfef^ En- 
joyment of Liberty, that the general Welfare and Security of the 
Common-Wealth, or Civil Society, to which the fri^vate'Intere/i of 
crery Individual, from the HiOHtsT to xUxcloweft, fkould ever b^ 
fobfervient, can poffibty admit. 

The Life and Property of every Individual i* not lefs fecure* 
Neither can, by any Man, be invaded, abridged, or irijored, ex- 
cept for the common Benefit and Security of the whole Society ; 
as in Cafe of any enormous Crime, ofienfive to the Public, a Sub* 
jedt is liable to lofe his Lije and forfeit his Property ; or, for the 
Support of the State, he is liable to be taxed, in Propordon to his 
AbiUdes ; but all this muft be by his own Confent, in his Repre* 
fentadves in Parlement ; not otherwife : For, We neither ac- 
knowlege, or know any Power, that can lawfully draw from the 
meaneft Subjed, one Penny of his Property, againft his Confent. 
Even the poor, mercenary Sol£er, who is liable to be command- 
ed, by his Superior, to put his Life to the utmoft Hazard, upon 
•very Occafion, can not, by any Authority, be divefted of the 
ftaalleft Pordon of his Property, without his Confent. 

Thus, the Wifdom of the Builders of this great, unparralleled 
Conftitudon, has nobly ^provided for the abifolute Safety of the 
2a*ves of the Members of the Community, and for the Security of 
that, without which, Life could not fubfift, Property ; as well, as 
of thaty without which, JL/^ would prove but a liftlefs Burden^ 
Liberty. 

l^o Man's Life can be annoyed, or endangered, bat by Lamts, 
to which every Subjed has, by himfelf, or his Reprefcntatives. 
-^ffented and confented. Nor can the Lanu be executed in itiflidtin^ 
Pains of Death, until the Party be found gidlfy qf a Crime injurious 
to Society, and contrary to the known, eftabUfhed Laws ; not by 
ihc Servants, or Judges of the Prince, but by the Jndgement of 
: twice twelve *Men of his own Rank, or Degree, and of the Neigh- 
Thourhood, where the Fad was committed $ to wit, tK^ PrefentTncnt^ 
•r Lidifimen/of rAe Grand Jury^ and the FsraiS ol \!!5i^l?cUt I^t^n 



mth tki5 unrpeakaWe PrivilcgCt that tJit Accofcd may c/i/d%, 
or objeA to, twenty of the Pajiel of the PetU y^ry, pfimmpfr 
tiiy, or wilhoat fhewing Caufc, and to a^ us any more, as hcca 
aflign fufficient Caufe^ why they ftould not be bis jft^dg^s ; fodt*, 
btting any Way p^cfonaUy affe^^cd by the alleged Crime; ^d.

Magiftrate, or committed in the Prefence of a yujifc£j ■ no Mac oa 
be deprived of his hibiriy. And Pr&p^iy, as/ubfervteitc asd u- 
tc&ry to both, can not he more infecnre. 
, Ah©, let me not forget an other great Hapj^cfs of our Sete, 
which ^uft intitule otir Govcroiuent» above moA othen, io ik 
Approbatio n and pec ul i ar Prot eflion of Divine P r o v i o i» ct ; 
which 19, that Lihr^ rf Cmfdtn€t^ fo generally rccomEDeBdesi 
and inculcated throughout the sacaED Scelipti/ it£5j is ^11^ 
allowed ; whereby every Man is tollerated to warftiip Gof>, tci^ 
idaaner hu ConCcience diredSr provided, he holds no Toi^t?^ b 
advances no Dodiitve* tending to the Defbuflioo, or SubtifiBi 
flf t^ie eftabii ihcd Syiletu of Civil Society. 

THfiS£ ConfLderadoiu; have rendered om; Cock (Htu don tbcOfr 
jeft of the Admiration, if not of the Envy, of siH foreign Softs, 
that are acqviiiinted with it's many Excellencies. 

But, how would the now, envying, or adiniricg World ^ 
aftonilhed ! could it appear ^ that fuch has been the Depravitv t 
our Nature^ ourmatchlefs Sloth andlrdenfibiiity, that Wehavci 
E?fcil, lorted, or given up chefe incJlimable EmoluinentSj wJiid I 
We derive, 2SQm ind^nfc^fahk Birth-Richt^ under thisglonofi 
Conftitution \ Should* it be evident, tliat the Pcr^erjhtfi and Car 
inftioft of the Magijir^ies has been fucli, that the l^ije, LiS^, ^

the Ignorance, or Defign of a Sheriff the Malignity, or VcM^

He is but little converfant in our Hiftory, who can not produce 
many Inftances from the mofl authentic Records, to prove the 
Truth of thefe Allegations. Many Men know them to be true, 
by their own fatal Experience, whiift others glory in their PioWels, 
in foiling the Law, by the Force of Bribery and Corruption ; by 
which many of iheh/acieji Criminals haveefcaped with bnpunity; 
and many JUtiv-Suits have been protrafbed beyond the ordinary 
Life of Man. 

Whither then docs our vane boafting tend ? What matters 

it to Men enJloFuedy under what Form, . or San£kifiklQ, the Slavery 
makes it's Approaches-? Whatiignifies the Name, PoWer, or X)ig- 
nity of the Govemor, to the wrgtcheJt 'wronged and apprejfed? Is 
it material to him, whether he is deprived of the Benefit of being

<ST corrupt Judge f Thefe Thii^s have been, and may be agaipCj 
and if they be not timely and ef[e£iuaily flopped in their Pj-ogre<5, 
what mull be the neceffary Confequences ?«i«-«SureDefobtiona|d 
!Deftru£Uon ; nothing lefs ? 

Suppose You fee a Man of the moft heal and robuft Confiitu- 
tion, with the utmod Advantages of Health and Vigor, that can' 
be derived from a found Parentage, not onely,. forgetting,. ,or nc 
gle6Ung all the Means of preferving Life, Healdi and Vigpr» 
but running into all the contrary Courfes, into Immoraiity, I«tem- 
perance and Excefs of every Kind, into all JDegrees of Luxftry^ 
Drunkennefs, Gluttony and Riot, would not every Perfon, to hk 
Senfes, pronounce, that fuch a Man could not vxn. out half iiii 
Days. He certainly, has left him felf no better ChoifiCf if ht 
does not feafonably, fpeedily retrench his Sxtravagancei, and al- 
ter his whole Courfe of Life, tban ^ing fuddenty of fome vio« 
lent Difeafe, or lingering out a mdaiich^ Life, ih=Pov»:^, vbA 
the mnumerable and inconceivable Miferies - of a . %foken QGnfiitw 
tion.

The Mifer, whofe Bene- 
vxdeoce extends not even to that narsow Span, him fel^ contemns 
tiM heart-fek Joys of him, who confidcrs Wealth, Qiily as a Foun- 
tain deigned to.diffnfeitfelf in various Chani^els, tonouriih andenv 
xichla buren Soil. , :

Hb afledb to praife PoyHings*s Law, when, to all Men of Senfe, 
it appears abfiird, iniquitous, and our greateft Curfe, though it does 
not make Us fubjedi or fubfervient to Uie Briiifo Le^flature, as he 
insinuates: For, at the worft, it onely ^ves the Kin^t Privy-Coon- 
dl, a Negatinfe on our AAs, which nught before have been pafled 
in our* own Parlement alone.

But, are We to be governed 
by the Laws of England, or the Laws of Ireland? Determioe, 
wife Appellant; for, lure We are not to be fubjedl to both. Or, 
pray do y(Ai imagine, that the bountiful People of England con- 
. tribute to the Encouragement of your Linen-ManufaSure, or to 
your Charter-Schools, to nouriih and iupport an Herd of tame Slowest 
and to keep up 2L.Nur/eiy of fuch?— Vane Thought! They jnnft 
ever love and like you the better for being free, and fuppordng 
yoar Canftitution, as a Bulwark and Barrier to theirs.

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' Now, I have gone through this elahorate Af^ah and beg Leave 
to appeal, in my Tum> to the People of Ireland j as well as Eng- 
htmdf even to the Jppettanty whether he has not bilked the Public, 
With the pompous Titule^page of his ^«//)r Pamphlet? And, whe- 
ther the Author of the Censor, and the Gentleman he is pleafed

Because, King Ednvardlll, in the 29th Year of his Reign, 
ordained, for the Quiet and good Government of the People of 
Ireland, that in all Cafes whatfoever. Error in Judgement, Re- 
cords, and Procefs, in the Courts of Ireland, ihall be corre^ed 
and amended in Parlement in Ireland, 

V. Because, a Conqueror, by the Laws of England SLud of Na- 
tions, having Power to introduce what Laws he will in the con* 
<}uered Country, and King Henry IL purfuant to that Power, hav- 
ing introduced the Laws of England^ and particularly fhat of hold- 
ing Parlements in Ireland, the Houfe of Lords in Parlicment in Ire-

a good and lawful Jurifiiidiony otherwife, they would havebeei^ 
by oar Anceflors, who were zodons Aflertorsof their Rsghts, bng 
before diis, called in Queftion. 

VII. The Order, declaring that the Apoeal was Coram mm Je- 
Mctf and nuU and voU, will call all other jodgementa and Decrea 
in Queftiony under which, many Eftates haveoeen pnrchaied> fet- 
tled and enjoyed, which will be of fatal Confequencei to matay Fa- 
milies, and create Difcontent and Diffiuisfifiion in that Kingion. 

VIU. Because, the declaring the fayed Appeal to heOnmmn 
JuMcif •ndnniiznd'uoid, ffaikes at, and tends to, the DetroAioB 
of the Jurifdidion of this Houfe: For, /rrAW having mbms&Tmi- 
mmUas Curias f rout im Jnglia^ moft include the high Court of ?a^ 
lement; and facing an exad Pidbire of tl\je high Court of Park' 
ment of England^ if they can not judicially hear and determine Ap- 
peals, Writs of Error and Impeachments, it may be from thence 
alledged, they can not here. 

IX. Because, the Peers of Ireland had little elfe left thembot 
their Judicature, which, if taken away, will be of little Eftem 
there, many of the Peers of England^ having fome of thdr Ti- 
tules of Honor from that Kingdom. 

X. Because, this Refolution (bikes, at, and abridges, the Kiiufi 
Prerogative in Irelandy all Appeals and Writs of Error in hat- 
ment, being Coram Rege in ParUmento: And therefore, t!bde 
Words, Coram nonjudiciy take from the King, the judicial Povo 
which is given him there. 

XI. Because, it is the Glory of the Englijh Lavt^s, and die 
Bleffing attending Englijb Men, that they have JufUce adminiflered 
at their Doors, and not to be drawn as formerly to Rome by Ap- 
peals, which ereatly impoverifhed the Nation: And, by this Order, 
the People 01 Ireland m\x^ be drawn from Ireland hitYieTy wheofo- 
ever they receive any Iniuftice £rom the Chancery there; by whicH 
Means, jpoor Men muft be trampled on, as not being able to come 
over to ieek for Juftice. 

The Danger of altering^ changing, or leflening a Confr 
tution, for above 500 Years unfhaken, or fo much as called in 
Quefbon, in any one Thing, the Cuftom and Ufage of Courts, be* 
inethe Law of Courts, may occaiion the Defb-u^on of the Whole. 
The judicial Power of ^e Houfe of Peers in Ireland^ in criminil 
Caufes, by wav of Impeachment and otherwife, may, bythefiune 
Reafon, be called in Qneftion, as their Judicature in dvil Caufo, 
which will encourage evil-difpofed Men, efpedally thofe in Em- 
plo3rment in that Kuigdom, who are generally very arbitrary, to 
a£fc wickedly: And the better We prefervc the ConfHtution of In- 
landy and of thofe Plantations dependent on England^ the better 
We fliallprcferve our own; and tney will be a Barrier to oun, to

: but aUb acquiefced in their Jadjgen^^nt, it oa^^t not «ow to be

^ Xiri. Because, this taking away the Jurifdifiion of the Lords 
. Hoafe in Irelanid^rnxf be a Meant to difquiet the Loxds there, and 
-iifappoint theKing*s Affiiin. 

=^ XIV. Because, the judicial Power of the Houfie of Lords of 
"P^lreUmd, is, in no Refped, altered by an Ad of Parlement. The 
^Statute of the lothof Htmy VIL Cafiti ^0, called P^mm^A Law » 
ut bnely diredb' a new Form of paffing Bills into Law ; Dut ^ters no- 
tithing of the judicial Power: But neither allows or:enables them to 
o maJLe the Laws as they pleafe. And this will, as well hold zpaxA 
c^ijlJie Junfdiftion of this fioufe, which ought not to be iuffered.

They are, ffleac Teachcn, wrkofa we can 
hear, without Dread, and praife, wichoat Envy. IMEev«^ the 
Reafon, why thefe are found jnort inftni£tive than -theommon 
Method of Precept, is, that a perfed %yktm ef aoral Duties 
feems too difficult for Execution, and therefore tifcii ffooueatly 
negle^them abfolutely. But, while we read a grrat and good 
Charader. we ^dforaeduag within the kaowii Reach aiKi Uim^ 
pafs of Human Nature, which, sR OAce, chamn and engages, 
and raifes a noble Emulation, whkh prompts us co equal, aiM if 
poffible, even to excel it.

There is a Delicacy in the Writings of that Author peculiar to him- 
felf, which can be fcarce faintly reprefented in Tranflation. His 
Language is familiar, as themoft ordinary Difcourfe, and elegant, 
as a flu<£ed Oration. He wrote with the fame Eafe^ with which 
he lived ; and his Works, which were the Amufement of his Re- 
treat from AdUon, refemble an elegant Feaft prepared hj the 
Graces for the Entertainment of the Mufes. He abounds widi on- 
afieded Simplicity, and the Grandeur of his Sentiments, like the 
real greatneis of his Mind, is foftened by a modeft DiiHdence. He 
is the Soklier, the Statefman, and the Philofopher ; and glifflmer- 
ings of all thefe hreak forth in his fmgle Charadler of Cyrus: like 
a true Mailer of Nature, he purfues his Hero from the Field of 
A£tion to the Cabinet, to his very Table and Amufements ; and 
compares the Coi^ency of his private Temper and AScdaxm 
with his public Appearances. He knew, that in great Affairsi 
Men are always prepared, and have an Eye to the Opinion of 
their Spedators*^ and that, in private only, the Soul appears in her 
native Drefs, neither difguifed by Intereft, nor mafked by Am- 
bition.' • ■-----■•• - - 

Having finifhed the Story of his Hero's Deaths he proceeds 
thus to chumcrate his Virtues, 

*' Cytot^ died, confefTed by thofe, who enjoyed his Intinucj, 
** to be the moft plrincely and fit to govern of all the PerftUi 
•* fince Cyrus the Great. For, even in his younger Years while 
** he was trained up with his Brother and other fioys, he was 
<* efteemed moft excellent at every great and noble Taik. 

^* The Sons of the P«yJ^?» Noblemen are educated in the King's 
*^ Court, where great Temperance and Modefty is preferved, and 
*^ nothing ofFenfive is either heard or feen. 

<* Thbrb,! the Boys are taught to obferve thofe who are hononr- 
** ed, and: thofe who are difgraced by the King, and learn, im- 
'* mediately from their Youth, to command and to obey. 

" Hem Cjrm appear.ed to have a quicker Conception than his 
*' Clafs-feUows, and was more obedient to his Teachers, than 
'< thofe, whom Fortune.had ranked below him. 

** Hb Wja$ fond of Horfemanihip, and the beft Manager of 
<« Horfes.v JIc was accounted very eager to learn, and moft pa- 
" tient of warlike Exercifes, the ufe of the Bow and the Javelin. 
•* In the .flower of his Age, he loved Hunting, and fled from no 
•^ Danger in attacking the fierceft wild Beafts. Once he had the 
** Courage, to encounter a wild Boar ; but^ in the Engagement, 
•* was toto from his Horfe, and received Wounds of which he 
<< retainedevident Marks; at laft, he killed the Beaft, and grate* 
<< fully fitixjched the Man, who came firft to his Affiftance. 

*« WnEH he wasfentby his Father to the Government oi Lydith 
^ Greater Phriiia zsiiCafpadQciay and y^a^ made General of all 
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^ the Forces in the Plains of Capksi he dedarc^i That it was 
^ his great Maxim, never to deceive that Perfon to whom, he 
r~ made a Promife or Contra^.. Therefore not only the States 
^„ committed to his Qare, but Individuals alfo repofed Confidence 
V. in him. And even his Enemies had no Reafon to fear CjruSf 
'_' when he had made a Compad with them. 
; *' To thefe Caufes it^ attributed, that in his Wars againd: Ttf 
^ fitfhirmes, all the Cities voluntarily preferred Cyrusp except the 
'l^ MiUJiam, who dreaded him, becauic he fupportcd their banifli- 
"^ ed Citizens : For^ he prpfdTed, and proved by his Adions, that 
'' he would never neglc^ thofe, to ; whom he was once a Friend^ 

whatever Misfortunes ihodd ppprefs them. 
~ *' It was 'evident that he tried all Means of being fuperior as 
well to his Benefadors:as to his Enemies ; land it is recorded as 
his Wifh, that, he ^ prayed to live,, till he mieht out-do thofe, 
that did him Good* and vanquifii thofe who did him evil Offices. 
For this Reafon, Men of the greateil Rank fought to entruii: this 
ifingle Man with the Care and. Cotidud of their FoiTeflions, their 
(Dities, and even their Perfons.;, • 

** It cannot be faid, diat he fu£5bred. evil and unjuft Perfons. to 
infult or to evade his Power, but puniihed them moft impartially: 
For, in the narrow Roads» it was ufual to meet Perfons .de- 
prived of Eyes, Hands, or Feet for their Offences. So that in 
the Government of Cyrus eijther Greet or Bdirhariim might tra- 
vel undauntedly wherefoever he pleafed, and cai^ry whatever 
was neceifary whh the greateft. Secunty. 
*^ It was aniverfally granted; that he belbwed e}|;t]:]^ordinary 

* Honours on Men, renowned in War," His firft Campaign was 

* againd the PiJUUans zxni Myfians^. ;dqnng which Expolition, 

* thofe Men, whom he faw rq^arkable intrepid and fearlefs of 

* Danger, were promoted to the Government of conquered Pf o- 

* vinces, and honoured with other Gifts : So that the -Good were 
'* exalted to the happieft Stations, and the Bad were depreifed and 
.^* made their Servants. For this Reafon, many were.ready to en- 
: *' counter the greateil Difficulties and Dangers, when they thought 

*« Cyrui would obferve them. 

**• If any Perfons appeared to ^ve remarkable Inilances-of 
: *^ Juitice, it was the Bufmefs of his Life to make them richer^ 
** than thofe, that took unjufl Means to accumalate Wealth ; and, 
\ ** while he adminiflered other Afeirs with Juftipe; he had an Ar- 
*' my, that indeed deferved that Name : For, his Generals and 
*^ Colonels flocked about him, not for the Sake of ftipulated 
«* Wages; but, becaufe they knew, it was more profitable -to 
•* obey Cyrui faithfully and well, than to ferve another Prinze for 
** the greateil Hire. If any Man executed his Orders chearfully, 
''he never fufPered his Readinefs to go unrewarded. Therefore^

*^ ceaded f^m Cyrus hi» utmod PofTtMans : For, he wa tievl 
t*^ known to envy thofe, who weie openly richt btit cndotvottJ 
•' to draw fiom thofe who concealed their Wealth. 1 

" Those, whom he cbofc to make Friend*, andkcen^ to bcM 
"' nevolent, and judged to be fit Affociatea in thofc AdHoM^wiyl 
^ he had planned ; to thefc Men^ it is umver&Uy coRfefl5af» 6M 
** he was tnoR aJfoble and fincere. Fbr^ Friends fcemed to him 
"^ neceffaiy, for none other End, than to be Affocktf in

" Though a fm^^Mtn, he received many Prefects for nriaotl

*■ whatever Robe* were fent to him, eidier for War, orOtstI 
** ni«nt in Peace ; it is reported, that hefdd his own Perincodll

'* Jr ia not ftrangethat he exceeded his Friends in goodC&oiB

^ me indeed forprifing : For, Cyrus often icnt Wine to hi$FMl

*' were dear to him. But, whenever he went abroad, where Mi I 
" tjtudes were prepared to obferve him, he called his inU3Ui:| 
*^ Friends about him, and converfed with them in the moll aifentii^I 
" Manner, that he might point out thofe, whom he parcictiWiii 
^* efleemed and honoured. So that from what I haveheardtll

. SvaELT, a Chriitian Prince would not blufh at the Thought ot 
liaying fuch ii Tribute paid to his Memory ; if conftant Maenani* 
auty, nnbroken Faiths candid Courtefy^ Liberality unbounded as 
tt*8 Objeds^ and confummate Prudence^ were once efteemed Jew- 
els, that might juftly blazon the Crowns of mightieft Potentates^ 
they would, at leaft, be deemed Feathers even in the Caps of 
modem Princes. 

It would be unjuft to quit this Subje^l, without remarking the 
Caution, with which Xmophon had difcharged the Debt due to his 
General ; as if he feared^ that Juflice, when Praife was the Sub* 
jc^, would ofFend the very Manes of his modeft Friend. He 
ipeaks with Difedence of that, which he knew to be Truth ; and 
reports^ that he heard from others^ what he himfelf every Day 
faw and obferved« 

If any Reader, at the firft Vkw^ Aould think fome Incidents ia 
this Draught, fuch as his Behaviour at Table, and his Difpofal of 
. Garments, too trifling and unworthy of Relation, they will con- 
fcis after more ferious Reflexion, that thefe are diflinguifliing Or- 
naments. In other Parts> we difcover the Force of Genius, the 
fieauty of Contrivance, and the Wifdom of Execution; but in 
thefe feemingly little Adlions, the humane Sentiments are difplay- 
ed, and the finer Feelings of the Heart; Indeed the Hero dazzles 
and awakes our Wonder ; the wife Counfellor exa6ls our Venera- 
tion ; but the virtuous amiable Gentleman warms and delights us ; 
the Heart 'expands to receive it*s Guefl; he becomes a Familiar, 
another Self, and Admiration is lofl in Love. fi.

Hi s Houfe is rather convenient, than magniiicent. Hii Tr 
Hants and Servants are content and happy. His Garden j a^n! 
all that is ufeful, or curious, which can he produced by Nantf, 
or Art- His Lands are divided and enclofed, fo th^etMcry Fit* 
feems furniflied with all that is ncceflary and deilreable ;^theV 
port or Comfort of tlieir Flocks. His Woods are the Nurierj J^ 
Afiylum of their native Inhabitants, and his Ponds, as weLi 
running Water?;, are 11: o red with aJl proper Fowl and Filbes, il!^^ 
ry great Abund^ince. And, what adds greatly to the Delight i 
til is pleahng ScenL- is, that a!l the Animals within thcfe happt 
Bounds, fcem to have laved afide their natural Ferocity, endith- 
Tliey all fcem to know their Lord and Prote^or; All the Beaflicf 
the Field and the Fore ft, and all the Fowl, fioclc about himj anfi 
all with apparent Love and Graiitudc, awtit the Levee of their 
common i3enefaLT:or, from whofe Hands they daily x^c^wt new 
Inllarices of hih Bounty, And even the intraclable and wary Filhcj, 
are niovcii, from the fame Caufes, to come in Shcals to tho^ Banki 
on wiMth he appears, 

Hs5 PJanracions, which ar^ vcj')' extcnfvve, feem to vie with 
Nature. Every Tree Hands in the iTioil proper Soil and Situation 
for it""^ Health, 1'h?y have all the AifJiance, but never feel the 
Rclhaiuts of Art* V/hence they conllanrly afford the due RcttJra 
of rdl thnriiL;-" hz ^^^y.•^:zB:' 
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well, as copous Mfttter of Contemplation^ but, was conftrained 
to return to this buAling. noify Town. 

Soon after my Arrival, I made a Viiit to one of mine Acquain- 
tance, of quite an other Cail of Mind, in the Suburbs of this 
City. He has a confiderable Garden, and fome Fields well plant* 
cd with Trees; but in them. You can fcarcely fee the common Ap- 
pearances of Nature. The Garden is layed out in the mod ftn^ 
«nd unnatural Regularity. The Walks, of determined Figures and 
Sizes, completely uniform. The Trees and Shrubs are cut into 
^l^ous Shapes and Figures, that look like fo many M^numents^ 
firi^ith^ or St4ttHis^ and the Hedges arc cut as plane, as H'mUs^ 
«n J (ometimes formed into regular JrcMfSt AVrAr/, ^-c* 

He has Ponds, but, they are all cut into recular Figures, of 
S^Mnr^t HixagoMSt O<.7cj[0»i, and the like, ll^e Trees in the 
l«'jelds are ]>lanted in the fame ftiff Order, and fuch a flri6l Svmo* 
fry and Uniformity is obferved throughout the whole, that it any 
Thing Ihould obftruft the View of any Tree, or other Part of the 
Improvements, or Walks, it is painful to the Sight. And, in 
ihort, the whole Labor here, feems to be, not to fil/mw, or im- 

J rove, but to hiJe, or rdlrain, the innumerable and inimitablt 
beauties of Natur&. 

This Contrail to my rural Friend's Improvements, gave me no 
> Imall Difreliih to my City Friend*s Tafte. fiut, this was height- 
ened confidcrably , by obferving his Treatment of the aniipal Crca* 
tion. Of this, I obferved, he was not lefs fond, than mv Friend 
*Njn the Country. He had a curious Colle^ion of various Animals i 
lut he held them all in clofe Durance. His Beafts were all bound 
by Chains, and his Birds confined in Cages, ^of diflerent Mate- 
rials and Manufailiires. Some were honored* with WAvr, fome 
with (hIJftt Chains, or Cages, according to their different Eftima- 
tion in their Mailer's Sight s while others were fecured by Dnu of 
Sfonf, or JfW, or by JV//rr/ of Bnt/st or /r»». Many of them 
were obliged to work for their Livelihood, by turning mufical 
Cages, ringing Bells, and the like. ] faw a poor, gentle GM^

while the llrong and towering J^^j^/r, the /f/Mvi, and the Raven, 
were pining upon Plenty of Gitrkstge, in Darknefs and Inaflivity, 

This unnatural and j^repoHerous Treatment of thefe and many 
other Creatures, prompted me to expoilulate pretty freely with my 
Friend, upon the Occafton. I could not help calling it a down* 
right Jh^0 of thofe good Creatures, which were undoubtedly 
given Us. for very different Purpofcs. That We had a Right to 
apply all thefe Creatures to the Ufes and NecefTaries of human 
I^fe, I readily conceded ^ but, that We had no Right, from any 
Conftderation, to put them to Pain and Torture, by depriving them 
ef Uhrfj forLife^ I warmly contended ^ axui&c«M^^as^Tsc| )nSc-

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fertiorii by the wife King*s juil Maxim, the right ci^m M^n U mn^ 
ful to his Beaft. v 

Mv Friend did not choofe to enter upon any fpcculative htp. 
menc^ about the Point. He fayed, he could not deny whit I b^ 
aflcrted; but he apprehended, all thcfc confinect Crcatur?* were 
happier, than J imagined, becaufe, he was fure they were alkcfn* 
tent: And, as a Proof of their Content, he bad me obferveafjrk 
Song Birds in the AvUfy sLui in the Cuiga^ how they fung id 
{ported moft joyoufly. He fliewed me fcveral of the Beafb Jl«p 
ing, eating, or playing moft contentedly, I replied, chat I wm 
not look upon this, as a fufHcient Proof of their Happinefa; aad, 
that he could judge ofitonely by ihewing them the Difference be- 
tween Cotijiniment and Liberty^ and obferving the Confccjuences. 

Hi readily agreed to make the Fxperimcnt upon fomc BU(h^ 
$in/sp Thrufl>es zxiA Lincts, that had been long confined; thcycoold 
not be got out of their C^tges^ but by mere Force, and moft &f 
them returned back again to their Prifons, while fome few mM 
to their Wings, and got off to fomc Diftance; but, having Md 
their Flight, and jmpared their Strength and Sight by long Coe- 
^nement, they foon fell a Prey to the Kites. 

I WAS a good denl furprifed and flaggcred by this ExpcnwenL 
But, however, I was deftreons to fee tt tried upon fome of the 
Bfftfs, Hooked about, and the moft difconten ted, thatapjjcard 
to jnc, was, a little Squirnfy that wa$ chained to a little wooda 
Den: Though it fcrmed well furnifhed with Ivii'cious F'ood, ar- 
faft nnd wJirnt flctli[ig3 it ran inceffantly about, at the Length c: 
It's Chain, and ftnjggkd with all it*s Might to ^ci/ref. 

No Mtffffiimmj, who, believing the "Iranjmi^ratiQn of Souli, 
might have dreaded the Spirit of his Father, or fome departed Hf* 
To's, heing iniprifoncd ui that Jittk confined Animal, could have 
more c.igcriy prcflcd for the Inlargemcnt of the Squhre/^ than f did* 

As foon as my indulgent Friend confented, I ran to the poor^ 
galled Prifoner. As 1 learned it was very tame, I ventured to lay 
hold on it, and, as quickly as poflible, loofed it's Fetters. Though 
the little enraged and miftaken Fool bit all my Fingers feverely, I 
gave it it's Liberty. — How fhall I repetc the Confequences?— 
The little Animal, naturally the wildell andnimbleft Rover of the 
Fored, that I cxpeded to fee ttaverfmg the Garden, at the left, 
could hardly be drove from it's Den, but ran round the Circuit it's 
Chain had before circumfcrlbed, and there bounced and bounded, 
jull as It had done Ixforc it a Cliain waa taken oli, to fct u at Li- 
ben V ^ 
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=«i they are, for the moft Part, permited to eat and drink their ftinted 
Allowance, to fleep, to labor, and to pafs away their whole Time, 
ir that feme of thcfe miferahle Sla'vesy upon Offers of their Freedom^ 
ft have chofen to rcmane in their wor etched Confinement ^ and intoller" 
iia able Ser^itude^ rather than be fet at Liberty! Some Men, bred up 
ir» to the dreadful Drudgery of working in Mines, in the Dark, n«- 
Jta ver choofc to fee Day-light; it offends their Sight: And, ic is no- 
J torious, that Perfons born blind, who have, in their riper Years, 
ai been reftored to Sight, have received it with Pain and a Kind of 
t: Rebalance, and proved fo diffident in their Sight, that, for fomc 
[g Time, th«y would not choofe to determine, what any Subftance 
% prefented to their View, was, until they had confulted their Senfe 
X of Feeling. 

;£ It is hard to determine, whether is moff eafy, to keep or fup- 
(;: port Man in a perfeft State of Freedom^ or to reffore juft Senti- 
a ments and the full Enjoyipentof Liber tt, where the Principles • 
i, are utterly effaced, by Time and Slavery? 

u Men have always loffed their Liberty ^ by flow and imperceptible 
,^ Degrees ; none could fuffer it otherwife ; and they can bear the Re- . 
covery of it, if at all, in the fame Manner, onely: It is like an 
(, cVil Habit acquired in the Bodjf Natural^ a fudden Change, or 
g Tranfition, though from fiad to Good, is always painful, often 
. dangerous. . ' 

How careful ftiould the Public be, in preventing any Man's gain- 

I ing an Office in the State, who is void of the Principles, or infen- 

fible of the ineftim able Value, of Liberty! But above all, how 

induffrioufly fhould they obffruA fuch a Man's obtaining a Seat in 

Pariement! 

From the fame Motives, the Citirens of every City, fhouId"ex- 
' elude fuch Men, all Offices of Truft in the Communitv. 

However great and confiderable the Aldermen and Commons of 
this City may now appear; however regularly and freely their fe- 
deral Eledions may be performed, and however juftly and honor- 
ably they may acquit them felves in the Exercife of their refpe6Hve 
Fundions, it is certain, they were fome Time reduced to the moft 
abjeft Slaver}' and Wretchednefs. 

The Time has been, when a Set of Men, not exceeding the 
Number of a Quarter of an Hundred, have poffeffed them felves 
of the Effate and Revenues, and 6f the Difpofal of all the Officer 
of the Corporation, of this City ; when thcfe Men called them 
felves, Aldermeny chofe one an Other in Succefiion, and appointed 
the Commons, at Pleafure; when the moft ignorant ^ paffi<vcy and 
fervile, with a few trufty Creatures of Corrupiiow for their Leaders, 
were admited into the Commons, It has been known, that in fuch 
melancholy Circumftanees, the Commons and Citizens became in- 
fenfiblc of their Rights and Privileges, all were poffeffed by the Al- 
dermen, to whom the Commons became Beafis of Burden, It has 
happened by Chance, or the Infatuation of tlie Aldermen^ that 
fome honeft 4«d fomc inquifitive Meu \vwe ^q\ \tv\» \isv^ CAmmom., 
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Ivho learned their Duty and their Rights, 
the one and to recover the other, ana, in fpight to much powciftJ 
Oppofiiion, pretty well f acceded in both ; the Commons were taugk 
their Power and their Strength, and they exerted theni, and prtstj 
nearly brought about a Reiteration of the neceflary Balance of 
Power between them and the AMtrmtn ; and brav^ely contended tor 
a general Re ftoratiot) of their Rights and Liberties* 

Now, if it fhould ever happen, that the Aidermm Jhould bs 
bent upon the Plunder and DeftrmSlion of the City, how are di^ 

to efFeft their pernicion* Projeds? By appointing Q^mmt^ns^ w 

^n&K corrupt^ or ignorant f their moft infernal Schemes mnft be fa- 
dily perpetrated. If fuch Qmmsns flionld ever infeft the T(mn, 

fadden Ruin and Defolation mud jnevitably follow \ How m 

the Citi^iHj to know if thck Commons he Siofves ? By the Cm- 

mens confifting of S^ns^ Creaiuns and FoIIoiu^rs of the Aidtrm^i 
by their runing paj^^ely or aUtwely into all the Jobs and Meaf^es 
of the Aldtrmmi by their not daring to tranfad their Affairs open' 
ly, before the Citi^ins^ but fecretly^ and in the Dark; by do: 
Jlmidering^ vilifying and ptrf^cuting ail honeft^ free Citizens ^ who 
Oppofe Tyranny and arbitrary Fo^w^rf cxpofe Corruptt&n aod ho- 
quity^ and teach the Commons their Duty and their Rights; t^ 
their oppofing every Tendency to Reformation, and, by pre/ericg, 
in general, Darknefs to Light, the furefl Proof of their Deeds be- 
ing evil* 

If €ver You fhould live to be curfed with Commons of this C4 
fuch ignorant f corrupt^ *umali dafiardlyy hiind^ hegoted S/a*veu^ 
will be in vane to attempt a Reformation; the City mull fufferDri- 
fohition, and lye at tlie Mercy of the Legiflature for Re dorado 
In fuch a Cafe, the CUixem Ihould collect all the Evidences of the 
Fraud f Hit gal Procedifigs^ Perjury and Perfidy ^ of their Reprefenn- 
tives, in order to be layed before the Pariement^ Co fhcw the Ne- 
ceffity of reforming or reviving the Conftitution : For, when tlie 
Commons once grow pen'erfe and hardened in their Iniquity, void 
of Senfe, Shame, or Remorfe, they will do nothing agreeable to 
the End of the Inilitution. Vice and Sla'very will alike become 
habitual) and he that would Jtngly attempt to reftore them to 
Rights, endeavor to make confined Beafts or Slaves free, engages 
in an Herculean Labor, without any Profpeft of Succeft, and, at 
th« evident Hazard of his Ci:edit and Reputation.

To the Freemen of the City of Dublin. 

My Brethren, 

THERE is no Knowlege fo difficult to attain, as the Know- 
lege of Self: We view the Conduft of Mankind through a 
different Glafs, from that, with which We take the Profpeft of our 
9twn Anions, The former. We examine, generally with Rigor, 
too often with Malevolence. On the later. We look favorably, 
and pafs Judgement> for the moft Part, with Partiality and Prejudice. 
Self-Preservation is a Duty, and it's Connedtion with all 
our Adlions, is warrantable, is reafonable, is laudable; but, too 
•ffcen. We fee, that the gilded Pretences of adling from that Prin- 
ciple, are no other, than a fpecious Out£de, and a deceitful Color^ 
for the Indulgence or Grati£cation of our Weaknefs or Paifion. 

The Mind of Man is adtive, and is ever in Purfuit of fomeOb- 
jeft or other. Where the Obj^dl in view, is virtuous, the Purfuit 
18 praife-worthy, and deferves Succefs. Where it is otherwife, it 
«ught to meet with Oppofition, from all good Men. 

I AM led into thefe Obfervations, from a Review of the prefent 
Commotions, with which this City feems to be affefted. I fhall 
not trefpafs on my Reader's Patience, by taking him into too large 
a Field; but, fhall confine my Obfervations, to the prefent Matter, 
to which the Attention of all my Fellow-Citizens, is, or at 
}efl, ought to be, engaged. 

. There is, at prefent, a Demand on this City, for it's ^otaXa 
the Conftitutioh of the Kingdom, in general, the eleSiingy out of 
their Body, TWO CITIZENS to reprefent them in PARLE- 
MENT. And here, a two- fold Buty is to be fulfiled;— --a Duly 
to your Country, in general,, a "Duty to your City, in particular. 

Formerly, the People confidercd their cholen Reprefentativcs 
in Parlement, as the Servants of the Public, and payed them a ^ 
certain Allowance, as a Confideration, for the Time and Service 
demanded from them, by their CovJHtuents, Bvit, *sva.CoN«L^^^*l 
Tine, xhig D^lesztion, however at »\V Tuiv^ Vvoxvotv^ti, h«"». 
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ties, to thofe, who were fo minded, to find out iniereftd Advaiitaii 
from it. It became a Matter ardently fought after^ aad, by a ftraii| 
Rcvcrfe of the Jnftimtion, Men expended large Sums of McMittJL 
in procuring to them felves, the Appointment to this Tkost 
That it is fo, Miidirn FraBke fufficiendy evinces ; but, as tt ii t%^4 
;o conquer Paflions and PrcjudiceSp by Moderation and Mildodi, 
than hy Severity and Rigor, I ihall not, at prcfent, choofc to ir* 
raigu this Practice, or brand it with the harfh^ however defervc^ 
N Limes of Vsnality and CGrrupiion-^ Jet it fnfficc to fay, ^at ik 
Practice is inconfiftent with the Nature and Effen^^ of FRiiDOiff 
confequently, fubveriivc of our Conftitulion, and thciefore to &t 
difcountenanced and oppofed by all the Advocates for ViRTuiisi 
Ljberty. 

For one Man to be able, alone, to rcffiore a pcTfe£t SyfloBof 
Virtue J feems to be a wanton and vane Expe^ation.- Wktkr 
this Age ret^uires fuch a Reformation, I will not be fo much a fy 
w/Vi, as to afiert. But, this, all Men will allow, that hfirmff^ 
Err^r^ are fuch clofe Attendants on human Nature, that Wc m 
never fufficicntly watch and oppofe their imperceptible Approacba 
The fureil and moil eiFedual Defence would be for every Jndivxkal 
to guard a Pnfs each o?;ii that is, for all Men to %vatchj fcvcr^/p 
over their own Minds, and to iland Hrm> This will complditk 
good Work, and colleft fo itrong a Force, that Vict and Cwrf 
fiGfij, however uitfully difguifed, oi formidably armedj will Ec«r 
be iible to pnrvail.

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I CAN not be (b fdf-fuffident, as to prefume tb dired; but, it u 
the Duty of every CitiKen^ to ofierhis Thoughts, his beft Advice, 
to your Judgements. — If he advances nothing from Pafiion, or 
Prqodice; if he onely endeavors, at what a virtuous Cidzen may 
think reafonable and right, he will be fure of this, that his Fellow- 
Citizens will think he means well. And, though his Arguments 
to many, may be unnecefTary, or may not be found to edify, they 
will, however, be received and confidered with Candor and Tem- 
per ; fince, poffibly they may have one defireable Efiedl, they nu^ 
liofomt Good, and^ they cmi dow Harm. 

There is nothing gives greater Force to Perfuafion, than the 
Diiintereftednefs of the Party who offers it.— ^I am a Citizbk^ 

quite unpr^uMcedf and of no Fartj. 1 am not abfolutely agamft 

Jldenmny merely, as Aldermen^ nor am I, at the fame Time, of 
Opinion, that it ought to be any Abatement of our Attention to 
the Choice of a Reprefentative, that the Candidate is not of the 
i^er or lower Houfiy in the Councils of the City: — We are to 
eiea a Citizen. — We are neither confined to an Alderman, a 
Commoner^ a Merchant^ an Apothecary ^ sl Brenver, or any Trade. 
For my Part, I confider not the Body, but the Mind. And, if I 
found an honeft Blackfimth, Cdrf enter, Weanfer^ or any other Tradef- 
man, wly>fe Integrity and Capacity were fo eminently con- 
^icuous, as to g^ve me Reafon to think, he would a^ up to hit 
tW^, and fulfil the Duties of his Appomtment, to the public Emo- 
lument, and to the Interefl of the City, I fhould not hefitate to 
give him my Vote, though he had the very Morning* of his Elec^ 
ti$n, come out of his Forge, his Shop, or his Work-Houfe.

I have, with fome Concern, read over the many Papers, with 
which our City has, fome Time, been entertained. Many of them 
feem to be wrote with too much Warmth, and, of Courfe, muft 
^1 (hort of that Influence, at which they feem to aim. One of 
our Candidates has arraigned the Board oi Aldermen; — how jufily, 
I can not fay,— -as I have never been in the Coundls of the City. 
But, though I think his Writings are fenfible, and feveral of his 
Arguments ftrong, yet, I own, I think they have too much Acri- 
mony. How far his knov»ng more of the Matter, and confe- 
qnently, feeling the Grievances more poignantly, than others, may 
excnfe his Warmth, I fubmit to your Judgement. — His Zeal may

This would remove, in a great Ua- 
furc, the Jealouiies of the People, and be for the Honor of Tk 
Bmrdi and this can not be juflJy refufed: For, if the Accounts lie 
fuch as will bear a Scrudny, and I will not fnppofe the codu^jt, 
there can be no D^ger in expofmg them to public Examijii::^ 
— For, fruth is ever cicareft in Nahdmft^ All Le^fes to be naa 
by tlic CitVi either of their Lnndi, or any other Part of ik"j^ 
i'£rjues^ fhotild be publicly advertifed in the fevcral Papers, and 3 
for, at left, three Months, before they conclude a Bargain ; ^ 
the high eft and faireft Bidder j is, or ought to be, the princft 
the oncly neceffary Recommendatian. In private Propertj'i* 
deed, a M:in may oblige his Brother, his Cpjjjirry or his Friend, ^15 
a Bargain^ according to the Phrafe; but, thofc puhlic Trufii^ arcs i 
be more cauriouily, more fcrupleoafly, and more ejc aft ly exKtiw^ I 
Let them, then, be iidvertifed, and every honeft aod induto* 
Citizen will have an Opportunity to lay out his Money to prope 
Ufe J he will bid up to the Value, of Confequence, and the liiy 
Revenues will be augmented, as well as all Surmifes of p^rtid ^ 
finijler PrQccdhigs be removed. 

Whether the Ele^ion of Aldermen be, of Right, among ti^s 
fihcsi or not, aa 1 have already obferved, Iknow not;-^bLit» it 
I may fay, from Obfervation, that /^^o/^ EieBions ^tiS. certainly niQJ? 
fufpicious, more cjcpofed to Partiality, than an E/e£'£i'&n by the 
iirfMs. Of this, We fliall be the better fatisfied, by takine a fie 
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' ance of Monopolyy and puts the Expe^lation of other Citizeifs, 
however induftrious, opulent, or otherwife qualified, or intituled 
to Favor, at too remote a Diftance. This, at left, gives Occa- 
iion for Jealoufies and Heart-burnings ^ and I fear with too much 
Reafon : This ihould be ever avoided in all Comrnon-ivealthsy as it, 
too generally, cools the Zeal of the worthy Citizen ; nothing be- 
ing harder for Vifree Mind to digeft, than a fartial Diftribution of 
Honor and BiftinHion ; as they are, or, indeed, ought to bc^ con- 
£dered, the confequent Rewards of Virtue. 

It is with Concern, I fee my Fellow-Citizens, callied', in 
ibme of the Party Papers f the meaneft of the People ;^m a Pamph^ 
liet latiely publilhed, wherein a Parallel is attempted to be drawn^ 
i between the State of Old Rome^ and that of this City, the Author 
liccms to compare the Struggles for Freedom, which, while legal, 
I think are laudable in every free Citizen and Subject, to the 
•'diforderly Commotions of the tribunes, whom he calls the turbulent 

- ^^gg^rly Tribunes. 1 fhall not animadvert on this indecent Appli- 

- cation ; but, furely, every Citizen, who difcharges bis Duty as 
? inch, is as much a Member of this City, as any Alderman^ or 
:, Common-Council'Man, He is tojbe equally afFefted by every Shock, 
. "the Conftitution of the City may receive. He is to be equally pro- 
; tedled, and to be equally governed, by every Law, that pafles. 
: 'Why then all this Diftindion ? 

Subordination is, to be fure, neceflary in Society, and the 

great Author of all Government, has wifely ordered, that there 

would be different Clafles and Degrees among Men. Honors and 

Pocwers are to be revered, where thofe, to whom they are given, 

zGt fuitable to the Rank and Dignity, But, furely,^ to want Titulesf 

or Pofwer, can never draw Contempt and Reproach^ upon the lower 

ClafTes of Society I — No Man is, or can be, the Objedl of either 5 

but where he contributes to 'it 'him felf. And, as no Man ought to 

be condemned, for any Matter, in which his Will has not been 

concerned, fo, the honeft fradefman, who walks ftriftly in the Paths 

of Uprightness, is a more valuable Member of Society, than 

he, who is loaded with the higheft Offices and Dignities, if he be 

relaxed in the great Duties, annexed to his Station :— Fr^« him, 

to 'whom much is given, much is expeSed, 

I AM for preferving Order in Society. — It is not the right of a 
Trade/many to live, to drefs, or to fpend his time, in the fame 
Manner, as a Man oi Fortune may. Norfhould I expeft, that an 
; Alderman and an honeft Shoe-maker^ are neceiTarily to rank toge- 
ther; but, however, I am neither to attach my felf, implicitly to 
the Alderman, on Account of his Scarlet , or Purple Go^n; nor am 
I to defpife the Shoe-maker, on account of his Leathern Apron. I 
fhall refpeft the one, where he adb up to Character, and fhall, as 
much efteem the other, where he fulfils his Duty.

You may, on the £rft View, it^udic 
refentment. 

I AM my i^\i 2i Freeman, though without any City IJ 
am not however, the lefs a Freeman. I have never yet \ 
of the Candidates acquainted with my Intention, for 
them, I (hall give my Voice.

And as Purb Rbliciom is not> can not 
ht^ fupported, by Bigotted Zeali fo Purb Govbrnment muft 
eyer oepend, upon viWuoff j» loyalf Frbbpom, arifing from calm 
Reafim. Nay, the very Name of Frbemav is a Contradi^ion, 
if the Influence of ftf^*9ff, the Example^ ov Splendor , o£ the Great, 
or the Menaces of Power, ihould bear down, the Imfui/es of Rea-- 
fin, and Confdence, and occaiipn tibe Lips to utter, what the Heart 
' abhors. 

Let Us th^, iiT Fplibnps, and Fellow-Citizens, be 
fiead^. Let Us feparate, lay afide allDiftinflion, in our Choice; 
bat luch^ as True Merit ^ves; and let Us be attentive, to one 
iPoint onely — ^There is no Difficulty— Every Man^s Reafon, will 
in die general be 9i faithful Guide, if not put out of the way, hf 
Paffion, or Prejudice, by Selflntereft or Feari and if We a^ 
wholely from the Dictates of Reafon, though the Judgement may 
err, the Mind will be calm and unruffled. 

Let Us have in View, thcfe two, onely neceflary Qualifications, 
by which to know and tp diftmguif]i pur (7^^4isf//, Iif tbgrity 
and Capacity, and We can not eir. L. 
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Fame is the Sptfr^ that the clear Spirit doth rai/e, 

(^hat laft Infirmity of noble Minds) 

Tofcpm Delights, and li<oe laborious Dce^s. Milton. 

TH £ R £ is fcarce a more adHve Principle in the human 
Soul, than the Love of Fame. When this Paflion grows 
powerful in generous, well informed Minds, it prompts them to 
innumerable ^eat and good Aflions. But, it muft be remembered 
always, that it is only an inferior and fubordinate Spring, which 
fhonhi ever be put in Motion, and guided by the I.ove of Virtue. 
It is intended as an Allurement, not pto^oCed ^% \, C^\x^^> ^^^^ 
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fhoold be confidered as an agreeable Companion^ who beguiles the 
Time, and ihortens the Journey to fome real Friend. It was this 
Paffion^ direded by the facred Love of their Country^ which led 
the great Worthies of old into the Fields of Adion and Science, 
and condaded them to the Pinnacle of Glory, where Men now be* 
hold them with Admiration; but, want the Virtue to imitate them. 
It was this Paffion, early fown and properly cttltivated, which 
made fbemftocles cry out, that the Trophies of Mihiades broke his 
Sleep; and this Principle, admg fecond to the Love of Virtue, gave 
Birth to more heroic Adtions, and I may fay, great good Men, in 
that fmgle City of Athens y in the Space of one Century, than per^ 
haps the whole World beiides, can produce. 

There is fomething in Praife, not unpleafing to the greateft 
Minds ; and though they do not propofe it, as the End of dieir 
Adions, and therefore, fuffer no Difappointment by the want of 
it ; though they are content with the Went Approbation of their 
own Confciences; yet, it adds to their Pleafure, as a new and im* 
partial Evidence, that they have a£ted right. Such a Love of 
Fame is never blameable, and it is a Mark of a fordid Mind, to 
deny this little Gratification to the Deferving. Indeed, the Excels- 
es of every Defire, are juftly cenfured, becaufe, they are frequent- 
ly, if not always, fatal. I fhall therefore, endeavour to difcover 
the true Value of Fame, with the final Caufe of the Deiire of it m 
the human Soul, and the fure Means of obtaining it. 

Fame then, at the beft, is a Thing, in which we can claim nt 
Property : It is abfolutely in the Power of others, who may not 
only refufe it, but mifinterpret the moft virtuous A6Uons, and d^ 
rive them from Principles, which will weaken and even deftroy 
their Value. Frugality may be mifcallcd Avarice ; and Liberality, 
Profufion ; honeft Candour may be debafed into Bluntnefs and Im- 
pudence ; and generous Patriotifm, into private Regard and Sedi- 
tion. Envy ^nd Malice are ever ready to deafen the Voice of 
Praife, and lie in wait to beat down growing Merit : They ima- 
gine, that the Luftre of a good Man, buries them deeper in the 
Shade, and think every Feather plucked from his Cap, an addi- 
tional Plume to their own : His Equal dreads him as a growing Su- 
perior ; and his fuperior fcowls on him, as a rifing Equal. 

fiuT, to allow the fanguine Admirers of Fame, all they can afk : 
Suppofe a Man, who has feemingly trod in the Paths of Virtue, 
and gained all that Honour and Praife, which a generous applauding 
Wond could beftow ; yet, if he has adled in a Maflc, and fecret- 
ly made that Applaufe, the ultimate End of his Adtions, inftead 
of the Means ; then the Confcioufnefs of not meriting Fame, and 
the Fear of being difcovered and ftripped of his ill-gotten Treafure, 
will fower all the Pleafure, which he might have reaped from 
nobler Views : For, however great and profitable his Aftions may 
be to Mankind ; yet, if our Judgement could penetrate into the 
Motives and Intention of the Aftor, they would from thence only 
detivc their Merit. This Self-Convi^on of his Motives will juft' 
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ly leflen kun in his own Eftimadon, and confequently^ produce 
greater Anxiety, than Praife unjufUy acquired, can compcnfate. 
Thus, he, who performs the greateft Adlions from a fordid View^to 
JSelf-Gratification, carries a Gall about him which embitters the 
Sweet he fo much covets. 

To difcover, more ^fFedlually, the true Worth and Value of 
Fame> let us bring it fairly to the Teft, and try its Prowefs. Let 
us oppofe the candid Approbation of the Few, the fixed Admira- 
tion and applauding Shouts of the Multitude, triumphal Arches, 
Medals, Songs, and Dedications ; to bodily Pains, Grief for the 
liOfs of Friends, and the DifbeiTes of Fortune : I believe the firft 
will be no Balance to countervail the laft ; and the real Anguifh of 
the Heart will receive little AUevation from that vifionary Happi- 
acfs which only touches the Senfes, and plays upon the Paflions. 
Jf then the real Pofleffion of Fame alone be fo iniignificant^ of 
what Eflimation will it appear, when we refled, that it is never in 
our own Power ; and that it is a Largenefs, which every Man may, 
and which, moft Men will with-hold : It is but the Breath of Men, 
and that Breath is ufually a Tribute paid to the Memory of the 
De^. 

Since Fame, then, isfo uncertain and unfatisfadory ; iince the 
Love of it is fbongly implanted in the human Breaft, and moft 
firongly in the greateil Minds,- and fo fixed, as never to be extin- 
guiihed ; the final Caufe of this Defire feems to be, to lead us on 
to feek the Approbation of that Being, who is fuperior to Malice 
and Envy, and whofe Applaufe alone, is Happinefs. 

What has been advanced, may feem to dififuade us from deiiring, 
even the Praife of good Men ; but, it is only intended to perfuade 
08 to defire Virtue more, and the Praife of good Men is ahnoft the 
neceffary Confequence. Sometimes, indeed, the Road to Fame 
feems to lie remote from that which leads to Happinefs ; but, true 
and lafting Glory and true Pleafure, though not equally attainable 
by all, are only to be found in the Paths of Science and Integrity. 

Indeed, fhould an indifferent Spedtator obferve the Variety of 
Arts, by which Men make their Approaches to Fame ; he would 
cither imagine that Lady to be a Proftitute, or ninety-nine Parts 
in an hun^-ed of Mankind, utterly ignorant how to addrefs her. 
To omit the thoufand pretty Infedls of the Creation, who fwarm 
and buzz in all public Places, whofe Delight is in the Sun-fhine 
of Folly, and their Happinefs in Brocade and Embroidery ; the 
Man of Gallantry hopes to gam her by Intrigue, • and the De- 
bauchee to drink himlelf into Favour; the Statefman courts her 
with borrowed Flowers of Oratory, and Falfehoods artfully glofs- 
ed ; but, all aUke, when the Dream is out, awake and find them- 
felves in the Arms of Infamy. The Smiles of Fame, are only to 
be won by fair, difinterefled A£Uons, by heroic, unremitted Toils, 
and fweet, unfpotted Virtue. She draws the Hero from his Cot- 
tage to the trophiedCar; and plants her Laurels round the fludious 
Cellof thePhilofopher. 
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A SECOND Method of aequfaing Pnife is never to with-hoU it 
from the Deferving. A Rcfufal of due Pnife proceeds from a 
Paffion, which is tne Canker-Worm of the hjimkn Breaft; from 
an envious Diipofitbn, wbkik can look ftreight on no Mmi's Prof- 
perity, andwmchpreyson the Wrecks of Reputation and Fortune. 
But, though Fame fhonld belavifhed on the Worthy, it ihoddal- 
fo be demed to the Undeferving : For, ondiftingiiifhed Applaofei, 
Hke the Favours of a Proftitate, lofe then: Price. He that refi^ 
jnft Fraife to a good Man» difcoontenances Virtue ; and he that 
exalts the Unwordiy, gives a Sandion to Vice. We are, indeed, 
left free to give, or with-hoM this Tribute, even from Virtue ; and 
therefore to witMiold it, is an A€t of greater Lyufticc, Nay, it 
is a certain Maik of Want of Goodnefi in ourielves not to ap 
prove it in o&ers. Whereas, by acknowledging Merit, we coq- 
h& a generous Senfe and Love of it, and by that Confeffion be- 
come (nperior to the very Perfon, to whom fuch Merit is attributed. 

The list Method of airiving at Fame, which I fhall mention, 
is to ne^eft it. When a Man feems folticitons for it, and on all 
Occafiona throws out Baits for a little Inceofe, the World is inclined 
to fufpea the Motives of his Adlions, and feels no little Gratifies- 
don in mortifying his Pride. Nor can it be faid, that the World 
aSts thus without Canfe : For, every View, except the mere good- 
nefs of the Adion, and its Expreffionof our Relation to Mankindi 
leflens its Merit ; and he is ever leaft anxious for Fame, who had 
at the Time of ading, the Love of Virtue and the Ties of Hu- 
manity only in his Thoughts. If the Hero retires to the Covert 
and the Shade, our Admiration rifes ab^e Envy ; we draw him 
into public View ; we dare to acknowledge his Merit ; and feel a 
generous Pleafure in difcharging a Debt, which he is willing to re- 
mit. Can the Eye of Fancy behold a finer Image, than a great 
good Man, who has iingly ibod againfl a Torrent of Corrupdon; 
from whofe Face, Guilt has fled in Confufion ; retiring, widi 
bluihing Modefty, from the Applaofe of Multitudes, 30 enjoy, ia 
feme cahn Retreat, the filent Confdence of his Heart, and 
to fhare with his little Family and Friends, the Bleflings, he has 
heaped on A^llions f 

Bur, this Contempt of Pnufe falls to the Lot of few ; For, no- 
thing can exalt a Man above the Cenfure and Applaufe of Man- 
kind; but, fuperiorWifdom and Integrity, and a Confcioufnefs of 
ading one confiftent fteady Part. To fuch a Man, Panegyric lofcs 
Its Sweet, and Satyr its Sting : The fragrant and the poifoncd 
Breeze may blow on him ; but, they will afFedl him, as Summer 
Flics affeft the prudent Traveller : They wll be a Spur to haften 
him to the defBned Goal. It is recorded of Phocion, that fuch 
was his Contempt of popular Applaufe, that when hb Opinion 
was univerfally approved, he faid, turning to his Friend, *' I wifli 
«* that what I have propofed be not wrong.'* This Saying has 
too great a Tindure of Pride : It would not, however, be un- 
worihy of the beft and wifeft Man, upon a like Occafion, to fay,

I RETUHv to that Obfervadon, with which Ifet oat; that u 
trae Glory is the Child of Virtue, fo true Virtne difdains the lit* 
tie Arts of acquiring Praife. This Opinion is confirmed by a Say* 
ing of Secratesy recorded by Xtnopbon^ with which 1 ihall conclude

AS the Thoughts of People of all Ranks in this City and King* 
dom, as well, as in a neighbouring Nation, feem totally eAr 
ngcd in the impending Eledion of Mjpmbers to ferve this City in 
Pcrlement, I hope you will not judge it foreign to the Intention of 
jroor Paper, to receive fome few Hints on the fame Subject;

And, it is as certain, that all Nations fully 
enjoyed the Bleffing, until Luxury SLRdJvarice necefTarily introduced 
Penury^ which was foon followed by many defbufUve ricesy Venali'-^ 

2y Prsftitution and Corruption^ more efpecially. Thefe could not 
ive failed in taking off the Guards of Liberty ^ of which. Virtue 
alone is the principal. And, as a Proof, let Us but look into the 
.j»fied and prefent State of all the Nations of the Globe, and We 
ihall find, that their Liberty roCe and was eftabliihed by ^iWv^, and 
that whenever their Senfe of Firtue abated, or decayed, Libertj 
fickenedand expired. 

Sparta, in her Po*verty and Virtue, withftood the utmoft Force 
of mzny foreign, as well, as imbred Tyrsaits, But, when the 5/iiw- 
tatis fet their Hearts upon Riclfej, they foon loifed their Virtue and 
their laberty, 

Thb fame may be fayed of Athens and of Rome, It was not by 
|he repeted Shocks given thefe States, or the frc<\,uei[L\0\)Xxv|^ ^S. 



kiiflitftMs miranwry Armei^ that they fell ; that would have beoi 
impoffible, haddiey retained Virtut, whidi no Force can ever fab- 
<lue. Bat, they lofled all'Senfe oi Virtut \ with that> they lofTej 
iSita Strength; and then, they werd not worthy of Liberty^ had 
thev been able to fuppcnrt it. Therefore, it was wrefl;^ gqt of 
their pcdluted Hands. 

To what Pitch the Bfirtt of LiUriy might have been heretofore 
raifedinthii Kingdom, I can not take tipbn me to determine. 
But, from what has been fet forth in your Papers^ and fome others, 
publifhed fmce the Seats in Parlement for this City, became vadte^; 
It is plane to me, that tio People in the World are intitufed to 
more true LtSerty^ than the People of ' Ireland, And, thaf oo 
Citizens upon the Face of the Earth, are intituled to more exten-* 
five Privileges, tihan thofe of the City of Dublin. Yet, notwitB- 
ftanding all this, W6 now find as many, and as eeneral Mnrmani^ 
^md Complainings, as if We lived under an abfolute Afanareiyt or 
tinder a Set of Z^tic Tyrants ! To what is aJl this owing? Tbe 
Laws ftand much the fame they did fome Centuries ago. We 
have Parlements^ We have Judges^ We have Juries^ upon the sft- 
tient EftablUhment ; We have a Lord-Mayor^ Aldermen, Sherifs, 
ymJNceSf and a Common Council in our City. Are the People grovB 
'mfaffeBed^ or faSious? Or, what would they be at? ■■ Itii 
toot, I find, to the Laws, or the Government, they raife Obitf- 
. tions; nor to the Conititution of the City ; it is to the AdigdP 
tration of the fubordinate Minifters, in general. And. their fK- 
fent Diffatisfadlion arifes ^m finding, that the People* in genenl 
the Citizens of this City, in particular, do not fully enjoy all die 
Rights and Liberties, provided tor them by the Eftabliflunent. Tkey 
enquire, how come any Incroachments, or Violations of to 
Privileges, to be made ? The Anfwer is familiar and eafy; die 
Many grew corrupt apd ignorant^ and the *uoatchful Fenu became 
more cunmng, and took Advantage of their Supinene/s^ and didpoP 
feifed theih. But, thefe now plead Prefcription, and will attempt 10 
maintain the Afcendant, the Dominion, they have obtained.*— <• 
This, they fay, will not hold good in Law, and therefore, 1^ the 
Law, may the Grievance be rcdreffed. 

The very Effence of our Conftitution depends upon the Sn^ 
and Freedom of the Parlement ; and that upon the Sen/e and^ 
tue of the People. And, though We have all moral Afifurance tf 
the Freedom, Senfe and Virtue of the prefent Parlement ; ye^ 
We are not to flacken our Coutfe, We are to omit no Means of fil- 
ing any vacant Seat, with a worthy Member. 

The Parlement is the firiland greatefl Court in the NatiM* 
To their Power and Authority^ all Bodies, politic aind natural, are 
fubje6t ; to them, every Court of Law and Jufticc, every Ms^ 
trate and Minifter in the State, are fubjedt and fubordinate. - Im 
if at any Time, a bad Member, or bad Members fhould happen tf

Th & fure Way of growing rich, is employing the moft Uands^ 
in fuch Manufadlures as ferve bed for Exportation, in oider to 
" bring Us in Money, and feeing, that We fupply our felves with ai} 
neceffary Articles, by our Induftry at Home, fo as to prevent, as 
much as poffible, the Importation of foreign Goodiy or Manufac- 
turesf for which We muft pay Coin, or in fuch Goods, as woiil4 
otherwife bring Us in more Monty. 

It is a moft fatisfadtory Confideration, that Arts and Manufac- 
tures, of all Kinds, are of late improved to fuch a Pitch, that Wc 
are able to furnifii the foreign Markets, with fuch Articles, as W« 
are allowed to trade in, at the fame Time, that We arc able to fur- 
nifli our home Confumption, with many Articles, for which Wq 
were obliged to pay our Neighbours in Cafli. 
• By the extraordinary Munificence of that truly reverend Man, 
on whom, all Lovers of this Country muft ever look, as the in- 
dulgent Parent oi Arts and Sdeaces, We have brought Si/Aen and 
Gotten, as well, as Woolen ManufaSuresy of all the moft curioiw 
and diffic\ilt Dya^ to the higheft Perfeftion. None excede Us in 
the Tanning Art, or in the fcveral Manufadures of heather. 
Coacbesy Chai/es, and other Carriages, are made fo well and fo 
cheap here, that it is but out of Caprice and Wantonnci5, that, 
any Thing in that Way is now imported. The fame holds good 
of ^gj, Gloves, Stockings and Hats, And if We improve in 
thefe and other Articles, in the fame Proportion that We have 
done for fome few Years paffed, We ftiall probably excede all fo- 
reign Artifts and Manufadurers, in thefe Refpe£ts, as much as We 
do in the Article of *W/, which, like that, in Spight to all Re- 
ftraints, muft. in Time, force a foreign Confumption. 

What would Vou think of any Man, or Body of Men, wha 
fliould rife and obftrudtlie further. Progrefs of thefe Arts and AJa- 
nufadtures? Suppoie the People of this Kingdom were told, thai 
a Sec of Men would foon be fent among them, that would. fo cf- 
fedlually ruin all the Tradesy Arts and ManufaBures cftabliihcd 
Here, that Wc fhould no longer be able to fupply our felves, ex- 
cept from the foreign Markets, would they not look upon this as 
a moft dcftrudive and dangerous Invaiion ? And, could tLcy a^oid. 
treating fuch Ravagers, like declared Enemies? — I doubi, their 
great ^egard^to Law, could hardly reftrain them from i-orcc and 
Violence. Suppofe then, fuch Men ftiould now 'appear in the 
City, is there, among Us, fuch an Rnemyto this* poor Count rv , a.s 
would not ufe his utmoft Might to fupprc& and difpcrfc thcni ?

Whbthbr the Matters, or Artificers, or Journeymen, are moft 
in the Wrong in this Difpute, I can not, at prefent, take upon me 
to fay; but, I think it is a Matter of fo great Importance to the 
whole Nation to determine, that, I hope, every jgood Man, as 
well, as you, Mr. Censor, will gladly fet his Hand to the En- 
quiry, to determine the Truth, and to compofe the Differences. 

I HAVE been lately informed, that feveral AiTociations have been 
entered into, by the Journeymen of feveral Trades in this Cityy 
particularly, the Cioath-Workers^ Hofiers^ and other Artificers of 
different Branches Of the Woolen Manufacture; that they have 
coiiipired againft their Matters, refufed to work, and prevented 
others working, until they raifed the Prices of their relpe^ve 
, Works; and, in order to diftrefs the Trade further, have y^^rw to 
take no apprentice for a certain Term of Years, or to work for any 
Man, that does take 2c^ Apprentice. 

Now, whether the Mafters have done any Thing to diftrefs" thefe 
unthinking Men,.- or not, I have not been able to learn. But, 
whether, or no, fure I am, they have been extremely ratti and ill- 
•dvifed in thefe Procedings. And, that if they diftrefs the Maf' 
ten at firtt, by this Courfe, they mutt dittrefs them felves in the 
End, by embarraffing the Trade fofar, that We ftiall again befiir- 
niftied from abroad, with thefe feveral Manufaftures. We may 
be put under this fatal Neceflity, two Ways; fir ft y by raifingtbc 
Prices of Goods, which are already found too high; fecondlj^ by 
preventing a regular Succefiion of Hands, in Apprentices to the 
trades : For, by a Scarcity of Artificers^ in a little Time, We (hall 
not be able, at any Rate, to fumim our felves, but by Means of 
the/oreign Market. And, when a Staple, or Mart, is once broken, 
or removed, no Man can tell when, or wfiether ever, it will be 
xepared, or rettored. 

As I am convinced thefe Men have been led by fome rafti, un- 

Eiarded Men, perhaps, hyfome/ecret Enemies to our Trade znd 
iBERTY, into thefe dangerous and dettrudtive Courfes, I would 
beg, Mr. Censor, you would be pleafed to interpofe your good 
Ofnces. Tell thefe deluded Men, how averfe to every Principle 
of human and divine Law, to good Policy, and to common Senfe, 
thefe their giddy Procedings adlually are. Point out the Laws relat- 
ing to thefe Matters, and, if poiTible, prevent the Lofs of the Trade, 
as well as of the Liberties of your Country, by fome felfbnable

Yet/ is not every Man, more or lefs, inftrumental 
tothefe Grievances, acceiTary to thefe nefarious Crimes, who does 
not ufe his utmoft Diligence, to promote and eftablifh the Trade 
and ManufaSiures of his Country, as well, for the prefent, as the 
' future? And, are not they, on whofe Hands ourTro^f and Manu- 
faSiures de'pends, more immediately involved in this heinous Guilt, 
if they negledt or abufe their refpeftive Callings ? 

I remember when the wearing /oreign ManufaBures, of any 
Kind this Country afforded, gave great Jealoufy arid univerfal l/n- 
eafinefs to the feveral Manu/a^rers,. I have known them run in 
Tumults about the Streets, to prevent the wearing fuch Goodbi;^ 
and, fuch was the Lenity of the Government,' that in Confider- 
ation of many of our Countrymen wanting Employment at home, 
they connived at fuch Outrages, and, by a general Encouragement 
to our own ManufaBuresy have almoftput a Stop to die Importa- 
tion oi foreign Wares, If it appears to the Government, that our 
ManufaSurers are now grown fo idle and fo licentious^ as to refufe 
to work, until their Wages are raifed^ and the Price of Goods are 
confequently enhanfedy are they to hope for ahy Indulgence, or 
Clemency ? 

It is remarked of Us, in the neighbouring trading Nations, 
that our Manufailures are always moft dear^ when ProviHons arc 
moft plenty and cheap : For, if the Generality of our Journeymen 
can earn as much in two Days, or in one, as will maintain them 
for ^^ the other four or five Days in the Week, arefpcnt in Mr- 
fiefsy perhaps, in Drunkennefsy Refuels, or Riots, ' tVhat muft this 
end in? What We daily ^ifcover; Po'verty in the Prime of Toutl\ 
Beggary and Mifery in old Age. 

If thefe, and fuch like, moral and political Confideratiorr?. 
which every prudent and good Member of Society may draw from 
the PremiiTes, will not move Men to honeft Induflry and Diligence, 
in their Vocations, let me recommend to them, to confider how 
they incur the Penalty of the Law, by their iniquitous Aflbciationi 
againft their Mofiers^ againft their Count }\y^ againft them fehest and 
againft Pojierity.

In which;^ I hope they have not content- 
ed them felves,' with a tranfient, a curfbry View 3 but, have diligeiitly 
attended to,, and made a flridl Search and Enquiry into^ the ^and 
Movements, and learned- the true Motives, which give Rife to 
their Actions.

^ I K^NQW there are popular Cries* raifed both for and agaiaft 
this Man. I am not moved by either. And the oncly EfFe^ they^ 
have had on me was to awaken my Cunofity the more^ and rou4 
me to a fearch after the Caufes, whidi have given Motion to the 
extolling or decrying him. I confcfs he has a warmth in his 
Writings, which I can nor applaud ; and therefore I could wifli he 
had kept free of it.

Mr. Gentle, I anfwered, I. heartily wiih as you do, and I have' 
very good' Hopes that nothing amifs will come to pafs. Vou are 
fenfible, that, independent of any Faction or Party whatever, 
Eledions naturally beget Revels, and Revel begets Riot ; and J. 
believe few Inftances can be given on the like Occafions, efpe- 
dally in fo large a City as ours, where fome Heads have not been 
firft heated, and afterwards defervedly broken. 

I WILL further own to you, that there is, at this Time, a very 
extraordinary Spirit among the Citizens of DuhJin ; but Sir, let me 
tell you, 'tis not a F/aJh from the Pan, none of your Gun-pvwdef' 
Bufinefies. It has been long riiing, as you have feen the Sun in a 
foggy Morning ; and the higher it has hitherto gotten, the more 
the Mill has been difperfed, and the calmer and clearer the People 
begin to fee every Thing about them.

may extend throughout this Nation, and defcend in heavy Judge- 
ments upon our Pofterity. 

While a poor Tradefman of Duhlin, acts, in the narrow Capa- 
city of his Profeffion, he behaves himfelf, not only with Decency, 
but an humbled Complacence.

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adopt all the public Intcrefts and Concerns, Be has been obligedia 
poft-ponc the expofirtg this deftruaive Nuifance, I can not talt] 
upon me to fay; but, though mine Attempt may polllbly pnm 
premature, Imuil beg of you, to accept the htimble Mite of tuW 
ferior Cicizeti, to expofe, which is the firft Step cowards rcdnfi* 
ing, this public Giicvance. 

Thr inilituting a Court of Cnnfdena and i?f^r/;^ within this Q]^, 
Ibrtlie Recovery of fmall Debts, inafummary Way, waaaMai^ 
ter of very great ImportaDce to all the rnhabttanti, in genera.', 
but more efpecially, to nil the inferior Traders, Artifans, Laboraj 
and Servatiis, Tof^icli, it muft be reckoned a great Happindm 
hnve Means of fummoning any Man, within the Lihertiti of t'^c 
City, to appear before xhc chkf Magiftrate, for fo fmall sn Hi- 
pence as ^f^Q-pence^ whereby, any Demand of a Matter of Pro- 
perty, MVL^tt fourty BhiHiHgu might be decreed and iinalJy ict'* 
mined. Or, in Cafe of the Perfon fo fumn^oned, proving rete 
ory-j it was no fmal! Comfort to the CompUinimt to have it sn aj?

^: this has, nnce the Inftitution, come to be changed, 1 may here- 
_-, after cxplane; but, 1 choofe to confine my felf, at prefent, to cur 
■^ City Court, chiefly. 

^ It could never have been intended, by the wife Inftitution of 
J. amy of our Courts, that any Procefs fhould be iflued againft siSub- 
~^Jf^9 that could deprive him of his Liberty, or" of any Part of his 
^ Property y without as much Proof being offiired of a Crime, Tref 
-r f^/^> or Debt, as the Nature of the cSfe would admit; yet, hew 
, Ihamefully is this ore \t Principle of our Policy daily flighted 
J ahd trampled under Fe'et, by Men in PoWer ! In former Papers, 
■^ this has been already obfcrvfed, in criminal, or fuppofed criminal 
Cafes; but, in civil, it has hitherto paffed unboticed. Can there 
be any Thing more inconfiftcnt with Reafon and Juftice, with the 
Rights and Privileges of the Subjedl, with the very Nature and End 
of our Government, thati, that the loweft Ofiicer or Servant of

the Goods ? Yet, this We fee done every Day ; and fo much have 
many hone'ft and reputable Tradefmen been harrafTed, with attend- 
ing Boards of Commijjtoners, ibflng their Tithe, abufing ahi mifling- 
the S^Ie'of their Goods^ that ^ey haVe judted it moft expedient' 
to add to theSallary or Perquifiies of fame of thefe Under Opcers^ 
ahd' puiichafe Quiet from thfcm; apd, no Doubt, tht fraudulent 
Dealers keep them higher in Fee; for, thejr that pay neither Cuf 
torn or Excife, may not oniely uhder-fel the7«/r trader, but better"

Thf Wifdom of our fbei Ancestors did not more cffcfld^ 
guard again 11 the D^siai and Delay of Law and Justice, iki 
againfl the Sa/^ thereof They never therefore intended to po: 
their Children to the iramenrc Expence that now auends pwc^ 
cueing Caiifes in any of the Courts, But, of all the Abuf^s that 
jnighc be dreaded, that of the ..W^r of legal ProceiTes, wis id 
feared* or fufpeded, I dg not mean, that Sic proper Officer, ^k 
draws or ifTues a Sa^pe^na, a ff^rii, a Hv^i Biiiy a If^€irraw\ wfr 
ther legal Procefs, ihojld not be payed for his Labor : Such G^f-U 
no DoubCj to be payed for. Nor is it to be deemed unreaioniQ.i; 
that he, who dcnriar^ds any fuch Iniirumcnt, or Procefs^ fhouHbe 
obliged to pay the frA Coils. But what I mean lo objeft to, ^, 
the Projliiuhoit of fonne of thefe ProcciTcs, fo vifible* thnt they ^^, 
daily* pahlicly, foi-.l to any Man, by HAiL>GitJUkj or rett^ie^ in Blim^ 
to be filled at Difcretion!

PoR many Year^, iX^cSaie of L'^ni M/ryar s ^ummfurfis and Wcr 
rants have been looked upon, as the piiLicipal Perquifitej of the Of- 
fice of May aridity, and have therefore been moilly/^/J^ or ht u 
far My to fome Ckrk^ converfant in the Myfleries of Tlwifei-johiniv 
and, according to the Ingenuity and Dexterity of the Chrk^ or the 
Activity of tht: Mnyar, or his Suhfliiutes^ this Trade is repiiti^ fO 
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I MUST trouble You with a Sketch of the Procedings in that 
Court, and then You may judge of the Confequences, and com- 
municate them to your Friend, the Pcblic, as You think fit. 

Who do You think are Judges in the City Coftrt of ConfcienctT 
Indeed, it is not eafy to anfwer to this Queftion: I could as well 
fay, who are not fudges in it. The LordMa y o r, for the Time 
being, is, by Law and by Right, the fole and f9<vereign Judge of 
this Court; but, by common PradUce, every Alderman^ Sheriff 
Sberifs Peer, Lord Mayors Clerky and Hou/e-keeper of the Tholfe^ 
arc Judges in the Court, and all the Serjednts-at-Mace, Shertfs 
Bailifsy and their Followers^ Pariih and private Conftahles, take 
upon them the Execution and Judgement of Warrants withoajfk 
Doors. 

The Suits in this Court moft regularly begin thus. A, complanes. 
that B, has done him Wrong, he is bid to fervc him with a 7«» • 
keuy a fhort Summons, but onely an unintelligible Cypher^ fome* 
^ times confiding of the initial Letters of the Mayor" z Name; for 
this, the poor Piaintif pays Tnvo-pence to nrf 'Lord'% Secretary, or* 
his Clerk, Deputy, or one of his or their Retalers. B. negledb 
the unintelligible Summons, then the extreme Procefs, the War* ' 
rant iffues. B, is taken and brought before one of the Judges, 
every of whom takes upon him to a4minifler an Oath, whether the 
Lord Mayor or ady Tuftice of Peace be prcfent or not: On thb, the 
Siiccefs of the Cauie generally depends; for the higheft and hardeft 
S-juearer proves moil of the Merits^ and commonly carries * hit 
Caufe. This I mention as the moft reguhu* Courfe in that Court,' 
and in this Manner are Caufes at bed judged in that Court. But> 
befides Prejudices and Oppreflions that can not be forefeen, or pre- 
vented, by any of the Judges, there often have been Abufes in 
that Court, that to the jufteft Suiter mufl render it not onely ufelefs, 
but burdenfome. You have beared of Men's going to Common 
LaiAj for a jaft Debt, and gaining their Suit, with CoJIs and Da- 
mages y againft their Adverfary, and yet have been beggared by the 
IfTue It is not much better here: For, I could give You an In-, 
fiance of a poor Man, who, to avoid a LaiAj Suit, was willing to 
compound a legal and equitable Debt, to bring it within the Com- 
pafs of the Lord Mayors Jurifdidlion. He brought his Debtor be • 
fore a great Lord Ma^or, who confefled the Legality and Equity of 
his Demands, entered his Decree on the Warrant in thefe Words; 
Debt and Warrant, one Pound, nineteen Shillings, arid eleven Pence,: 
ORDERED to U payed at one Penny a Week. Here, the Piaintif, 
befides the Debt, was a Shilling or fourteen Pence out of Pocket, 
bcfides Lofs of Time, and he is to coUedi the Whole at one Penny ■ 
a Week! 

But, the ordinary, irregular Procedings of that Court, have 
been yet more intollerable. It has been hardly poiTible for a poor 
Man to obtain Juftice there: For, as foon as a Complaint has been 
made, or a Warrant brought againft any Man, the ufual Practice 
has been to go to fomc of the Judges, with whom, he h»& C\^^< 
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Or Intereft* and m2kt him go to the Court, and hear aad ^tttl 
mine the Catife. And fuch Compkcenc/ has the chief MagiEml |} 



ufually ptycd the Judgemeiit of his SuBllinite or Affilhiit m t^ 
Sale of the ^hirf f^ar£ of the Mayoralty, that there feMom Orir 
Yer haa been a Re -heating of any Caufe obtained^ and a Revdk' 
of the moft iniqiiitous Decree has fcarce cvxr been knowc e 
heared of. 

But, what h not lefs Jhockm'g, fomc Officers of that Ckn 
have turned it to a Jell, when their own Ends have been imi 
I faw a Complaint brought into that Court agatnil a vtxy rwat- 
able Brewer t as uotorioos fOT de/r^uding the CV^^u^w, as for-U'W^Jn 
for the Baard oi Aldtrmm. One of his Drays being negkScdij 
the Drivers, run over a poor Woman and broke her Leg. Ik 
charitable Neighbours ftopcd the Dray, and the Owner pfOflufli 
to maintain the poor Objeft until fhe recovered, and to pay foki 
Cure. But falling ihort of his Engagements, fhe had her Coa- 
plaints brought into this Court. Mr. Buretary took the Judge- 
me n t u pon him, and ordered, that Mr ETtwcTj&ould appts^ at 
firt my Lord Mayor, ftvhes he had Ldfure, So the poor Creaiaii 
was i<yflar^i at her Lfijure, if the GLnthmam had not Leljufti^ 
appear I 

1 HAVE known an honeft Citizen compline, that a commm 
Baflot had taken a Room in his Houfe, and given fuch OfitTtcuo 
his other Tenants, that they were determined to quit his Ho^it 
Mr. Secretary again took the Judgement upon him, and tol^ liia, 
he coLiJd fay nothing in the Affair, until /he was brought betorc:* 
on a // at rant .

. A LATfi worthy Author, who is as eminent a Patriot as he is a 
Writer y and whofe Works were, juft as ferviceable to his Country 
aji they are honorable to him felf,in the concluding Leaf of his lail> 
favorite Performance, calls the Method of conveying one's Thoughts 
in Print, the kno^wn Jacobite Canal to convey Lies and Scandal 
0very ivbere, I wifh that judicious Author would have told Us 
die Name of his Printer in Londony for, I fuppofe his Prefs is no 
Jacobite CanaL 

I LOVE dearly to fee a Book, entituled, A Dete&ion of Falfe- 
htfdsy fet out with a Lie in the very TitulePage.

------ To Gloty afpires 

Vain- glorious^ and through Infamy feeki Fame, 

Milton. 

IN the preceding Paper, I efideavoured to determine ^he final 
Caulc of the Love of Fame in the human Soul ; I fhall now 
proceed to coulider that Paifion in one of its £xcefl!es. A Love 
of Fame dire6led by the Love of Virtue, gives Birth to that he- 
roic Greatnefs, that Magnanimity, which is fuperior to Toils, to 
Dangers, to Difappointments, to Death. The fame Paflion, niif- 
guided and corrupted by inordinate Self-Love, is the Parent of 
that motley Figure Vanity, which leads to Indifcretion, to Con- 
tempt, to Folly and Vice. As nothing is more rare, fo nothing 
is more amiable, than a great good Chara^er, entirely exempt 
from Vanity j every Man has his Share, and he is likely to fuccei^d 
bell among Mankind, who takes moft Pains to reffarain it, or, knows 
bell how to conceal it. A pierfedl Charader can no where be 
found J we may unite in Idea, every intelleftual and moral Vir- 
tue ; but when they arc drawn forth into A£tion, the Frailties pf 
human Nature will frequently prevail, and fhade that Beau^', 
which Mankind, fays Ciceroy would otherwife adore. 

It may feem wonderful, that thofe, who conquered almoft every 
other Infirmity, have yielded to the Sedudion ^-Vanity ; -Citero^ 
that penetrating Statefman and fecond Father of Pjijlcrophy, wa;^ 
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often xnifled by z Tide of Vanity into a Redundance of Sdf- 
Panegyrick, and Spring, Sammer, and Autumn, were with him 
the •Nones of December, Pompeyy in the Fride of his Heart, 
confidently boafted, '< That if he flamped Armies would fpriog 
** from the Earth.'* Indeed, I remember one great Perfooage 
in Hiftory, of whom no Adlion, no Sayinff is recorded, whid 
Detraction could wreft into an Appearance of Vanity ; but hefoar- 
cd 1 n a Sphere exalted above his Nature ; he was one of tboie 
Spirits 9 whom Heaven deftines in Defpite of Humanity, and i 
Milkineft of Difpofition, to execute the fevererTaik of Jufticeand 
Judgement ; the Liberty of the World was colledted in his Perfon« 
and his Death was the Signal for Tyranny to Rage unmolefted; 
he was that Brutus who flew Ccefar. 

BvT, leaving thefe illuftrious Charadlers, let us cohiider Vanity, 
as it affeds the Bulk of Mankind, and as it is the great Scarce of 
Ridicule. Vanity, is feen remarkably in over-rating little Quali- 
fications, or trifHing Poflcflions, and in defirine Applaufe for thefe 
while fome intrinfic real Good is negleded and defpifed. A beau* 
tifal young Lady hath been known to heiitate> when fhe was aik- 
cd, whether fhe would rather bid Adieu to Modefty or Beauty; 
and there is icarce a young Man in Town, who does not prefer 
the Name of a pretty Fellow, to that of an honeft Man, a brave 
Soldier, or a good Citizen. How many meafure Wordi by die 
Cut of a Coat, or the Cock of a Hatf While others Aide into 
Applaufe at a Ball or a Drawing-Room, and know no Merit be- 
yond that of Salutation and Ceremony. But of all Objeds, none 
can be more ridiculouily vain, than a reverend Prieft or more 
reverend Prelate, who will rather wafte the value of a moderate 
Eflate on a little Finger, to difgrace the Pulpit with his Foppery 
and Folly, than beftow moderate Labour of Mind to recommend 
found Senfe by good Elocution. Every Day prefents to our View, 
Perfons greatly ignoble, who for the poor Renown of bdn| 
opulent, will refign the Charafter of Honefty, and defraud tke 
Needy to opprefs the Earth with coftly Buildings, and to perpe- 
tuate their Vanity in the Monuments of their Folly, and die 
Tombs of their Eftates. 

Thb next Clafs in which the ridiculous Children of Vanity may 
be ranked, is compofed of thofe who anxioufly follicit Praife for 
Qualities which they may indeed poflefs, but which are buried to 
the World by fome unfavourable Circumltances in their Condition. 
Few can be obfcurely good, few are content with the fecret Con- 
fcience of their own Intentions ; they would have Mankind be- 
lieve even contrary to Appearances : But to obtain iincere and laft- 
ing Praife, it i5 not fumcient that we are barely polfefled of this 
Qualification or that Virtue, we muft likewife have the Power of 
exercifmg them, and mufl exert that Power. What can found 
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snore ridiculous than to hear a deformed Creature, howtver fincere, 
exclaiming in all Companies againft the too great Value which is < 
fet upon external Beauty : Yet when the fame juft Difregard of 
perfonal Charms fhines forth in the Condu6b of a Wilson or a 
Peterson, it awakes a pleaiing Tranfport, and forces a deferved 
Approbation This laft Kind of Vanity, which aims at Applaufe 
in Defpite of Circumftance or Appearance, difcovers itfelf in vari- 
ous Charadters, and expofes them alike to the Sneers of Mankind. 
The pompous Harangues of an unplaced, unpeiffioned' Patriot, 
are generally Pidlures of his own difinterefled Views, his Contempt 
of private Regard, and invariable Attachment to the Common* 
Weal; modern Minifters and modem Placemen, are his Terms of 
Reproach ; and mean nothing lefs than Bribery and Venality, Op- 
preflion, Delays and Expedients. The Beggar, in like Manner, 
boails his Contempt of Wealth ; with him Pomp and Maenificence 
look little, and (brink at the Sight of contented Poverty ; his home- 
fpun Fleece is richer than the Purple and Ermin of Kings, and 
the Herbage of his Fields is more delicious than the Flefhpots of 
Egypt, In thefe Cafes, both the Patriot and the Beggar may be 
fincere; then, why fhould their boafting feem v^ and ridiculous? 
Becaufe Honour and Preferment have been coy to the former, and 
Fortune a Step-dame to the latter : Becaufe they feek Praife by 
Actions and Sentiments, which appear to be the Refult of Cir- 
cumftance and Neceflity, rather than of Duty and Choice: A 
Field is then open to Sufpicion, and we often fufpedt, becaufe 
we are often deceived. Indeed, if the Patriot was invefted 
with Honour and Power, he would certainly receive that Praife, 
which the Exercife of true Patriotifm muft always command: 
And that Man difcovers a juft Contempt of Wealth, and ftamps 
its true Value, who, in the Tide of Abundance, knows no 
other Ufe, feels no other Joy, than what refults from relieving the 
Diflreifed, and (haring his Happinefs with the Dcfcrving; here 
Adlions are unerring Evidences of the Truth of his Sentiments, 
and Blunt the Edge of Satyr. It is the Praife of Epaminondas that 
he refufed to be enriched even by the Beneficence of his Friend ; 
it is the Wealth of his Friend Pelopidasy that, to be like him, he 
defcended from Splendour and Magnificence, to Simplicity and 
humble Competence, that he courted Poverty. Here Virtue 
tramples on Station, and Riches borrow Lullre from Poverty; here 
they look little, + becaufe the Contempt of them is great, 

A THIRD Species of Vanity difplays itfelf eminently in the De- 
fire of Applaufe for Qualifications and PofTeflions, to which we 
are abfolute Strangers. One would imagine that few could be 
found of this Order, and yet what Crowds appear among all 
Ranks of Men ? In the literary World fcarce one Man in a thou- 
fand adheres to the Improvement of his real Powers; the Man of 
Humour and Fancy aims at Reafoning and ferioos Difquiiitions} 
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and the J^nn of Jmigeincnt juifepplicj his Talents man Afie^bna I 
of ^yit aii4; Vivacity; each would be thought ef^ual to every Thii^ I 
find while Viink^ Icsuls them to pMrftic an iraagiaary fuppofed h- 1 
cellence, they negleft to culdvate fame real great AbiHty. Ok I 
Man, vfhoni Nature deiigned for a ufcful Tradefniajii afteci? dw I 
CharaiEkr of deep-ftate Wifdqm, by tlieiliallow Artifice of a cor- 1 
traded Brow, an uptifted Eye, an important Nod, or a more hi- 1 
iiificant Sh]fag. Another, whom Nature ftamped a Coward, h^- 1 
billing to be thoughc kfs handy than ^/exan^rf and boldly fweaa I 
iiiinfclf into the Renown of Valour, There is fcarce an tiarnf- I 
ried Woman who hath lived thirty Years, who does not anmLy I 
endeavour to conceal her Age by affeding the giddy Sprightlm I 
of fifteen i whereas an Elegance and good Senie in her Convd I 
ation and Aftionsj would inake fuch Difterence in Years pais u-v I 
^markej, or even diifofe a Grace that ihould make he^ AgeiBKE I 
charmiii^ tlian Youth, I 

Till RE h another Species of Vanity fo extravagantly vain, tk I 
itfiudics tobc confmcuous, and therefore fieps impudently fortb a I 
the Character of Singularity: It diiTents from Mankind in tkmed I 
Innocent Modes and C^loms^ every Thing contrary to ihcHu I 
mour of the lingular Perfon is wrong, becaufc he would ^odc be I 
thought right s and whatever agrees with hina is diii^lisfadfli^^ if* I 
.caufe it Jeiiens his Chara£ler of Singularity. This ridicuiflu'^ Af I 
feiflatiqn hath been the Me^s of corrupting our Manner ani ocr I 
LangLiagC'T it inakes the former abfurd and the tatter unintellijil:'^ I 
Jargon, A gie:iC Degree of this Vanity blended with Envy ;^i^ I 
in tliofe, who approve no Ai5lion in which they are not the priad I 
pal Actors : Vou will fo me times fee a grave gouty Statefman wiob I

Lastlv, Vanity appears mofl glaringly deteiiable in the DcIJK 
of Praife for Things, which in themfclve^n are odious. How of: 
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* Infeftion has diffufed itfelf through the female World; Mildnefs, 
t Modeft^ and houfhold Gare are efteemed old unfafliionablc Quali- 
;! ficationsy the . beggarly Ornaments of pur unpplifhed Anceftors; 
" while flaftiy J^ertneTs and inSclicati Conceits are thrf promifmg 
^. Signs of a forward Genius; not to laugh at Inelegance is interpre- 
'^ ted Dullnefs, and ihe gives the ftrongeft Proof of Wit, Who cail 
\i throw the flighteft Veil oVW Indecency. 

I'; The nccfcflary Misfortune to the Poffeffors of Vanity in thefe 
^^ feveral Kinds and Degrees, is a Love of Flattery; for nothing can 
~ bcttcf prepare us to receive it from others, thaA a long Kabit of 
•" flattering ourfdkes : But, a Defire of Flattery increafes with the 
'" Gratification, till every focial and benevolent AfFedtion is banifhcd 
- fix>hidte Heart: This Defire is mod fatal to the Faj^, 3LTiddxpoft& " 
' them to athonfand Erroh; of which I ftiall give a remarkable Fit- 
ftance in the fingular Charadter of Fla«via: She has good Senfe en*' 
livened.b^ an cafy Vein' of Humour, and good Nature recom- 
mended by Chearfulnefs; her Cenfure never falls on the Virtuous, 
■ and her Praife is never proftituted to pleafe the Ears of Vice; fhc* 
has a lively Fancy with quick Difcemment, and when her dear Self 
ig not die Subjeft, can readily diftinguifti Truth from fpecious. ; 
Falfehoods : as if Nature, to attone for one Defeft, had overfhot 
herfelf in all other Points, fhe has fuperadded to thcfe QuaHiicati'-: 
ons the Grace and exquifite Beauty of a Gunninc: Thus blefl- 
almoil: with every Requifite that niight endear her to a noble gene- 
rous Mifid^ fhe has one Imperfedtion which expofes her to the Jeil' 
of Fools;, and the Difefteem of wife Men; it is the Love of Flat- 
tery, or, as Pope calls it, the Luft of Praife, which is fo predomi-' 
nant, that fhe will lillen to the Adulation of thofe fhe defpifes, and' 
prefbrs the ftupid Applaufe of a Coxcomb in Lace to the moft in- 
genious Difcourfe of a plain drefTed Gentleman; nay, fhe would 
rather be admired by a Multitude for the Delicacy of her Complex- 
ion, and the Elegance of her Shape, than be praifcd by jthe well- 
judging few for the Purity of her Heart: This Weaknefs has led' 
her into many Indifcretions ; for by indulging it, fhe hak outlived- 
her Reputation, though perhaps not her Innocence, and is likely 
to die as much pitied and negle£led, as fhe would otherwife be 
loved and admired. 

Thus Vanity or inordinate Love of Fame defeats the very Ends 
at which it aims. I fhall therefore conclude with a few Rules, 
which, though ineffef^ual to refbain it abfolutely^ will not how^ 
ever contribute to increafe it. 

First, we fhould feek the Approbation of our own Confcienaes. 
Secondly, we fhould confider what Aftions are truly praife- 
worthy, and from whom Praife is valuable. 

Lastly, we fhould weigh our own Abilities, and not pretend 
to more Praife than is due to us^ or for Qualities, which in them- 
felves aredet«flable.

AMONG the great Virtues of which the Anticnts andMt^ 
dems have wroie, difcourfedj and harangued, noce hiri 
been preferred to Jufticep or more accurately difcallcd ; Jt h can- 
fcfTedly the mod extcnfive, and therefore more immcdiateJy t^ 
braces and comprehends the other Virtues. Indeed, it h tiid: 
to form a diftintl Idea of any one Virtue excluiive af others bjt 
impolTible to conceive JufHcc abftrafted from all or any of tbc ni 
He cannot be juft to himfclf, who derives Difeafes and h£nm 
from his Intemperance j he cannot be juil to his Friends, Ju^i'*- 
mily, his Wife, and his Children, who negleds the wjfdfl Waci 
of rcJicving them, and whofe Want of Prudence cxpofci tk 
Weak and Helplefs to Penui^ and Wretchednefs ; nor can thatli^ 
be juft to his King, and to hisCoimtiy, who wants true Foritvi^f 
to defend them againll lawlefs Opprelfions and infolent Jnvai'jDi, 
That noble Heroilm, that patriot Spirit which warmed the 'p^ 
Genii of old, which htimbled Tyrants, eftablifhed Comrooft- 
Weakhs, and expired in their Defence, was but a nobJer Juflra, 
a more exalted Love of Virtue, which aimed alike at the Htpf 
uefs of all. Thus Jufticc comprehends a SyHem of Duty, aixl: 
Is eminently dilHnguJfhed by the Name of the focjal VirtuCj bq 
that Bond of Sociciy, and Tye of Amity, by which, chc Ha 
of Individuals are knit together, and States are conne£tcd andfif 
ported. 

The t\^o great Rules of Juftice arc, iirlt, to give every Maniii 
own, and fecondly, not to injure another. The former relaai 
moil immediately to Commerce and the Intercourfe of JVlen io 
their ordinary Dealings, and comprehends all thofe Duties whkb 
refulc from their VVants, tiieir NeLclIities and Claims from each 
other. The kit er is yet more exrcnfive, and by prohibiting all In- 
juftjce, relates aimoft to every Adion of Man. Without the Prac-

rate into Anarchy^ and Men into firates. I fhaD therefore confine 
this Paper to that Part of Juftice, which is abfolutely necefTary to 
be obferved in the Condudt of Governors and SubjedU in all free 
political States. 

Thbrb is in every well-coniHtuted State, a Subordination of 
Perfons, which probsibly took its firft Rife from that original Su- 
bordination appointed by Nature in the Capacities and Abilities of 
Men : To fome fhe gave Sagacity and Foresight to difcover the 
Means which lead to the Happinefs of Society and the Elegance of 
Life; and to others, (he bellowed Inclination, Strength and bodily 
Powers to compafs thofe Means. To all the different Orders in a 
Common- Wealth belong peculiar Offices and Duties, of which, 
Juftice requires a fair and equitable Difcharge. When Magiftratet 
are appointed by the Laws of the Country, private Perfons (hould 
refped their public Characters, and pay that Regard to their Of- 
fice, to which the Men in other Circumftances would have no 
Claim, leaft the Office itfelf (hould become contemptible, and Li- 
ccntiottfneis fhould grow from a Contempt of Law. Private Per«^ 
font may and ought to fpeak their Sentiment? boldly and refo- 
lately, but they fhould likewife avoid all Difcourfes and A6Uona 
which tend to promote Fadion and Sedition, and which unjuftly 
inflame the Minds of the Makitude, who know no Bounds when 
they are heated by Refentment^ or fwelled too high with popular 
Notions of Equality, and other Opinions too ftrong for weak Con- 
ftitutions and (hallow Heads; Opinions which are too frequently 
advanced only to anfwer Party-Piirpofes and the felfifh ambitious 
Views of hot-headed Enthufiafls. If, to injure the Reputation of 
m private Man, be an Ad of Injuftice which human Nature cannot 
forget^ and which the Law has condemned to fevere Penalties, 
liow much greater is that Injuftice, which deftroys the fair Fame 
of an honeft Magifh^te, and through him (bikes at Majefty, which, 
in the Execution of his Office, he immediately reprefents. The 
Laws were defigned to be the Fountains of Liberty, and Magi^ 
ifarates (hould be the Guardians of thofe facred Springs, empowered 
to diffufe their healing Influence from the Palace to the Cottage: 
When a Magilb-ate atts agreeably to the Defign of his Inftitution, 
the People fliould proclaim their Satisfadion by Praife and Accla- 
mation. Bat, if the Fountains be polluted, and the People are 
forced to tafle the bitter tainted Streams, in fuch Circumftances 
they have a Right to complain and ought to be heard. But their 
Demands (hould be jufl, and their Complaints (hould be modefl; 
for however Warmth and Virulence may aggravate Trifles and co- 
lour weak Arguments, they can never recommend a good Caufe. 
If Grievances are not removed or redrefled, let the People add 
Strength and Vigour to their Complaints ; but ftill let that Strength 
be tempered with Moderation and Calmnefs j thus their Caiife will 
win oyer the Bad, it will animate the Weak, roufe the Indolent^ 
and a Remedy mud follow^ or they will be jufbfied in purfuing an* 
other Courfe.

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If Jttftice requires fach Conduct from the private Man, liow 
much fuperior is the Talk, and how much greater the Duties of 
the Magiftrate to the People, and moft emmently of that Man who 
is appointed the inunediate Difpenfer of the Laws? He muft act 
as Counfellor to his Prince and to the People > and though a wife 
Man will puHue only one Courfe, and thereby unite two feemingly 
difibrent Interefts; vet it is an arduous Tadk to adhere to the 
ftreight Road of Juftice in every Step, although every Deviation 
from it is a grievous Mifchief. 

Every Judge defires to be thought a wife and an upright Man; 
but if he would resdly be fuch, hemuft caudouily fhun the follow- 
ing Vices; firft> the Delay of Law ; fecondly, the Corruption of 
Law ; and thirdly. Severity and Bittemefs in his Manner of dif- 
penfingit. 

A Delay of the Law creates DifTatisfaction, and Contempt of 
Power: It foments Heart-burnings and Jealoufiesj the very End 
of the Law is defeated, if the Remedy be delayed till the injured 
Party can receive no Benefit from it ; it likewife diminifhes the 
Authority of a Judge, and expofes him to the Cenfure of Weak- 
nefs and Ignorance, or of Indolence and a Neglect of the Peo- 
ple's Welfare J it encreafes the Expence of the Suitors, and thereby 
forces Individuals, the poor Man 4|r particular, to reft contented 
nnder LofTes and Infults, and confequently ifgives Sanction to the 
Oppreffions of tlie Tyrant and the Ufurpcr. \ If Judges- would 
fometimes vifit the melancholy Manfions of uhhappy Prifonen^ 
perhaps thofe Scenes would awake in them Scnfationa of Humanity 
ihat would haflen the Execution of Law. 

A SECOND great Vice to be avoided, is, a corrupt Explanauon 
of the Law. Integrity ihould be the great Characteriftic, the^- 
ftinguiihing Quality ot ii Judge. He is appointed to declare, bat 
not to make the Law ; it is his Office to interpret, but not to chan^ 
it or add to it ; if Intricacies occur, a good Judge will fo explain 
them, as to give the moft candid Sentence and equal Juflice to 
every Party. Delay makes the Law a bitter Cup, but a corrupt 
Interpretation makes it Poifon. It is alfo, the immediate Deih-uc- 
tion of one great Pillar of Government; it expofes the Poor to 
Lofs of Property, the Fathcrlefs and the Widow to Penury and 
Torture, and the Innocent to Dungeons, Shackles, and ignominious 
Deaths. Befidcs, every corrupt Sentence becomes a Precedent, 
and confequently a bad Law. Whenever this is the Cafe, when 
the Honours, Properties and Lives^ of the CStizens, arc facrificed 
to the Paifions and Prejudices of cSrrupt Judges, it behoves fome 
fuperior Magiftrate to check their Iniquity, like Hannibal to limit 
the Duration of their Office, and reftore an equal Diflribudon of 
Juftice. Above all Things, Judges ihould be particularly careful 
to avoid even an Appearance of Rigour in penal Laws, leaft thofe 
which were meant only for a Terror, (hould become a real Scourge 
and a Shofwer of Snares upon the Nation, In capital Cafes, a good 
Judge YfUl never lofe Sight of Mwcy^ aand however feverely he 
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may ccnfurc the Offence, his Compaffion will always be open t» 
the wretched Offender: In ihort, he will bind his Brow with that 
noble Condition of every juft Magiftracy, that, as his Hand is the 
executt<v€ Power of the Latn^ fo his Headjhould be anfwerahle to thi 
People, that his Execution be according to Lanu, 
. Thirdly, a wife Judge in the Exercife of Office will a£^ with 
Gentlenefs and Humanity, Severity in every Magiftrate begets 
Difregard; but Bittemefs and hard Terms from a Judge produce 
Hatred and Contempt, as they betray a fecret Meanne^ and a 
Coward's Barbarity; they convert Juftice into Cruelty to the Un- 
fortunate, and make Law a fearful Evil, not a defirable Good: 

Whbn a Judge has fortified himfelf againft thefe Errors, he will 
ftill find fufficient Matter for Employment : His Care will extend 
to the inferior Officers of his Court; he will chec^aU Attempts to 
delay or perplex the Execution of the Law; he wiU remove thofe 
Clogs which obftrod the Way, and keep every Avenue open to it ; 
and when he hath done all diis, he can barely fay, that he is not 
a bad Magifh-ate. How noble then is the Charader of that Man 
whofe united Wifdom and Integrity conftitute the great and the 
good Judge. His Knowledge will not be confined to the Words of 
the Law, it will extend to the Grounds of it; he will examine th# 
general Caufes, and the particular Reafons fubfifting at the Timft 
when every Law was made; if the particular Caufes have ceafed, 
he will proportionally fupprefs the Penalties »' if penal Laws have 
been made for turbulent and feditious Times, he will fuffi^r thefe 
Laws to be forgot in happier Days and under a prudent Admini- 
Ibation, left the very Remembrance of them ' ihould fower the 
Happinefs even of the beft Subjedb. He will carry Clemency al- 
ways in his right Hand, and confider himfelf in his little Tribunal 
as the Reprefentative of that Majefty and infinite Goodnefs, whofe 
Juftice unallayed by Mercy, would be too terrible for human Na-. 
tare. If fome miftaken Men, from a Warmth of Ima^nation^ or 
blind Zeal, fhould inflame the Minds of the Multitude, and thereby 
raife Difguft to certain Governors, and fpread abroad bitter Invec- 
tives and galling Sarcafm, he will endeavour as Counfellor to his 
Prince and the People^ to fupprefs Difcontents and prevent their 
evil Tendency; and to obtain this good End he will employ the 
wifefl and the beft Means : If an overboiling Spirit is about to fub- 
fide> and fink within proper Bounds, he will fuffer the Redundancy 
to evaporate and wafte itfelf : For violent and fevere Oppofition 
tends rather to agitate than appeafe fach a Spirit. If Liberty 
ihould fometimes fwell into Licentioufnefs, and he himfelf fhould 
feel the Strokes of Envy or Malevolence, in that Cafe, to avoid 
the Imputation of Revenge» he will be ftill mor6 unwilling to crufh 
the Offenders: His own Integrity wiB blunt the Arrows of Party 
and Faction, and at laft obhge the Enemies of true Liberty to re- 
tire with Shamp^^nd Confufion. If he is forced with Reludaacr 
to revive a penal Law, yet he will demonftr^xeVyj Vvv^^iuwsJbsstk^^

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piul he will confider the miaateft Ciicnmfta nc et, the jpnrateClit' 
rader» the Attachments, the Motives and the Tyes of the OSctA- 
er : He will allow fome Weight even to the Paffions and Prejudicei 
of the Criminal, but none to his own ; and the Salus PofmU wffl 
be his great Rule, as it (hould be the Law of Kings. 

Many have been thought equal to this important Talk of a 
Judge, who have funk under the Trial, fo true is that Saying, 
Magijiratus wrum indicat : If there be one Judge upon the Bench 
to whom the following Obfervation of Tacitus can be juftly api^ied. 
Omnium confenfu capax Judicandi nifi Judicapt^ I grieve for tkc 
ZA>t of thofe unhappy Vi^tinu who are expofed to his Sentence. 
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Not h^tcfmckmus farvnla Gallo ;

WH E N I refledl on the Revolutions which have happoied 
fince the Birth of this Paper, with the feverc Perfccutioni 
imd violent Attempts to fupprcfs it ; I am naturally led to enquire, 
but unable to difcover the Caufes. It is true, I have fometimes 

fiven proper Names to Men and to Actions i I never fpared Vice, 
ecauie it happened to grow in the Sunfhine of a Court, and dozed 
in Ermine or Purple ; I fhot fometimes at Folly, though with little 
Succefs ; but Virtue and Innocence were fafe from the Laugh and 
the Frown, I neither eredied an Unicorns Head for the Ladies, nor 
publifhed the Roarijtgs of the Lion again ft the Men ; yet, I have re- 
ceived many Letters defiring me to provide fuch Defence againft 
fome Perfons, who of late have been prowling abroad like Wolves, 
and have made fo many Breaches in the puHic Fences,* that they 
ve fufpeded of a Confederacy with tnuo kindred Beafts in a neigh- 
bouring Foreft. A Friend of mine (hewed me one of thi^ Species 
in the new Gardens lately, who by his extraordinary dvil Leer, 
feemed to have more of an Ape than a Wolf in his Nature ; I 
walked as near to him as poifible, and overheard him arguing fub- 
tilly to one of his Pupils, Summum Jus effe folum Jus, that chief 
Juftice is the only Juftice% but he was fo far from convincing mo> 
ithat i am more tha^n ever inclined to believe that old Saying, Sum- 

mum 
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Jui^ Summa Jmuria, ♦ that chief Jufiia is chiif li^ujticiz 

This Perfon, I am told, is my implacable finemy, and looks on 
me with a jealous Eye as a new Kind of Infpedor, who pry into 
Corners, and difcover what Duties are unpaid to the Common- 
Wealth. He fays that I endeavor to eftablifh a new Tribunal^ and 
cive the Right of Judgement to the People, who try dl OfFendett 
hy thb one Law> that nothing is ultimately expedient, hut ivhat is 
ah/oltttely jufti whereas the received Cuftom is, to multiply Xiawi^ 
dU they are more litigious than the Suitors ; and in purfuing Expe^ 
dience^ to lofe Sight of Juitice. Notwithflanding this Gentle- 
man's frequent Attacks, I am not difcoultiged 3 I Qiay be mute 
agam, but till I am actually dumb, I fhall not defpair of a 
Triumph. 

During my late Retreat, |^ fpent a Week with my Friend 
Will Worthy, of whom I intend to give fome Account in this 
Day's Paper, becaufe I fhall have frequent Occafibn to mention 
him hereifter. 

Will is the Defcendant of a good Family in the South, from 
which he inherited an eafy Patrimony : His Education was liberal 
as the Cuftom of the Kingdom permits, but not equal in all Re- 
fpedls to his Defire, for 1 have often heard him condemn the Sa- 
pinenefs and Negligence of the Legiflature in a Point fo material 
as the Difcipline of Youth : His laft Study was in the Univerfity, 
the ufual Place of finifhing an Education. But whatever Advan- 
tages Will has received from Fortune, and other accidental Cir- 
cumflances, they are all fubfervient to thofe with which he is en* 
do wed by Nature. 

Hr had fcarce left the Univerfity^ when he call his Eyes upon 
a Widow Lady, Mother to three Children, and fomewhat older 
than himfelf ; however, fhe had Charms which in his Eyes fuflS- 
ciently compenfated the little Inequality in Years, and as it had al« 
ways been his Maxim, rather to be happy than to feem fo, he 
purfued his Addreffes with Refolution, and fucceeded to his Wiih 
and the good Fortune of both. He did not long enjoy this For- 
tune, for the Death of his Lady in a fhort Time after, deprived 
him of the Happinefs of a married State, and he has evtr iince 
continued aBatchelor. I have fometimes heard the wild fiery Fellows 
of the Town, who think nothing young or amiable that is above 
fixteen, rally Will's Tafte in Matrimony, but I have been affured 
by Men of lively Fancy and found Judgement, that Time never 
feemed tedious in the Company of his Lady. 

Will is in his Perfon tall and flreight, his Countenance is a 
perfe^l Pidlure of Chearfulnefs and Good-humour, and he ha& 
been heard to fay, that he is almofl an abfolute Stranger to De* 
preffion of Spirits, .which he attributes to an even Couife of Exer^

points the Reflexion, makes the Satyr j for I conceive it poffiblt to write Volumcf

for that uncommon Vivacity which fome Men difcover in Compa- 
ny ^ but he checks himfelf with this juft Reiledtion, that it oftea 
throws Reafon out of her Seat, and is generally over-balanced 
by Flatnefs and Dejedion. In his whole Condu^ nothing is fo re- 
markable as his great Care of his Eftate, and his little Regard for 
Wealth ; from the former he derives the Power, from, the latter a 
perpetual Inclination to do good. His Fortune is every Day im- 
proving, and his Gratification in befiowing, is proportiociably en- 
creafed : It may truly be faid, that he lives in others ) his Table 
b frugal but plenteous^ and thofe Incentives to Appetite, which 
Luxury has found out for others, are fupplied to him by this Re- 
flexion, that the very want of them enables fome virtuous Man to 
live as well and as chear fully as himfelf: Yet, on many. Occafioas, 
BO Man entertains his Friends ifiore fumptuoufly and elegandy 
than he ; and every Perfon who vifits at his Houfe, muft be con- 
vinced that he defpifes thefe Enjoyments, not becauiehe is unequal, 
but becaufe he is fuperior tQ them. 

It is natural to fuppofe, that a Man of this Difpofition muft be 
a fincere Friend to his Country, and accordingly Will is remark- 
ably fuch > this AfFe6Uon makes him attentive to eveiy Thing 
which concerns the Trade of this Kingdom, and he has lately pro- 
moted a moil ufeful Branch of it in the South, with fuch Sacceis, 
in Defpite of ftrong Oppofition from fome powerful Enemies to 
their Country, that I believe many Gentlemen will £nd it their 
immediate Intereft to follow his Example in improving. every na- 
tional Advantage. But his Defign is not terminated by his own 
prefent or future Intereft, it extends to fomething even dearer than 
Property ; he is convinced, that in every Land the Revenue of 
Induftry is twice as much as the dry Rent or the annual Value of 
the whole Land, and confequently that every profperous Attempt 
to encourage Induftry, promotes the Power and Wealth of the 
People, and thereby the Liberty of the Subjeft, the Want of 
which he often regrets ; for he has been taught from his Infancy 
to beUeve that Virtue is the higheft private Good, and Liberty the 
greateft focial Bleiling. I have often heard him lament the mife- 
rable Condition of a Kingdom, which under the Colour of being 
made fubordinate, is enSaved to another State ; whofe Honours 
never grace the Brows of Natives or of Merit ; whofe Riches are 
the Spoil of hackneyed Courtiers, haughty Slaves and Proflitutes to 
Vice ; and whofe Towns are Nurferies of Armies fed to deftroy 
the civil Power, to dupe Freedom into Court- compliance, and 
with the Sword of Peflilence, to mow down the Fruits of candid 
Honefly and generous Patriotifm. In ihort, he is fometimes un- 
happy by cornering too minutely the Circnmflances of the prefent 
Times, with thofe glorious Ages of Antiquity, in which Virtue 
introduced Men to Dignity, and Dignity was the Patron of Free- 
dom. But, whatever Uneafinefs he feels from thefe Reflexions, it 
never follies his outward Behavioar* be mourns only in Thought, 
' " " "*' '' ' v^ 
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%nd Ihons Sodety Whenever he is unable to veil thefe occafional 
Anxieties with a Shew of Mitth and Pleafantiy. 
' No Man is more firmly attached to the Proteilant Religion and 
the prefcuc Eftablilhment than Will ; he thinks it his abfolute 
Duty atsdl Times to fupport the former, and will never endanger 
the Liberty of his Country by deferting the latter: He difcharges 
every Office to which he is legally called, and he has fcarce pafled 
through one without ; demodtrating by his ' Example the good 
Defignof-its InftrtudoiA, corredUne.fome Abufe, or introduc:nJ| 
feme ufeful Regulation. Though it fliould be with Difficulty be- 
lieved^ I cannot but mention . that many Perfons contributed iiiore 
chearfuUy to the Relief of the Poor, when Will was Church- 
warden than before : For a Knowledge' of the proper Applicadoflt ' 
of Bounty is no litde Incitement to it. 

A PLEASING Air of Goodnefs is fcen in his whole Famiilyi 
Xhe Children, to whom he is no otherwife related than by Marriage^ 
revere him as a Parent and Idve him as. a Fi^iend, while he aflumes 
no Superiority, and is only known to be'Maftet of his Houfeby 
Ae general Competition among the Children' of Ijoth Sexes, Ayhd 
fhalTpleafe him moft: They feem already to have inibibed'|iu| 
Difregard of idle expenfive Vanities, by which Means they hkvei 
lugher Relifh for rational Entertainments or innocent Amufements, 
and begin to defpife the Follies of Mankind at an Age when others 
are juft entering in Purfuit of them. 

I MUST not however omit one Fault of which Will it often 
accufed, and that is, too much Modefty, which makes him fo dif- 
fident of his own Judgement, that he has been jufUy charged widi 
little Omiffions of Duty from that Caufe. He has beiides fome 
Singularities for which no apparent Reafon can be attributed beiides 
the Prejudice of Education and his great Love of the Ancients : 
He thinks modem Education confifls more in ftudying to vtmifh 
Follies and Vices, and in learning little ridiculous Refinements in 
Religion and Policy, than in fixing real good Principles : There- 
fore, in the Choice of a Tutor for my Lord ■ ■ his Son in- 
Law, he contradidled the Guftom of the prefent Age, and prefer- 
red a Man who would certamly inform that young Nobleman's 
Heart, to the Hazard of appointing one who might only refine his 
Underdanding or fharpen his Imagination. As this Conduct will 
appear ii^gular to fome Perfons, I (hall inform my Readers of one 
Story, by which they may judge of its fmgular EfFe6t. That Lord 
has now JpafTed through all the great Cities of Europe, jf/ta, andT 
Jfrica, fo little tainted with modifh Vices, fo much himfelf or r^-. 
Iher above himfelf, that in a Letter from Alexandria, in which he 
entities Will to make new Leafes of his Elhite, his own Words 
which befl do him JufHce, are thefe, " Difpofe of my EiUte well, 
** but not too-well, allow all my Tenants a competent Reward for 
** their Indufhy,s for fuch Beneficence feems preferable to the vain 
** Pomp of eredling Monuments or coftly Buildings ; in a Word^ 
•' Sir, aa for me as you would for vo\3Lrf^\ir ^V»\%^^^"^^^ 
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BBOeofhitSingaliritiet: HeisaperfeftCmifonnift iahisotiba 
e Foibles, but he can fo readily ibakt ijbem off that he feena 
only to affed them in Complaifance to the reft of Mankind who 
lave fo much greater. 

This is a condfe Account of my Friend Will Wo&tht, who 
BOW ads fo habitually^ that fome Perfons have made it a Plea 
tor detrading from his Merit, that his only Pleaf ore ^ td do Good: 
Yet my Reader will bbfenre, that no Man i&more nice than heii 
in his Enquiry concerning thofe whom he would make Friends, as 
wo Man is more unwilling to be deceived. Many Perlbns ad in a 
Ugher Sphere, and others may excel in Genius,. Dot Will is o^ 
tanly one of die beft Men living. I wiih he could be perfwadcd 
to change his Condidonin Life ; the Pleafure of feeing the Son of 
Inch a Man, would iii fome Degree lefien the Fear ot lofing hxnu 
But he feems more follidtous to leave a great Example than ana- 
inerous Race.

It is with Weafure and due Gratitude We obferve, that the filH" 
remarkable Obflrudtion given to the arbitrary and illegal Proceed- 
ings of the JJo^rr^/ of -//A/<?r«r^», in the appointing, documenting and 
inflaving the Commons of this City, and the fim general ]>ifcovery 
of their Ufurpation and Tyranny, and the firft memorable Attctaipt 
to refcue the Commons from the fhameful Yoke, and to reiftore the 
neceffary Balance of Power between the Magifiratesy Aldermen^ 
Commons 'and Citizens, were done by the Refrefentati'ves of this 
Corporation, in the Years 1741, 174JR and 1743. 

Though, from the Shortnefs of Time, and the Obftacles thrown 
in die Way, by Men in Power, We did not then obtain the fiilland 
fuft Reftoration of the Rights and Liberties of the Commons and 
Citiizensi yet, niany confiderable Points were gained : Thek Com- 
nons claimed, maintained and eftablifhed an equal Right with the 
4liiermen, to the framing, introducing and pailine Petifio)is and 
\6ls of A£embly; they ordered, that the City Accounts Ihiduld 
ibt be paflcd, until the Commons were fumifhed with piinted 
!?opies of them> they ordered the Gallery to be left open to the 
lititzensi they demanded an equal Right With the Aldermen, in all 
Lledlions of Magifirates, Officers and Servants for the City, 6x- 
:ept fuch as were altered by the New-Rules; they demanded the 
Diflblution of the then unlawful Governors of the Hofpital and 
ree School in Oxmanto^n, and a Reftitution of it to the Conduct 
nd Government of the only lawful, the Charter Governors, the 
'^arJ MiF^or, Sheriffs, Commons and Citizens of this City. The AU 
lerTnen, at this Time, dared not to fend an Aider 7nan to fit among 
he Commons; nor did the Sheriffs prefume to name Committees, or 
rxecute any other Diftates of the Board oi Aldermen , but fiich^af 
/ere agreeable to Jujlice, to La^w, to Liberty, and, in general, 
:onfiftent with the Conftitiition of the City. 

We look upon ourfelves, as too much interefted in the Welfare 
>f .this City, to fee fuch a general Defection and Depravity, as 
have fince appeared in the Councils of this City, unmoved. We 
have fcen our Commons proftituting the Funds of the City, to the 
fupporting the Ufurpation and Tyranny of the Aldermen, at a Time, 
Kvhen the Commons were forced to beg for Money to fue for Jujlice-, 
we have feen them paffimely bear all the Contempt and Infolenccof 
:he Board i and now, with Shame and' Horror! behold our Com- 
mons headed in our AfTemblies by an elecled Aldtrmcn ! 

We cannot then wonder, though We mud ever lament, ti1.1t 
:he Councils of this City have been turned into a Moc^c-Inq^Ioi- 
rioN; that whatever is diftated or countenanced by the Aulcrmci:,
